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GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE, 


DELIVERFD BEFORE THE SENATE AND ASSEMBLY, JANUARY 14, 1864 


Fellow Cities of the Senate and Assembly 


The welfare of our State being the object of ouv meeting here to-day, 
it 18 fitting that our thanks should first go out to Him whose care is over 
all His ereatures, who supplies our wants, presides over our councils, and 
gives us wisdom to guide them, for the many blessings we are now per- 
mitted to enjoy, and that we should with devout hearts ask the continu- 
ance of them 

Seldom has any people had greater reasons to be thankful. While pas- 
sions, wild and terrible, have seemed to guide the councils of some of 
our sister 3tates, bringing upon them the devastations of war and its con- 
eomitant evils, while disease and famine are staring them in the face, 
Wisconsin is quietly and calmly pursuing the even tenor of hei ways, her 
people are enjoying the blessings of health, her granaries are filled to 
overflowing, and peace and plenty reign within her borders. 

By the Constitution it is made the duty of the Governor to communi- 
cate to the Legislature at every session, the condition of the State, and 
recommend such matters to them for their consideration, as he may deem 
expedient.” 

Questions affecting our State finances are among the most important 
that will engage your attention Only by giving them careful considera- 
tion, and providing means for the prompt payment of all just demands 
against the State, can Wsiconsin maintain her good name and the good 
eredit she now exhibits by the market value of her bonds. 

The following statements exhibit, in a condensed form, the transactions 
'n the different funds of the State during the last fiscal year 

All the ordinary expenses of the State Government are paid from the 
gencral fund. The sources from which this fund is derived are State tax- 
es, tax on suits, banks, insurance companies, railroad companies, hawkers 
and peddlers, telegraph companies, United States for keeping prisoners, 
sale of State bonds and transfers from other funds. The whole amount 
received into this fund during the last fiscal year was $850,376.12. This 
amount includes the receipt of $50,000 for sale of bonds for building State 
Capitol, and $272,156.16 received into this fund and transferred by act of 
the Legislature to the war fund for support of families of volunteers. 
The balance remaining in the fund at the close of the fiscal year, after paying 
all demands against it and making transfer as above stated, was $205,958- 
61, The amount levied upon the State during the last year to replenish 
this fund was $75,000. 

The school fund, properly considered one of the most important and 
sacred under the care of the State, was established by the Constitution at

the organization of the State government, Section 2 of article 10 of the 
Constitution provides that the “ proceeds of all lands, ete., shall be set 
apart as a separate fund, to be called the school fund.” Provisions have 
since been made by law for the care and increase of this fund, and for the 
distribution of the principal part of the income of the same among the 
schools of the State

This fund, as will be seen by the 
above provision. was established at the organization of the State Govern- 
ment.

The whole amount of State indebtedness, on the first day of the pres- 
ent month, was seventeen hundred and seventy-five thousand dollars. 
This debt was created, pursuant to provisions of law, by the issue of State 
bonds and certificates of indebtedness, the bonds bearing interest at the 
rate of six per cent. per annum, and the certificates at the rate of seven 
per cent. per annum 

The money arising from the sale of these bonds and certificates, has 
been expended, pursuant to law, for building the State Capitol; payment 
of tax levied by the General Government upon the property of the State, 
for war purposes; payment of bounty of five dollars per month to the 
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families of volunteers, boarding soldiers, and preparing them for Oe 
field, caring for sick and wounded soldiers, and other war purposes. The 
greater proportion of this debt, having been created for war purposes, 15, 
a legitimate charge against the General Government. The General Gov, 
ernment has already repaid a part of the money advanced by the State 
for carrying on the war, and, I doubt not, will eventually repay the bal- 
ance. This money, if refunded, will be sufficient to liquidate all State 
indebtedness, and should be applied to that purposc 
The amount paid to families of volunteers, from the commencement of 
the war up to January Ist, 1864, was $1,197,044 70. Amount paid on 
United States tax, $141.735 37. Amount paid for building State Capitol, 
from avails of bonds sold, $100,000. Amount advanced by the State, for 
boarding and equiping soldiers, caring for sick, and other war expenses- 
not enumerated above, and still a charge against the General Government, 
about $200,000. Amount still due the State from banks. on sale of war 
bonds during the year 1861, $173,950. Ñ

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Of her volunteers in the field, Wisconsin has reason to be proud. She 
sent forth noble men, and nobly have they done their duty. By deeds 
of valor they have won the high position-they now occupy. Troops from 
other Northern States are entitled to great credit. We yet must claim for 
Wisconsin soldiers the highest meed of praise.. 

In response to the calls of the General Government, Wisconsin had 
sent to the field on the first day of November last, exclusive of three 
months' men, thirty-four regiments of infantry, three regiments and one 
company of cavalry, twelve batteries of light artillery, three batteries of 
heavy artillery, and one company of sharpshooters. Making an aggregate 
of forty-one thousand seven hundred and seventy-five men. Of this 
number sixteen thousand nine hundred and sixty-three have been lost to 
the service by death, discharge and desertions, leaving in the service on 
the first day of November last, twenty-four thousand eight hundred and 
twelve men. The State can never fully repay our soldiers for the sacrifice 
they have made and are now making. It can and should do much to 
aid them, however, by adding to their comforts in the field and in hospi- 
tals, earing for their families, and assisting them in procuring their pay 
for services rendered the Government. 

Much trouble, delay and inconvenience has been experienced by those 
entitled to bounties, back pay and pensions, in obtaining their just dues. 
Whether the State cannot further aid this elass of persons in establishing 
and procuring payment of these claims, is a subject well worthy your at- 
tention. 

Many of our volunteers have been transferred to the Invalid Corps. 
The families of these soldiers are equally entitled to the aid furnished by 
the State, with those who remain in their regiments. Provision should 
be made for their payment, upon proper reports being furnished from 
officers in command of this cerps. 

Provision was made, at the last session of the Legislature, for the pay- 
ment to tho families of certain deceased soldiers, of five dollars per month 
for six months after the death of the soldier. I doubt not the intention 

-of the Legislature was to extend this benefit to the families of all deceased 
soldiers residing in the State, but from the wording of the act it could 
only be paid to the families of soldiers who were in the service at the time 
of its passage, and who died in the service after that date. This law 
should be so amended as to extend equal benefits to the families of all 
deceased soldiers residing in the State. 

While we should strive to do all in our power to protect and care for 
those who are entitled to our protection, we should also properly guard 
ihe Treasury against those who seek, but are not entitled to, aid from the 
State. Persons in affluent circumstances, having sons in the army, on 
whom they never depended for support, have, in some instances, sought 

- by false representations, to ebtain this bounty offered by the State. for 
ihe punishment of this class of persons, and as a safeguard against fraudu- 
lent claims upon the state treasury, stringent laws should be enacted. 1 
submit herewith, for your information upon this subject, the very able 
and full report of the Adjutant General, showing the condition of our 
State militia, of our troops in the field, and suggesting amendments to the. 
militia law—all of which I commend to your careful consideration. 
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The Legislature, at its last session, provided for building the north 
wing of the State Capitol, and for laying the foundation of the south wing 
and rotunda up to the water-table. This work is now nearly completed, 
has been well done, and st an expénse to the State much less than was 
estimated. . 

The exposed condition of the foundation walls of the south wing and 
rotunda, would seem to render it necessary that the work upon them 
should be further continued soon, in order to reap the benefits of the 
work already done. The amount necessary to complete the south wing 
willprobably not exceed thirty thousand dollars. I would therefore, 
recommend an appropriation for this object, and would further suggest 
the propriety of appointing a committee to confer with the architect, with 
a view of ascertaining what further work may now be needed upon the 
rotunda, in order to secure it from .damage, and that you adopt such 
measures as the nature of the case may require, to secure the benefits of 
ihe work already completed. ` 

Our agricultural interests have seldom been more highly favored than 
during the past year. Although but a small proportion of the arable 
land of the State is under cultivation, Wisconsin has raised for exporta- 
tion, during that period, about twenty million bushels of wheat, besides 
large quantities of oats, corn and other grain. The whole amount of 
grain raised in the State during the past year is about sixty million 
bushels. 

The noble calling of the agriculturalist lies at the foundation of the 
prosperity of our people. lt needs but to be stated that“five-sixths of. 
our population are engaged in agrieultural pursuits, and that the greater 
. part of our revenues are derived from this source, to establish its impor- 
tance and commend it to your careful attention. 

Efforts should be made for the advancement of industrial education, 
both as a means of developing our resources and rendering agricultural ` , 
pursuits more attractive to our youth. 

Congress has very wisely provided for the establishment of an Agricul- 
tural College in our State, and has donated two hundred and forty thou- 
sand acres of land for its endowment. This land has been selected dur- 
ing the past year, and it is said to be of a good quality. 

In view of the importance of such an institution to the interests of the 
State, and of the fact that unless it is established within five years from 
the passage of the act making the grant, the land reverts to the General 
Government, I feel it my duty to urge upon the Legislature the necessity 
of immediately making provision for the location of this institution, the ` 
sale of the lands granted by Congress, and the purchase of a farm and 
erection of buildings thereon; in short, the necessity of complying with 
the conditions of' the grant in order that we may reap its benefits. 

The events of the last two years having so fully demonstrated the want 
of a school within our State where military instruction may be obtained, 
I would also suggest the propriety of ineorporating into the erganio act 
establishing this college, a provision requiring that a prescribed amount of 
military instruction shall be included in its course of study, sufficient at 
least to. ground its students in the rudiments of military science. 

The lead, copper and iron mines of the State are among the important . 
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sources of'its wealth, and as such, may well claim your attention. Indi- 
vidual énterprise has done “much to develope our mineral resources, yet; 
for want of capital, much remains to be done: Geologists have long 
claimed that large deposits of lead oro lic below where the miner has yet 
reached. Individuals have not been found able and willing to expend the 
means necessary to examine these lower deposits, which, if the py was 
once established by actual experiment that they do exist, would Be a 
source of great wealth to the State. Whether the interests of the State 
do not require further legislation to facilitate the establishment of com- 
panies or corporations for mining purposes, or for otherwise aiding in the 
development of these important resources, may very: properly receive 
your consideration. ` , l 

Perhaps no State presents greater advantages to manufacturers than 
does Wisconsin, and-no State needs them more. With water power in 
abundance, mechanical genius unsurpassed, iron, copper and lead ores, in 
short, nearly all kinds of raw material in unlimited quantities, needing 
but.the work of the mechanie to supply our wants, we are annually pay- 
ing out large sums of money for the transportation to our State of iron, 
lead, copper, glass, crockery, agricultural implements, leather, carriages, 
machinery, eloths, and other useful articles, and paying, also, for the 
transportation from the State of the raw material from whieh many of 
these articles are made. 

Had we the needful manufactories within our borders, we would not 
only saye this large outlay and loss in transportation of the raw material 
from, and manufactured articles to our State, but would also derive large 
profits from supplying with manufactured articles those outside our lim- 
its who have not the natural advantages for manufacturing we possess,-as 
well as from the increased home market these manufactories would afford. 

Sound policy would seem to dictate that we should use all proper means 
to foster this branch of our industry. The prov reasons why man- 
ufactories are not more generally established <.. cur midst, are doubtless 
the want of a knowledge of the natural facilities our State affords, and a 
want of capital. Measures should be adoptedto lay before Eastern capi- 


talists the great advantages to be derived from engaging in manufactur- 


ing in our State, and proper effort should be made and laws cnacted to re- 
move impediments, and hold. out such inducements as will insure the ad. 
vancement of this interest. 

Commercé is also among the objects of interest to which I feel it my 
duty to call your attention. Upon it all our other industrial interests large- 


“Ig: depend for their prosperity. Our towns and cities are fed by ifj and 


there are none within our borders so high, or so low, as not to feel its in- 
fluence. And especially would Í bring to your notice at this timo, the 
commerce of our lakes. Qur harbors need improvement, our lake com- 
merce and lake cities need protection. It is true these are objècts more 
immediately under the care of the General Government, but, if in mo other 
way, may not this Legislature do much to bring about the desired end, 
by memorializing Congress ‘and making a proper „representation of our 
wants ? 2 
Complaints are made in different parts of the State of fraudulent vot- 
ing; that men who have long exerdised the right of the elector’ and 
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claimed the protection of the Government, now in the day of the Na- 
tion’s peril, being unwilling to, bear its burdens, claim to be subjects of a 
foreign power, and to avoid the draft bring forward proof that they were 
uever entitled to vote, thus publishing their own wrong; that some have 
been in the habit of voting under assumed names ; that others have voted 
more than once at the same election. These evils, if they exist, should 
be corrected, The purity aud permanency of our institutions depend 
much upon the proper exercise of the elective franchise. The election 
laws should be thoroughly examined and so amended as to properly guard 
the exercise of this sacred right. 

in commenting, as we have thus far, upon subjects more immediately 
connected with our State affairs, we are not unmindful that we owe alle- 
siançe to the Gencral Government, and have duties to perform in connec- 
tion, therewith. | 
^ Notwithstanding peace and plenty reign within the borders of our 
State, wo cannot lose sight of the faét that the nation is engaged in war— 
a war of great magnitude and importance; of immense importance to us 
us a State; of immense importance to the world. 

The interests, the hopes and fears of millions now hang trembling in 
the balance, and the position of our State may turn the scale. How im- 
portant that we examine carefully the ground on which we stand, and that 
we are found arrayed upon the side of justice and humanity. 

Wisconsin is now standing side by side with all the Free States in sup- 
port of the General Government; in support of law and order; in sup- 
port of freedom. The important question which presents itself to our 
mind is, are we right in our position? Jf we are, it is our duty to go for- 
ward, press on the war with renewed energy until vietory and peace shall 
crown our efforts. If wrong, our first duty should be to place ourselves 
in a true and correct position. In judging of this matter, we may very 
properly ask ourselves the question, axe our minds free from prejudice 
and passion? It is natural that the monarchs of the old world, as well 
as the aristocrats upon our own soil, impressed with the dangers that 
threaten their tenurc of place and power from the spread of our free 
principles, should desire the downfall of this Government, and to aecom- 
plish this end should counsel the withdrawal of onr armies, and the final 
separation of these States. There may be those, also, in our midst whose 
narrow prejudices, whose love of gain or fear of personal harm, will 
induce them to withhold support from the Administration, favor the with- 
drawal of our troops, and the consequent destruction of the Government. 
Our faith, however, in the integrity and loyalty of our people, is too 
«trong to permit us to believe there are many of this class of persons in 
our State. It is true some within our borders may have arrayed them- 
selves against the Government, but we have the charity to believe that 
most of them were hut temporarily misled, and that they will, when their 
eyes are opened to their true position, place themselves on the side of law 
and order. The large numbers who have gone forth to battle, the voice 
of the people of this State heard in the late election, afford incontestible 
proof, that with the great majority of our people, patriotism rises above, 
prejudice and passion; that ie hears of the people are rightly attuned 
to the music of the Union. 
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Our people; in taking their position, calmly reviewed the ground and 
candidly asked, have the South any real grievances ? | 
" Eternal separation from the working classes, the mud-sills of the 
North; destruction to the Government,” was the answer received from 
those in rebellion. The only answer to their request for calm discussion 
and consideration, was the booming of the rebel cannon, the fall of Sum- 
ter's walls, and the trampling of the Stars and Stripes in the dust. Yet, 
with all this provocation, our Government has prosecuted the war with 

great moderation —more in sorrow than in anger. 

At this late day, we would again calmly ask, what are the grievances of 
the South, or upon what do those now in rebellion base their action? 
Can they find an excuse for their course in the claim they first set up, of 
the right of secession? This poisonous doctrine needs no refutation at 
this day. It is working its own cure. Evenin the South, in the boasted 
Confederacy, among those who first started and urged this doctrine, it is 
now repudiated. States that pretended to unite their fortunes with the 
so-called Confederacy, have already denied its authority over them, and 
claimed this same right of secession, which is denied, and coercion threat- 
ened by the rebel Congress. Do they base their cause upon the right- 
eousness of Slavery? It has long since written its own shame and dis- 


. ace, The world has written '5 infamous" over against it, and thus pro- 
gr g , 


nounced its doom. . 

Did they complain of a high tariff? The tariff was reduced to a rev- 
enue basis. ` 

Did they ask representation for their slaves in Congress” It was con- 
ceded. ; 

Did they require the Missouri Compromise? It was granted. 

Did they, after enjoying its benefits, ask its repeal, that they might 
not be bound by those provisions that militated against them? The North 
yielded to their request. 

‘Did they require Southern men as diplomatic agents of the Government , 


abroad, in order that their peculiar institution and their partieularinterests, 


might be duca They had them, even at the expense of the com- 
merce of the Mnion, and the interests of the North. 

Did they desire Southern men—men ia their interest, upon the Supreme 
bench? "They had them. S 

Did they require that a majority of the officers of the army and navy, 
and a majority of all the civil officers of the Government, should be South- 
ern men, and men in their interest? They had them. 

Did they demand that their runaway slaves should be caught and re- 
turned to them? United States officers were upon their track, and the 
poor, sun-dyed African too dearly paid the penalty which Southern chivalry 
affixes to a love of freedom. ý 

Do they rest their cause upon the injustice or oppression of the North ? 
History, as well as their own best statesmen, deny the base slander. The 
only fault of the North, if it be a fault, is that they have but too faith- 
fully ** Kept the bond and given the pound of flesh." 

Why then, let me again ask, do we find the South in hostility against 
ihe best Government the world ever saw? Let their own men, the men 
who are now foremost in the rebellion, answer. “We desire (say they) 


$ xiii. 


to found a new Government whose corner stone shall rest on slayery. For 
liberty, equality, fraternity, to establish slavery and subordination.” 
Here, then, we have an answer in their own words. They are arrayed 
against this Government because it is based upon liberty and equality, 
upon the freedom and intelligence, instead of the slavery and ignorance, of 
its people. We find them undertaking to destroy a Union they had sworn 
to protect and preserve; undertaking to break up a Government they had 
no legal or equitable power to dissolve; to roll back the tide of civiliza- 
tion, and establish on the ruins of this Republic, a despotism of the most 
despicable character, for no other reason than that this Government seeks 
to protect the rights of its citizens. Are we not right, then, in sustaining 
the Administration; in sustaining the Government; in ‘standing beside 
the free States of the North in support of law and order; in support of 
freedom ? 

If our fathers were patriots in establishing this government, we cer- 
tainly cannot be far wrong in maintaining it. Believing then, as we sincere- 
ly do, that the government is in the right, that it is fighting in a holy and 
just cause, that duty demands of us action and sacrifice in its behalf, that 
efforts to patch up a temporary peace or obtain it by concessions to trai- 
tors, are not only: dishonorable, but tend to protract the war and make it 
more expensive and dangerous—we hope to see Wisconsin unite all her 
energies, without distinetion of party or sect, in prosecuting the war with 
the utmost vigor. Let us sustain the government and prosecute the war 
with a will and determination that shall carry the conviction to the minds . 
of traitors, that obedience to the legally constitute” =uthorities is the only 
course left to them ; that our Government must be respected. The Union 
must stand, and we shall soon see the principles of liberty and equality 
re-established in every part of our National domain, firm as the rock of 
ages, there to stand a blessing to the world, an enduring monument of the 
fidelity and patriotism of those noble men of the Revolution who founded, 
and the noble patriots who now defend it. 

In conclusion, gentlemen, I will only add that in all efforts to promote 
the interests of the State and Nation, you shall receive my hearty co-ope- 


ration.

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SCHOOL FUND. 


This fund will be fully explained by reference to the following provis- 
ions of the constitution and statutes of the state: Section 2 of article 
10 of the constitution of the state, provides that “the proceeds of all 
lands that have been or hereafter may be granted by the United States to 
this state, for educational purposes, (except the lands heretofore granted 
for the purposes of a University,) and all moneys, and the clear proceeds 
of all property that may accrue to the state by forfeiture or escheat ; 
and all moneys which may be paid as an equivalent for exemption from 
military duty; and the clear proceeds of all fines collected in the several 
counties for any breach of the penal laws; and all moneys arising from 
any grant tc the atate, where the purposes of such grant are not specified; 
and the five hundred thousand acres of land, to which the state is enti- 
tled by the provisions of an act of congress entitled *an act to appropriate 
the proceeds of the sales of public lands, and to grant pre-emption 
rights,’ approved the fourth day of September, one thousand eight hund- 
red and forty-one; and also the five per centum of the net proceeds of 
the publie lands to which the state shall be entitled on her admission into 
the Union, (if congress shall consent to such appropriation of the two 
grants last mentioned,) shall be set apart as a separate fund, to he called 
the school fund." 

Provision is also made by law that twenty-five per cent. of the net pro- 
ceeds of the lands granted to this state by act of eongress, approved Sep- 
tember 28, 1850, and all of the purchase money for the lands selected by 
or under authority of this state in lieu of swamp and overflowed lands 
sold or otherwise disposed of by the United States since the passage of 
the aforesaid granting act, shall form and be constituted a part of the 
school fund of this state.

SWAMP LAND FUND. 


By an act of Congress, entitled “an act to enable the state of Arkan- 
sas and other states to reclaim the swamp and overflowed lands within 
their limits," approved September 28th, 1850, certain lands were granted 
to this state, which are known as swamp lands. The avails of these 
swamp lands constitute the above entitled fund. By act of the legisla- 
ture, fifty per cent. of this fund is set apart asa separate fund, entitled 
the drainage fund. It is also made the duty of the commissioners of 
school and university lands to apportion the income of twenty-five per 
cent. of this fund to normal institutes and academies. "The balance is set 
apart for the benefit of common schools, and forms a part of the school 
fund. The transactions in this fund during the fiseal year closing Sep-

NORMAL SCHOOL FUND. 


The Congress of the United States, by au act entitled “an act to en- 
able the state of Arkansas and other states to reclaim the swamp and over- 
flowed lands within their limits," approved September 28th, 1850, granted 
certain lands therein specified to the state of Wisconsin. 

By an act of the legislature of this state, it is made the duty of the 
commissioners of sohool and university lands to apportion the income of 
twenty-five per cent. of the net proceeds arising from the sales of swamp 
and overflowed lands granted to this state by the act of congress above men- 
tioned, to normal institutes and acadamies. The money so apportioned is 
denominated the normal school fund.

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THE WAR FUND. 


At the breaking out of the present rebellion, it was found necessary to 
organize and equip large bodies of troops in a short space of time. The 
means for doing this not being at hand, the legislature by enactment, 
authorized and directed the issue and sale of state bonds, the avails of 
which to be used for war purposes. The money arising from the sales of 
these bonds, and others subsequently issued for the same purpose, together 
with such sums as are reimbursed by the general government, form the 
basis of the above entitled fund. It is drawn from the state treasury 
pursuant to appropriation by law, for the support of families of volun- 
teers, and other war purposes.

ACCOUNTS AUDITED. 


Among other duties devolving upon the Secretary of State, as auditor, 
section 27 of chapter 10 of the Revised Statutes, prescribes the following: 


“Section 27. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of State, as auditor,” 

“9, To examine and determine the claims of all persons against the 
State, in cases where provision for the payment thereof shall have been 
made by law, and to endorse upon the same a certificate of the amount 
due and allowed thereon, and from what fund the same is to be paid. He 
shall certify the same to the State Treasurer, specifying the name of the 
person in whose favor such account shall be audited, the amount allowed, 
and from what fund the same is payable ; and he shall report to the Leg- 
islature annually, a complete list of all accounts so audited and certified : 
provided, that no account shall be so audited except the same be duly 
verified by the oath, affidavit, or affitmation of the claimant or his agent, 
together with the certificate of the officer ordering or making the claim. 

«10. To enter in a book, to be kept for that purpose, a record of all 
accounts audited by him and certified by the State Treasurer, pursuant to 
the preceding sub-division of this section, showing the name of the claim- 
ant, the amount claimed, and the amount allowed thereon certified to the 
Treasurer, specifying the fund from which the same is to be paid." 


By chapter 276, Laws 1863, the Secretary of State and State Treasurer 
were authorized tô omit from the annual reports, detailed statements of 
the receipts and disbursements in the war fund, the allotment fund, and 
the fund in aid of the families of volunteers. 

Detailed statements of transactions in the allotment and it aid 
funds are omitted in the following statement. 

The accounts embraced in the following lists, have been audited pur- 
suant to the authority given:in the foregoing provisions of law, and cer- * 
tified to tlie State Treasurer, during the fiscal year closing í on the 30th 
day of September, 1863.

QUARTERLY EXAMINATIONS. 


By section 27 of chapter 10 of the revised statutes, it is made the duty 
of the Secretary. of. State, as Auditor, “to carefully examine quarter- 
yearly, the books and accounts of the Treasurer, and the moneys on hand 
in the treasury, and immediately thereupon report the result of such ex- 
amination in writing to the Governor, specifying therein the amounts and 
kinds of funds particularly." 

By chapter 225 of the general laws of 1862, “the Secretary.of State 
is authorized to include in the quarterly examination and teport of the 
moneys on hand in the treasury, an examination and report of the amount 
of state bonds on hand in the treasury belonging to the school fund." 
In accordance with said provisions of law, the Secretary of State, as 
Auditor, has, at the end of each financial quarter, made the examinations 
required and authorized by the statutes above cited, and the money, se- 
curities and bonds in the vaults of the treasury at the time of each ex- 
amination, from actual count, were found to be as follows :

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AID TO VOLUNTEERS. 


By gection 1'of Chapter 8 of the Laws of 1861, extra session, amended 
by Chapters 112 and 374, of the Laws of 1862, and Chapter 4, Laws of 
1862, extra session, it is provided that non-commissioned officers, musi- 
clans and ‘privates, mustered into the service United States or of this 
State, in pursuance of any law of this State, who at the time of enlist- 
ment were actual residents of this State, and had families dependent upon 
them for support, shall receive the sum of five dollars per month in ad- 
dition to the pay provided for the non-commissioned officers, musicians 
and privates in the army of the United States. 

By Chapter 162, Laws of 1863, it was provided that in case the depen- 
dence of the parents has been or shall be transferred from the husband to 
a son, by the death of the husband in the service, or from one son, by the 
death of said son in service, to another son or sons still in the service, 
the parents shall be entitled to receive this extra pay so long as there shall be 
any son in the service upon whom the parents are dependent for support. 

By Chapter 264, Laws of 1863, the extra pay is continued’ for six 
months after the death of a volunteer, to all families entitled to draw at 
the date of the passage of the law, unless a pension from the United 
States should be sooner obtained. 

Claims for the additional pay provided for in the above named acts, are 
presented to the secretary of state, and the money, to pay them, is drawn 
from the treasury upon his warrant, which is made up to the latest date 
of the monthly réport from the company to which the soldier belongs. 

The amount paid in Aid of Volunteers for the past year was $604,194 59. 
The additions to be made, by the new call for troops, will undoubtedly 
increase this amount to $700,000 for the coming year.

ces, or rates established. by law, being less than the prices offered by 
any other person or persóns, i l 

It is Ordered, that such printing and binding as are required for the use 
of the Legislature, and all other printing or binding required for the use 
of the State or its officers, which may be legally and properly done, be 
done by said Atwood & Rublee at the price above named, until further 
ordered.

Commisssoners for letting contracts for Public Printing. 


To the. Honorable the Legislature . 


The undersigned takes this early method to acquaint your Honorable 
bodies, that by contract and assignment, he is publie printer to the State 
for the succeeding two years, and that without some prompt action on the , 
part of the Legislature, he finds himself by circumstances beyond the con- * 
trol of any man, utterly incapable of accomplishing the work, and the 
following among others are the reasons: — — 

When the bid was submitted, the undersigned held a written contract 
for paper ab one cent a pound cheaper than it had been for the last fifteen 
years, notwithstanding the war and war's prices had ruled for over twenty 
months. On this and the figures agreed upon for binding, &c., the bid 
was submitted at such rates as it was believed would barely cover cost.— 
No expert will say there was much margin at the lowest figures for paper 
and other materials, for profits. But make or lose, the bid as submitted 
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under the then ruling prices, would have been strictly complied with with- 
out a murmur; but immediately after the contract was entered into, by a 
series of speculative combinations, paper and all kinds of materials used 
in our business suddenly arose seventy-five to nearly one hundred and 
fifty per cent.—averaging perhaps one hundred per cent. advance. 

Under such circumstances, the contractor for the paper on the work has 
notified me that to comply with his contraet would bring certain ruin on 
him, and that he cannot do it. Binders, and other materials have also 
risen much above the prices contracted for, and under the cireumstances— 
whether willing or unwilling—it will be impossible for me to go on with 
the work, unless the Legislature skall consent to make good the difference 
between the prices of paper and other materials when the bid was sub- 
mitted, and the time when such materials must necessarily be purchased, 
I ask nothing—I demand nothing—perhaps I have no right to do either. 
I simply present the facts to the Legislature, and if it be thought proper 
to appoint a committee to investigate th»se allegations, with a view to as- 
certain whether they are true, and whether if true, I was guilty of fool. 
hardiness in being guided by the prices that have ruled for the past 15 
years, I shall be happy to furnish such committee with any information 
within my power; and if the Legislature in its judgment, shall deem it 
just and proper to authorize the secretary of state to pay—not to me— 
but to those who furnish paper and materials, such difference as may be 
found to exist between the present ruling prices and those that governed 
at the time of submitting the bid, I shall be enabled to proceed with and 
complete the work in a manner, I trust, as acceptable as I have ever done it. 

All of which is most respectfully submitted, 
S É STEPHEN D, CARPENTER., 


Your committee, to which was referred the memorial of S. D. Carpen- 
ter, No. 2, A., relative to his contract for the State printing, ask leave.to 
report : 

That they have had the same under consideration, and find it to involve 
a legal question, rather than a usual proposition for legislative action. 

According to sections 1 and 2, of chapter 315, of the session laws of 
1860, the governor, secretary of state and attorney general, are constitu- 
ted a board of commissioners for letting the public printing by contract, 
In compliance with the provisions of this law, the publie printing for the 
State was let to S. D. Carpenter and George Hyer, (as appears on pages 
938 and 939 of the secretary's report,) for two years from the first day 
of January, 1863, under proper contract and legal guarantee for the per- 
formance of the work. 

Subsequently to the parties entering into this contract, and previously 
to the performance of the work, paper and other printing material took 
an n RE and unprecedented rise above the usual ruling price in the 
market. 

Whereupon the petitioner asks the Legislature to make for his benefit, 
an appropriation equal to the rise of printing material above the market 
price at the time the contract was made, to enable him to go on with and 
complete the work. 

Your committee is unable to see that the legislature has any power to 
annul said contract by increasing the compensation for the work, any

more than it would have to diminish it, in case that printing materials had . 
fallen one-half in their value since the contract was entered into by the 
parties. ji 

Your committee is of opinion that in the latter case no petition would 
have been presented on the part of the state for a decrease in the contract 
price for the work, and probably not on the part of the petitioner. 

A compliance with the request Af the petitioner would, in our opinion, 
not'only annul the original contract, but would be fixing a troublesome 
and dangerous precedent, and rendering unstable and insecure any future 
contracts that might be made for the state printing. 

If your committee was disposed to grant the prayer of the petitioner, 
we perceive an insurmountable barrier in section 26 of article 4 of the 
constitution, which says, “ The legislature shall never grant any extra 
compensation to any publie officer, agent, servant or contractor, after the 
service shall have been rendered, or the contract entered into Nor shall 
ihe compensation of any publie officer be increased or diminished during 
his term of office." 

But in view of all the cireumstances, and more particularly as the state 
does not seek or desire to profit by the misfortunes of its citizens, and as 
the rise in printing materials is a disastrous event unforseen alike by the 
contracting parties, and cannot be justly chargeable as the fault of either, 
we trust that Messrs. Carpenter & Hyer will be permitted to relinquish 
and give up their contract, and be released from the further performance 
of the work, if they so desire, without incurringa penalty therefor.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do 
enact as follows; 


SECTION 1. The said contract of Carpenter € Hyer, bearing date the 
25th day of August, 1862, entered into between them and the state of 
Wisconsin, for doing the public printing, is heteby rescinded, as therein 
provided ; and the commissioners of public printing are hereby authorized 
to procure the work for which said contract was let, to be done, and the 
materials therein mentioned to be furnished, by some other person or per- 
sons, without advertising therefor, from day to day, until the same shall 
be relet on advertisement. 

Section 2. The secretary of state shall andit all bills for public priat- 
ing, and for materials furnished, as provided by section 1 of-this act, from 
the time of the refusal of the late contractors to do the state printing, 
until the reletting of the contract on advertisement. | 

Secrron 3. There is hereby appropriated out of aay money in the

To the Honorable Legislature of ` Wisconsin : 


The undersigned on the 15th ult., had the honor to submit to your hon- 
orable bodies a statement relative to the extraordinary rise in the price of 
aper and other materials, and the impossibility of going on with the pub- 
ic printing without some relief by way of awarding the difference in cost 
of paper, &c., which he then suggested as the most convenient relief.— 
The said communication was referred to the Joint Committee on Printing, 
who, as the undersigned cheerfully bears testimony, submitted a fair and 
candid report, which sought not to controvert the facts stated by the un- 
dersigned, but considered it unconstitutionally out of the power of the 
Legislature to afford relief in the manner suggested, and generously rec- 
ommended that the contractor be relieved from the obligations of the con- 
tract. While the undersigned duly appreciated this honorable action on 
the part of the committee, he nevertheless sought by all means within his 
power to avert the necessity of availing himself of the suggested relief, 
and he has delayed this communieation to this time, in hopes that he and 
his friends might devise some means to avoid doing wbat he, with pride, 
avers he never done before, to ask to be relieved from the obligations of 
a contraet of any description. The undersigned will not trouble the 
Honorable, the Legislature, with a lengthy detailed statement. He will 
barely remark, that he entered into the contract to do the Public Printing 
in good faith, and has thus far endeavored to do his duty acceptable to 
all concerned, but he is obliged, by circumstances which no man could 
control, to ask the Legislature to relieve him from the obligations of said 
contract, as that seems to bethe only remedy; and as no one will pretend 
I could, under the most favorable circumstances, receive first cost for the 
work I have done, I think I do not trespass on propriety when I ask that 
I may be paid in gold for the work already done. Liven gold, at its pres- 
eno high premium, would not leave a margin for profit. I urge and de- 
maud nothing. If tlie Legislature shall think this request reasonable, 1 
trust they will grant it if otherwise, I shall rest content, that if I do not 
receive first cost on my outlays, I at least deserve it. At least, may I 
ask, that if. it be thought just and proper to relieve me from the contract 
at all, as recommended by the Printing Committee, that it be done at once 
for the reason that 1 do not feel able to purchase more paper and materi- 
als, eosting hundreds of dollars, and the stock first purchased being near- 
ly exhausted. I have lately received a bill from Messrs. Laflin € Oo., of

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Chicago, for paper, some 30 per cent. higher than a lot purchased about 
January Ist. This shows that paper is rapidly rising, and the prospec; 
ahead is too discouraging to longer continue my attempts to bafile inexo. 
rable destiny. T am already much involved, beyond remuneration, and 

could not go on with the contract if I would.

The Joint Committee on Printing, to which was referred Mem. No. 50, 
A., relative to the Public Printing, have had the same under considera- 
tion, and respectfully beg leave to report, that for the reasons set forth in 
our report to the Legislature on the 28th ult., on memorial No. 2, A., we 
believe that the State ought to release Messrs. Carpenter & Hyer from 
a further performance of their contract—made on the 11th day of Au- 
gust, A. D. 1863—without subjecting them to a penalty for failure to per- 
form the same.  Herewith we submit a bill releasing Messrs. Carpenter 
& Hyer, and recommend its passage. 

In relation to the other matter contained in said memorial No. 50, A., 
to wit: That the State Treasurer be directed to pay Messrs. Carpenter & 
Hyer in coin for work already performed, we have only to say, that in 
our opinion we are debarred from so doing by the clause of the constitu- 
tion prohibiting the Legislature from granting extra compensation to any 
contractor. Ly directing the State Treasurer to pay for this work in coin 
would be, in effect, increasing the compensation of the contractor. So 
much of the petition as refers to this subject should, in the opinion of 
your committee, be denied, and we so recommend. It would be unwise 
in our opinion, if not unconstitutional, to establish different rules for the 
payment of different classes of creditors of the State. A uniform rule 
should prevail, otherwise constant annoyances and importunities will sure- 


ly follow.

CHAPTER 294. i 
[Published April 24, 1863. ] 


AN ACT for the relief of Carpenter and Hyer. 


The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do 
a enact as follows : 

SECTION 1. The commissioners of public printing are hereby directed 
to cancel the bond and contract for the state printing, between Carpenter 
and Hyer and the state, dated August 25th, 1862, the said contract hav- 
ing been rescinded by chapter thirty-six of the general laws of 1863: pro- 
vided, that the secretary of state shall audit all bills for work done and 
not already audited, at rates strictly in accordance with the terms of said 
contract. 
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Section 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. 
Approved April 2, 1863. 


ACCOUNT OF FEES AS SECRETARY AND SCHOOL LAND 
COMMISSIONER. , 


Section 1 of chapter 189 of the general laws of 1857, provides that “the 
secretary of state, state treasurer, and attorney general shall charge the

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At the close of the last fiscal year there were remaining in the treasury, 
wnsold, state bonds amounting to $75,400. 

Of these, $37,400 were sold at par, payable on delivery, and $38,000 
of the school fund was invested in the balance, as authorized by chapter 
89, general laws of 1862. Chapter 157, of the laws of 1863, directed the 
governor, secretary of state and state treasurer to negotiate a loan, or to 
Issue certificates of indebtedness in such amounts as they might deem 
necessary, for war purposes, as indieated in said chapter, not exceeding 
in all the sum of three hundred and fifty thousaad dollars. 

In aecordance with said authority, there have been issued two certifi- 
cates of indebtedness, amounting to $220,000, and invested in the school 
fund, as directed by chapter 100, laws of 1863. 

By authority of said chapter 157, there is still available for war pur 
poses, when needed, the sum of $130,000. 

The last legislature, “for the purpose of defraying extraordinary ex- 
penditures in the enlargement of the capitol.” also directed that state 
bonds to the amount of $50,000 be issued, redeemable April Ist, 1868. 
Said bonds have been issued and sold at par. 

During the past year $50,000 in state bonds, issued in 1858, have been 
redeemed, leaving outstanding in bonds and certifieates $1,720,000, re- 
deemable as follows:

Inquiry is frequently made at this office as to the probable value of 
the certificates given to those who return to this office for redemption 
bills of Wisconsin Banks wound up by the Comptroller, and whose se- 
eurities have been sold at a rate that made their bills less than par, which 
certificates entitle the holder to pro rata of the money collected, if any, 
or personal bond. 

In the summer of 1861, Mr. Van Steenwyck, then the Comptroller, 
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caused judgment to be entered on several of the bonds before mentioned, 
which judgments were vacated in the Circuit Court for Dane county, on 
the ground of unconstitutionality. 

In the annual report for 1862, will be found the opinien of the Su- 
preme Court, given in an appeal taken from the decision of the Circuit 
Court for Dane county, which opinion reverses the decision of the Court 
below. The Attorney General then applied to the Cireuit Court to have 
the judgments that had been vacated restored to their place on the records 
of the court, and pending the consideration of the same, the Supreme 
Court granted a rehearing in the case, which will probably be argued in 
January next. 

The ground upon which a rehearing of the case was granted by the 
Supreme Court, was because the complaint did not set forth the fact that 
the judgments entered up, were for the redemption of bills issued subse- 
: quent to the giving of the bond. 

From this statement of the case, cach holder of a certificate may judge 
for himself of the probability of ever realizing anything therefrom.— 
This department will use due diligence in the prosecution of the matter, 
and despite the, “ laws delay," trust the question will be definitely settled 
before the issuing of the next annual report. 

By reference to the appendix to this report, it wil be seen that the 
banks of Wisconsin afford ample security to their bill holders, indepen- 
dent of the personal bonds given as additional security, which bonds, it 
may not perhaps be out of place to say, the present Comptroller looks 
upon it in the light of the decision of our courts, as nearly, or quite, 
worthless, and believes he is doing his duty to the people, only when their 
other securities are ample for the redemption of their issues. 

Great as has been the temptation during the past year, while legal 
tender notes have been abundant, for the banks of this state to expand, 
the whole increase of circulation has been only $404,212, and the whole 
amount now outstanding of the bills of Wisconsin banks including those 
winding up and discredited, is $2,628,596, an amount altogether inadequate 
to the wants of our business, and the consequence is a majority of the 
eurrency in the hands of the producers are bills of New York, New Jersey 
and New England Banks. 

The people have at length acquired confidence in their own banks, se- 
cured as they now are almost wholly by bonds of their own state and the 
United States. They know that Wisconsin can pay all her indebtedness 
in one year without being seriously burthened with taxation, if needs be, 
and they know also that the bonds of the United States are good and will 
be paid, notwithstanding the heavy debt, for they have still an abiding 
faith in the permanency of our government and its free institutions. 

The “ bankers association” of this state has exerted a conservative and 
salutary influence in restraining the soaring propensities of wild cat specu- 
lators, and they are entitled to the thanks of the people of the state for 
aiding to carry through the finaneial storm, with much less loss than our 
sister states experienced, and placing on a sound substantial basis, our 
present hanks. A national banking law having been enacted by Congress, 
and two of the banks of this state having commenced to withdraw their 
circulation preparatory to winding up as state, and commencing as na- 
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tional banks, it becomes a matter of serious consideraticn in view of the 
payment by the banks of this state during the past year into the Treasury 
as a tax the sum of $52,208 49, whether some action should not be taken 
by the legislature with a view of keeping it for the interest of our banks 
to remain as they now are, state institutions. 

There is a wide feeling of distrust in the public mind, of the money 
power becoming centralized, and wielded for the benefit of the party in 
power, and this feeling will continue to grow unless itis clearly shown 
that the national banking law cannot be made subservient to that end. 
That law is one of great length ; its provisions but imperfectly understood 
theoretically, and as yet its practicability has not been tested. The at- 
tention of the legislature is earnestly called to this subject, and also to a 
much needed amendment to our banking law, providing for the renewal 
of the articles of association of a banking association when they expire, 
or in default thereof of some more summary, and clearly defined way of 
closing them up and redeeming their issues.

SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF REGENTS OF NORMAL SCHOOLS. 


Since the Annual Report for the year 1861, no change has been made 
in the rules and regulations made by the Board, or in the course of study 
to be pursued by the classes. The course of study, though not considered 
absolutely perfect, has been adopted, and conformed to by the Institutions 
reporting, and has been found, on the whole, to be judicious, and easily 
adopted in connection with the curriculum adopted by the Institutions. 
The Reports for 1862 are upon the same course of study as those of 1861, 
and the thoroughness of instruction can be thus easily compared. It has 
been found that the pupils have made better progress, and higher attain- 
ments, as the Instructors have themselves become more familiar with the 
course, and the work. 

Normal Instruction, like other branches of education in the State, has 
met with obstacles for the last two years by the war, which has not only 
withdrawn many of the young men from the classes, in some cases nearly 
depleting them, but has taken some of the best instructors. Yet it is be- 
lieved that the work of the Board has been faithfully done, and that actual 
progress has been made by the infusion of a better spirit into the pupils, 
and a loftier desire to exalt the profession of the teacher to its true dignity. 

The Board has, in the years 1861 and 1862, issued commendatory certi- 
ficates to those who have passed the examinations required by the Board. 
These certificates have been eagerly sought and highly priced by the re- 
cipients, and the holders of them have been sought as teachers in the com- 
mon schools. And the highest compliment paid to the classes and to the 
thoroughness of the course required, is, that it is difficult to sustain and 
keep together a good class, because che pupils are so eagerly sought for 
teachers. 

During the past year the Board has been in full and harmonious co- 
operation with the State Superintendent, and with the County Superin- 
tendents, in holding Teachers’ Institutes. It has been the uniform policy 
of the Board to send their agent and make appropriations for Institutes 
in those counties where no Normal classes exist, in order that all may be 
equally benefitted. 


INSTITUTIONS REPORTING. 


There are four classes of Institutions making report to this Board : 


. Colleges with a net property of $50, 000. 

. Female Colleges, with a net property of $20, 000. 

. Academies with a net property of $5, 000. 

. Union or High Schools without any property qualifications defined, but being 
“under the control of any city, village, town or district Board of Commis- 
sioners, Trustees, or Directors, having control of the Schools in said city, 
village, town or district, according to the laws of this State.”

“ These amounts, together with those received from the tuition of pu- 
pils, ought surely to be a sufficient inducement for the establishment of 
good Normal Classes, and it is not unreasonable, on the part of the State, 
to expect that the work for which the institutions are paid shall be fully 
and amply done. Nor should any institution lay claim to or expect to 
receive aid and encouragement from the State, until, on its part, it is 
willing and able to do the State some service.

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CONDITION OF INSTITUTIONS. 


I.—LAWRENCE UNIVERSITY. 


The Report of this Institution differs but little from that of 1861. The 
different Departments of Instruction have been fully maintained, and the 
Faculty and Board of Instruction remained full. ` 

The total net value of all the property in possession of thegUniversity 
is reported at $107,315, being appraised somewhat lower than in previ- 
ous reports, while the debts of the corporation have also been diminished. 
The whole affairs of the University, both educational and financial, appear 
to be in a flourishing condition. 

The whole number of pupils instructed during the year was 289, being 
an increase of 37 over the previous year. 


IL—GALESVILLE UNIVERSITY. 
\ 


Galesville University made no Report for 1861. The Report for 1862 
shows an increase of property over that for 1860, the net value of which 
is set down at $57,183, about $30,000 of which is in real estate, other 
thah the college building and grounds. Since the previous reports some 
of this had been converted into cash ata rate about equal to the appraise- 
ment of its value before the sale. The Normal class has been small, but 
is the only one in that portion of the State. 

The whole number of pupils instructed in the University during the 
year was 50. 


HI. —Wisconsin FEMALE COLLEGE. 


The Report from this College shows a marked improvement in the 
financial condition, in that the whole of the liens and obligations have 
been cancelled, and is now free from debt. This is the only Institution 
thus reporting to the Board, and the example is commended to all others. 
The net value of the property is reported at $24,450. 

The whole number of pupils instructed during the year was 201 


IV.—HvANSVILLE SEMINARY. 


No material change has been made in the property of this Institution 
since the Report for 1861. "Phe corps of Instruction is nearly the same. 
The number of pupils instructed in 1862 was 265—a decrease of 25 since 
1861. The total net value of the property is placed at $7,750. 


V.—ALLEN'S GROVE ACADEMY. 


The Report from this Academy shows no material change in the prop- 
erty, the slight increase being in the Library and apparatus. The Instruc- 
tion is still given by Mr. Montague, who has had charge of the Institu- 
tion since the organization of a Normal class. The class has given to 
our common schools several efficient teachers. Net value of the proper- 
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ty reported, $5,325. No incumbrances. Number of pupils instructed, 
164. 


VI—PLATTEVILLE ACADEMY. 


The report from Platteville Academy gives the same statement of prop- 
erty as for 1861, but an increase of incumbrance of $200. Total net 
value of property, $14,650. The number of pupils receiving instruction 
in 1862 was not reported. 


VIl.—Mitton ACADEMY. - 


The property report of this Academy gives a decreased valuation to the 
apparatus, and by this means alone seems to show a decrease in actual 
property. It shows a slight dimminution of the debt of the Institution. 
The net value as reported, $7,748. Mr. Whitford is still retained in 
charge of the Institution, and the principal teacher in the Normal De- 
partment. Number of pupils instructed, 312. 


VITI.— ALBION ACADEMY. 


This Academy failed to report in 1861. Its present report shows the 
net value of property to be $7,690. Number of pupils instructed, 213. 


IX.—FonTr ATKINSON Hiau SCHOOL. 


This is the first year of making a report. Six were examined, of whom 
“five passed.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS: 


Established by the Board of Normal School Regents for the information 
of Institutions applying for a portion of the Normal Schoo] Fund : 


The Board of Regents, desirous of placing in the hands of Institutions, 
all necessary instruction in applying for a portion of the Fund, would call 
their attention to the following. requisitions, drawn from the law, and the 
resolutions and acts passed at various times by the Board. 


PROPERTY QUALIFICATIONS. 


All Institutions having a College Charter, must have property, over and 
above all incumbrances, to the amount of $50,000: Every Female Col- 
lege must have, under the same conditions, at least $20,000. Every 
chartered Academy, property under the same conditions, of at least 
$5,000. Union or High Schools are exempt from the property qualifica- 
tions, but must report in the same manner as to their property, and in all 
other respects conform to, and make their reports as Colleges and' Acade- 
mies. , 
5 The property of any College or Academy, may consist in College build- 
ings and grounds, other lots or portions of land and buildings, library, 
apparatus, furniture, notes, accounts due the Institution, &c. Stock notes, 
or such as are given for shares, on which it is proposed to declare a divi- 
dend, are not to be considered as assets. 


APPLICATION. 


Institutions desiring to* participate in this fund by the organizing of a 
Normal Class, must, each year, make application to the Secretary, before 
the first day of April. 

Those forming classes for the first-time, and returning only a Fall or 


Winter class, may make application at any time previous to the first day” 


of September. 
ORGANIZATION OF CLASSES. 


1. Pupils must make written application to the Principal of the Insti- 
tution to become members of the class, setting forth name, age, and place 
of residence, and also a desire to prepare for. teaching, and an intention to 
teach at least two years in the State of Wisconsin. i 

2. A special examination (both written and oral) should be had for 


Es 
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admission to the class, and, no one should be admitted who does not pass 
a creditable examination in the following branches: Reading, Spelling, 
Penmanship, Geography, Grammar, Intellectual Arithmetic, and Written 
Arithmetie to Proportion, Ed 

3. The Normal Class should meet, as a class, every school day, and in 
addition to such lessons as may be recited jin other classes, should have 
special instruction given in the best methods of teaching the different 
branches, best methods of organizing and classifying mixed and graded 
schools, true order of studies, school programme, school discipline, and 
other subjects connected with the practical work of the school room, and 
should, as a class, carefully study some work upon the Theory and Prac- 
tice of Teaching and Science of Education. 

4. A Class Record should be kept, showing the actual attendance and 
standing of each member of the class, as also the duties each has perform- 
ed in writing essays, and conducting class exercises. 

5. "The preliminary examination papers, original application, and class 
record must be presented to the agent at the time of the examination. *. 

6. Pupils must be at least 16 years of age at the time of entéring the 
Normal Department, and must be in attendance at least one term of four 
months during the year covered by the report, after all days of absence, 
holidays, the usual Saturday vacation, and all other days in which normal 
instruction is not given, are deducted. 

There must have been an actual attendance of sixty-five days, in order 
E bring the pupil into the list of Normal Studénts to be reported to the 

oàrd. 

Institutions drawing from the fund will be expected to keep the Nor- 
mal Department in operation during at least one term of the year, and no : 
appropriation will be made to institutions that do not meet these require- 
ments, unless some valid reason is shown why it is not so done. 

Pupils in the Normal Department must pursue, at least, three of the 
studies laid down by the Board. The Board would further call the atten- 
tion of: Instructors to the necessity of Lectures and Debates with the 
Normal Class, and always, when practicable, the establishment of Model 
Classes in connectión-thetewith. : . i 

A knowledge of: Vocal Music is desirable, and when that or: German 
has been acquired, will be certified to in the Diploma. 


EXAMINATIONS. . Pis 
1. Examinations will be held, when desired, once a year, and will be 
upon the entire course of the year for which the pupil is entered. None

convenience of the Agent and the Institution. Each institution should, 
at as early a day as possible after organizing a elass, eorrespond with the 
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Agent, notifying him when the examination is desirable, giving as wide a 
range in the selection of time as possible. Upon receipt of this he will 
appoint a time for the examination, at which time, all who are to be re- 
turned as Normal Pupils, should be present, provided with pen, ink and 
‘paper. 

y The Agent is instructed by the Board to refuse examination where 
the Normal Class has not been established and conducted according to the 
law and regulations of the Board. He will exclude-from examination 
any person who does not give satisfactory evidence of being a Normal 
Pupil according to the regulations of the Board, and whose general char- 
aeter and deportment ate such as to unfit him for a teacher. 


DIPLOMAS, 


1. Upon the recommendation of the Principal of the Institution there 
will be granted to those members of the Normal Classes who show, by a 
thorough examination, that they have completed their first year’s course, a 
Graded Recommendatory Diploma, setting forth the qualifications of ‘the 
holder, as shown by the examination of the Agent of this Board, and 
passing him in.the studies of the first year. 

2. Upon the same conditions, to those completing the second year’s 
course, will be granted a still higher Grade of Recommendatory Diploma, 
of having passed in the second year’s course. 

3. To those pupils who complete the three year’s course, and who pre- 
sent satisfactory evidence of having taught successfully, a Public School 
for at least one year, will be granted a Proféssional Diploma, of Gradua- 
tion in the Teacher’s Course, as prescribed by this Board. 


TIME OF MAKING THE REPORT. 


The reports should embrace only the civil year at the close of which it 
is made; a part of the preceding year cannot be regarded. 'The;report 
should embrace al] matters to the first day of January, and be returned 
to the Secretary of the Board as soon thereafter as practicable, that there 
may be ample time to correct any errors, or supply any deficiences, should 
there be such. No report can be received after the 5th day of March. 

Annual Catalogues, Circulars and other Documenis, giving information 
- concerning the Institutions, should be furnished to the Secretary, as soon 
as issued, that full and complete information of every institution should 
be on file in the Secretary’s Office, and always accessible to the Board. 

All communications relating to the formation of;Normal Classes, ap- 
plications and general business, shovld be directed to the Secretary. 
Those relating to the examinations of classes, return of examination papers, 
Teachers’ Institutes, &c , should be made to the Agent. 

In the distribution of this Fund the Board will adhere strictly to the 
foregoing regulations.

The Board of Regents of the University of Wisconsin respectfully sub- 
mit their report for the year ending September 30, 1863. ` 


I—INTERNAL CONDITION OF THE UNIVERSITY, 


At the commencement of the year the only department of the University 
which was organized and in operation, was that which is denominated in 
the organic act the “Department of Science, Literature and the Arts.” 
Two courses of study for students of college grade are provided for in 
this department. One of these; called the “ Classical Course," is identi- 
eal with the ordinary regular curriculum of the American eollege. "The 
other, which is denominated the “ Scientific Course,” includes the English 
studies of the former, together with the French and German languages. 
Graduates of the former course receive the degree of Bachelor of Arts: 
those of the second, the degree of Bachelor of Philosophy. A Prepara. 
tory School has also been maintained in connection with this department, 
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designed to furnish especially the mathematical and classical training re- 
quired for admission to the college classes. There has also been connected 
with this department a Commercial School, designed “ to afford the student 
an opportunity to qualify himself for prosecuting the mercantile profes- 
sion " by furnishing him a course of professional instruction “ as exten- 
sive and thorough as that of the best Commercial Colleges in the country." 


Before the beginning of the second or Spring term, the Board, with the 
cordial co-operation of the Faculty, had made provision for opening the 
second department defined in the organic act, to wit.: that of “ The 
Theory and Practice of Elementary Instruction.” This is, of course, 
only another name for what is commonly known in this couniry as a 
Normal School. Professor Charles H. Allen, formerly the general ageht 
of the Board of Regents of Normal Schools in this state, and an instruc- 
ior of established reputation in that specialty, was placed at the head of 
this department. The South Dormitory, excépt so much of it as is occu- 
pied by the Dean of the Faculty and his family, was devoted to the use of 
the young ladies who should become members of the Normal School; and 
provision was made in it for a public dining hall, under the supervision of 
Professor Allen. Public rooms for the use of this school were also fitted 
up in one of the wings of University Hall. 

Sinee the organization of the Normal Department, the instructional 
force of the University has consisted of six professors, a tutor of the 
Preparatory School, an instruetor of the Commercial School, and a pre- 
ceptress in the Normal School. 

The whole number of different students who received instruction in the 
University during the year under review, exclusive of the Commercial 
School, was 347. 'The number connected with the Commercial School 
was 57. As the instructions of this school are not given by terms, its mem- 
bers are not included in the following statisties relative to the several terms. 

The number of students in the college classes during the first or Winter 
term was twenty-nine; of whom twelve were upon the “ Classical Course,” 
and seventeen upon the “Scientific Course;" there were also thirty-four 
students in the Preparatory School; making a total of sixty-three. 

During the Spring term the whole number of students was one hundred 
and seventy-seven; one hundred and one of whom were gentlemen, and 
seventy-six ladies. Of these, thirty-five were in the college classes, fifteen 
being engaged upon the classical course, and twenty upon the scientific, 
thirty were preparatory students, and one hundred and twelve members of 
the Normal School. During the Fall term there were in attendance one 
hundred and ten gentlemen, and one hundred and nineteen ladies, making 
a total of two hundred and twenty-nine. Of these, thirty-five were col- 
lege students—thirteen upon the classical, and twenty-two upon the sci- 
entific course; thirty-two were preparatory students, and one hundred and 
sixty-two normal students. ‘ 

It appears from statements of the Faculty, and is worthy of special re- 
inark, that nearly all of those who are enumerated as upon the Scientific 
course of study, take in addition either the whole ora large part of the 
regular curriculum in the Latin language and literature. The numbers 
above giveu, therefore, do not fairly represent the real strength of the 
*t Classical ” element in the institution. 
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The war, which has called away from the state so large a proportion of 
our. enterprising young men, who, if at home, would be found in semi- 
naries of learning, has continued to affect unfavorably the attendance upon 
the college courses of study. When the.final triumph of the government 
and the conclusive suppression of rebellion shall again give peace to the 
country, there is reason to believe that multitudes of young men now in 
the army will be found seeking the benefits of a liberal education. Tt 
will be the duty and the aim of the Board, in the mean time, to place and 
keep the University iu such a condition as will enable it to do its part of 
the work which will then devolve upon the higher institutions of learn- 
ing. . 

For more detailed information in reference to the faculty, students, 
courses of study, methods of instruction and discipline of the University, 
reference is made to Appendix C. 


IL—MEETINGS OF THE BOARD. 


The Board of Regents has held two meetings during the year. The 
Winter meeting was held on the 21st and 22d of January. The following 
members were present: Regents Conover, Davis, Frank, Lewis, Pick- 
ard, Salomon, Teuney, and Vilas. A communication was received from 
the faculty, relative to the establishment of a Normal Department, and also 
a report from the executive committee on the same subject. The recom- 
mendations of the committee were approved by the Board, and they were 
authorized to establish such a department. The committee were also 
authorized to have the Geological Cabinet and Museum of Natural His- 
tory removed from the south dormitory building to the rooms designed 
for their permanent location in University Hall, and an appropriation was 
made for that object. u l 

The Summer meeting was held on the 28d and 24th of June. There 
were present Regents Conover, Davis, Dewey, Eastman, Lewis, Pickard, 
Salomon, Vilas, and Worthington. 

he Executive Committee made a full report of their action since the 
previous meeting ofthe Board. The most importantitem was the organiza- 
tion and opening of the Normal Department. 

The degree of Bachelor of Arts was conferred on MILTON 8. GRISWOLD 
and Levi M. Vir4s; that of Bachelor of Philosophy upon PrrT CRA- 
VATH and FRANK WATERMAN; that of Master of Arts upon GEORGE W. 
Brrp, THOMAS J: HALE, WILLIAM P. Powers, LEANDER M. COMINS, 
Joun B. PARKINSON and FREDERICK T. STARKWEATHER. 

The following officers and standing committees wêre elected Secre- 
tary, D. H. Tullis; Treasurer, Timothy Brown; Librarian, Prof. J. W. 
Sterling; Executive Committee, Regents’ Pickard,’ Vilas, Worthington, 
Lewis, Conover; Library Committee, Regents Conover, Eastman and 
Worthington. : . , 

The regular annual report of the several professors upon the work of 
the year and the condition and wants of their respective-chairs, were re~ 
ceived, read and ordered to be entered of record. i 

The salaries of the professors, payable from the University Fund In- 
come, were fixed at $ 900 per annum from the 1st of April last, 

The Executive Committee were authorized to make arrangements for 
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continuing the Preparatory School; and also to re-adjust fees in the gev- 
eral departments; and were directed to collect and eause to be printed all 
the Rules, By-Laws and Ordinances of the Board, and report the same'to 
the next meeting, with such amendments as they might think proper to 
recommend for the approval of the Board. 

The Executive Committee reported progress in fitting up rooms in 
University Hall for the Cabinet and Museum; and an additional appro- 
priation was made for that purpose. 

A committee consisting of Messrs. Vilas, Dewey and Eastman appointed 
to report upon the subject of the payment of mileage and per diem to Re- 
gents, reported the following resolution, which was adopted: Resolved, 
that the resolution of this Board passed on the 21st day of January, 1857, 
authorizing the payment of mileage and per diem to Regents not residing 
in Madison, be, and the same is hereby repealed. 

The above are the most important items of business transacted at the 
meetings of the Board. In the interim between its meetings, the business 
affairs of the Board are managed by the Executive Committee, who are 
charged with carrying out its expressed wishes and seeing that the insti- 
tution receives no detriment. It appears from the records of. the commit- 
tee that they have held fourteen meetings during the past year.

From a report made to the Board in July, 1860, by a committee of its 
own members, it appears that there then remained of-the original en. 
dowment 17,682.70 acres which “had never been sold. -The regular sales 
since that date have been very limited, and we estimáte the amount still 
remaining unsold at about 16,500 acres, By the politeness of the Chief 
Clerk in the land office, we are furnished with the following figures rela- 
tive to the University lands: .

By a comparison of the above statements it will be seen that the whole 
amount of lands belonging to the University, now on hand, including both 
those which have never been sold and those which have been forfeited 
and not resold, is about 40,000 acres. With wise and conscientious man- 
agement this remaining portion of the endowment may doubtless be made 
to add largely to the now slender available means of the institution. 

We again invite the attention of the legislature to the question; 
whether it would not better accord with the character of a great State, to 
administer the bounty bestowed by the Federal Government for the es- 
tablishment of a State University without charging the fund with the 
expense of its management. So far as the other trust funds administered 
hy the State for its own benefit are concerned, a similar, question need 
not be raised, because so far as these fail to produce a net income suf- 
ficient for their several objects, the deficiency must in any. event be made 
good by taxation. Butin the case of the Univérsity Fund, every dollar 
withdrawn from the income to pay the state charges, is, under the présent 
system, finally. and totally lost to the uses for which the endowment was 
granted, ` The institution which you have. placed under our care, greatly 
needs anntal additions to its slender library and to its means of illustra- 
tion and experiment in the several departments of natural science ; it 
greatly needs:& Chancellor; it greatly needs.an additional instructor for 
the special-uses of the: Normal School, through which we.are striving to 
make it: subserve, in the most direct and practical manner, the great cause 
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of popular education. A remission of the annual state charges, while it 
would not provide for all these wants, would be of sensible value in pro- 
viding for some of them. If the Legislature chose to remit them upon 
condition that the amount should be applied to some specific object, which ' 
to your honorable body might seem most important, the Board would wil- 
lingly make such application. 

The University of our sister.state of Michigan, (which has had only 
half as large an endowment of land from the Federal Government as our 
own,) by its annual income of about $40,000, by its annual attendance of 
between six and seven hundred students in the several depártments, and 
by.its reputation at home and abroad.as a seat of learning, furnishes a 
shining refutation as well of, the idea ‘that such a trust cannot safely be 
committed to the honor. and justice of a State government, as of the other 
idea, which too often finds careless or interested currency, that an institu- 
tion for the higher learning, forming a part of the organized agencies of 
the State government, cannot attain the highest degree of excellence and 
success. i EE

PREPARATORY DEPARTMENT. 


Experience in this University, as in our Western Universities generally, 
has demonstrated the necessity of provision for instruetion in branches 
which are properly preparatory to the different university courses.— 
Young men of mature age often come to the University for instruction 
in some of its appropriate subjects, who wish also to perfect themselves in 
more elementary branches. To close the doors of the Uniyersity upon 
this class of young men, or not to afford them the facilities of instruction 
which they need, would be greatly to limit the sphere of its usefulness as 
a State institution. o f ELS 

Provision is therefore made for full preparatory instruction at the Uni- 
versity Buildings. This instruction, under the direction and supervision 
of the Faculty, will be rendered by a competent Tutor. Those wishing 
preparation for the regular classes, merely a business education, or im- 
provment in preparatory studies with reference to teaching, will find with- 
in the University instruction adapted to their especial wants. l

l e TERMS OF ADMISSION, 

Candidates for admission to the first year of the Classical Course, must 
pass a satisfactory examination in the commun English branches, the 
Elements of Algebra (Ray's), Plane Geometry (Loomis’), Latin Reader, 
Cæsar or Cornelius Nepos, Virgil's ZEneid, (six books—the edition of 
Frieze is preferred as far as the best,) Crosby's Greek Lessons, and the

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RULES OF ADMISSION OF PUPILS, ETC. 


1. All the deaf and dumb of the state, between the ages of twelve 
and twenty-five years, are entitled to an education, without charge for 
board or tuition, in this Institution, upon compliance with the rules. No 
certificate of any kind is required for admission. Persons, however, de- 
girous of placing a pupil in the school, should write to the superintendent, 
informing him of the name, age, and residence of the mute; the cause, 
if known, of deafness, &c. "The superintendent will immediately answer, 
stating the time when the pupil will be received. This course is, in all 
eases, recommended, though none will be refused who come at the com- 
mencement of the session. Applications in behalf of persons more or 
less than the required age, will be considered by the trustees, who reserve 
to themselves the right to accept or reject such applicants, as they may 
deem just and proper. 

2. Pupils from other states are received at a rate of one hundred dol- 
lars per annum, for board and tuition. 

3. The length of the course of instruction is five years; and that the 
students may become more proficient in their studies, they are allowed 
and advised to remain one year more. At the end of six years, the su- 
perintendent may select such pupils as he may consider would be particu- 
larly benefited by continuing longer at school; and if approved by the 
board of trustees, they shall be permitted to remain an additional year. 

4. Pupils will be admitted on the following conditions: 1st. The 
pupil, well provided with clothes, is to be brought to the institution punc- 
tually, at the commencement of each session, for the period of five years, 
unless detained at home by his or her sickness. 2d. The pupil isto 
remain in the school until the last Wednesday in June of each year. 3d. 
No parent or guardian shali be allowed to take a pupil out of the school 
without the consent of the board of trustees. ' 
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5. Itis the intention of the trustees to render the Institution self. 
supporting, as far as practicable, and that every pupil, on leaving its walls, 
shall be so proficient in some useful occupation, or trade. as to be able to 
procure a livelihood, without reliance on the charities of others. In 
accordance with this design, all the scholars will be required to labor a 
portion of each day; the girls performing the lighter kinds of house- 
work, and in variouà kfhds'ofinecdlework,as. plain’ sewing, ornamental 
work, dressmaking, or millinery, &c.; and the boys at various trades, the 
necessary work about the Institute, and the cultivation of the farm and 
garden. ` re bate, oT Ag OE 
^ & Phe annual sessions of the s¢hopl cobtinue ten mionthsygomthepeing 
on the first Wednesday in September. and closing on the last Wednesday 
of June. Every pupil is to come promptly on or before the first day of 
the session, and is to remain until the last of the same. The only excep- 
tions allgwed are casga of sickness; or where.léave of absence ik Writing 
has been granted, either by the principal, or in case of the absence of the 
Principal, the Professor to whom he has delegated the power. 

7. No pupil, unless under extraordinary circumstances, can be receiv- 
ed at any other time than the commencement of the session. 

8. Parents and guardians are required, if possible, to furnish annually, 
to each pupil, the following supply of clothing:

In addition to the above outfit, a sum of not lesg than $3 is to be de- 
posited with the Superintendent for incidental expenses. 

9. It is not intended that the clothing should be of an expensive kind. 
For boys’ winter apparel, plain, home-made cloth is sufficiently good. For 
summer. webs, country linen will answer for pants, with sothe kind .of dark 
goods or prints’for coats and vests. Light-colored cloth should not be 
used for the Boys” outside garments—it soils só readily and requires so 
much washing. Girls’ calico dresses may be made of a cheap article, 
which will not fade; and while for older girls, at least one pair of moroc- 
co shoes should be furnished, one or both the other pair should be of 
good calfskin. On all articles of clothing which it is possible to mark, 
the full name ot the pupil should be written with indelible ink. For 
socks and woolen articles; the name can be written-on strong, heavy tape, 
and then sewed on. The woolen sacks, and cotton flannel underwaists, 
included in the list of clothing for female pupils, are very necessary in 
cold weather, not only for comfort, but as preventives of colds and coughs, 
Dresses for winter should always be made to come up well on thé neck. 
Each pupil should be supplied with a trunk or chest. 

10. Those persons bringing pupils or taking them away, cannot be 
furnished with board, lodging or horse keeping at the Institute.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


To the Honorable the Legislature of Wisconsin. 

It is with pleasure that the Trustees submit to your Honorable Body 
the Twelfth Annual Report of the Wisconsin Institute for the Education 
of the Deaf and Dumb. 

Amidst all the changes incident to a state of war, Wisconsin may with 
pride, point to the continued prosperity of her. Benevolent Institutions ; 
and especially to the Institute for the Education of the Deaf and Dumb. 
No similar institution has progressed more steadily, and with lesa inter- 
ruption in accomplishing the benign objects for which it was instituted—it 
is steadily and silently working out its Heavenly mission. For its present 
and past prosperity, we would not forget the Hand of Him who “ doeth 
all things well," or fail to invoke His blessing to make its future as pros- 
perous and useful as its past. 

The utmost harmony prevails in every department; the Trustees, Prin- 
cipal, Instructors, and all connected with the Institute are cordially uni- 
ted in the laudable work of placing this Institution on a. basis second to 
no similar one in our country for the education of the Mute, 

The Trustees have examined the accounts of the Steward and 'Treasur- 
er, and find that each has discharged the trust confided to him with strict 
fidelity. For a detailed statement of the expenditure of the current ex- 
pense fund, you are referred to the Steward and Secretary's Reports. 
There have been in attendance during the past year 87 schollars. 

In the last Annual Report, the subject of the completion of the Insti- 
tuto Building was brought to the notice of your predecessors. The west 
lateral and transverse wings have still to be erected to complete the buil- 
ding. The number of the schollars has increased to such an extent, that 
their health and convenience require the ereetion and completion of these 
wings. The Trustees have not urged this matter, heretofore, owing to the 
large demand, by the condition of our country, on the State finances ; but 
we cannot, in justice to the trust committed to our hande, defer the mat- 
ter to a later period. For the erection of the walls and enelosureof the wings 
an appropriation of the sum of fifteen thousand dollars will be required. 

The matter of heating the Institute, is another subjeot we would bring 
to your notice for consideration. "The Institute is now heated by thirty 
wood stoves, at a large and constantly increasing expense to the State ; to 
say nothing of the amount of labor required in preparing and distribu- 
ting the fuel, and the danger from fire and the inconvenience from dirt, 
dust, &c. The Institute was intended to be heated by steam, and the ma- 
chinery for this purpose ought to be on hand for proper arrangement 
before the completion of the wings. 
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Our State has been blessed with an abundant harvest the present year; 
and we see no reason why the imperative wants of the. Deaf and Dumb 
should not be properly cared for. The people of the State have never 
failed, through their Legislatures, to respond liberally to our wants, and we 
trust our present call will not prove an exception. 

The sum appropriated by the last Legislature for current expenses, un- 
der the judicious expenditure of the „Steward, will- be sufficient to carry 
us safely through the current financial year. For the coming year, such 
has been the advance in the various articles, both in the culinary and 
housekeeping department, and the increased number of pupils, that a lar- 
ger appropriation will be required. By carefully prepared estimates there 
will be required an appropriation for current expenés, repairs,.&c., of 
filteen thousand four hundred dollars; and a'further sum of three 
hundred dollars for the support of indigent pupils. In all such institu- 
tions, there are a greater or less number of pupils, whose parents are un- 
able to furnish them with clothing sufficient to make them comfortable, 
For this class of pupils the Legislature at its last session appropriated 
the sum of three hundred dollars. 

The barn and stable room are altogether too limited for the present 
wants of the Institute. The present barn was built severa! years since to 
meet the wants of the Asylum at that timc; with the additions to the 
stock department, necessary to meet the increased demands of the Insti- 
tute, an additional barn is necessary, or an enlargement of the old one. 
To make this improvement, an appropriation of five hundred dollars 
will be needed: i 

We have now briefly stated the wants of the Institute, and we hope 
they will commend themselves to the Legislature in such a manner as to 
receive the attention they properly deserve. 

Our cause is a just and holy one, and we believe will not appeal to your 
philanthropy in vain. We plead for the unfortunate deaf mute, and ask 
of your Honorable Body the means to elevate him to the dignity and po- 
sition of a man, that he may become a useful member of society, and fill 
the sphere for which he was intended by his creator.

PRINCIPAL'S REPORT.

To the Board of Trustees- 


GENTLEMEN :—The number of pupils in attendance last term was Sizty- 
sie, Four of these were re-admitted after an absence of from one to three 
years. One had received several years’ instruction in an eastern Institu- 
tion. Fifteen were admitted into the Primary Class; two of these how- 
ever proved to be unsuitable subjects,—feeble-minded and almost per- 
fectly dumb in consequence, although possessing the sense of hearing un- 
impaired. These were of course retained but a short time. 

There have been admitted the present term, into the Primary Class, 
Eighteen. Five have been re-admitted into other classes after an absence 
of from one to three years. "The whole number under instruction in the 
course of the year is Eighty-nine, of these Seventy-eight are in attendance 
at present. One or two others are expected. 

Nearly one-half of those admitted into the Primary Class, in Sept. 1802, 
had reached ages varying from Eighteen to Twenty-five years. It is sel- 
dom that sueh pupils can make any material progress in mastering the 
difficulties of written language. The mental faculties, after so long neg- 
lect, have lost, to a very great extent, the keenness and susceptibility of 
earlier years. Impressions are with difficulty made, and very readily fade 
away. The understanding is slow to comprehend, and vhe memory un- 
faithful to retain. A partial paralasis has, in the course of these years’ 
neglect, come over the faculties of the mind, which no efforts can effect- 
ually remove. 

This, it is true, is not the invariable result. Exceptional cases are 
found, where, to a naturally active and observing mind, have been added 
special advantages and aids from intelligent friends at home. Still, even 
in such cases, the loss and injury are so serious as to testify severely 
against the parents or guardians who are responsible for them. 

Young as this Institution is, quite a number of such unhappy examples 
have been or still are among our pupils. 

While it is true that pupils entering an Institution so long after the 
proper age, will fail of acquiring any great proficiency in written lan- 
guage, or in the various branches of study, yet it is equally true that the 
benefits actually conferred are of inestimable value. The discipline, the 
example, the social and industrial training, the moral and religious ideas 
imparted through the medium of the sign language,—all the varied and 
constant influences, pertaining to such Institutions, that are calculated to 
impress, mould and develope the spiritual nature, are of the highest im. 
portance even to these unpromising subjects of our care; and, in many 
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eases, are effectual in securing most cheering results, Although they are 
not at all likely to reach the standard of intelligent, educated mutes, yet, 
they often do attain to the point of ability to support themselves respect- 
ably, and of being good citizens, with correct pringiples, exemplary con- 
duct,—a life and death cheered by the consolations of a christian faith. 

The class that has just entered is in favorable contrast with classes of 
preceding years in ¿his respect,—that all, with one exception, are- about 
the age of twelve years. l 

For various reasons, which were presented in my report for the year 
1861, this age seems the most favorable for pupils to enter upon a system- 
atic course of instruction: In exceptional cases there may be advantages 
in receiving them somewhat earlier, or in not receiving them until they 
are a year or two older. 

The general health of the pupils has been very good when we take into 
account the scrofulous taint which has been bequeathed to a large ptopor- 
tion of them. 

There was one case of protracted infammatory rheumatism, and another 
of gastric fever. A third was a young lady, Elizabeth B. Knight, who 
fell a victim to consumption. The child-like faith with which she received 
the gospel; the fruits of that faith as produced in her life; the christian 
resignation with which she bore her affliction; hor cheerful hope and her 
simple relianee upon Christ, furnish bright evidence that she thus early 
terminated her toilsome educational course on earth to enter upon a joy- 
ous career in heaven. 

The corps of officers and teachers continues the same as at my last an- 
nual report, with the exception of Miss Flora C. Virgil, who resigned her 
place as assistant matron, on the first day of June, to unite her fortunes 
with those of one of our first graduates—J ames A. Dudley, 

The marriage ceremony took place in the chapel of the Institute, in the 
presence of the pupils and a large assembly of friends whose hearty con- 
gratulations attended the mute and youthful pair as they launched their 
boat on the matrimonial stream. - ? 

The nuptial band was tied by the Rev. Dr. Burbank, The questions, 
remarks and prayer of the Rev. gentleman were interpreted in the sign 
language for the benefit of the bride and groom, and of the interested 
assembly of deaf mutes, most of whom had never before had an opporta- 
nity o2 hearing through the eye the full significance of the marriage cere- 
mony. 

The place left vacant by the departure of Miss Virgil was at once sup- 
plied by the re-appointment of Mrs. W. A. Mills, whose previous experi- 
ence in its duties, added to her natural adaptation to them, were a guaranty 
for their efficient discharge. 

The officers and teachers have continued to devote their energies as 
heretofore, to advancing the welfare of the scholars. 

Mr. L. Eddy favored them with a second course of elementary lectures 
on chemistry, which he illustrated by a great variety of interesting and 
brilliant experiments. | 
. - The pupils are still divided into Ave classes, each class under its respect- 
ive teacher. Although this number does not admit of as thorough olasei- 
fication as is desirable, yet it has not ‘seemed advisable, under existing 
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circumetancés;-nor hardly practicable, with our prosent accotamódationa, 
to increasé thé number. S S Gë 

The erection of the west wirigé is a measure, the necessity of which was 
foreseen years ago, and has beet urged upon the State Legislature. The 
condition-of the country for two years past has furnishéd 4 reason for 
postponing any appropriation towards this enlargement. The number of 
pupiis lias now reached the utmost capacity of the present building to 
accommodate. Bed-rooms, class-rooms, and girls’ study are.erowded. 
We have not the requisite rooms for the necessary hired help, nor any 
rooms or éfficient provisions for bathing. : | 

Any increase of pupils will be impracticable until our buildings ate 
extended. 

There is every probability now that we will be unable to admit a new 
class in the fall of 1864. This would be a retrograde movement, and 
would, in various ways, work injury to the school. : , 

The various industrial employments pertaining to the institute have been 
prosecuted as heretofore, and need not be referred to in particular. We 
present, however, the following statement of the operations of the Cabinet 
Shop for the year from Sept. 1st, 1862, to Sept. lst, 1863:

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PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. 


To the Board of Trustees of the Wisconsin Inititute for the Education of 
the Deaf and Dumb. 


GENTLEMEN.—I entered upon the duties of Physician of the Asylum 
on the 17th day of September, 1862. I found the sanitary condition of 
the Institute and Hospital regulations of such a character as would do 
credit to any one having them in charge. The deep interest and more 
than ordinary eare in behalf of the sick, as evinced by your Principal, 
Matron and those acting under their instructions, I need not dwell upon. 


Suffice it to say they are like strong tonics, well directed to the convales- ` 


cent, rendering that aid to the Physieian so indispensable to a successful 
treatment of the sick. 

One of the first cases for examination and treatment was that of Miss 
Elizabeth Knight, whom I learned from my predecessor, had suffered se- 
verely from the measels, followed by pneumonia; these exciting causes 
developed latent tubercular deposit in the lungs, from which I found her 
suffering and approaching the last stage of tuburcular consumption. I ad- 
vised her removal to her home where she lingered but a short time, when 
she passed to that better land where the tongue shall no more be silent, 
but the Dumb shall speak, the Deaf shall hear and the Blind receive sight. 

In passing through the school I discovered many marks of scrofulous 
cachexy. About one-fourth of the females suffering more or less from 
Goitre; and of the males, other equally distinguishing marks of an he- 
reditary character, many of which were benefitted by medical treatment. 

During the fall and winter months there was little sickness— occasion- 


ally a case of sore throat. In the spring months of 1863 there appeared ` 


an epidemie form of fever, of a low character, throughout this section of 
country. The disease, amongst the pupils, was of a mild character—the 
case of Miss Barry, of Beloit, Rock County, was protracted for many 
weeks. She went home before vacation; at the commencement of the 
fall term she returned with her health much improved. There has been 
no sickness of a serious character during the summer months. 

In the month of January the Principal suggested the propriety of vac- 
cinating the whole school as a preventive of small pox, which existed in 
many places about us at that time. I accordingly did so with benefit to 
the school and community.

OFFICE or STATE PRISON COMMISSIONER, 
WAUPUN, Wis., Sept. 30, 1863. ! 
To His Excellency, EDWARD SALOMON, 
Governor of Wisconsin : 
- SIr:—I herewith submit my Annual Report of the concerns of the 
Prisón for tho year ending this date. 

But three months of my term are remaining, and as I review the twenty- 
one months that have passed since éhtering ‘upon my official term, I feel 
very much as any man would feel under similar circumstances, who had 
endcavored to discharge his dutiss to the public and these convicts 
wisely, but who had reason to believe that, being human, he had erred in 
many things. My relations with the prisoners, for the most part, have 
been all that I could have desired. I believe at an early day I command- 
ed their respect and confidence; and they have commanded mine as far as 
I had any reason to expect they could. No pérsonal violence has been 
inflicted upon any convict to my knowledge since I'became responsible for 
the management of this prison; and no harsher punishment has been in- 
‘flicted in any case than solitary confinement with but slight rations for a 
reasonable time. This mode and degree of punishment I have found 
sufficient to bring the most refractory to terms, and no mortal man can 

' convince mé that the lagh, dr any other of the hithertó common ‘methods 
of inflicting torture upon «full grown mem and women, cán háve 
any other than a mischievous effect. upon the culprit. The human- 
ining light of this day is fast disclosing the folly and inhumanity of such 
modes of puhishment in the State Prison; but a brief time will elapse 
before such modes of punishment will be unknown in this country; 

But what is the best and most effective method of accomplishing the object 
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in imprisoning of convicts, to wit: their reformation, no man has assumed 
to be wise enough to demonstrate. Most men having charge of Prisons, 
and reformers, urge the importance of treating this class of persons with 
gentleness and kindness, and of holding out proper inducements and 
incentives to well doing while in Prison. All that is very well, and should 
by no means be disregarded ; but having don ai that tor the convict, I 
think it remains to belseeh her he is dctudlly improved. I think all 
that reformers urge, as regards the treatment of convicts, may be observed, 
and yet. as a rule, there may be nothing but his general good conduct 
while in Prison accomplished by it. It seems to me folly to suppose that 
kind treatment and” encouragement alone, will. necessarily refofin, or 
evoh.Z to reform these men. ` Our institutions, laws and usagés ed 
every possible hope and encouragement to them before their incarceration 
that can possibly be offered them while in prison, and I can see nothing 
in the fuct of imprisonment to warrant the belief that what jailed to in- 
duce them to he law-abiding: citizens, before Heinz imprisoned, will he 
likely to work a reformation in their moral natures while in prison. 1 
think the question still remains to be answered, by what human agency 
can these men be reformed? What shall be done to effect a radical 
change for the better in their natural instincts, passions and prapenailys? 
I hope this question will be, 'ere long, successfully answered ; beoause 
upon this point hangs the fate of criminals throughout the world. Ob- 
servation has convinced me that as a general rule tho terms of imprison- 
ment, as fixed by the courts, are too short for the public good. The term 
in a majority of cases, [ am satisfied, is too short for thé reformation or 
adequate punishment of the prisoner. I may be wrong, but.such is my 
judgment. 

Since the commencement of my term, two convicts have successfully 
escaped. No deaths have occurred among the prisoners, and genera] good 
health has prevailed among them. Onco convict by the name of Hender- 
son met with an accident while blasting in.the quarry, that I fear will re- 
sult in total less of. sight, Three have been discharged on habras corpus 
by the county judge of Dodge county—a most extraordinary proceeding.

LABOR. ~ 


I think it will be seen from accompanying tables that very satikfactedy 
results have been obtained as regards the labor of the tonvicts; during 
tthe past year. It will also be observed that the principal part òf the 
“Jabor has been devoted to making such improvements as were recommonted 
“by the legislative committec of last winter. The following quotation fram 
«their report contains this observation upon the subject of improvemenas: 
«The pressing necessity that has existed for years back for a female pris- 
on, has culminated during the past year in the erection of a “building 
"containing 36 cells, apartments for Deputy Warden and thk Matroniv¿Khe 
eplan of ‘this buildingris well-designed for the use intended, and whenicom- 
pleted, which it will soon be, will furnish ample accommodation for that 
class of convicts for al coming time, Ze, Ee, In the opinion of-yémir 
‘committee, there is a pressing necessity-for.imorce shop room. .Inothe 
language of the Commissioner's report, the second story of: the. budding, 
"designed for shops, was so imperfectly planned and so dofecfively^con- 
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structed, including the roof, that we see no remedy for the defects except 

y the removal of.that entire story, and by carrying up the walls some: Ur 
féet higher than they now-are, and by covering the same with a substan- 
tial water tight roof. The principal deleets are these: The second story 
isso low, the roof being nearly flat, that during the hot summer months. 
tlie:heat is so intense as, to render it a very uncomfortable, not to say un« 
healthy; place for the employment of men; and the roof is so radically 
defective-ns to afford but little protection against storms, Ze, I believe 
the convicts cannot bo better employed for the next year than in carrying 
out tlie suggestions above made. All of which your committee heartily 
coneéur in, dnd“would recommend that the improvements as above stated 
be:made." No sane person, acquainted with the facts, can doubt the 
wisdótn of the recommendations of the committee, or the most urgent 
necessity for the improvements which have been made in pursuance of 
said recommendation. In fact, if the convicts had not been employed in 
making'improvemente as they haYe been, I should have been obliged to 
have kept a large number of them confined in their cells- for want of 
work at which to employ.them, and such cruelty could not be tolerated: 
foris moment. Until the shops were repaired we were nearly without 
shops fit for any use whatever. The accompanying table shows the cost 
of the improvement, beside labor, to be $8,757 11. The following state- 
ment shows the value of the improvements made, in addition to the cost 
of material, &c., as follows: :

The improvements made may be summed up as follows: . 

We have the outer wall forming the eastern boundary of the prison pre- 
cincts completed. We have built of cut stone a guard house immediately 
in front of the main prison building. 

We have built a Female Prison of cut stone of the following dimensions, 
to-wit: Main building, 54x32 feet, and 35 feet high above the basement. 
Cell room 75x34 feet, and 24 feet high above the basement—containing 
two blocks of cells with 18 cells in each block. The cells are each 6x10 
feet, and 7 feet high. 

The main building contains commodious apartments for the Deputy 
Warden and Matron. The Female Prison grounds are surrounded by a 
EE wall of cut stone 12 feet high. This wall is about 40 rode in 

ength. 
« We have also completed 302 feet of the front wall unfinished in 1861. 

We have graded the yard in front of the main prison, also the yarda 
within the enclosure of the female prison. 

-We have removed the entire second story from the work shops, and 
have substituted in its stead a story 12 feet high built of cut stone, and 
have covered the same with a most substantial water tight roof. This 
shop building contains eight spacious work shops, each 40x80 feet. I 
believe finer shops cannot be found in the whole country. i 

We have also cut the stone for a spacious blacksmith shop, 40x80 feet, 
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and the grading for the same has been done, and timber for the roof is on 
hand and framed ready to be put up soon as the walls are built. The 
foundation is already laid in mortar. 

The stone used for building purposes was taken from the a within 
the prison enclosure, 

In addition to all this we have kept the prison buildings and property 
in a good state of repair. 

I may be pardoned for adding that it would afford gratification to us 
all, officers and prisoners, if your Excellency would compare the results 
of labor in this prison during the past two years, with the results of the 
three years immediately preceding. These remarks are not made to dis- 
parage the efforts or labors of my predecessors, but simply to call atten- 
tion to the evidence of the faithfulness and energy with which these men 
have labored during the time specified. 


CURRENT EXPENSES. 


The cost of maintaining this institution for the past year has been heavy, 
and Y claim the incidental expenses have been unavoidably large—the 
large sum of about $26,000 having been expended alone for officers’ labor 
within the last two years. I wish to call attention to the following brief 
tabular statement showing the prices of the leading articles of merchan- 
dise and supplies used in the prison, in the years of 1861 and 1863:

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PHYSICIAN’S REPORT.

WISCONSIN STATE PRISON, 
Waupun, Sept. 30, 1863, 


In accordanoe with the usages of former years, it again becomes my 
duty to submit my annual report of the sanitary condition of this Insti- 
tution. l 

But few cases of protracted sickness have occurred during the past year. 
Febrile attacks, usually from exposure tó cold, diarrhoea, dysentery, dip- 
theria in a mild form, rheumatism and neuralgia, have been the most oom- 
mon. 

lam happy to say, however, that not a case of continued fever in any 
form, has occurred during the year, while in the village and surrounding 
country, fevers of a protracted, and in many cases fatal, character, have 
been quite frequent. I am happy further to report that no death has oc- 
curred among the convicts since my connection with the Institution in 
January, 1862. On or about the 1st of Sept. a very serious accident oc- 
ourred in the prison yard, by the premature discharge of powder, while 
blasting rocks. A young man named Henderson was severely burnt about 
the head, face and hands, causing, itis feared, the loss of sight of both eyes. 

He has nearly recovered from his injuries, except the eyes. The sight of 
both it is feared will be lost. Itis possible that could he be soon liberated 
from prison, and placed under the care of a skillful and experienced ocu- 
list, the sight of one eye might be saved, but with the means at our dis- 
posal here, a favorable result is hardly to be hoped for. 

iM my last report I referred to the very defective condition of the work- 
shops. 

It is due to Com. Hodges to say that those defects have been completely 
remedied. Instead of low, smoky, ill-ventilated shops, we now have them 
high, well lighted and ventilated. 

In conclusion, I again tender my thanks to the officers of the prison, for 
the prompt and efficient aid they have uniformly rendered me in my efforts 
to benefit the condition of the prisoners.

The managers are pleased to be able to say that the future of the State 
Reform School bids fair to fulfil all the sanguine hopes of its friends. 

There were in the institution, on the 30th September, 72, which num- 
ber was largely added to during the month of October, and no doubt the 
whole capacity of our building will be taxed to accommodate scholars dur- 
ing the ensuing year. 

The accompanying Report of our Superintendent, Dr. Barrett, is so 
full, that but little is left to be added by the managers, and we earnestly 
eall attention thereto, as containing suggestions worthy of consideration. 

We particularly unite in urging the importance of obtaining more 
plough-land for the use of the institution. 

The committee of the Legislature that visited the institution last win- 
ter, in their report made some: remarks not very flattering, in connection 
therewith, relative to dampness of the lower part of the building, and a 
bad smell that permeated the whole of it. The same complaint had been 
made by the Managers and an implied censure of the Superintendent for 
not keeping the same more cleanly. Since the stream of water has been 
flowing through the basement, the disagreeable smell before complained of 
has entirely disappeared and a marked improvement is visible therein. 

The Report of our Treasurer shows a balance in his hands of $3,917 57, 
which will be no more than sufficient to pay our bills up to the first day of 
February, A. D. 1864. : 

Accounts have been allowed. the past year amounting to $7,263 97, a 
detailed statement of each, to whom payable, and for what purpose, is ap- 
pended to this report.

The above table has been carefully prepared, and it throws a flood of 
light upon the early training of these unfortunate delinquents. Indeed 
their history almost always, reveals “the want of parental control" as 
the most frequent cause of their delinquency. Vicious associations and 
profane examples often under the parental roof, foster the development of 
depraved passions, which soon assume the mastery both of the individual 
and of all connected with him. And when he is brought under the re- 
straining influence of the school, and the intellect and conscience are 
awakened, no more interesting scene can be found, than the conflict of 
dominant passions with germinating moral principle. The struggles are 
often as earnest and heroic as can be found in the annals of the battle 
field, and when the victory i& gained, the triumph is mightier than the 
taking of a city. 

It is more than three years since the State Reform School was opened 
for the reception of inmates. The whole number received up to the date 
of this report is one hundred and sixty-three; sixty-two of whom were 
committed for the short term of one yêar and less, and who have been 
discharged upon the expiration of their sentence. The present number

Probably at no time have there been so many ehildren in the State who 
are proper subjecta of the fostering care of this School, as at the present.

IMPROVEMENTS. 


We have made some very important improvements the present year, 
requiring very mueh labor from the boys. Early in the spring measures 
were taken to secure a constant supply of pure water to the building. 
The quantity of rain water collected was not sufficient to prevent aceumu- 
lations in the sewer which had become offensive if not unhealthy. Upon 
éxamination it was found that a small stream might be turned in this 
direction at the distance of about one hundred and twenty rods. To do 
this and make the water available, it was necessary that two large reser- 
voirs should be built, one at the building, and one near'the stream. The 
work of these excavations and the digging of the ditch for the conducting 
pipe (two and a half feet deep) was done by the boys, working in compa- 
nies of six or eight, with one of their number fora monitor. Indeed, 
much of the work during the summer has been performed under the same 
kind of supervision ; and, to secure the best report from the monitor, ex- 
cited an emulation productive of the happiest results. The stream of 
water obtained, is constant, and not only cleanses the sewer but furnishes 
a supply to the building in time of drouth. The whole expense, includ- 
ing fifty dollars to Mr. Walton for the privilege, will not exceed two hun- 
dred and twenty-five dollars. Besides making over forty rods of division 
fence, we have prepared to open the road north to the railroad. We have 
built the fence and the abutments of the bridge across. the river. All of 
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the stone, with the exception of part of the middle pier, were obtained 
from, the meadow and banks of the river. The whole is now ready for 
the timbers, | We have also broken ¿up about six acres more of meadow 
land, and shall have a larger amount ready for the spring crops.

. - GENERAL REVIEW AND CONCLUSION. 


In our last report it was stated that there were two cases of typhoid 
fever then under treatment in the Hospital. Contrary to the hope then 
expressed, the disease continued to spread among the inmates during the 
fall and winter, numbering in all, twenty-five cases. In some the disease 
assumed a severe“type, and required the most constant attendance. The 
assistant superintendent and one of the teachers were confined for several 
weeks. Weare happy, however, to report the final recovery of every 
case. This fortunate result was in no small degree owing to our excellent 
hospital advantages, and faithful attendance of nurses. Every attention 
was paid to the sick that could possibly be required. Since the first of 
April the health of the inmates has been remarkably good. No case of | 
sickness, except occasional indisposition for a day, has occurred. We can- 
not be too grateful to our Heavenly Father for His manifold kindness in 
sparing these lives not only through this severe sickness but from the 
very commencement of the school, Since the opening nota death has 
occurred. . 

We report a larger number of escapes the past year than before. This 
is owing in part to the universal excitement produced by the war and the 
fact that some who have been discharged from the sehool have entered 
the army. As a matter of course the boys partook of the general feeling, 
and three or four of the larger ones contrived to excape. One was sent 
by his friends to New York city, two made their way to St. Louis and 
obtained situations in the army as drummer boys. One of the other two 
who escaped, was a mulatto, a very hard boy, and who undoubtedly made 
his way in the same direction. We have had really fewer escapes then 
any year before, although we have not been as fortunate in re-taking the 
fugitives. We think there has been a very great improvement in the 
general deportment of the inmates. Very few cases of insubordination 
are noted, and almost all have been contented and happy. 

The usual holidays have been observed in a manner similar to previous 
years. Our “pic-nic” on the Fourth of July was a decided success; 
being enjoyed by several friends of the inmates, as well as by visitors to 
the school. But the most important day of the year is Christmas. The 
visit of “Santa Claus ” on the evening preceding is anticipated with eager 
delight, while the dinner of roast beef and turkey fills the mind with ex- 
peetations of the most solid and substantial] enjoyment. Our last festival 
was passed in a very happy manner by the whole school; the evening ex- 
ercises with our christmas trees, presenting scenes and attractions of un- 
usual interest. . 

Over forty of the zhildren were permitted ‘to attend a sabbath school 
concert in the village, and about theysame number a meeting of the Band 
of Hope. On both occasions the most perfect order was observed in going 
and returning, while the deportment of all in the meetings was deserving

The foregoing tables give a general view of the condition of the school, 
and of the improvement of those who have been discharged. All of the 
classes have made very good progress, and in some the advancement has 
been quite marked. Reading and spelling occupy a good share of the 
time, while half an hour each day is devoted to writing. The school is 
divided into two departments, the classes in each being governed by the 
same bell, , . 

There are some who have made great improvement, whose minds have 
been aroused to vigorous effort, and who have made rapid progress in their 
studies. Itis hardly necessary to.say that such become the best and most 
hopeful scholars ; improvement in scholarships being uniformily followed 
by exemplary deportment. Our system of management in its essential 
features, has continued uncharged during the year. Owing to the fre- 
quent changes necessary in the school, the introduction of new scholars 
almost all of whom are scarcely able to read, and the discharge of the most 
advanced, there is but little opportunity for the thorough drilling of 
classes. Our success, however, has been greater than any previous year; 
and some classes we think would compare very favorably with those in our 
best schools, 

Our work has not been confined simply to giving instruction to the 
classes. We hold frequent conversations individually with the inmates, 
and often a word of kindness dropped into the heart proves the beginning 
of anew. life. There is need of great forbearance and patience in the 
management of these wayward and passionate children, and the severity 
of discipline should never interrupt.the stream of sympathy and love.

ADMISSION OF INMATES. 


. Letters are frequentiy addressed to vs asking for information of the 
method of securing the admission of children to the seqool We have 
therefore arranged the different acts of the Legislature relating to it, in 
one chapter, with reference to the volume of Session Laws in which each 
amendment'is published. i 


CHAPTER 286, SESSION LAWS, 1861. 


An Act for the Government and Management of the State Reform School, and to 
repeal Chapter 189, of the Revised Statutes, entitled, “Of the House of Refuge.” 


SECTION 1. (As amended, Session Laws 1862, chapter 345, Sec 1.)— 
The State Reform School, at Waukesha, in the county of Waukesha, 
shall be the place of confinement and instruction of all male children be- 
tween the ages of eight and fifteen years and of-all female children be- 
tween the ages of seven and fourteen years, who shall be legally commit- 
ted to the State Eeform School, as vagrants, or on conviction for any 
criminal offense, by any court having competent authority to make said 
commitment, ' 

“Suc. 2. (As amended Session Laws 1863, chapter 187.)—From and 
after the first day of May, A. D. 1863, the Superintendent of the State 
Reform school, shall charge to each of the séveral counties in this State, 
in à book provided by him for that purpose, the sum of one dollar per 
week, for the care and maintenance of each person remaining in said State 
Reform School, who was committed thereto as a vagrant, “or by reason 
of incorrigible or vicious eonduct, or who may thereafter be received into 
said State Reform School, committed for vagrancy or incorrigible or vi- 
cious conduct, from each of such counties respectively : provided, that 
the costs of the original commitment of all persons to said State Reform 
School, shall be chargeable to the county from which the person commit- 
ted to said school is sent: and provided, further, that it shall be the duty 
of .the Superintendent of said State Reform School to procure the arrest 
and-return of any person escaping therefrom ; and it shall also be the 
duty of any justice of the peace, marshal or constable, upon information 
of such escape, to arrest and return any such fugitive, as above mentioned. 

Seo. 8. (As amended Session Laws 1862, chapter 345, Sec. 2 )—The 
Superintendent of the State Reform School. shall keep an accurate account 
of the amount due from each county for the support of persons there- 
from, and shall annually, on or before-the tenth day of October in each 
year, report to the Secretary of State, the amount which may then be due 
from each county for the year ending on the first day of October prece- 
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ding, which report shall state the name of each person for whom such ac- 
count is rendered, the number of weeks which such person has been in 
said school during said year, and: the amount charged for each of said per- 
sons respectively; and such oath shall be verified by the oath of said Su- 
perintendént'as to its correctness. $4; 

Sto. 4. (Repealed.) | 

Seo. 5. (As amended Session Laws 1862, chapter 345, Sec. 3.) —The 
Secretary of State shall add the amount due from any county in this 
State for the support of such persons to the State tax apportioned to said 
county, and such amount shall be collected and paid into the State Treas- 
ury for the use of the State Reform School. 

Sro. 6. (As amended Session Laws 1862, chapter 345, Sec. 4.) —The 
board of managers shall consist of five members who shall be appointed 
by the Governor and hold their offices for three years; said board to be 
divided into three classes, atid so divided that the term of one class shall 
expire each year, on the first Tuesday of March, and shall receive for 
their compensation, two dollars and fifty cents per day for every day actu- 
ally employed, and ten cents per mile for every mile actually traveled, and 
shall verify their aceount by their oath or affirmation. 

SECTION 7. Such managers shall have the power to make rules, regu- 
lations, ordinances and by-laws for the governurent, discipline and man- 
agement of the state reform school, aud the inmates thereof as to them 
may seem just and proper: provided, that such rules and by-laws shall 
be in accordance with the constitution of this state and the constitution 
of the United Státes; and they shall have power.to place the children 
committed to their care, during the minority of said children, at such 
employments, and cause them to be instructed in such branches of useful 
knowledge, as shall be suited to their years and edpacities; and they shall 
have power in their diseretion to bind out the'said children, with their 
consent or the consent of their parents or guardians, if they have any, ab 
apprentices or servants during their minority, to such persons and at such 
places, to learn such proper trades and employments, as in their judg- 
ments will be most for their reformation and amendment, aud the future 
benefit of such children: provided, that the 'charges and power of said 
managers upon and over the said children shall not extend, in the case of 
females, beyond the age of eighteen years: and provided, also, that the 
religious opinions of the inmates shall not be interferred with. 

SECTION 8. The said managers shall appoint a superintendent of said 
state reform school and such officers as they may deem necessary for the 
interest of the institution, with a view to the accomplishment of the ob- 
ject of its establishment and economy of its management; and the said 
managers shall make out a detailed report to the governor of the perfor- 
mance of tbeir duty, on or before the tenth day of October in each year, 
which report shall contain a statement of the number of persons in the 
school at the commencement of the year, the number received during the 


year, and in the institution at the commencement ot the year, together 


with all such facts and statements as they may deem necessary to commu- 
nieate ; which repórt shall be laid before the legislature by the governor. 

Sxorion:9. All and singular the provisions contained in the chapter 
of the revised statutes entitled “ Of masters and apprentices,” shall ap- 
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ply to the apprentices and servants, and the persons to whom they shall 
be bound under and by virtue of this act; and every minor so bound and 
the officers binding him and his master, shall be.subjeot to all the provi- 
sions of said chapter. | 

SEoTION 10. The courts and several magistrates in any county in the 
state may, in their discretion, sentence to the state reform school any sach 
male or female who may be convicted before them as a vagrant, or of any 
petit larceney or misdemeanor; and the several courts may also, in their 
discretion, send to said state reform school any such male or female who 
may be convicted before them of any offence which, under the existing 
laws, would be punishable by imprisonment in the state prison ; provided, 

_in all cases, the term of commitment shall not be less, in the case of males, 
than to the age of twenty-one years, and in the case of females, than to 
the age of eighteen years. 

Section ll The managers of the state reform school shall have 
power, in their discretion, to restore any person duly committed to said 
school, to the care af his or her parents or guardiau before the expiration 
of their minority, if in their judgment it would be most for the future, 
benefit and advantage of such person. ka 

SECTION 12. The courts and several magistrates in any county in the 
state shall also have power to commit to tho state reform school any male 
or female child, under the ages specified in section one of this act, upon 
complaint and due proof made to said court or magistrate by the parent 
or guardian of such child, that by reason of incorrigible or vicious con- 
duct, such child is beyond the control and power of such parent or guar- 
dian, and that a due regard for the morals and future welfare of such 
child manifestly require that he er she should be committed to the guardian- 
ship of the managers of said state reform school. 

Section 13, The governor shall visit the state reform school once at 
least in each year, and make such suggestions in regard to the,manage- 
ment, government and discipline of the institution as he may deem for the 
interest of the same. 

Secrion ld. Chapter 189 of the revised statutes, entitled “ Of the 
house of refuge,” and all other acts or parts of acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act, are hereby repealed. ; 

Section 15. This act shall take effect and be in force trom and after 
lts passage.

It will be seen by an examination of the act, that. every inmate must be 
committed by a court or magistrate. Frequent application is made for 
the admission of children, by their friends, on the ground of incorrigibil- 
ity, with the hope that the restraining influences of the echool may save 
them from actual crime. The twelfth section of this act was framéd with 
express reference to such cases, and it is believed to be the most impor- 
tant one in the whole chapter. Such cases when committed should, at 
once be taken to the school without being imprisoned, as: is sometimes 
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done, in the county jail for several days with matured and hardened crim- 
inals, In some cases more vicious examples are there seen and more cor- 
rupt influences experienced than during the whole previous life, 

Objection has been made to the term of commitment, which in every 
instance must be during the minority of the inmate. This is regarded by 
many as the period of actual confinement in the school, while it is design- 
ed, only to give the Board of Managers such control over the inmate as to 
sécure his complete and thorough reformation. Provision is made for the 
discharge of every one when, in the opinion of the Board, it would be safe 
and proper to do so. , 

There is another reason why the term of commitment should be as it is. 
There are many children who have no parents or guardians, and' who, if 
discharged on the expiration of a sentence of one or two years, would 
haye no one to provide for them, and if good homes should not be secured 
a: the time of their discharge, which cannot always be done, they 
would be thrown upon society, homelegs and friendless, and be compelled 
frequently, to resume those vicious habits from which they may have been 
only partially reformed. It is impossible to determine the length of time 
necessary to reform: ang one case at the time of commitment. It must be 
left discretionary with those in the immediate charge of the school. Ex- 
perience has shown that in a majority of cases, the average time is about 
two years,.while some require a much longer period before they are fitted 
for places of trust and responsibility.

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TRUSTEES REPORT. 


To His Excellency, EDWARD SALOMON, 
_ Governor of the State of Wisconsin : 


In compliance with the provisions of section 5 of chapter 263 of the 
General Laws of 1860, we herewith lay before you a history of the trans- 
actions of this Board for the year ending September 30th, 1863. 

It is now nearly four years since the management of the Hospital has 
been placed in our hands, and at no period within that time has it been in 
so good a condition as at present, either financially, or in its capacity for 
usefulness. All outstanding indebtedness incurred for building purposes 
and repairs of boilers, etc., have been fully paid. The Hospital build- 
ings, as well as all internal arrangements and fittings, are in good condi- 
tion and thorough repair. The affairs of the Hospital have been managed 

-with economy, and are in a condition that may well challenge the closest 
scrutiny. , It is entirely out of debt. 

At the date of our last report there was a balance on hand of $1,653 01 
from amount appropriated for building the West Wing. At that time 
certain minor claims had not been presented for settlement, which have 
since been adjusted and paid from that fund, amounting to $467 24. 
Making the total cost of the West Wing $38,814 23, leaving a balance of 
$1,185 76 on hand. 

At the annual meeting in October 1862, the Executive Committee 
urged upon. the Board the necessity of providing some place of shelter for 
the stock belonging to the Hospital, and also for providing somé meuis. 
for placing under cover the carriages, implementa and tools, other than 
the limited means then had for that purpose. Upon such representations. 
the Board by Resolution authorized the Executive Committee to erect a 
barn, from the balance of the building fund then on hand, after paying | 
balance of indebtedness. In pursuance of that Resolution the Exetiitive 
Committee have erected a good and substantial barn, ample enough for 
the present wants of the Hospital, at a cost of $1,185 76, exclusive of 
painting. 

Since our last report the Executive Committee have purchased for the 
use of the Hospital a pair of horses, paying therefor the sum of $207 72 
using the balance of fund on hand appropriated for purchase of stock, 
ete.,—for payment. 

The Executive Committee, have also, under a Resolution of the Board 
draw warrants on the current expense fund to the amount of $2,870 17, 
for the purchas: of new boilers, fixtures and materials for setting same, 
and for the making of a hot water cistern: The boilers were contracted 
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for previous to making our last report, but at that time had not been 
placed in position for reasons then fully explained. The work has since 
been completed and is giving good satisfaction. 

In the foregoing we have given a history of the disposition of the bal. 
ances of funds intrusted to our care by the legislature; and in their dis- 
posal we have been guided solely by the strictest rules of economy com- 
patible with the wants of the institution.and the interests of the state. 

.For a detailed statement of the expenditure of the several funds, you 
are respectfully referred to the report of the Treasurer, and also the report 
of the Superintendent, aecompanying this. 

For a detailed statement of the operations of the Hospital, general 
statistics, and for an account of the management and productiveness of 
the farm, we refer you to the report of the Superintendent, herewith sub- 
mitted, and whtch we commend to your nojice. 

From the opening of the Hospital, to the present time, the internal af- 
fairs and management have been entrusted to the care of Doctor John P. 
Clement, who has been ably seconded in his efforts by a competent corps 
of assistants. And it gives us great pleasure here to say that much of 
the prosperity and present high standing of the Hospital is justly attri- 
butable to Dr. Clement, whose skill and energies have been devoted to the 
work to which he was called, and by which it has been enabled to perform 
the functions contemplated in its establishment. To him should be given 
the credit, in a great measure, of placing the Institution in its present 
position of rank and usefulness. À Z 

It will be seen from the .Superintendent's report, that he hàs félt it to 
be his duty to tender his resignation, to take effeot aboüt the first of 
January next. We regretthe necessity which has compelled us to accept 
of it; and in dissolving the connection which has so long and amieably , 
eXisted between him and the Board, we feel that we are doing no more 
than our duty in tendering to him our thanks, for his services and useful- 
ness; and with hopes that his future may be brightened with success and 
prosperity. : 

In conclusion, we commit the institution and all its affairs to the atten- 
tion of the Legislature, asking of them an appropriation sufficient to meet 
the current expenses for the ensuing year, of say thirty thousand dollars, 
that it may be enabled to continue its good work, and disseminate its 
blessings throughout the state.

Since the opening of the Hospital, 357 patients have been admitted ; 
or, 319 different cases, and thirty-eight re-admissions. 

The whole number of applications for admission, up to the present 
date, is 503. ` 

No case, which offered the least hope of recoyery, or decided benefit, 
under our care, has ever been rejected;-—and the character of a large 
portion of the cases admitted has continued to be completely adverse to 
their recovery, or even to their improvement to any great extent,

The cases in which the duration of insanity is said to have been “ sev- 
eral years,” are known to be chronic ones ;—all of them exceeding one 
year, and some of them approaching thirty, although the exact time can- 
not be ascertained. In regard to those designated as “unknown,” there 
is not that certainty. Some were stragglers, broughtto the Hospital with- 
out any history. E 

Others have undoubtedly been insane longer than stated in the descrip- 
tion of their cases. In many instances, the symptoms of insanity first no- 
ticed by friends, and of sufficient gravity to render removal to the Hos- 
pital: necessary, are simply the outbreak of fires that have long been 
smouldering unsuspectedly within,—the inevitable result of evil causes 
that have been sapping the vital energies for years, although so gradually 
and imperceptibly, that the most intimate friends have not noticed the 
mischief in progress. l 

Suppose a young man, naturally intelligent and amiable, to become 
gradually dull and indifferent, or peevish and irritable, and to disappoint 
the hopes of friends, through the effects of an unfortunate habit, (as too 
often occurs), without raising a suspicion of mental disease, and that, at 
last, he suddenly becomes violent, and manifestly insane ;—it would seem 
more correct to view this new condition as one of a series of mental 
changes, extending back, for years perhaps, and really constituting a form 
of insanity,—than to consider it the commencement of a truly recent ease 
of insanity. At any rate, such a view does better justice to those who 
are entrusted with the treatment of the case, inasmuch as it gives them 
the benefit of the well known difference hetween acute and chronic cases, 
in point of curability. 

Cases, similar to the one supposed, have been frequent in our institu- 
tion, and are certainly of a very discouraging and difficult nature ;—al- 
though we have had a few very remarkable and gratifying recoyeries 
among them. 

In many cases of insanity supposed to be strictly recent in their acces- 
sion, we sooner or later obtain abundant proof of the error of such a sup- 
position. l M 

Perhaps we see some old neighbor who has observed peculiarities ina 
patient for years, which the more intimate connections either failed to.ob- 
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serve, or to allow their full significance, or perhaps the relations them- 
selvés, after reviewing the past, in connection with the fact of well marked 
insanity, are irresistibly convinced that the supposition of existence of 


inel] ient inganity is the only way to explain, satisfactorily, certain singu- 


lar acts done by the patient years ago. 

uch has frequently been the fact in the progress of cases placed under 
our caré as “recent,” and by the want of success in restoring which, we 
had’ been deeply troubled, until our suspicions of their chronie nature 
weré confirmed by evidence such as above described. The want of cor- 
rectness in the popular ideas of insanity, contributes largely to the host 
of difficulties with which the opening of a new institution is attended. 
On this point it would be easy to enlarge, but not, perhaps, in good taste. 
One idea occurs, however, specially appropriate to be mentioned in this 
connection, I have already alluded to the greater success resulting from 
thé tréatment of acute cases of insanity, than of the chronic. "The great. 
rapidity with which that disease becomes incurable is among the most com- 
món facts ever mentioned in connection with the entire subject. 

The reports of the superintendents of the various institutions abound 
in reiterations of this truth, and its great practical bearing on the impor- 
tance of sending patients early to an institution especially designed for 
their treatment. 

Still a tardiness in taking this step very generally prevails among the 
people of all the states, and cannot be supposed to be any less in a new 
state, while the institution is yet young, and the importance of promptly 
removing the insane from the exciting causes of their disease, to a suita- 
ble placé for treatment,.is not fully appreciated. o 

"Wé are well aware of the severe trial to which it subjects the friends, 
and sometimes the patients, to take this step; but it is certainly unwise 
to allow tlie feelings so to get the mastery of the judgment, as to deprive 
the friend in question of the best, and probably the only means of es- 
capipg a fate worse than death, —confirmed and irrecoverable insanity. ` 

t paius us to receive applications for the admission of patients who 
have become insane since this institution was opened, but have been kept 
at home or in some place near, one, two, or three years, until it is almost 
eertain that the period of possible recovery has passed, and nothing re- 
mains but simply to take the'best possible care of the unfortunate person, 
now become too troublesome for care at home. 

"No stich case would have been refused a trial of the Hospital, if appli- 
eation had been made at the commencement of the disease, and from such 
cases our recoveries chiefly result, and that, as our records show, in very 
gratifying numbers. 

The friends of such patients often remark to ug that they thought. they 
would try the effect of medical treatment at home, and then resort to the 
Hospital, in Gase of failure; and I apprehend that one source of such a 
mistaken course is, that too high an estimate is placed on the efficacy of 
medicine in the cure of insanity, and too little is understood of the other 
means used in an institution specially designed for the insane. | 

It should be well understood that the removal from home and exciting 
scenes, and subjection to.such regularity and discipline as ean only be had 
in an institution, together with the various moral means resorted to, are 
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quite as important as medical treatment, and often result in recovery 
without the use of medicine at all. 

The table stating the duration of insanity previous to admission, was 
prepared from the statements of those cases as made by the friends apply- 
ing, or sometimes by physicians. »" i 

Many of the statements are extremely meagre and imperfect, and the 
general character of the cases has been less favorable to recoyery than it. 
a seem unless modified by the ideas I have endeavored to express 
above. 

Thus, one, said to have been “one month insane,” is also stated to have 
“seen visions ” since fourteen years of age, her present age being forty. 

Others reported as recently attacked, had several attacks for many 
years, with intervals of doubtful sanity. : 

The following table shows the number of recoveries, per centum of the 
discharges, for the first four years in several of the New England institu- 
tions, compared with the results during the corresponding years in this 
institution :

Considering the character of our cases, we think this result is gratifying, 
and the more so, when it is remembered that for more than the first two 
years we suffered for want of decent means of classification, and such other 
inconveniences as several of the most able superintendents in our country 
declared they would never undertake to encounter in opening an institu- 
tion. Even now, our facilities for classification are not more than half as 
great as the most approved modern theories demand, and the building is 
far rd of being all that we should possess, in order to attain the best 
results. 

Without further extension of the building, it is impossible always to 
protect the quiet and convalescent from the noise of the others. 

The construction of yards, or airing courts, is also impossible, while, 
for many of our patients, they are much needed. If the times would 
warrant the appropriations sufficient for one more extension of each 
wing, the usefulness of the institution would thereby be much increased, 
and ample room provided for all the insane of the State at present. 

During the year now closing, the internal affairs of the institution have 
moved on with quietnest and regularity, and we have enjoyed entire free- 
dom from all serious aceidents. 

We have had no disturbances in our midst but such as are inevitable; 
nus we have escaped many to which the most vigilant are constantly 

iable. 

We have striven for the welfare of our household with the best ability 
and means in our possession. 

In the treatment of patients, we have still kept in mind the importance 
of means mentioned in former reports. To the billiard table, stage for 
tableaux, &e., which we had before, we have added a bagatelle board. Dr. 
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Lewis’ pangymnasticon for gymnastie exercises, Lewis’ spirometer and 
blow-gun, and battle door and shuttle cock. Back-gammon and dominoes 
are kept up, and various kinds of music,—also dancing. ` 

Still a large portion of our patients are proof against the most enticing 
modes of diversion. Marching to drum and fife, in distant imitation of 
military drill, has been resorted to as a means of arousing and exercising 
the most stupid, and it has succeeded better than any other we have tried. 

By the generous consent of the executive committee, we have obtained 
a covered carriage which holds nine persons, and this has been a source 
of great pleasure and improvement to our female patients. 

À large number have continued to work on the farm and flower-garden 
and about the house in various ways, the results of which are manifest in 
our abundant supply of farm produce, our splendid flowers, and smaller 
matters too numerous to mention. 

Flowers have a value that cannot be estimated in dollars and cents.— 
One of our ladies has spent hours daily, for the last two months, in ar- 
ranging boquets which were distributed in the wards, to impart a cheering 
and improving influence. 

Occasional pic-nics have been given, with chowders for nearly the entire 
number of patients, and with musie and dancing. 

A few suitable patients have enjoyed fishing, rowing and swimming in 
the lake. The matron has given weekly parties, for a portion of the 
' year, to those of both sexes fit to attend, and the superintendent’s wife 
has always welcomed to her private rooms any of the ladies suitable and 
disposed to call, and has returned such calls daily in the wards, very often 
extending them to an afternoon's visit, thus cherishing feelings of mutual 
attachment, and diverting the minds of the inmates, greatly for their 
good. We have aimed at this conscientiously and faithfully, and have 
desired in every possible ease to substitute kind and gentle means for 
stern diseipline and bodily restraint. ; 

Still all is not smocth and pleasant, in an institution for the insane. I 
will not take time to explain the many causes of this unfortunate fact. 
Upon one subject, however, I will take this opportunity to enlarge, hoping 
it may do some practical good. I shall not discuss the vexed question 
of “ non-restraint.” 

No candid and intelligent person can ignore the unspeakable value of 
the modern principles of treating the insane, based upon kind and benev- 
olent motives, and a sincere and earnest desire to dispense with all severity 
and mechanical restrait, as much as possible. But the tendency of all 
modern reform is to go to the extreme, and surpass what is practicable ; 
a wise dispensation of Providence, undoubtedly, without which the world 
would make too little progress—but which still needs to be held in check 
by an equally Providential principle of caution and consideration of hu- 
man possibilities. 

Some of our highest authorities still insist on the use of strict discipline 
and even mechanical restraint, “for proper purpose, and in a judicious 
manner,” as indispensable. 

When we find it necessary to use these means, the duty is a painful 
one to us. The good of the patients at large, and of each individual in 
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immediate question, is always our object; to do our best for each, with 
the least possible clashing of their respective interests. o H 
In this effort we are often heset with difficulties that cannot bé app ei- 
ated without a trial. Our motives are often impugned, and ‘our’ actions 
misrepresented, when we have done the best in our power, and; unfortu- 
nately, these are the things that are persistently thrust into the notice.of 
those interested in the management of the institution, (whether one aly 
or not,) while the thousand little acts of kindness which’ it has cheered 
our own hearts to perform, as well as those of our patients to receive, fall 
more modestly into the back groud, and are heralded less loudly. Still 
we care little for this, except'on one account,—its effect on the interests 
of the institution,—not so much in the world outside, as in its internal 
affairs. l MES 
If insanity were always a condition of senseless raving, according to 
the notions of many people, there would not be this trouble so, extengive- 
Iy; but a large portion of the inmates of all institutions for the insane, 
still retain some of their mental faculties in a sufficiently sound condition 
to render their conduct, or a part of it, to all intents and purposes like 
that of sane people, requiring just such regulations for its government is 
thesanerequire; and this class are very apt to be extremely unreasonable, 
and to cherish revengeful feelings for the restraint and authority necessa- 
rily exercised over them. : n 
When such a one can hold the ear of a Trustee, or Legislator, or a 
“Visiting Committee," for any considerable time, the occurrence is boast- 
ed of, among a sympathizing clique, ‘as a triumph "over the tyranical Su- 
perintendent: and”his authority and efficiency are proportionately im- 
paired in the management of the institution, and its interests will sie 
We repeat that the grand ruling principle in thé management of this 
institution, is kindness ; and all apparent departure from this rule, is pain- 
fully required, for the good of those under our charge. ge 
I will briefly alude to our medical treatment. We intend that it shall 
be based on scientific and rational principles; and that each patient shall 
receive individual study and treatment, according to his need. ` 
But we do not run to medicine very largely. It is well known, even to 
many non-professional men, that “ Doctors disagree," in their ideas of the 
efficacy of medicine, and the umount and variety desirable to be given. 
We have the Doctor in Gil Blas, who had written a book, and therefor 
Inust continue to sacrifice his patients to his theory bleeding, and frequent 
draughts of hot water. We have Sir John Forbes, who almost threw 
Physic to the dogs, (after he had practiced it for a long life,) and declar- 
ed that it did more harm than good. In our own country and time, we 
have the Bigelow school of Rational Medicine; named after the able au- 
thor of the “ Paradise of Doctors," and said to dispense with me icine, 
rather than to dispense is, so long as there is reasonable hope of recovery 
under the unaided, (and unhindered), efforts of nature, and then to ad- 
minister it only on some rational ground, for some imaginable reason. On 
the other hand, there are high authorities who claim for medicine a great- 
er degree of exactness as a science, and consider a long list of drugs as 
capable of accomplishing fixed, certain, end well understood results, and 
who prove their faith by their works. ` Wë

Now since medicine is given in insanity on the same general principles 
as ih other diseases, why may there not be a similar difference of views as ^ 
to the quantities and’ quialities required ? and is it not natural, in view of 
the great importance attached-to varióus other means in the cure of in- 
sanity, that there shotild be a tendency among" Physicians devoted to the 
treatment, of insanity, as a specialty, to underrate the value of, actual 
drugs? Perhaps this should be guarded against more than it is, P 

But, on the other hand, there' should be caution against making the 
EN OMA chargé, that mediaal treatment is neglected, or of an improper 
kind. o, i ; 

Tt has been our endeavor to keep up with the medical ideas of the day. 
and to'apply them wisely to the treatment óf qur patients. 

Fhe following improvements deserve your attention :— Additional rooms 
in both wings have been’ provided with shutters to accommodate the in- 
creased number of destructive patients—several of the wards and parlors 
have heen painted—considerable furniture for the wards has been made 
by our carpenter—pictures and maps have been hung’ upon the walla— 
our stock of house plants has been increased, and the whole internal ap- 
pearance of the wards made more cheerful and home like. 

A 'éonsiderable extent of ground has been broken and and reduced to a 
good state-for cultivation, giving us about thirty acres, now under the 
plough. Some three acres of the ground first broken has been.laid' down. 
One hundred and fifty fruit trees have been set, and most of them have 
cómmenced:a vigorous growth. 

The high fence in thé rear of the house affords an admirable shelter for 
grapes, and we have set one hundred vines, from which we have gathered 
a small quantity of-choice fruit this year. We have also added to our 
garden à large quantity of asparagus roots, and a supply of several of the 
finest varieties of strawberries. We have procured énough of the “White 
Willow " for a lake shore fence; it is growing fincly and seems likely to 
answer its purpose well. To our flower garden we have added many roses 
and other flowering shrubs. mM l 

The excavation once intended as a cellar for the Hospital, which was 86 
long an unsightly receptacle of rubbish, has been filled, requiring our 
whole force of men and teams for about four weeks. The ground ‘about 
the old wing has been graded and seeded down, making a fine lawn, and 
the avenue leading from the road has been much improved. A large 
amount of labor has been expended in improving the pasture and pleasure 
grounds, by cutting ‘out dead and deformed trees, destroying bushes, erect- 
ing seats, &c., dic. ` i e 

‘By improving occasional opportunities to purchase superior annimals at 

a cheap rate, the stock of cattle and hogs has been brought.to a high 
degree of excellence, and our teams have been much increased in value 
and usefulness with a small expenditure of money. l 

The new barn erected last fall had become indispensable, and has prov- 
ed convenient and well adapted to our wants. It is abundantly supplied 
with water through pipes leading from the tank in the attic of the Hos- 
pital. By the labor.of our regular êmployees and patients, it has received 
two coats of paint, and a ventilator will be added to it this fall. S 

A supply of soft water for the engine house and laundry has been much 


= 
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needed, the deposit from our well water rapidly injuring the boilers and 
interfering with the production of steam. To meet this want two large 
eisterns capable of containing over 1000 barrels have been constructed to 
receive the rain water from the roof of the new wing, and we hope, with 
one additional cistern, to be constructed in rear of the old wing as soon 
as the necessary mearis can be obtained, to save all the water which falls 
upon the whole roof and thus procure a bountiful supply for all our ordi- 
nary wants. These cisterns have been dug almost entirely by the labor 
of patients and thus their cost has been very low. 

We hope this fall to complete the grading already commenced in the 
rear of the building and around the new wing, to construct a new and 
better road to the barn, and to smooth and top dress the mowing land in 
ihe grove next the road, besides plowing such parts of the land as may 
need it most. 

A great quantity of soil along the lake shore was washed away last 
spring, and we hope during the fall and winter by the labor of patients 
and our own teams, to remove all those piles of stone which now disfigure. 
our pasture, and to construct a sea wall sufficient to prevent further en- 
croachments of the lake. The removal of the stone will enable us to 
break up and cultivate all the ground in front of and immediately around 
the house, and ultimately to make a very handsome lawn. . 

In addition to these improvements I would earnestly eall your attention 
to the necessity for some other place for the burial of those patierits who 
die in the hospital and whom we are obliged to bury on our grounds. 
Not only is the ground needed for other purposes, but the, presence of 
graves near the hospital, and within sight of the daily walks of patients, 
tends seriously to injure those patients who are disposed to melancholy 
and gloomy forebodings, and seems sadly out of place when a prineipal 
endeavor is to make every thing cheerful and enlivening to the depressed. 

The products of our farm the past season have been abundant, giving 
us à plentiful supply of all kinds of vegetables for the house, of excellent 
quality. We believe the farm will this year yield us a profit of from one 
thousand to fifteen hundred dollars above all necessary outlay for labor 
upon it. 

The farming operations have been conducted by Mr. James Sanderson, 
who formerly had experience in the best market gardens near Boston. 
His success fully justifies the expectations formed, when he was engaged 
for the year. Justice to him requires that it should be understood that 
nearly half his time has been employed on things foreign to the farm 
proper,—such as filling the old cellar, excavating fer cisterns, Zo, Mr. 
Sanderson has attended to the purchase of articles bought in the neigh- 
borhood, thus performing part of a Stewards duties, and relieving the 
Superintendent of the same. | 

In this connection it is appropriate to mention, that our regular team- 
ster, who necessarily goes to Madison daily, does a considerable part of 
ihe purchasing, under the Superintendent's direction, and very satisfac- 
torily, thus relieving the Superintendent of another portion of the Stew- 
ard's duties. 

With this help, it is difficult to see wherein would be the economy of 
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appointing a salaried officer, with the title of “Steward,” who would 
neither perform a farmer’s or a teamster’s labor. 

Our employees have continued to give general satisfaction, but the war 
has rendered suitable male help very difficult to obtain, especially those 
fit for attendants, 

Mrs. Halliday still discharges the duties of Matron, with usual faith- 
fulness and efficiency. 

Dr. Sawyer continues to perform the duties of Assistant Physician in 
a faithful and energetic manner. His good judgment, medical qualifi- 
cations, untiring energy, and perfect reliability, have rendered him an 
invaluable aid to the Superintendent in the discharge of his duties. 

Prof. J. "D. Butler has officiated as Chaplain on Sunday a part of the 
year, and his services have been so well adapted to our wants, and so evi- 
dently beneficial, that I much regret not to have felt authorized to secure 
them: morb frequently. 

Neatly three and a half years have now elapsed since my appointment 
as Superintendent. With no little hesitation, I left a quiet and promising 
practice, and entered on the duties of an arduous public situation., It 
fell to my; lot to direct the completion of the building for the reception of 
patients, to select and organize the corps of officers, attendants, and gen- 
eral help; and to select the most proper patients for admission from a 
large number of applications.’ ' ` any 

Betwees the legitimate obstacles and labors in arriving at our present 
condition; and the wearing trials arising from personal hostilities known 
io many Pf you,—my health,—not firm at the beginning,;-has so far 
failed, as to compel:me to bring my connection with this. Institution to a 
not very distáút'close—and I hereby respectfully tender my resignation, 
to take effect in three months from date, as required by your by-laws, or 
aocordingito your conveniénce in appointing my successor.

To this balance must be added the sumtof $3,000 to be received 
from the State Treasurer, being a portion undrawn of the appropria- 
tion of 1863, making $3,374.79, as the amount available for carrying 
on the Institute until February 1, 1864,.the terminus of the fiscal year. 
The Institute is free from all indebtedness, except a small sum yet 
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due the Contractors ‘for repaiis on the heating apparatus, which “is 
more fully explained: below, .The.sum here named as the amount 
available for support till February Ist, next, the Trustees: fear, vill 
not bé adequate to the necessities of the Institute. .

The Jast Legislature appropriated two thousand dollars for repair- 
ing the heating apparatus of the building. Upon careful examina- 
tion of our own opparatug, and, enquiry into the operation of steam 
as a heating agent in. Chicago and other places, it was'decided to 
replace our old radiators with iron coils of- steam, pipe, Adapted in 
form and size to the requirements of éach room; to remodek.the 
steam boiler by putting in new flues, and to set it with grates. suita- 
ble for burning coal.

To accomplish this it was found necessary, to éxceed the appropri- 
ation by three hundred and fifty, dollars, a large: portion of this 
excess being in the advanced price of iron and labor between the time 
when the Trustees made the estimates for the Legislature and the 
date of letting the contract. “The work; was let, to Messrs. R..T. 
Craüe & Brother of Chitago. These, gentlemen have an; excellent 
reputation in their branch of business, and have manifested a dispo- 
sition to complete for. us, as their contract specifies, a “good and 
workmanlike job,” “pó, apparatus furnished by them presents a 
gubstantial appearance, and the Trustees feel confident will meet the 
requirements of the building. -The contract Grieg was twenty-three 
hundred and fifty dollars, of which the Trustees have paid $2,100, 
leaving $250 due till actual trial shall prove the work to be perfect. 
During last December, it became necessary to'rebuild the stairg in 
the east wing of the building, leading to the upper stories. In the 
progress of this work, it. was found that the main chimney of the 
building was greatly defective. . Proper care: bad not been used in 
its original construction.

The cornice, window and door casings of the building, and some 
portions of the wood work of the building inside, will, during the 
ensuing year, need repainting to preserve them from the weather and 
protect them from the usual wear. For this and other ordinary re- 
pairs an appropriation of $500 will be needed. 

In forming their estimates of the sum required for current ex- 
penses from February 1st, 1864, to February 1st, 1865, the Trustees 
have found themselves exceedingly embarrassed by the impossibility 
of determining the limit to the increase, which has been, and still is 
going on in prices to be paid for all articles of subsistence, fuel, 
bedding, &c. They see little reason to hope that prices will, on the 
average for the year, rule less than 25 per cent. above those of the 
past year. The Trustees are fully aware of the necessity of strict 
economy in the administration of their trust, and while they give 
their personal supervision to all expenditures of the Institute, and 
that without charge or compensation for their services, they feel it

It is impossible in the little building we call a shop, to 
undertake to teach anything but broom-making ; and that cannot be 
carried on conveniently, economically, or healthfully.

But 
we would mention, among others, the class in philosophy under Mr. Little, and 
the classes in arithmetic under Mrs. Little and Miss Scofield, 'as evincing pecu- 
liar quickness óf thought and veadinessih solving the questions proposed to 
fem by theirtteachers'and the committee.”  . - ^ oa, . 
- The recitation in grammar was satisfactory, those in geography interesting 
and accurate. We were pleased with the method adopted in this institution of 
rendering; the boundaries of states and territories, which we were informed by 
Mr. Little, is taken from the United States statutory description of boundaries. 

One of the most pleasing features of the exammation was the music, vocal 
and instrumental, which was very: fine.. ‘The selections- showed a nice and dis- 
criminating taste on the part of their teacher, Prof. Allen. The distinctive 
features to be commended in the, singing were prompt tame and mtonatwn, and 
true expression. Quality of tone also has not been forgotten by ihe instructor, 
Thé performancés upoii'the piano forte‘ were all good, and ‘some of them of a 
high order." The examination in harmony and Composition was very satisfac- 
tory, proving that blind persons can thoroughly understand ihe art of compo- 
sitión, and. that, Prof, Allen is apt in “imparting.a-.knowledge of the theory of 
which he is an accomplished master. The entire examination in music could 
not, but afford the hlghést hopes'for the futuré of these unfortunate dnés thus 
put in posseskíoh of hn acquirement which, while it Bhall afford them pleasure!

One of the best indications of the domestic care 
and management is the appearance and happiness of the pupils, and the air of 
home contentment that always reigns about the building whenever it is visited. 
Every dollar invested by the state here is well invested, redounds to its honor, 
and its reputation for philantropy, and is the means of incalculable benefit to 
an otherwise very unfortunate portion of our race. , ` ,

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. During the vacation the alterations in our heating .apparatus, for 
which the.Legislature made us an appropriation, have been made. 
No just reportin regard to the working of the apparatus can be made 
of course, tintil it is tested by actual use through the winter. It 
presents a very neat and substantial appearance, and we hope to find 
it-all that is needed for comfort. The rebuilding of (be main chim- 
ney gives us now an excellent draft; aud we can readily burn coal, 
by which.we shall certainly gain in convenience, and probably in-econ- 
omy. The repairs upon the steam works occasioned more expense 
in.carpentry, mason work and painting, than was anticipated ` but the 
improvement in the appearance of the house is so great that ibis 
little to. be regretted. Many parts of the house now need painting. 
The eorniee especially requires it, both to improve its appearance, 
and to protect it from the weather. A carriage house is needed, and 
if the laundry is removed, as proposed above, to the shop, a new boil- 
er and other fixtures will be required. A small appropriation for 
thése purposes should be asked for. 

"The education of blind children in regard to, the external world, 
differs exceedingly from that of seeing children The child that sees 
is always engaged in an examination of the objects by which he is 
surrounded Without instruction from others, and almost with- 
out being aware of it himself, he is constantly aequiring information 
in regard to their size, forms, position, Zo, Ze, The blind child 
acquires the same knowledge (so far as he does acquire it) by slow 
and laborious processes. He must inquire and feel. What a glance 
of the eye tells to one, the other learns by careful handling or by 
verbal explanations that are often very inadequate to convey correct 
impressions to his mind. Ás a seeing child walks the street, he ob- 
serves in an instant à multitude of things that can not be described 
to a blind child in hours, perhaps not at all. Moreover, the former 
refreshes and improves his knowledge every time he passes that way, 
while the latter, very likely, has to be contented with a single ‘de- 
scription. In the field, an unusual plant, animal or mineral, catches 
the eye of the attentive seeing child, and he stops to inspect it: the 
blind child passes by unaware of its existence. The mofions of ani- 
mals and the action of machinery are evident to the seeing : from the 
blind they are mainly concealed. The results of this difference often 
strike one very strangely. tis impossible to tell when a blind child 
enters the Institute, upon what subjects or to what extent he;has 
correct information, because no one can tell what things have been 
explained to him. He may be ignorant of some. of the simplest and 
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commonest things. That a horse's foot differs from a dog's, he 
knows by the sound of their steps; but that it differs from a cow's, 
it may happen, that he has not been told. He dips his hand in 
water or he waves it in the air, and perhaps he has never learned 
that cne is visible and the other is not. A few words will set him 
right in such cases as these ; but there are innumerable other cases 
where words will not suffice, only an examination of the object or of 
a model will enable him to understand it. We have a small collection 
of models of different animals which are invaluable in giving correct 
notions of the creatures they represent, We have also a few speci- 
mens of shells and minerals that are of great value, so far as they go, 
in awakening interest and giving instruction in regard to the world 
of nature. 

For a very valuable addition to this collection the Institute is un- 
der obligations to Rev. John Reynard, of Shullsburg. From the lead 
mines of Lafayette Co., he has collected and presented to the school 
a variety of specimens, many of them extremely beautiful, illustrat- 
ing the manner in which the ores of lead’ occur. It is not probable 
that one in fifty of the present or future pupils of the Institute will 
ever have oppórtunity'e sewhere to' examine such a collection. The 
benelit to them will be very great. 

It is believed that if people generally knew the advantage our pu- 
pils would derive from a good opportunity to examine such things, 
many persons would gladly favor us with different articles that would 
be valuable for such a purpose. Stuffed birds or animals, shells, 
minerals, models of animals, machines or buildings, would be very 
valuable additions to our means of instruction. 

Thanks are again due to the ministers of Janesville, who have 
kindly furnished us with religious services on Sunday afternoons 
through the term. 

A list of publications sent gratuitously to the Institute is appended. 
Their publishers have placed us under very pleasant obligations. 

I desire to say a few words here to our pupils' friends who will see 
this report, in regard to the evils arising from a lack of promptness 
` in returning to school at the very-opening of the term. It is highly 
desirable to classify the school as thoroughly as may be at the out- 
set, and to start the classes off with as much interest as possible. 
The first lesson ig often the most valuable in the term as regards 
awakening the interest of the scholars, and a few lessons lost here 
often make a scholar backward for months. And not only does the 
scholar himself lose, but the interest of the class is checked, and the 
ardor of the teacher dampened by having some one dragging behind, 
or by proceeding slowly to give him time to overtake the others. 
Moreover, as we are situated at some distance from the depot, and - 
haekmen are rarely willing to drive out here, it is usually difficult 
for pupils to reach the Institute unless we send to meet them, | Now, 
it is extremely difficult for us to arrange things so as to do this. At 
the very hour when the scholar arrives, both man and horse may be 
urgently needed elsewhere. This is not always remembered, and we 
are often greatly inconvenienced by it. Occasionally we have had 
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to send two and even three times to the depot, taking a man from his 
work in the daytime and from his sleep in the night, to meet one 
person who might just (or very nearly) as well have been present the 
first day, when affairs had been specially arranged for meeting pupils. 
Tt is no part of the proper office of the Institute to furnish hack fa- 
eilities for its pupils, and we only do it from a desire to make things 
pleasant for them. It seems not unreasonable to expect that they 
wil try to make as little trouble as possible for us. Many are 
already thoughtful in this regard ; but the exceptions are sufficiently 
numerous to render these remarks appropriate. 

In conclusion, gentlemen, let me say that, cheered by the success 
of the past year and by the present prospects of the school, the resi- 
dent officers enter upon another year’s labor, with the resolute deter- 
mination to leave nothing unattempted that seems feasible, and 
nothing undone that earnest efforts can effect for the good of thoge 
whose education you have committed to their hands, | 

Grateful for the kind consideration you have always manifested to- 
wards me, I respectfully submit the foregoing as the report required

ANY person wishing to make application for the admission of a 
pupil into the Institute, must address the Superintendent, giving 
definite and truthful answers to the following questions, viz :— 

1st. What are the names and post office address of the parents 
or guardians of the person for whom application is made ? 

2d. Are such parents or guardians legal residents of the State of 
Wisconein ? , 

3d. What are the nanie and age of the person for whom applica- 
tionis made ? f 

m At what age did he or she become Mind, and from what 
cause 

5th. Is he or she of sound mind, and susceptible of intellectual ' 
culture ? i , 

6th. Is he or she free from bodily deformity and all infectious 
diseíses ? 

Tth. What are his or her personal habits and moral character ? 

Upon the receipt of such application by the Superintendent, the 
applicant will be notified as to whether or not the person ‘in question 
will be admitted, and no one must be sent to the Institute until such 
notification shall have been received. 

No person of imbecile and unsound mind, or of confirmed immoral 
character, will be knowingly received into the Institute; and in case 
any person shall, after a fair trial, prove incompetent for useful in- ` 
struction, or disobedient to the wholesome regulations of the Insti- 
tute, such pupil will be thereupon discharged. 

No charge 18 made fof the boarding and instruction of pupils from 
the State of Wisconsin ; but all are expected to come provided with 
an adequate supply of good, comfortable clothing, which must be re- 
plenished from time to time, as it becomes necessary. | 

The stock of clothing should embrace suitable articles for both 
summer and winter, and a sufficient number of each kind to admit of 
the necessary changes for washing and repairing. | 

All of the clothing must be sent in good condition, not only upon 
the first entrance of the pupil, but ‘also at each subsequent return 
from home, after the vacation. 

Each article should also be distinctly marked with the owner's 
name or initials, in order to prevent contusion or loss. 

It is important that new pupils should enter upon their term of 
instruction at the commencement of a session, and it is expected of 
all others that they shall be presentat the opening of the school, and 
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remain until it closes, on the last day of the session, unless prevented 
from doing so by sickness or other emergency. It is also expected 
that timely arrangements will be made for the departure of every 
pupil from the Institute within a few days after the close of each 
session. Er bur dob E 

All letters to the pupils should be addressed to the care of the In- 
stitute, in order to insure their prompt reception. 

From ten to fourteen is the most favorable age for entering the 
Institute, provided the pupils have judicious care and training at 
home, prior to that age. But as this is not always the case, and as 
there are many who lose their sight after that age; or, having loat it 
earlier, do not find an opportunity of going to school at the proper 
time, the regulations of the Institute allow of the admission of all 
proper subjects who are not under eight or above twenty-one years, 
OT age. " 

Te mast be borne in mind, however, by the friends of blind children, 
that thongh they have the privilege of sending them to the Institute 
at a later period than the one mentioned as the best, yet it is of-the 
highest importance that they should be sent within said period ; for, 
as they grow older, their neglected powers lose their susceptibility for . 
cultivation, rendering the training more and more difficult, until they 
become wholly incapacitated for reciving such an education as will 

, fit them for a life of, usefulness, independence and happiness. It is 
not uncommon to witness results of this kind, arising out of the mor- 
bid tenderness with which a blind child is frequently regarded by bis 
friends, rendering them unwilling to entrust him, at the proper age, 
to the care of strangers, lest some harm should, befall him. Indeed. 
every year's experience but serves to indicate more clearly, the;la- 
mentable prevalence of this unjust neglect; ag there are constantly 
applying for admission into the several institutions of the country, 
those whose melancholy lot.is to lead a life of hopeless ignorance and 
dependence, but who might, with proper training in early-youth, have 
become happy and useful members of society, maintaining themselves 
comfortably and respectably. E ee: 

The term of instruction is not limited to any definite number of 
years, but is determined in each individual case, -by the acquirements 
o pupil and consequent fitness for graduating. The length of 
each one's term will of course depend- upon his aptness to learn, and 
the extent of the course to be pursued. , E 

The session of the Institute commences on the first Monday of Sep- 


e. tember in each year, and closes on the last Wednesday in June fol- 


lowing; leaving a vacation of more than two months, during which 
time the pupils have an opportunity of visiting their homes and re- 
plenishing their clothing.

Sir The Commissioners of School and University Lands respectfully 
submit their annual report for the year ending September 30th, 1863, in 
accordance with the requirements of law. 

The reports of the Secretary of State and State "Treasurer exhibit de- 
tailed statements of the receipts and disbursements on account of the 
several funds affected by our action, and to them we respectfully refer. 

The amount of loans made to individuals during the past year has been 
as follows :

A detailed statement of these loans is annexed marked A, showing the 
amount of each, the security for each loan, and the county in which each 
was made. These loans are all for the term of five years, bearing interest 
atseven per cent. per annum, payable aunually in advance, on the first 
day of January. ‘As is indicated in the statement, a large part of these 
so-ealled loans are merely credits of purchase money made as provided 
in chapter 28, section 113, Revised Statutes, to purchasers of mortgaged 
lands at the sale thereof made on account of default in payment of in- 
terest, or to persons who have patented lands under chapter 341, laws of 
1860. 

Pursuant to chapter 89, laws of 1862, as amended by chapter 100, laws 
of 1863, two hundred and fifty-eight thousand dollars of the school fund 
have been invested during the past year in bonds of the state of Wiscon- 
sin. The total amount of that fund now invested in this way is three 
hundred and twenty-three thousand dollars. We recommend the passage 
of an act authorizing the investment of the University, the Drainage and 
the Swamp Land Funds in the same manner. 

We respectfully suggest the necessity of an appropriation of money for 
the purpose of paying the necessary costs of obtaining judgments upon 


the unpaid notes given upon loans from the various funds mentioned. 
^

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We believe that by carrying out the law requiring such judgments to be 
entered, considerable collections might be made for those funds. This 
subject has been twice presented by the Commissioners to the considera- 
tion of former legislatures. The want of means to meet the expenses of 
procuring such judgments has prevented us from pursuing this remedy. 

The amount realized during the past year from legal proceedings upon 
the Racine city mortgages has been, on account

Some proceedings are now pending and others are about to be com- 
menced to foreclose delinquent mortgages on lands in that city. 

We anenx a tabular statement marked B, showing in detail the quantity 
of school lands, university lands and swamp lands sold within the past 
year, and the amount received therefore, and the amount due thereon. 

We also append a tabular statement, marked **C.," exhibiting the de- 
scriptions of those lands which have been mortgaged to the state, and 
have on aecount of forfeiture, become and still remain the property of 
the state. There is no doubt but some of these lands are worth far less 
than the amount which is due upon the mortgages, as stated in the table. 
The Commissioners have, however, no authority to sell them at any lower 
prices, and there is consequently in many cases no prospect of a sale. 
We recommend such reduction of the prices of these lands to their actu- 
al value, as will tend to bring about sales. 

Under the provisions of chapter 277, laws of 1860, the Commissioners 
have paid during the past year eleven hundred thirty eight and 60-100 
dollars for the protection of state land from trespassers. By that act the 
Commissioners are authorized to employ four clerks, for a period not ex- 
ceeding four months each in any one year, for a gross compensation not 
exceeding two thousand dollars. Although this law has been most salu- 
tary in its operation, saving to the state property in value immensely 
exceeding the expenses of executing it, yet the limitation of time prevents 
the law from being completely effectual to restrain trespassing. During 
eight months the lands of the state are comparatively unprotected, and 
experience has shown that while trespassing may not be so active during 
that season, it does not altogether cease. We shogld recommend that 
authority be given to the Commissioners to employ the clerks allowed by 
the act of 1860 above mentioned for a longer period than four months 
as they may find occasion, at the rate of compensation prescribed by the 
act.

4, Purizs— General average of punctual attendance upon. school, General deport- 
ment, Progress made in study. ' E Kos 

5. ParroNs— Visits to school, General interest, Co-operation with Teacher by 
active efforts to advance the interests of the school. 

6. Any other matter of general or of local interêst that you may choose to present. 

Any suggestions you may desire to. present with reference to the wants of our 
schools or the defects of our school system, will be most thankfully received. 

N. B. You will confer a favor by sending me copies of Notices or Circulars’ you 
may issue, as also copies of your questions used in examinations.

BROWN COUNTY. 
In compliance with your request, I send you such information as I have 
been able to gather during the brief time I haye held this office. .I re- 
gret that ill health during the entire summer prevented me from giving 
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proper attention to school matters in this county, The following is given 
in the order stated in your circular: — ' = 

1. Two new school houses have been built in the county since last 
spring. No improvements worthy of note. 

2, , Une school has two departments. 

9. There have been 124 teachers examined during the year ending 
September 30, 1863 ; two of them received first grade, two received gec- 
ond grade and one hundred and twenty received third grade certificates. 

4: General average of punctual attendance and progress in studies, 
very good in Green Bay, Deperé and South Ward of Fort Howard, No 
sehool in North Ward. Further than this I am not able to state.

BUFFALO COUNTY. 


In reply to yours of Nov. 10th, I enclose a printed cireular, which will 
give a picture of the condition of at least a majority of our schools. 

Dark as the shades are, they are not overdrawn, but we have schools of 
which any eounty might be proud, and I doubt whether any common 
School in the State can show a class of seholirs farther advanced than 
the school at Mondovi, under the management of Mr. D. B. Allen, or 
that any village of the size of Fountain City, can show a better built and 
better filled school house than we ean, "This is the only district in the 
county, which employs two teachers, over seventy children occupying the 
seats in both schoolt. i . , ! 
, Ihave'issued during the present year twenty-eight certificates, of which 
number,eleven were issued after the publie examination in April, and 
seven upon the public examination in October. T'he balance were issued 
upon private examinations. I refused certificates to two applicants. 

Third grade certificates, 17. 

Generally I can report progress as to the interest people feel in their 
schools, progress in the management .of the schools, and progress in the 
knowledge of our children. “This does not mean perfection by any means, 
but a waking up and a movement in the right direction.

Notes. —Accompanying the Report was an address to District Electors, to which 
reference is made, and from which I extract the following very well timed remarks. 
This address was designed to be read by the Clerk of the. District at the Annual 

eeting. . 

In speaking of school houses he says,—‘‘ Now, neighbors, look around you and 
see whether this house and surroundings are fit to be the home of your children. I 
think I can hear an emphatic, “No!” throughout nine-tenths of all the districts. 
The house is too small; 1t 18 eitheropen toallthe winds, or not ventilated at all; itis 
dirty, not whitewashed, doors and windows will either not close or not open, no chim- 
neys, no outhouses, no play-ground, nothing but a miserable shanty in the road, or on 
some bleak, craggy point, which could not be used for anything else, Do you wonder 
that your children comehome sick, after passing an entire winter day in this house, com- 
ing in warm and heated after their long walk from home, then exposed to the keen air, 
blowing through that broken window? Would any one of you sit for hours on that 
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straight-batked bench, your face within twenty-four inches of this hot stove, then he 
sent outdoors for recess to cool off suddenly in the cold, freezing wind, and not call 
it murder? * Knowing that there is no play-ground here but the dusty road, do you 
wonder that your children, sent off neat and tidy, come home dirty; only dirty at 
first, but by degrees with a certain love for dirt and slovenliness, which will inevita- 
bly lead to low habits and coarseness of mind? Now then, see to it, that all this is‘ 
amended, and act for it to-day. How much will it cost to build'a chimney, to plaster 
and whitewash the house, to fix and paint the doors and windows, and have the up- 
per sash movable, to procure a large blackboard, sponge and chalk, to buy benches 
and desks to suit the smallest as well as the largest scholar, to scrub floor and bench- 
es, to drive nails near the entry for caps, bonnets and shawls; to put up blinds to 
the windows which face the sun; to clean and level the school lot, build two out- 
houses, fence the whole and plant a few shade trées, if there are none. All this will 
cost but little, and that little will be the best investment you can make. If your 
district is able, you will not stop here, but vote an additional ten or fifteen dollars 
for à few outline maps, which are not only an ornament to every school house, but 
positively a necessity." 

With reference to length of school and employment of teachers, he speaks thus: 

“Tt is for you this day to determine the length of time a school shall be taught in 
your district, and 1 do hope that you will abandon the stingy * three months term,” 
just to draw the State money, as you say. If your district is so small that you can- 
not afford a longer term, you were very wrong in allowing it to be divided, and the 
sooner you join the next district, and have eight or nine months of schooling, the 
better for your children. A school of three months, and a neglect of nine months, 
which generally follows, is a disgraçe to our age, and the sure way to raise an illiter- 
ate and sluggish community. It takes the best teacher, at least one month, to organ- 
ize a school, have tlie scholars furnished with proper books, to gain their confidence 
and obtain proper authority, and if the doors of the school house have been olosed 
for the last nine months, and the teacher is a stranger to the children, few will ac- 
complish this before half of a three months term has expired. It is therefore plain, 
that a short term generally closes at the very time‘when teacher and scholar begin 
to be iiíterested in their studies, when everything is in nice running order, in fact, 
when one month further teaching would be of more practical benefit than two months 
at the beginning: And here let me remark, that it is a great drawback and disadvan- 
tage to change teachers every term; avoid it if you can, and allow your children to 
go on quietly with their studies where they left off last term, without being frighten- 
ed every three months by a new face, troubled by new rules and trainings, puzzled by 
new methods and doctrines.” 


CALUMET COUNTY. 


The result of my examinations, held in October, 1862, is as follows ` 

Number examined, 48; number licensed 40, all third grade There 
being more schools to be taught than teachers in the county, a number of 
teachers were employed from adjoining counties. 

I found during my tour of visiting schools in the winter, that much 
improvement had been made, especially among the teachers, in their 
“Theory of Teaching." Many were studying hard to perfect themselves 
in their calling, and were ready to inquire for advice. In many districts 
the citizens were really interested in their schools. They looked upon 
the school as the institution of their isolated settlements, and the records 
show that the parents think it worth their time to call on the teacher at 
his place of business. But still I found some of the old “eye-sores ” to 
the educational interests of the county—the penuriously and miserably 
constructed old log shanty school houses. They were familiar. I had 
been there before. The same rickety benches and desks were there; the 
same holes in the wall, where the chinking of dried mud had fallen out; 


, 
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the same old rusty stove, with its broken door, sat on the same box of 
dirt, (not sand,) and in it was frying, sizzling and steaming, the same 
, Soggy, green wood, And strange to say, I yet saw, hitching and twisting 
on those old, hard, rickety, backless benches, with their eyes swollen and 
red from smoke, with their lips quivering and blue from cold, some of 
the same children whom 1 had seen one ycar before in that same old 
hovel, not ruddy and healthy, but yet alive. (1.) 

Poor children ; how much taste, neatness, order, beauty and intelligence 
to you is lost, just through that old log school house. 

1 did not inquire of the teacher how her school progressed. 

At my examinations held last March, the whole number examined was 
70; number licensed 53. Sixteen certificates were given for six months, 
and .confined to certain districts. None but third grade were given. 
During the summer there have been three frame and two log sehool 
houses built, total cost $1,630, and at the last annual meetings $1,400 
was raised for the same purpose. l 

Our institute, held at Stockbridge last September, was well attended. 
The names of twenty-three new members were recorded, some of them 
being old teachers, but now farmers, merchants and ministers—not one 
lawyer. . We were assisted by Revs. Randall, Hayward and Saben, and 
by a few live teachers from adjoining counties. The institute continued 
for one week, and we had a. lively, pleasant and profitable time, and I 
believe there was not a member present but who was convinced that the 
institute is just the thing for encouraging and instrueting the teachér and 
awakening an educational interest among the people.

Note l.—This is a faithful picture of many school houses in the State. In a few 
instances these ‘‘eye-sores’’ remain because the people are utterly indifferent; in 
others because they have not confidence in their ability to secure the remedy; in 
others still, because they are more fond of money than of healthful and intelligent 
children. Teachers may do very much toward correcting such deformities as are 
found in desks and benches and stove, by thelr own personal efforts. Ere long all 
such structures will be numbered ‘as curiosities. The good time is coming. We 
must wait and labor a little longer. 


CHIPPEWA COUNTY. 


+. The schools in this county have improved during the last year in at- 
tendance and scholarship. All the districts in the county, excepting two 
recently organized, are provided with school houses. Two new school 
houses have been built during the year. Some of the pioneer buildings 
axe yet in use, but many of the districts are provided with comfortable 
and convenient school houses. 

School officers and parents have generally manifested much interest in 
the improvement of schools. In some of the districts schools are fre- 
quently visited by the parents and regarded with interest, but in a major- 
ity of the districts this duty is entirely neglécted 

The fear of high taxes has not embarrassed the schools, nor long dis- 
tances prevented the attendance of scholars. In some districts scholars 
have walked over three miles to attend school. The extent of sparsely 
settled territory, composing many of our new districts, detracts very

much from the usefulness of the schools. Winter schóols cannot be 
kept in some, in consequence of deep snows and scattered population. - 

“The school in Chippewa Falls has, from its organization, improved 
rapidly. The two large departments, one year ago, could not accommodate 
all the pupils, and a third department was formed. The present school 
rooms, though built with a view of what the future would require, are 
found entirely inadequate to the present want, and the question of-build- 
ing a substantial house, capable of accommodating four departments, is 
now being agitated. There is also a select school kept here during part 
of the year. i 

The teachers have labored zealously for the improvement of schools, and 
generally with success. About two-thirds of our schools have been under 
the care of teachers fully sensible of the responsibilities of their posi- 
tions, and well qualified to discharge their duties; but the increasing nuin- 
ber of districts brings inexperienced teachers, and in some cases, teachers 
not properly qualified. AA 

The examinations have been well attended.. Teachers that ¿au conve- 
niently, attend every examination, and have done much to increáse the 
interest. (1. ' 

We need a few more qualified and experienced teachers, and an Increase 
of interest among parents in some of the distriets. I cannot but feel 
highly gratified with past improvement and the future prospect of“dur 
schools. ; E

Norg 1.—Teachers fully alive to the responsibility of their position will omit no 
opportunity given for self improvement. All can not attend conveniently the Semi- 
Annual Examinations, yet those who can do so will get good and do good, The best 
teachers of a county may help the weaker and less advanced by such a course. I 
have found a few who felt it a task to be called upon to attend a public examination, 
since it was well known that their attainments -would entitle them to any certificate 
they might ask. The examination may to such persons be of little value or.import- 
ance, but their influence upon others is beyond estimate, and under no circumstances 
should they seek an excuse for absence. If any have superior attainments, for that 


very reason should they lend in every possible way the helping hand to their less for- 
tunate fellow laborers. 


CLARK COUNTY. 


The publie schools in-this county are improving. The interest taken 
in the schools is gradually increasing. The children in most of the Dis- 
tricts are so scattered that it is almost impossible to keep up a regular at- 
tendance. Owing to the fact that most of the teachers here employed are 
from abroad, and come here and teach one term only, they hardly get ac- 
quainted with the scholars before their term is out,. This fact makes it 
impossible to advance the schools, as they: would be, could we procure 
teachers for a term of years. We must submit to this till our county be- 
comes more thickly populated, and we are able to offer such inducements 
to good teachers, as will retain them permanently among us. The school 
fund of this county for years past has consisted of county serip and 
county orders, to a great extent. Both have been in market at a great 
discount. Owing to this fact with others, we have not, as yet, succeeded in 
securing the services of live teachers. In visiting schools the past sum- 
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mer I have found many of the school:houses poorly arranged in regard 
to seats and desks, and as a general thing, the school rooms are too low 
for the health of the pupils, another fault, in a large part of the school 
fooms, is thé great deficiency in proper lighting and ventilating. This 
‘fault cannot well be remedied until the county becomes thickly inhabited. 
The school houses built the past year are a decided improvement on those 
built years ago, which consisted of a log cabin, six to six and a half feet 
high, with one window, (1) seats hewn out of logs, and desks the same, 
reaching the‘ whole length of the húuse, and the house located in the 
‘woods, without any ground cleared for a play ground for the pupils to ex- 
‘ercise their nimble limbs. I-hope the day is not far distant, when our 
school houses will reseive more attention, with regard to health and con- 
venience of the pupils, and the school grounds be such as to invite the 
children, as a plate of pleasant resort. I find:too much lethargy on the 
part of the parents, the sehool room being seldom visited by them.— 
This'l find to be general throughout the county. É

Nors 1.—Thére is not sufficient attention paid to lighting school houses. In some 
there are not windows enough. In others there are enough but they are improperly 
located. Every part of the room should be thoroughly lighted, even in a dark day. 
Through insufficient light, many pupils injure their eyes or become neat-sighted.— 

“Theré should be no windows in the sides of the room toward which the pupils" faces 
ure turned. > While the eye is bent, upon the book it is so shaded as to cause a dila- 
tion of the pupil. When therefore the eyes are suddenly raised as they often are, 
there should be no direct -light streaming through the expanded pupil. The light 
should be admitted from the sides and rear of the room if possible. Good elear 
sSüfight is healthful and it should be admitted into the room whenever it can be done, 
without meeting the:eyes of the pupil, either directly ov by reflection from his desk 
pr his book. Each window should be provided with a curtain, thnt light may be ex- 
oluded whenever necessity demands it. 


"COLUMBIA COUNTY. 


SCHOOL VISITATION.—There are in the twenty-one towns of this county, 
(not including Portage City which is not under the county school seen) 
eight thousand seven hundred and twenty-three children of legal.schoo 
age, who are being educated in one hundred and fifty-two district schools. 
Seven of the schools have departments,—requiring twelve additional 
teachers. The whole number of teachers required for the simultaneous 
operation of all the schools, is one hundred and sixty-four. 

, Each of these school districts has been visited by the subscriber in the 
discharge of his official duties, for the purpose of inspecting the school, 
its order and discipline, the system.of management adopted therein, the 
instruction given and the mode of ‘communicating it—and examining the 
school house and its appurtenances, and ascertaining its fitness to be con- 
sidered an educational institution , and also of advising with the teacher, 
and, if need be, with the district officers and others, in all matters relating 
to the wants and interests of the school., Of these visits I have made 
since the commencement of my term of office, over three hundred—two 
hundred and ninety-five of them being to schools in session, and the visits 
being distributed in nearly equal proportion among the different towns, 
according to the number of children therein. i 
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In a few insvances, where schools are kept open but a small portion of 
the year, I failed to find the schools in session when visiting the districts, 

ScHooL HousEs.—1n the matter of school houses, the general aspect is 
one of improvement, Several] new houses have recently been built, and 
others are in contemplation. In some districts the old houses have been 
newly vamped up and re-arranged, It is to be regretted, however, that 
many houses of both classes are far too small or too badly arranged within, 
to be convenient for school purposes. q 

VILLAGE SoHooLs.—In Kilbourn City, Pardeeville, Wyocena, Cambria, 
Fall River, Poynette and Columbus, all the villages in the connty which 
have a sufficient population to require more than one teacher .except Ot- 
sego and Lodi, arrangements of a character more or less perfect have 
been made to classify the pupils and grade them into lower and higher 
departments, according to their degree of advancement. In several: of 
these places houses have been árranged with reference to such gradation. 
It would without doubt richly pay, to provide in all our villages suitable 
buildings for the use of graded schools, 

In the village of Wyocena within the year a good bell has been put in 
its appropriate place in the school building. This makes the fourth in the 
county,—bells of a similar character having been already in use in Cam- 
bria, Columbus and Kilbourn. e 

In this conneetion it may be well to mention that many of our teachers 
still * rap on the window " to call their pupils to their daily tasks. 

ScHooL INSTRUCTION AND DISOIPLINE.—In interviews with teachers, 
in teachers’ meetings and elsewhere these topics havé received chief atten- 
tion; and it is a satisfaction to know, that effarts.to increase the amount, 
and improve the quality of the instruction given,—and to improve the or- 
der and discipline of the schools have been suecessful to an encouraging 
extent. A large share of our teachers have made efforts, worthy of much 
commendation, to fit themselves for their business, and to do their work 
in such a manner as to give no just cause for fault finding on the part of 
their employers. 

In order to aid teachers in this respeot, and assist in securing a unifor- 
mity of effort and union of action in all parts of the county, I prepared 
blank reports, by means of which the teachers have been enabled to report 
monthly, the attendance, scholarship and deportment of their pupils, the 
branches of study pursued,the number in each branch, and the modes of 
instruction adopted by each teacher. 

This system of regular reports has been. productive of marked and ben- 
eficial results on the schools generally, and his secured advantages which 
would be difficult to obtain in any other way. 

‘Some of the duties required of district officers are,— 

To attend to the financial affairs of the district. 

To have the custody and care of district property. 

A To provide and keep in repair the necessary appendages for the school 
ouse. 

To employ suitable teachers to take charge of the schools. 

To assist the teacher by advising and consulting with him in reference 
to the instruction, management and government of the school. 


To determine upon a uniform series of books in each branch, to be used 
in the school. 
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To visit:the school, to examine into the condition of the schoo] and the 
progress of the pupils. TE Ex 

The school register, the clock, the chairs, the charts, the maps, the 
black-boards, the chalk or crayon, the-broom, the pail, the cup; the wash- 
dish, the apparatus, the stove and pipe, the table: and desks, within the 
house, the out door appendages, and the fuel near the door, (wood houses 
being pretty much out of the question,) have, during three hundred and 
sixty-four days'of the year, (the other being the day of the annual district 
meeting) none legally authorized to look after them, but the district offi- 
cers. E" , y 

But the parents of the children have a higher, more extensive and more 
imperative duty than either. The morals of the children, their love of 
learning, their punctuality, their industry, of their irregular, idle, dissipa- 
ted, thriftless habits, depend mainly upon the well-direoted or mis-directed 
efforts of parents. Itis vain to expect that good schools or good society 
can exist and flourish if parents relax their efforts and try to throw the 
whole burden and responsibility. of educating their ehildren upon their 
official servants and hired agents. y 

DRAWBAOKS.——Here we notice some of the drawbacks to the usefulness 
of the schools which may be removed by the people of each district. ;: 

1. Irregularity of attendance.—In many schools half the benefit is. lost 
by reason of irregular attendance. Children aré detained from school, 
oftentimes on frivolous excuses, and sometimes without any excuse. For 
work, for. play, for amusement, and for sheer idleness they stay at home, 
roam the fields, or lounge around public places, while the years of their 
pupilage pass rapidly away. We need an anxiety on the part of parents, 
and a publie opinion that will not admit of absence from school for trifling 
causes. It is impossible for children to’ make satisfactory progress, who 
attend school only one or two days in a week. 

2. Want of uniformity in books.—Pupils of the same degree of advance- 
ment should be classed together in school exercises; but where a confusion - 
exists in the books used, this classification is impossible. The School 
Code (sec 53) puts the power to remedy this evil into the hands of the 
Distriet Board. They should not hesitate to exercise the power when nec- 
esgary. l 

- 3. Bad: situation of school houses.—Most.of our school houses are un- 
incloged. Many of them are situated so close to the roadside that the 
noise of passing vehicles disturbs or interrupts study, reading, recitation 
and every: other school exercise. ie 

4. Bad repair of school houses.—In some districts, so much of the clap- 
boarding is torn off, as to indicate to a stranger that the work of demoli- 
: tion has actually begun. In others the floor is broken through. In others 
the glass is broken out of windows and the latches are missing from the 
doors and remain so, from term to term. - In others the desks are so awk- 
wardly built, or so broken down that it is impossible for pupils to practice 
in penmanship or do any. other work requiring a desk. In some school 
houses the seats are so high and narrow that children cannot preserve a 
sitting position upon them for any length of time without great labor and 
even positive pain. In some, the plastering is off, and the walls so open that 
the room cannot be kept comfortably warm in a cold day. 
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Need we wonder that children Ire to escape such discomforts by stay- 
ing away from school. Wee fe 

5. Want of means of instruction.—Although a few districts have sup- 
plied their school rooms with beautiful and useful sets of outline maps, 
still there is need of many more. `. , 

Only one school has been supplied with primary charts suitable for a 
school room. > Ne 

In many of the schools there is either:mo black-board at all, or a very 
limited amount of black surface. In many cases .black-boards are put up 
in places inconvenient to reach and unpleasant to use—as behind desks or 
in closets. The black-board should be not only the'most conspicuous, but 
the most accessible object in the sehool room, Good teachers use it in 
teaching every branch, and it is hardly possible that there can be too 
much black-board in the school room. ' i 

6. Lack of text books.—On this subject. 1 wish to introduce a paragraph 
from my last year’s report, first premising, that I am more than ever con- 
vinced of the correctness of its sentiment: . ã

PORTAGE CITY. 


The. public schools here, by aét of the Legislature, approved March 
11, 1859, are under the immediate control of a Board of Education; éon- 
sisting of four commissioners appointed by the common council, ánd a 
eity superintendent elected at the annual charter election. The burden 
of the management falls upon the superintendent. ' i 
' The schools are eight in number, with nine ‘teachers, and are classified 
as follows: 1st. The high school with two departments. 2d. "Three inter- 
mediate or grammar schools. ` 8d. Four primary ‘schools. They are 
located in the different wards of the city and occupy seven buildings. 
Four of the buildings are school property, the balance are rented. The 
former have recently been refurnished with new seats and desks. 

A new building for the high school is in process of ‘completion. It 
will be ready. for occupancy about the 1st of January next. This build- 
ing is constructed of pale or yellow brick—-is 40x60 ft. ón the ground, 
and 36 ft. in height from the ground to the eaves. The basementis 12 
ft, and the first and second stories, each, 13 ft. from the flodr to the 
ceilings. Its cost when completed will be about $6000. It is located on 
a small knoll in the centre of the city, and around there will be a play 
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ground or park of five or six acres, which is to be adorned with forest 
trees and ‘shrubbery. R

Nore.—I am happy to be able tó bear testimony from personal observatión—that 
the schools.of no city in the State have improved more rapidly than those in Portage 
City during the past four years. The improvement was certainly needed. Much 
credit is due to the faithfulness and good judgment of Col. Guppey, former Super- 
intendeni, as well as the present Superintendent and Teachers. Their Teachers are 
steadily employed and promptly paid in cash, both of which facts tend grestly to 
tlie improvement of schools, as many other places in the State éan testify. 


CRAWFORD COUNTY. 


In answer to your circular of September 7th, respecting the condition 
and prospécts of our schools, 1 submit the following report : , 

In answer to questión Ist, there have been seven new school houses 
built, one in Prairie du Chien has been enlarged at a cost above the aver- 
age of building new houses; many have been rêpaired and made more 
comfortable.: One application. has been made to me for permission to 
raise more than the sum allowed by ‘law for building a school house at. 
their last annual district meeting, which was granted. (1.). . 

Tt is to be regretted that so many of oür school lots are uninclos- 
ed, and‘ without the necessary out-buildings..,In my visitations I have ` 
tried to induce the district officers to. bring the matter before the people 
at the annual meeting, and have succeeded in some instançes., Some al- 
lowance must be made for the age of the settlement. I must say that ag 
a general thing the people vote liberally for the support of schools, but 
the immense amount of non-résident lands and delinquent taxes, cripples 
their efforts. The people.ard getting tired of building log houses, and 
wherever a frame goes up, (several have been built and more are in can- 
templation,) they generally have them fitted up inside ‘according to: the 
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recommendation from your department. I have every reason to hope 
that a few years will see very few of the old log school housss, and that 
most‘of the school houses will be supplied with the apparatus, maps, 
charts, &e., necessary to enable the teacher to do: bis duty without 
exouse. ;

There has been a decided improvement in the qualifications of persons 
presenting themselves for examination; many who were rejected last year, 
passed creditable. examinations this year... The average improvement 
amounts to about 16 per cent. The number of teachers employed;in the 
same school the previous year is small, but 15; the habit of changing the 
teather every term of school I consider a great evil, but in what way to 
apply a remedy is more than I can suggest. s 


4th. The average of punctual attendance upon school im-the'country' 
districts is rather low, from many causes, the distance from the school 
house, the parents requiring the assistance of the children in the field— 
bad weather—bad roads, in' some cases poverty—in others, negledt or 
carelessness on the part of parents. 


5th. In many of our schools I find that very few visitors have troubled 
them; although the people as a general thing do not visit the schools, 
they vote liberally in support of education, even the district officers in a 
large majority of cases neglect that part of their duty. I have never 
failed to call their attention to the penalty for neglect of this important 
duty. I must, however, say that there are many noble exceptions; it is 
very hard, and in some districts impossible to get men to serve that have 
the time the talent and inclination combined, and it would be entirely 
impossible, were the law enforcéd, to compel them. e "ës 

While on this subject I would remark, that it is the opinion of many, 
I think I could safely say, a large majority, that the abolition of the 
Town Superintendenty was a decided loss. It costs the town more for. 
altering or forming new districts or settling little grievances, by having 
the Town Board and Town Clerk called together, than would pay the 
Town Superintendent, who could‘ make all returns as usual and visit the 
seliools of his town with the County Superintendent, two or three times 
in the term, whereas the County Superintendent cannot possibly (in this 
County,) visit the schools more than once in the term. It would also be 
a great help to the County Superintendent to have some local officer to 
consult with, and from whom he could: obtain- information about the con- 
dition and wants of the schools, and the location of the school houses,. 
which are in many cases placed in the. most out of the way places to be 
found in the neighborhood. (2.) | . 
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I have traveled many miles out of my way during the last two years,

No man can do all the work that is needed in a large county, 
thoúgh far more is accomplished as a general thing by the county superintendent 
than was accomplished under the old system. It was hoped that district officers 
would attend faithfully to the duties assigned them. If a town can be organized as 
a school district, with suitable divisions into sub-districts, and all under the charge 
of one board, our system will be much improved. e

DANE ‘COUN TY. .—(SECOND . DISTRICT.) 


Very little, in the line of building and, furmishing school houses, has 
been done during the past two years. Just now, however, some activity 
is manifested. A few buildings are being erected, and a few more ex- 
tensively repaired. It is a matter of regret and shame that in very many 
districts the sehool hoüse is the poorest building in the neighborhood. 
Nearly all are furnished with a blackboard, but very few have either maps 
or charts. Some attention is being giveu to providing proper outbuild- 
ings for school grounds. The people are beginning to see that the habits 
of the child are not formed in the school room alone. (1. 

We have no graded schools among us. The school at Mazo Manie, 
under the supervision of Mr. L. Hutchinson, has three departments, and 
more nearly approximates the graded school than does any other in m 
district. The one at Black Earth consists of three independent depart- 
ments. :

The fall examination shows a more thorough acquaintance with the 
primary branches than does any previous examination. + 

The teachers are beginning to look upon school teaching as a business 
worthy their best prepared efforts. There is a gradual improvement in 
the method of teaching manifested in the schoolroom. Reading and Or- 
thography have evidently a new interest to teachers and schools, ' A con- 
siderable portion of our teachers attend the Normal School, and Normal 
classes of other schools, and the influence of these is apparent throughout 
the whole district. "Us 

Eight teachers have taught two successive terms in the same districts; 
and twenty have taught in the school where they taught the previous year. 

Extra efforts have been made to secure greater punctuality and more 
regular attendance, and I am happy to say, something has been accom- 
plished in this direction. 

Parents seem not to realize that the years of child-life are of any 
account. Many schools are nearly worthless, owing to irregular attend- 
ance, and such schools draw as liberally from the public money as do 
others where the people appreciate their privileges and prevent the money 
from being wasted. ) ' 

The schools visited during the past summer were generally better at- 
tended than they were during the previous year The visitor’s list in the 
register presented a more commendable appearance than heretofore, owing, 
as I believe, to the earnest efforts of teachers in this direction. 

On the whole, I believe the interest of communities in School matters 
is steadily increasing.

Nore I.—There is nothing in the whole range of labor in the educational field that 
calla so loudly for steady, persevering efforts, as does this work of making the people 
realize the absolute necessity of providing suitable outbuildings for the accommodation 
of pupils at school. There are facts gathered from all parts of the State, that if 
narrated in their true light and bearing, would crimson the cheek of any human being 
for very shame. School houses are found standing upon high naked prairies, and with 
windows upon allsides so low that persons within the house can easily see what is 
without, windows having neither curtains nor hlinds, and yet no provision whatever is 
made for either sheltering or sereening the young of either sex while attending to 
the inevitable calls of nature. À few dollars are saved, but will the money saved re- 
purchase lost refinement and sacrificed virtue? Will it procure for the men and the 
women of a few years hence the lost jewels of modesty and chastity? Willit quench 
the flames of passion that may be enkindled in the breasts of the young at a time 
when prurient imaginations often bear sway? Wil it restore wasted health, im- 
paired intellectual ability, and lost character? 

A school house without suitable. outbuildings should he indicted as a public nui- 
sance. As I have passed through the State and found here and there a specimen of 
this kind of economy, it has weakened my faith.in the boasted refinement of the 
American people. So long as a single plague spot of this kind remains, the efforts 
of all good men and women should be redoubled for its eradication. Within the past 
two years there has been marked.impravement, and hope is enkindled anew.

DODGE COUNTY—(West DISTRICT.) 


In accordance with law I herewith transmit my annual report of the 
condition of schools in the 18th Senate District of Dodge county, accom- 
panied with such information as I have been able to gather from visiting 
the schools. 

l entered upon the duties of my office on the 5th day of January last, 
and during the winter term visited eighty-five schools; very many of them 
Ifound in bad condition, no system, little or no government. In facta 
large majority of the teachers were trying to keep school, or in other 
words killing time very effectually. 

School boards and patrons seldom, if ever, visited their schools; it was 
with difficulty that school boards could he induced to visit their schools 
with me, I at once saw the necessity of thorough work on my part, and 
resolved that these great evils should be remedied. 

lam exceedingly gratified to be able to inform you that during the 
summer term, I found far less to complain of in all respects. "Therefore it 
is hardly necessary to say that the subject of education, and educational 
improvements is taking a deeper hold upon the minds of the people of 
Dodge county. 

This is evinced by the more punctual attendance during the latter part 
of the summer term, as well as by the marked improvement to be ob- 
served in the government, general deportment and scholarship observed in 
all the schools visited. 

The average attendance, deportment and scholarship is full 100 per 
cent. higher. Teachers have taken courage and advanced from keeping 
school to teaching school. In fact everything pertaining to our schools 
shows an upward tendency that fills me with hope, and nerves me anew 
for the great work. 

Much of this improvement must be attributed to the progressive char- 

acter of the age in which we live, aroused somewhat by a thorough sys- 
tem of visitation, and going trom house to house urging upon the fathers 
and mothers the importance of a generous co-operation with the Super- 
intendent and teachers in all matters connected with their schools." (1) 
. Parents and school boards now -show a decided feeling to co-operate 
with the teachers. Teachers begin to feel the need of higher attainments 
in their profession, and this desire is manifest by their work at the late 
examinations. o l 

During the summer, I have visited one hundred and twenty-one schools, 
and am able to say that in all, with five exceptions, the standing is 100 
per cent. better, far more energy, more system, decidedly more practical 
work. sn, 

The 18th Senate District contains fourteen towns, which 1 divided into 
five inspection districts. The average time occupied by one examination 
was two days. :

I informed the teachers that I should keep Dr. and Cr. with them, and 
charge them on delivery of certificate with all the requisite of a first class 
school, and give them Cr. as I found they merited it on visiting their re- 
spective schools, and settle with them at the fall examinations. This plan 
had the desired effect, as the following will show.

every instance have shown decided improvement; average standing, 91; 
eight applied for first grade, four succeeded, and four obtained second 
grade certificates. 

Many of our teachers express a determination to secure higher grade 
certificates at the next examinations; all appear determined to press for- 
ward. 

We have some fine school houses in this county, but many are sadly 
neglected, badly located, uninclosed, improperly seated, entirely behind 
the means of the districts to furnish, and behind the age in which we live. 
Only one new house built this year. A large majority of the districts 
have made provision at the last annual meetings, for the general improve- 
ment of their school houses. Many will procure maps, charts and globes. 
In this district we have five graded schools, two have only two depart- 
ments, the others three each, under the management of thorough compe- 
tent teachers ; several towns are discussing the propriety of establishing 
graded schools. 

Forty-one teachers have been engaged in the same school during the 
past year, and about fifty will teach in the same district this winter. 

As an evidence of increasing interest on the part of patrons, I have toin- | 
form you that the number of visitations have increased more than 100 per 
cent. during the summer term, furnishing proof positive that they are 
alive to the, importance of cultivating brains, as well as wheat and corn. 
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Yet it is unfortunate that many are opposed to the present system, and 
prefer the old town superintendency yet are unable to give any reason 
for their opposition. This is one of the legitimate results of ignorance, 
and will disappear with the slightest investigation into the great benefits 
already manifest in the present condition of our schools, and in the char- 
acter and standing of our teachers. 

It must be apparent to every discerning mind that the car of scientific 
teaching is destined soon to pass all over the land; and that all who do 
not voluntarily ascend it, must of necessity fall under it. Tt will carry, 
or crush all within its reach. It will soon plainly appear, that all who 
neglect to avail themselves of the highest sources to procure the required 
knowledge to teach, and omit availing themselves of the new and better. 
methods of conducting schools, must fall back into a by-gone age. There 
is no such thing as standing still in this world. It isa world of progress, 
and all who are not moving onward, are relatively moving backwards. 

With these views, it will be my endeavor to keep these influences in 
active exercise; that they shall neither slumber nor sleep, but tend, as I 
trust, to give an accelerated motion to the onward progress of education, 
the nation's hope and blessing.

Norr.--1. All Superintendents have found very much of the same general apa- 
thy, which, I am confident, arises not so much from real indifference, as from the hab- 
it of thinking that school officers and teachers alone are responsible for the success 
or failure of schools. A few earnest words with the parent at his home may convince 
him of the great error there is in such a belief. The interest in schools should be as 
universalas their benefits are designed to be. The school concerns every parent 
and looks to him for support and sympathy. The cold giving of money without the 
heart's going with it may or may not do good. It is very much like sowing seed 
blindfold, or dispensing charities without limit or thought as to the character of re- 
cipients. It is, to say the least, imprudent and unwise. Sympathy must go with 
pecuniary support to make it effective. Very much money expended upon schools is 
worse than wasted, because those who should have watched its expenditure have been 
careless of their highest interests. 


.DOOR COUNTY. 


Since my last Annual Report to you, I have held eight publie examin- 
ations and seven special examinations, have granted thirty certificates ; 
have rejected seven applications; have made thirty-seven visits to schools. 
My eounty is about one hundred miles long by sixteen to twenty wide, 
and not one mile of public conveyance in the county. I have traveled 1142 
miles, 1022 dn foot, for school purposes the past year. (1). There are twen- 
ty-nine districts in the county, an increase of four districts the past. year. 
Our eounty, in common with all new counties, has suffered from delin- 
quent taxes, rendering it almost impossible to hire teachers, or to pay 
them at the expiration of their term of office. 

Want of uniformity of Text Books is a great detriment to the schools 
of our county. In my district the past year, I have found a great varie- 
ty, from the speller, printed in Dublin, in 1845, to Sanders" and MeGuf- 
fey's more modern series. Query, would it not be for the best interest of 
towns or districts to furnish text books? (2). 


Irregularity of attendance is a crying evil of the schools'in this section, 
Li 
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and has a very great tendency to discourage, and detract from the success 
of good teachers. Query; as the month of August is our most oppresse 
ive month, and the month in which scholars are most useful at home, 
would it not be well to have a vacation at that time? (3) Query; would 
not Legislative action be beneficial to compel the regular attendance of 
scholars ? 

Door county is improving fast in school room accommodations, but yet 
is sadly deficient. We want more commodious and better ventilated school 
rooms, maps, globes and school apparatus, and what we most want is the 
active cooperation of school boards and parents with the teacher.

There is quite a satisfactory improvement in the deportiment of our 
4 
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schools, considering that the great scarcity of teachers compels us to em- 
ploy some whose standing will not warrant a graded certificate, and who 
teach under certificates limited to certain districts. 

The progress made by the pupils comes fully up to my expectations 
and I observe quite an improvement in our teachers, both in management 
of schools and modes of teaching. 

The patrons of our schools, notwithstanding they generally evince a» 
commendable spirit of enterprise and interest in the education of their 
children, by way of building school houses, supporting schools, Ze, I am 
sorry to say, almost wholly neglect the important duty of visiting their 
respective schools. 

I believe our present school system gives general satisfaction, and as a 
whole is perhaps as good as any that can be devised at the present time. 
Still, as you request it, I will give you my objections to one particular, 
to-wit.: the mode of fixing the salary of County Superintendents ia 
sparsely settled counties. 1 think there are just as good reasons why the 
salary of a County Superintendent should be fixed by law, and be uni- 
form in counties that number 1000 inhabitants, as in counties that num- 
ber 15000. I know that the law does not definitely fix the salary in the 
more densely settled counties, but it does fix a limit within which the 
County Board must act. If nothing better could be done, I-would be in 
favor of extending the limits to all counties, thereby making the salary 
more uniform in similar counties throughout the State. As it is we find 
one county gives double what another does for the same amount of labor. 

Iam, however, personally opposed to the County Board fixing the sal- 
ary of any county officer, and especially that of County Superintendent. 
All must see at a glance the opportunity it affords for personal and po- 
litical favoritism and partiality, and nothing, I think, will more effectually 
defeat the objects of the system, than the placing of the salary at less 
than the duties of the office can be performed for. In my opinion the sal- 
ary should be fixed by law throughout the State, at graded amounts, in 
proportion to the population of counties. (1). i

NomrE.—1. The salary of the County Superintendent should, without doubt, be 
proportioned to the value of his services. It is questionable whether the Legislature 
can make a better estimate of this than can the Supervisors of the county, and 
whether such fixing of a minimum salary would disconnect the office from polities at 
all, Under the present mode of determining the salary of the County Superinten- 
dent, some cases of hardship may arise, but as a general rule it has worked well.— 
The limit might be placed upon counties having not less than 4000 inhabitants. Be- 
low that number the schools must be very few and often scattered. To say that the 
“salary of no County Superintendent should be less than $100 for instance, would pay 
two or three Superintendents of the State very unjust salaries, since they have but 
two or three schools to visit, and those very near each other, while in the majority of 
cases the Board of Supervisors would make the minimum established by the Legisla- 
ture the salary, and would not pay enough for the services of him who should be 


compelled to travel long distances to visit the very few schools of a sparsely settled 
county. 


EAU CLAIRE COUNTY. & 


You are fully aware that it is scarcely seven years since this county was 
organized, or we had either a school district, school house, or a school. 
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You can well imagine the condition in which I found the public school 
intgrests when entering upon my duties two years since as county super- 
intendent. Many of our school houses were of the rudest sort, scarcely 
fit for pig-pens; still showing that these interests were not wholly forget- 
ten. The last two years bas witnessed quite an advance in the erection 
of new, and repairing old houses, —many of them a credit to the districts 

sand the intelligence of the people. In the village of West Eau Claire we 
have a very respectable two-story building, the upper room of which was 
finished last season, and is a credit to any village, being perhaps the best 
school room within 50, if not 100, miles of this place. The school is di- 
vided into two departments, numbering over 100 attendants, and is very 
prosperous. It is evident that we need more room and more teachers. 
We laek apparatus, as it is difficult to get the people to feel the need of 
it. "The school interests in Eau Claire are suffering greatly for the want 
of suitable room. It is greatly to the credit of the place that they have 
voted and let the contract to build a fine house the coming season, for a 
graded school, capable of accommodating five departments. There is 
also a liberality respecting the matter which is quite commendable. The 
only trouble is that we are one. year too late. 

While there has been much advance in the qualifieation of teachers, 
there is yet a great lask, both in numbers and qualifieation. What seems 
to be needed most is a Normal class in each county for a month or two, 
and a law requiring all teachers falling below a certain grade, either in 
their examination or in,theory and practice, to attend. The great difi- 
culty is, they do not know how to teach, ov fail in appropriate discipline. 

. Y can say nothing encouraging as to patrons, save that in many places 
they are liberal in voting money and in paying wages. There has been 
a great advance in regular attendance, and this I find to be in those places 
where I have been able to gain a hearing by the patrons in my lectures. 

A. Kipper, County Superintendent. 

Notr.—For several years past there have been Normal Institutes held in Eau 
Claire, and always well attended. The number of districts is small, and all have 
been faithfully visited by the Superintendent. As in many other localities the river 
iunning through the village, or rather dividing the villages, is an obstacle to an 
economical and successful grading of schools. No school system can be as success- | 
fully carried out in a small village as in a larger. To make a complete grading 
economical, numbers ave required, and no district can be too large so long as its limits 
are within reasonable distance from the school house. If our friends at Eau Claire 


could unite their interests so far as a high school is concerned, they would derive great 
benefit from it. 


FOND DU LAC COUNTY. 


At the spring examination of teachers in the month of April there were 
247 applicants for certificates. At the fall examinations in September 
there were 67 applicants., I issued 198 certificates to teachers in the 
spring, and 64 in the fall. About half the applicants in September, had 
received certificates in April. In addition to these, certificates have been 
granted to 18 applicants who could not be present at the public examina- 
tions in Aprif and September. 

More than two thirds of the applicants in April were young ladies, and 
about 40 of these have been attending school during the summer to qualify 
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themselves more thoroughly to teach a winter school. Full one-fourth, 
if nota larger number, of those who taught in the summer purpose attend- 
ing sehool during the winter to seeure to themselves a higher grade of 
scholarship. Fifteen certificates have been granted limited to particular 
districts, and about fifteen teachers who have received certificates in this 
county, have been engaged in teaching in adjoining counties. 

The county Teachers’ Association that was formed a year ago, held its 
annual meeting, in June last, at the city of Fond du Lac, and was largely 
attended. To make that occasion an interesting one to teachers and the 
eitizens of the county generally, so as to secure their attendance, essays 
by young ladies and orations by young gentlemen connected with the 
schools, were solicited. The first day was devoted to the reading of the 
essays that were contributed, and to the orations by the young gentlemen. 
Addresses were also delivered by the State Superintendent and by Sen- 
ator Howe. (1.) 

The second day was devoted to lectures, and discussions connected with 
the teachers’ profession. The State Superintendent who was present, ad- 
dressed the teachers. About a hundred and fifty teachers were in attend- 
ance, besides a large concourse of citizens from different parts of the 
county ; and I have reason to believe that the publie sentiment of the 
county was very favorably affected towards our publie school system. 

A Teachers’ Institute for Fond du Lac County and the west district of 
Dodge County was held at Waupun, On the 5th of October, and continued 
for one week, Mr. Pickett of Horicon, was invited to preside. His great 
experience and liberal scholarship enabled him to conduct the exercises of 
the Institute in a very instructive and interesting manner. Tt was a 
delightful and profitable occasion. About 200 teachers were present from 
the two counties, but all of them did not have their names enrolled as 
members. A'full report of the doings of the Institute is being prepared, 
and will be sent to the office of the State Superintendent. 

During the year, two new school houses have been built in the county, 
and many ofthe old ones have been better provided with black-boards. 
Ripon City, 1st ward, has a graded school with two departments, 2d ward 
has a graded school with five departments. Branden has a graded school 
with two departments. Waupun Village, north ward, has a graded school 
with three departments. "T 

‘The village of Taycheedah, has a graded school with two departments. 
East Rosendale, has a graded school with two departments. In many 
other towns the subject of graded schools is under consideration. 
^ Of the certificates granted during the present year, 14 were of the Ist 
grade, —40 of the 2d grade, and the remainder of the 3d grade. 

Great improvement has been made in the qualifications of teachers 
during the last two years. This has been clearly manifested not only in 
the publie examinations of teachers, but also in the improved order, in- 
struction and discipline. of the schools visited, A great amount of hard 
study has been performed by most of the teachers, and they seem generally 
to be animated by a strong desire to excel. 

The business of teaching is becoming every day more respectable. 

Teachers of the common schools are no longer treated as mere school 
masters and school mistresses. They are rising to a higher social posi- 
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tion. By becoming better scholars and more intelligent and aceomplished 
teachers, they are elevating their profession and drawing to themselves 
the confidence, respect and support of the whole community.

Nore.—l. It was my good fortune to attend this common school commencement and 
I can bear testimony to its merited success. The County Superintendent had taken 
much pains to make the exercises interesting and profitable.. The essays, read at the 
request of their authors by a gentleman of Fond du Lac, were creditable to the young 
ladies writing them, and the orations pronounced by the young men evinced much 
thought and careful training. Although mainly a common school exercise, some 
young men connected with Brockway College appeared upon the stage. The practi- 
cability of such a gathering in connection with a teachers’ association was fully estab- 
lished, and its benefits will long be felt in that county. I trust other Superintendents 
will follow the example and give the people of their counties the opportunity of know- 
ing how much the schools of a county may do for the mental and moral elevation of 
the young. The orations and the essays were selected from many presented, by a 
committee previously appointed by Mr. Root, and were such as they deemed, best 
suited to the occasion. J regret much that the city of Fond du Lac was not repre- 
sented. 


FOND DU LAC OÍTY. 


T have been prevented by sickness from an earlier reply to your letter 
of the 11th ult., and I can now only give you a very imperfect report rel- 


-ative to matters referred to. We shall be able another year I think, to 


give you full and complete statistics relative to our schools. I send here- 
with a table of statisties relative to schools, teachers, scholars, school 
houses, and expenses, as complete as I am now able to make out. Since 
the date of this report we have completed four new school houses with 
accommodations for 384 scholars. . 

I intended when I received your circular to have given a more particu- 
lar statement of our school matters, but 1 find I must send this or nothing.

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Nore.—I take great pleasure in endorsing what the Superintendent says, in his an- 
nual report, upon qualifications of Primary Teachers. “There is a notion somewhat 
prevalent, that young and inexperienced teachers will answer very well for Primary 
Schools, and hence the custom of paying the smallest wages to such teachers. This 
is all wrong. It is the clearly expressed conviction of those who have given most 
- earnest thought to this subject, that the best teachers are needed for Primary Schools. 
In no other grade of schools are the personal character and qualifications of the 
teacher so directly felt. It is all important that these should be such as to insure a 
right direction to the first efforts of minds that are opening to an endless existence. 
The most responsible position in graded schools is that of the Primary Teacher.— 
These Teachers, therefore, should be engaged with especial reference to their peculiar 
qualifications for the position they are to oceupy, and should be paid, not with re- 
spect to the position, but their qualifications for it. A well tried and approved Pri- 
mary Teacher should always be retained at almost any price. It is much easier to 
fill a vacancy in the Higher Departments than in this.”

I cannot see that the educational interest has been lessened by our 
great and protracted struggle for National existence. Facts seem to indi- 
cate that the greater the amount raised by soldiers' aid societies, by pri- 
vate and public contributions for our sick and wounded, and by taxes, 
direct and indirect, to put down rebellion, the more anxious are our 
people to have their children at school, and their schools improved.

The space alloted to this part of my report will not admit of figures, 
but they can be produced to show that teachers have made more improve- 
ment in their systems of teaching and government, than they have in their 
learning; that there is a great improvement in the attendance at school, 
attention to study, deportment of pupils, and in the interest of patrons, 
as shown by their increased number of visitations, and by their more fre- 
quent cooperation with the teachers, 

These happy results are the offspring of our improved system of educa- 
tion. 

Teachers’ institutes, teachers’ drills, school visitations, educational lec- 
tures, test examinations, graded certificates; the State, county and town 
school superintendency, are all indispensable wheels in the great educa- 
tional machinery. Let but one be struck out and the loss is incompútable ; 
only another, and the great plan is near a failure. Not like the universe 
infallible, it needs the watchful care and hearty aid of all who have 
the ability to work. E 

I would be happy to announce the existence of even one graded schoo! 
in this county. Itis within the power of Beetown, Boscobel, Cassville, 
Hazel Green, Lancaster, Muscoda, Patch Grove, Platteville, Potosi, Wing- 
ville, and perhaps other towns, to establish and support graded schools of 
a high order, such as should rank with our first class academies. The 
citizens of Boscobel ave already in earnest: they have voted the neces- 
sary tax for a beginning; they have drawn their plan for an additional 
building; the work is commenced, and I hope that before another year is 
past the brilliant light of their graded school will awaken the dormant 
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educational element of its surrounding towns, and cheer the thinkers and 
actors day by day, until the county shall be dotted all over with graded 
schools. 

The Hazel Green public schov], under the superintendency of Charles 
H. Nye, aided by three female teachers, is fast emerging into a graded 
school. The leading men are convinced that such a school is needed, and 
their plans are all having referenee to that object. 

When the schools of Syracuse, New York, were completely established, 
the large flourishing academy, after struggling for one or two years, was. 
in spite of the liberality of its wealthy friends, obliged to surrender to 
those people's colleges, and its costly edifice stands as a monument, not in 
mn perhaps, of folly, but of the vietory and glory of their graded 
schools. 

The history of that once proud institution of learning is the history of 
many others that have fallen. Let not the past be lost to the future. 

But I would not be misunderstood. There is no need of conflict: So 
different from cireumstances where master teachers are found in every 
neighborhood, and schools can be set in motion in a day, are those in 
nearly all parts of the West, that our academies can flourish for mdny 
years to come. Their success is the success of the common schools. 
such is their almost vital connection with them, as the following facts 
must prove : ` 

To the academies alone our teachers are compelled to look for instruc- 
tion. Had it not been for them I might have worked in yain to secure 
the present resulta. 

On looking at my examination book, I find that the whole number ot 
teachers who.have received instruetion during the last three months, at 
the three schools, Platteville Academy, Lancaster Institute and Tafton 
Seminary, is one hundred and sixty-one. Judging from no formal re- 
ports but reliable facts, the whole number of days attendance of teachers 
can not be far from fourteen-thonsand. - I have no doubt that, during the 
next three months, these numbers will be increased. 

The citizens of Platteville are' entitled to great praise for their liberality 
in building two fine and spacious school houses. They will accommodate 
five hundred pupils. The schools are improving, and there is no reason 
why they may not become first class graded schools. i 

With a hope of improving the attendance at schools, enlisting the in- 
terest of patrons and securing more hearty cooperation, 1 gathered from 
sixty-three schools, the following facts : i

It is found by actual calculation, that for want of books, slates and 
peneils, those sixty-three schools lose in one term of three months, not 
í 
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only 41,684 days, but $950 56 paid to teachers for work impossible to be 
done. (1). l E 

Of fs pupils who pretend to go to school, only 1,657 are found pres- 
ent. This evil would not be as great if the same pupils who are present 
one day, could be so the next. The schools are not thus fortunate. These 
facts, however startling, are evils not.to be compared with those of idle- 
ness, idle habits, mischief and unnumbered attendant evils, the most cer- 
tain results of deficiency in slates, &e. 

Possessed of the foregoing and other facts, I was prepared to make a 
demand upon the people. I gave fifty-three lectures. Nearly all were 
well attended. I spoke in every town but one. I have not been disap- 
pointed in the results. The number of pupils sent to school without 
books, slates and pencils, is rapidly growing less. With proper attention 
this one evil will soon cease to exist. 

Increased attention is being given to the arrangement and seating of 
school rooms. The slab seats and long rows of desks, are condemned; 
the double desk and seat, once considered a remarkable improvement, 
should be. Health, convenience, economy, beauty, system and order, all 
require the single desk and seat. 

The evils resulting from the almost universal practice of changing 
teachers once or twice a year, are beyond computation. Children from 
term to term are put back in their studies, required alternately to learn 
and unlearn, until their school days are over and their minds: worthless 
and miserable wrecks. The habitof changing becomes * second nature.” 
It affects all our business transactions and fastens its fangs upon the very 
vitals of our government. Let teachers prepare themselves to make their 
stay long in the same school ; Jet schools cease their changing of teach- 
ers, and let a mark of dishonor be placed where it belongs. 

My plans for laboring, have thus far been successful. To make them 
such, it was nevessary for me, in the beginning, to lay.out the work tor 
many years, with a view of securing at fixed periods certain results. Ire- 
gret that the space forbids my naming even the particulars of those plans. 
But may I not hope that better ones will be adopted by my successor.

Norte. —I regret that I haye been compelled to cut out some parts of Mr. Parsons’ 
Report, on account of its length. But I would call special attention to the state- 
ments in regard to time lost by children through want of proper books. This is an 
evil of enormous magnitude. It cannot be overestimated. I trust the example set 
by Mr. Parsons will be followed and the facts be disclosed, until the people are 
aroused to a realization of the importance of supplying their children with books. 
Time lost can never be made up. Money lost will more than overbalange that saved 
by such neglect. In case of indigent children it is the duty of the district to furnish 
books at public expense. The evil habits fostered cling to the scholar through life. 
Discouraged because not progressing as rapidly as their more fortunate fellow pupils, 
they lose interest in school and acquire a distaste for its, exercises, which prevent 
very rapid progress when they are old enough to secure books for themselves. Each 
Superintendent while visiting schools should make this a matter of inquiry and of con- 
versation with patrons when he visits them. 
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GREEN COUNTY. 


I will endeavor to give a succinet Report of the condition and prospects 
of the schools in this cóunty for the year ending August 31st, 1863: * 

First—as regards school houses : 

It will be seen by my statistical Report, that we have twenty-six built 
of logs, and of course many of them old and dilapidated, and not at all fit 
for a school room—indeed unfit for anything. 

Is it not strange that parents expect their children to acquire a knowl- 
edge of the sciences, and the common civilities of life with such surround- 
ings? I have observed that our best teachers can accomplish but little 
under such circumstances, and that the deportment of the pupils, is, to a 
great extent, influenced by them. | 

During the year past there have been built in the county two frame 
school houses, —very good structures and well arranged, except in regard 
to ventilation; in that respect they have set the physiological laws at defi- 
ance. . 

According to my: statistical Report, there have been raised in the county 
$2,515.00, for building school houses, which are now being built. 

The amount raised for maps, charts, apparatus, &c., is only the pitiful 
sum of $48.75. Itis to be regretted that so many districts that are abun- 
dantly able, should neglect to furnish their school houses with the neces- 
sary appendages. 

Second—as to the number of graded schools: : 

There are three having two departments; one in the village of Monroe; 
one in the village of Monticello, and one in the village of Juda. "There 
are three having three departments each; one in Monroe, one in the vil- 
lage of Brodhead, and one in the village of Albany. 

Third—as to Teachers:

Of the number of Third Grade Certificates granted last spring, fifty-two 
were limited to six months, which accounts for the smallness of the num- 
ber holding Third Grade Certificates. 

T have often heard the remark “That teachers had studied much better 
under the present system of school supervision than under the old one,” 
which 1 think is the case. 

I think their answers the present year will average near 10 per cent. 
better than the year previous, and that a greater improvement still, has 
been made in regard to the management and government of schools. (1.) 

I find only about thirty employed in the same school which they taught 
the previous year. I think many districts are too fond of change in this 
respect. Some-are not satisfied with a good teacher, because they do not 
visit the school, to know what‘it actually is, and others are very well pleased 
with an ordinary one for the same reason. , 

As to the general average of attendance—I cannot speak definitely, as T 
have no statistics; I think however, it. is on. the increase but is still far 
below what it should be. É 
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I am happy to report great improvement in the general deportment of 
papils, and good progress in their studies; brought about by improved 
methods of instruction, and a more thorough drilling of classes, adopted 
in our schools. 

Sinee the distribution of the new school eode, district officers and pat- 
rons generally have given more attention to their schoolsthan before. In 
my hurried visits among the schools, I have frequently prevailed on the 
officers of the district to go in with me, that they might see what was 
wanting, and they have promised to pay more attention to the school in 
future. | 

I am unable to make a Report satisfactory to myself, as I have more 
schools under my superintendence than I can well look after. To visit 
one hundred and twenty-five schools in three months, one must see two a 
day, and lose no time, and that I have endeavored to do. Thus much is 
submitted, with the hope, that under the new code, our schools, through- 
out the state, will improve to the satisfaction of all.

NorE.—1. It is the almost universal testimony of Superintendents that Teachers 
have improved very much in their mode of answering questions. This alone would 
not indicate a very healthy state of things. Book-knowledge is easily acquired, and 
may be so acquired as to enable its possessor to pass a better examination and still 
not become a better Teacher. "It is with pleasure, therefore I find coupled with the 
report of better knowledge that of better ability to teach. Book-knowledge is valuable 
only as it may be applied. The art of application cannot be tested by any written 
or oral examination. Certificates given to Teachers upon such examinations are not 
perfect evidence of ability to teach, nor should Teachers so regard them. Each per- 
son holding a certificate should by all possible means seek to cultivate tact in gov- 
ernment and in instruction. It sometimes happens that the better qualified, accord- 
ing to the certificate, shows the poorer qualification as tested by practice. 


9 GREEN LAKE COUNTY. 


I submit the following brief report: e 

Since one year ago, one school house that then was in progress of con- 
struetion has been finished, and in style and convenience is equal to any 
in the county. This is located at the village of Marquette. Another, 
nearly completed at Kingston village, is to be finished with taste, and its 
style is to be in keeping with the demands of the age. The school houses 
of Green Lake county, on an average, are as good as in most counties of 
the state; but poorly furnished with maps, charts, &c. 

There are four Graded Sehools of two departments each.

Of the above number, eighteen were employed in the same school the 
past year. 

About thirty-four who have taught in the county are engaged for the 
winter term. The general average of punctual attendance of pupils upon 
school is about 70 per cent. The deportment of scholars has very much 
' improved since two years ago. At that time the usefulness of about thir- 
teen of our schools was almost entirely destroyed. This was owing to the 
self-will of a few of the large scholars, whose organizations physically and 
mentally, unfit them for the discharge of duties required by the discipline 
of any well regulated school. What to do with this class of individuals 
has puzzled the minds of many of our district officers, but the rising intel- 
ligence of the age will in a measure overcome these ‘obstacles in the way 
of education. (1) i 

Improvements in map drawing, and the study of orthography, are very 
clearly seen in our schools, they being forty per cent. better than they 
were two years ago. : EN 

With very few exceptions I have visited all of the schools in the county, 
during both the summer and winter terms, and suggested improvements 
where I thought they would elevate their condition or raise the stândard 
of instruction. 

I have held no Institute as yet this-fall, but have postponed it until the 
holidays, having been requested to do so by several of our most active 
teachers, many of them—owing to the scarcity of help—being obliged to 
labor until the opening of their schools, while others were away at Apple- 
ton and elsewhere attending school. It will therefore give me an op- 
portunity while visiting their schools to urge upon each teacher the im- 
portance of being there to labor for the cause of education. 

N.C. Horr, County Superintendent. 


Nore—1. The usefulness of many schools is impaired, if not utterly destroyed, by a 
class of unruly pupils whose wills have never been educated. It is in part the fault 
of former teachers and in part the fault of home influences. Many of these “hard 
cases" may be permanently reclaimed by judicious treatment. For the utterly irre- 
claimable one course only remains—that of removal from school. Their pernicious 
influence must prejudice the interests of other pupils and on this account the gen- 
eral good demands their expulsion. These cases, I believe, are very rare, much more 
vare than is generally supposed.» Almost every heart has some tender spot that may 
be found by the careful Teacher. Time is requisite to find it, hence the Teacher 
needs patience and perseverance. Interest in the welfare of the unruly must be 
manifested, hence the Teacher must have sympathy. Help may be needed—the 
Teacher will therefore secure parental cooperation, and he may find the love a boy 
bears his mother a more powerful weapon than whips and bars. Many may be saved, 
who are now turned over by Teachers as incorrigible. 
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IOWA COUNTY 


I answer briefly and hastily your interrogatories on the subjects present- 
ed in your circular, dated September 7th. 

Ist. [am able to enumerate within-my jurisdiction, five new school 
houses, built during the present official term. Three of them have been 
built since the date af my last Annual Report. In plan, size and structure, 
these houses are an improvement upon the average character of school 
houses within the towns where they are located. The schools of Iowa | 
county are, with very few exceptions, destitute of illustrative apparatus, 
maps, charts, &c. 

2d. The number of graded schools, properly so termed, and*in efficient 


working order, is limited to two. This subject is receiving my careful at- 


tention in districts where the principle of graded schools admits of ap- 
plication, and I trust at the end of the next ensuing year we shall be able 
to report progress. 

3d. Since the date of my last annual report I have examined one hun- 
dred and seventy-five applicants for teachers’ certificates, of whom ninety- 
six hold certificates of the third grade, and three, certificates of the sec- 
ond grade. Of limited certificates, I have issued forty-three, a majority 
of them being to teachers of standard qualifications and tried merit, but 
who for some sufficient reason were absent from the public examinations. 
Thirty-three applications have been rejected. Iam glad to be able to re- 
port an advance in the average qualifications of teachers as compared with 
the previous year, witnessed not so much in the greater ability with which 
the written examination is sustained, as in the more earnest and thought- 
ful zeal of the teacher in his important work, in practical and experimen- 
tal effort in the school room, and in professional ambition. (1.) The 
number re-employed in the same school is not worthy of remark, nor are 
the facts in this particular, modified as they are by circumstances, to be 
generalized as evidence for or against the efficiency of our teachers. 

4th. My notes taken during school visitation, do not exhibit an in- 
creased average of punctual attendance of pupils upon school during the 
past year. For this defect, in this county seriously impairing ‘the pros- 
perity of our public schools, T am able to assign two operating causes, 
viz.: the unusual prevalence of contagious and epidemic diseases, and the 
home necessities of our farming communities growing out of the draft 
upon our working men for recruiting the army. In general deportment 
and progress in study of pupils, the advance is correlative with the awak- 
ening enterprise of teachers. (2). 

5th. Respecting the fifth point upon which you ask for information, 
viz.: the interest felt and manifested by active work on the part of pat- 
rons, I think that in this county but small results are yet noticeable, as the 
effect of the present system. While the example and efforts of many in- 
dividuals are gratifying, diffused and enlightened zeal, proving itself in 
constant and consistent effort, must in many localities be found a plant of 
slow growth. The present system is, however, universally regarded with 
favor in this county, and the general improvement of the public schools . 
under its operation conceded. 

With respect to future legislation I have little to propose. I believe 
the perfection of legislation will have been discovered only when the skill 
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and faithfulness of all its executive officers shall ensure the complete suc-- 
cess of whatever system may be for thetime in vogue. (9.) With these guar- 
anties of success, I believe the system of County Superintendency is fully 
adequate to the wants of our schools. j

Norgs.—l. It gives me pleasure to bear my testimony, together with Mr. Slye, to 
the greater zeal of the teachers of Iowa county. For the efforts they have made they 
deserve credit. I would not be understood as singling out Iowa county, for through- 
out the State there is generally marked progress in the right direction. . 

2. If attendance upon the schools continues during present times as good as it 
has been in times past, it really indicates advancement.

JACKSON COUNTY. 


Our county has, in many respects, made a decided improvement in edu- 
cational matters. The ground work for a general reformation is evidently 
laid. The interest of teachers, parents and the friends of education gen- 
erally seems to be aroused, and as I said in my last report Jackson county 
does not propose to remain inactive, but is advancing steadily. Within 
the last two years several tasty and commodious buildings for school pur- 
poses have been erected, and there are now several more in contemplation, 
each trying to excel the other in neatness and in securing the comfort of 
the scholars by adopting the modern improvements in school edifices and 
school furniture. In many of the districts not able to build and to keep 
pace with the age of improvement, but still retaining * The Old Log 
School House," I also find some improvement. The old-fashioned, high, 
‘backless benches, with the feet of their little tortured occupants dangling a 
few inches from the floor, are removed, and others, better adapted to the 
comfort and convenience of the children, are used. A majority of the 
districts have adopted a uniformity of books, which is another mark of 
improvement, and many have voted taxes to procure outline maps and 
other necessary improvements in the school room. 

We have no graded schools yet, but the plans are quietly maturing, and 
it is hoped, that, if the war tax does not become too burdensome, we will 
have at least two during the coming year. 

The teachers institute, commencing on the 16th inst., was well attended 
and was a success; it went far beyond the expectations of all. "The lec- 
tures, essays and instruction by the different teachers would have been a 
oredit to older counties more used to conducting institutes. 

At my fall examination I granted but four third grade and two second 
grade certificates. I have endeavored to keep the standard high. I did, 
however, grant a few certificates for districts, during the year, between my 
public examinations, which I now regret very much, and if I should act 
as county superintendent a life-time I would not do so again. T think that 
schools without teachers are far better off than those employing such 
mock teachers. 

To our county association we have adopted the plan of granting honor- 
ary certificates to all regular members holding certificates from the coun- 
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ty superintendent and who attend the institute, not absenting themselves 
from two sessions (of a half day each,) without a reasonable excuse, (thd 
form of which find enclosed). it 

As county superintendent I feel well pleased with the future prospects 
of our county, and have every reason to believe that we will yet.rank 
among the first in the State.

JEFFERSON COUNTY. 


In this county, outside the city of Watertown, three new school houses 
have been erected during the year; one frame, and two brick. Several 
old ones have been newly covered and otherwise suitably repaired. Pro- 
parations for other improvements have been made, but the work is not 

et done. 

i There are six Graded Schools; three having three departments, and 
three having but two departments. For the last fifteen years I have been 
very much in favor of the system of Graded and of Union Schools; and 
I think now, that every village, every compactly settled neighborhood of 
persons, who fail to establish and maintain a good Graded School, fail to 
profit by their position for their own and their children's best good, pecu- - 
niarily, educationally, and morally. But perfect fairness demands the ac- 
knowledgement of one fact, which I had not foreseen, and that is, where 
the village Graded School prospers the interest in the other schools in 
town seems to lag, atid I have noticed with deep regret, that in proportion 
to the success of the one is the failure of the others. The reason is ob- 
vious, but the remedy is not so patent to my mind. (1.) 

Last spring two hundred and five applicants presented themselves at 
my publie examinations. Six received second Grade Certificates, ninety, 
third Grade, forty-six received partial or six months' Certificates, and eixty- 
three failed. i i 

This fall one hundred and forty applicants presented themselves at the 
public examinations. Ono received a first Grade Certificate, threo second 
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Grade, one hundred and three third Grade, twenty-one partial. or ‘six 
months’ Certificates, and thirteen failed. : 
The requirements in the two exgminations were as nearly equal as pos- 
sible, and the result shows commendable industry, and improvement. 
Many of those who failed in the spring succeeded handsomely this fall, 
Three persons, (one lady and two gentlemen), now hold first Grade 
Certificates; nine persons, (six ladies and three gentlemen), second 
Grade; and one hundred and seventy-five hold third Grade Certificates ' 
Decided improvement in the practice of teaching is noticeable among 
those who have had previous experience, Tn this connection I take plea- 
sure jn adding my testimony to that of many others, of the important 
beneficial results of good Normal Instruetion. (2.) In some instances 
a visit of ten minutes time has been sufficient to learn the fact of the 
Teacher's having been the recipient of such instruction.  . d 
With a few notable exceptions, tastefulness of dress, tidiness of person 
and school room everywhere prevail. 
The reports show an increased general average of punctual attendanoe 
of pupils upon school. 

. The great obstacle of obstacles in the way of greater improvement, is 
the want of interest manifested by parents. To remoye this, in some mea- 
sure, I have held Teachers’ Institutes in ten different places in the county. 
From this course a little good has come, but the obstacle ig not removed. 
Parents talk well, and feel deeply, but the record shows few visits.

Norss—1. The experience of Mr. Wing is not peculiar. The results noticed are 
almost everywhere apparent. It is not the fault of the Graded School, but the 
fault of the system, which allows so many independent districts, the better part of 
whose pupils are taken out to swell the attendance of a school which has no interest 
in its neighbors. Let the township system be adopted, and make the Graded School 
the head of the system, then the primary and intermediate schools will be benefited, 
and the Central School will itself be interested in the success of the others. Ioan

2. Facts like these are worth far more than the most powerful argumenta in favor 


af Normal Schools. 


JUNEAU COUNTY. 


By your request I transmit to you a brief report of the condition of our 
schools. 

Four school houses have been built during the past year, In conse. 
quence of hard times, or perhaps want of interest in school matters, thé 
log school house, hastily thrown together, when lumber was high and 
hard of access, is made to do. It ean hardly be expected that such strue- 
tures will be neatly fenced or beautified. I have observed that the teach- 
ers generally keep them quite clean and wholesome by frequent scrab- 
bing aud sweeping. Some improvement has been made in furnishing 
&6hool houses the necessary out buildings, but to the shame of most, this 
matter is entirely neglected. 

Black-boards have been quite extensively supplied, but only two sets of 
maps and charts have been purchased, We have in the county three 
graded schools—two having three departments and. one, two. 
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I have issued «nearly three hundred certificates since my term of office 
commenced. Of this number one received a first grade, and nine, second 
grade certificates. : 

Most of our teachers are young. During the past summer their aver- 
age age was not above eighteen. But they manifest commendable zeal in 
self improvement. During the past two years hundreds of dollars have 
been expended by them for books. (1.) Our institutes are well attended. 
The present term of our Normal School of twelve weeks, has had an at- 
tendance of about eighty who hold certificates. (2.) About sixty of 
ihem have had previous experience in teaching. A respectable number 
of our teachers are retained in the same schools. But few district quar- 
rels have occurred; and no certificates have been annulled. 

There has been considerable complaint of non-attendance of pupils. 
The cauges seem to be, in part at least, the distance of pupils from the 
school, thé abundance of berries, and the Indian scare. Our county has 
furnished a large number for the army; hence many of the children are 
detained from school to labor. i 

I think the general deportment of the pupils is fair. Some few schools 
might be called unruly. Some school houses indicate a characteristic of 
Jonathan in the whittling and carving line. Perhaps the seats and desks 
suggested to him that they needed a little finish. Rough logs, high nar- 
row seats, rickety desks, and broken stoves, with stone legs, will never se- 
cure respect from irreverent boys, or inspire them with a love of the beau- 
tifal- or true. 

Patrons do not generally visit their schools More sympathy and co- 
operation on the part of patrons would ensure greater efficiency. 

Some complaint has been made that this and that “good scholar” and 
“fine teacher” has not been licensed, as a hundred or more have been re- 
jected. But teachers of studious habits, and people of intelligence have 
approved the sifting process. It is believed by such that the three thou- 
sand children of the county are as valuable as “my daughter who is not 
able to work out,” or “my brother's son who was educated in the Hast.” 

As I shall retire from the county superintendency at the close of the 
present year, I gladly return to the school room, in which I have labored 
more than twenty years. Here I propose to aid teachers in preparing for 
their great and noble work.

Nores —1. No Teacher can be successful without study. The increasing demand 
for works treating on the matter of teaching is encouraging. Too many have taught 
because it was the easiest way to get a living. They have cared little or nothing for 
their profession, and of course have only dishonored it. No Teacher of years gone 
by can rely upon his success at that time as a guaranty of future success. He must 
keep pace with the times. To this end he must read. He who will not study the art 
of teaching ought not to call himself a teacher. ` 

2. Asin Waupacca and Waushara counties, so in Juneau county, protracted Insti- 
tutes, more properly called Normal Institutes, have been held. From personal obser- 
vajion I can bear testimony to their worth. Except in Waushara county they were 
connected with High Schools. The Superintendents who had charge of them have 
been faithful and successful in their work. Teachers also have shown commendable 


seal in their studies, and have made marked improvement in both the science and‘art 
6f teaching. ‘ à É 
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KENOSHA COUNTY. 


In compliance with your wishes, I make the following report of the ed- 
ucational interests of Kenosha county : 

Many of our school houses in this county are good, still a few are de- 
videdly poor, and the progress in the way of improvement for the past 
year has been slow. We have erected the last season two buildings, one 
costing three hundred and the other six hundred dollars: The last men- 
tioned was built at Liberty, is a very fine building, and seated with Ran- 
kin's patent seat. The house is furnished with a set of Pelton's Outline 
Maps, Page's Normal Chart, a large globe; and an excellent black-board. 
We believe this is the only district in the county that has purchased any 
appàratus during the year. 

We have one graded school, with two departments, located at Wilmot, 
a small village in the southwest corner of the county, and much credit is 
due the patrons for the effort they have made in securing to themselves a 
good building and school. 

We have examined one hundred and forty teachers. Ninety-one hold 
third grade licenses, seven second grade, and two flrst grade. 

Our percentage of failures is not as high as it was last year, and our 
examinations have been more rigid, which fact is good evidence of tha 
improvement of qualifications of our class of teachers. 

Nine teachers continue in the same school the second year, a feature 
that some of our district officers begin to appreciate, and one which we 
hope will be still more appreciated by many. 

Our monthly reports, from teachers, show an increase of general interest 
on the part of parente, and a disposition te aid and assist the teacher, by 
more frequently visiting the school and requiring their children to be 
punctual and prompt in attendance. In this small county we have reeord- 
ed two thousand and twenty-one visits from parents, sehool officers and 
others, and the percentage of tardiness is full twenty-five per cent. less 
than last year. The percentage of attendance of those enrolled as schol- 
ars, is about fifteen per cent. higher than it wasin our annual report, made 
to the Board of Supervisors last fall. (1). . 

We stated in our first report that many of our teachers had enlisted in 
the army, and now we are obliged to record the names of more who have 
gone to do this nation service, and perhaps sacrifice their lives upon the 
altar of our country. 

Qur Normal school of four weeks, under the supervision of M. M. Rice, 
was a success. Very instructive lectures were delivered by Rev. J. B. 
Pradt, editor of the “ Wisconsin Journal,” Mr. Craig, of Madison, Rev. 
N. Woodworth, Prof. I. Stone, of Kenosha, and Mr. A. Van Wyck. 

Three years ago we organized a County Teachers’ Institute, and have 
so far well sustained it. A number of the towns have successfully snp- 
ported Town Teachers’ Associations during the winter months, and the 
town of Salem has supported such an -organization for three years, meet- 
ing each month with a crowded house. (2). 

In conclusion we would say that there seems to be a general rousing up 
of patrons, teachers and scholars, and we trust that the educational in- 
tereste of Kenosha will well compare with her sister counties. `

2. The Teachers’ Associations organized in county and towns Must result in great 
good to the schools. Much more may be learned of the Art of teaching through 
these local associations conducted entirely by the teachers themselves, than 'in'any 
other way, if we except actual practice in the school room. M 

Such gatherings should call out the teacher's ability to teach, by requiring him to 
conduct a class through a regular recitation previously assigned. At the.close.of the 
recitation the class should carry on a friendly critieism upon the method employed. 
Great care should be taken that these associations do not degenerate into tea hers 
eircuses, where trained hobbies are brought ‘out for the amusement of thé spectators. 

Kenosha City.—Since this report was sent to the printer, a note from ‘Mr. {. Stone, 
the Principal of the High School, gives some items with regard to the city schools, 
not contained in the statistical report, which I add here. The Principal ot the High 
School receives $1,000 per annum; male teachers in the Grammar Schools, $400; 
the two Assistants in the High School, $350, and in the other Departments the teach- 
ers receive $225. The High Schocl has about 1000 volumes in the library. The 
first week in July twelve graduates were honored with diplomas, The High Schoo) 
this fall is very full, perhaps fuller than ever before. The senior class numbers thir- 
ty-five, ten young men and twenty-five young ladies. There are seatg for one hun- 
dred and twenty students and one hundred and seventy-five enrolled, so that many 
are obliged to study in their rooms and then come andrecite. The High School room 
is adorned with some thirty six ornaments, including pictures, busts and statuettes, 
and is furnished with a splendid organ worth $400, from which there is music seven 
times a day, accompanied with singing by the school four times a day. The last 


year’s course of study is much the same as the English studies of the senior year lo 
most of the colleges. E 
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KEWAUNEE COUNTY 


In addition to the annual report required of each county superintend- 
ent, I heg leave to present a few additional facts and.suggestions,.a8 they 
have occurred to me while engaged in my official.'duties'in this county 
during the past year. ; 

Although the county is yet quite new, and all its educational, as well 
as industrial interests are in their infancy, yet, taken as a whole, the con- 
dition of our schools is all that can. be expected, and will compate favor- 
ably with any of the newly settled counties of the State; indeed, we are 
proud to be able to say that we have some scholars, who have néver:had 
any better school privileges than are found in the district schools of & 
sparsely settled and thickly wooded country, whose attainments in the 
common branches of an English education far exceed many: of those 
who have constantly been under the tuition of some of the best teachere 
of the older villages and cities of the State.  (1.) "E 

But as it is the duty of every faithful officer to give a truthful account 
of the interests committed to his charge, we would not refrain from póint- 
ing out the wants and necessities of our schools, as well as offering such 
suggestions for improvement as have ocurred while visiting the different 
schools under our supervision. 

The greatest wants, observable in this county, are better school houses, 
with better arranged seats, desks, stoves and windows; the most of them 
are built of logs,—not in itself objectionable,—but poorly built, badly - 
lighted, insufficiently warmed, and totally devoid of comfort, conveniênce 
or pleasure. With such houses it cannot be expected that children can pur- 
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sue their studies with any hope of advancement. As the first houses were 
built some five or six years ago by our newly arrived settlers, it was not 
possible to do better, but now, after the lapse of several years, and the 
natura] improvements which have taken place all around us, it is time that 
we should set ourselves vigorously to work to improve them; else, with- 
out the re-construction and improvement of our school houses, how can 
we expect our children to make any improvement in their studies ? 

Bopoot, Housrs.—During the past year there have been but two new 
houses erected in the county, and, with slight exceptions, no improve- 
ments made on the old ones, nor have there been any additions to the school 
furniture, while nearly all axe entirely destitute of school apparatus, 
maps and charts. 

GRADED S6HOOLS.—We are sorry to say that we have not sufficiently 

advanced, nor is the number at any one school sufficient to require or de- 
mand grades, except in two instances, those of districts No. 1, in the towns 
of Ahnepee and Kewaunee, where it will be necessary, ere long, to divide 
the school into two grades. 
- TEACHEBS.—Duriug the past year we have examined thirty-one appli- 
cants for certificates, to all of whom were granted third grade certificates, 
except three, who were rejected on account of inability. All of those 
holding certificates are striving with commendable zeal to improve them- 
selves and their scholars. 

As a result of the new county system we find that a better class of 
teachers are applying for certificates from term to term, and in conse- 
quence our schools are getting the benefit of better qualifications, which 
was very much needed. In fact, the teachers themselves admit the supe- 
riority of tho system, as it effectually sifts the chaff from the wheat, and 
really good teachers are known and appreciated. (2,) 

PyrrLs—The irregular attendance of pupils is another cause of. re- 
gret; but here, where all are hard. working farmers, i$ is impossible to 
secure anything like a regular attendance; but we think if the great 
injury to their children could be seen and realized by the parents, much 
greater efforts would be made to prevent so much absence from the school 
room. 

PARBENTS.—We are sorry to say that the parents and school officers are 
very dilatory about visiting the schools. Having built school houses, 
voted money, hired & teacher, seen the superintendent around visiting the 
schools, they think their duty at an end; far from it. Besides all this, 
tRey. should personally-visit the school room as often as possible, to see it 
the teacher doss his or her duty; see if the scholars are learning any- 
thing; see if they are comfortable, have suitable seats, desks, books, with 
good fire and water. Itis the universal complaint of the teachers, and it 
is substantiated by our own observation, that it is almost unknown for 
parents to visit the school room, consequently they know nothing of the 
good or evil report they hear ot their teacher. This ought not to be so; 
parents should see to it that the teacher and scholars are encouraged by 
frequent visits, and a hearty co-operation with all that tends to their mu- 
tual improyement. . 

From,a careful observation of the workings of the county superinten- 
dency during the past two years, we.are confident that it has been the 
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means of a great improvement in the general welfare of the.schools, hav- 
ing materially assisted in a better uniformity of books, instruction to 
school officers and teachers in their duties, and a better method of con- . 
ducting the exercises of the school room. But with all its benefits we. 
have one important amendment to propose, and that is, that there should 
also be a town superintendent in each town to attend to the local matters 
of his town; to advise and counsel with the different school boards, and 
to carry into effect the requirements of the laws and other matters as he 
may be directed by the county superintendent. 

With the experience of the past two years, and a full knowledge of the 
condition and wants of our school, we shall set out upon the duties of 
the coming term: with renewed hope and courage, and shall make it our 
eonstant aim to advanee the interests of both teachers and scholars, and 
hope to be able, with'the next annual report to present still greater advance- 
ment and improvement in the condition of our schools than has ever be- 
fore been witnessed.

Nores—1. It is not absolutely certain that a “sparsely settled and thickly wooded 
country ” is not better adapted to intellectual growth than villages and cities. Such 
a country is generally settled by an enterprising population. The children partake 
of the spirit of their fathers. The circumstances surrounding them demand económy, 
frugality, patience and perseverance. The physical exercise demanded strengthens 
the body and has a healthful effect upon the mind, There are less exciting scenes to 
draw the student from his books, and less temptations to vicious indulgence, whiob, 
dampens mental activity. From the experience of years, I am glad to believe that 
the country furnishes stronger minds than the city Attainments may be less by 
reason of limited time, but there is no mental dyspepsia, no hot-bed growth. 

2. The benefit here referred to, is worthy of note. Teachers are enough like 
other people to be desirous of occupying such a position as their merite warrant. 
The system of examinations and of certificates has encouraged all worthy teachers, 
who now receive the.credit they deserve, (each certificate showing the standing of 


the teacher,) while it has left out of the profession some of those who are not worthy 
a place in it. 


LA CROSSE COUNTY. 


The Annual Report which I sent you for the year 1863 is imperfect in 
many respects, yet I think it more accurate than that of last year. I have 
taken much pains to have it eorrect, and yet the item of number of day's 
attendance is worthless. Some clerks will not take the trouble to make 
eorrect reports, while others are incompetent. i 

I will answer the points upon which you wish information; in the order 
in“which they occur in the circular. 

ScHooL Houses. —There has been one new one built during the past 
year—that being a fine brick house in district No. 6, in Barre. Three 
more are contracted to be built next spring. Many improvements have 
been made during the year, such as painting buildings, fencing grounds, 
re-arranging seats and desks, and building out-houses. More than a doz- 
en have been built during the year. There are now but ten schóol houses 
in the county without this appendage. 1.) The furniture in most of 
the houses is poor and badly arranged, seats and desks being too high for 
the size of pupils whó occupy them—the lowest seat in many cases being 
16 inches from the floor. What greater torture could be inflicted npon 
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children of tender years, than to require them to sit for six hours each 
day upon such seats and at the same time breathing the vitiated air of an 
unventilated and perhaps overheated school room? It is not strange that 
many of our schools become almost depopulated before the close of every 
winter term. There are 24 houses without a chair—4 having no pail and 
cup—9 having no black-boàrd. There are 6 that have outline maps—4 
that have a map of the county and 2 a map of the seat of war. 

There are but two Graded Schools in this county, those being in La 
Crosse and each having three departments, with an average of 80 pupils 
each. - . 

TEAOBERS,—The whole number of persons examined was 121, of which 
number 92 received; certificates. Five received certifieates of the first 
grade, two of the second, sixty-one of the third, and twenty-four limited cer- 
tificates. Applicants passed more creditable examinations than last year. 
Particularly is this the case with those who have been examined before, prov- 
ing that they have applied themselves to those branches in which they were 
the most deficient. I am satisfied that the teachers of this county are 
anxious to become worthy of the certificates which they hold, and are not 
content with present qualifications, but are improving every opportunity 
for self culture. Itis true that there are teachers, who care for nothing 
except to obtain a certificate, kill time, and get their pay, but the number 
of that class is growing smaller and beautifully less each term. The 
average standing of teachers during the year 1862was 67 per cent, and 
that of 1863 is 74 per cent., being a gain of 7 per cent., though the actual 
difference is greater, as the questions were more difficult the present year. 
Only four were employed in the same school the previous year, though 
mauy who taught last winter have taught the same school this summer. 

Districts change teachers far too often. Much time is lost in this way, 
as it takes some time for pupils to become acquainted with teachers, and 
teachers with the capacity of pupils. The general average of attendance 
upon school is much better than last year. In no direction has there 
been more improvement than in that. This has been brought about, in 
part, by a system of reports, but more from the extra efforts of teachers 
and the co-operation of patrons. This is a move in the right direction, 

‘but it will yet take years to correct this evil. - 

The number of persons of school age who have not entered the school 
room for a single day during the year, in this county, is 1,643, and the 
number of days lost from absence by those who attended school is 39,727, 
and number of tardinesses 11,754, and time lost 500 days, making a total 
loss of 261 school years of Y months each. The actual percentage of at- 
tendance is greater than that shown by the report, being just 78 per cent. 
during the year. The improvements noticed in the schools visited were, 
better order—more system, and more interest in study. School houses 
and grounds looked more neat than before. The habit of whispering has 
been almost broken up during the past year. In two thirds of the schools 
I did not notice a communication during the half day of my visit, while 
before that it was unusual to find a school where the practice of whisper- 
ing was not universal: (2.) Although there have been 20 visits from pat- 
rons and school officers to one of previous years, still there is a great 
apathy in this respect, and I know of no way of curing them of it.* One 
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thing is encouraging, school officers are making more effort to obtain well 
qualified teachers, and I trust-it will not be long before it will be impoa-- 
sible for poor teachers to obtain situations. There is nothing, however,. 
which encourages me so much as the increased interest on the part of 
teachers. If we can have good teachers we can soon have good schools, 
Our teachers are wide awake, anxious ‘to excel, and many. of them are at- 
tending school during vacation. It appears to me that something shonld 
be done to bring teachers out to the publie examinations. Many will stay 
away and then have an exeuse which you are expected to accept; when, 
oftentimes, were the facts known, the exeuse would be groundless. Were 
they required to pay $1.00 for an examination at other times than public 
ones, I think there would be less applying for privae examinations. In 


conclusion, 1 will say that upon the whole -there is much to encourage us, 


inasmuch as at times like the present we should not be disappointed if our 
schools went backward. ` NE:

NorEs.—1. La Crosse county most certainly deserves praise for her humanity:and 
refinement in this respect. But what shall be said of lhe ten? May their number 
be rapidly diminished. ; A 

2. No more serious evil exists in our schools than the evil of whispering. How 
shall it he corrected—can it be entirely broken up—are questions often dasked and with 
difficulty answered. It appears from this report tliat as interest in schools incregses 
both on the part of Teachers and Pupils, the whispering mania is cured. Give, the 
child employment in which he is interested, and he will have little time and legs incli- 
nation to whisper. Idleness is the root of this evil. Strike at the root, and not at- 
tempt to cure it by lopping off the branches -Here and there. - Self control is one.of 
the most important lessons to be learned at school. In the discipline of the, schoo} 
room more attention should be given to the cultivation of thig habit, then lose time 
will be spent upon reforming those practices that spring from neglect of it, In a Ñt- 
tle time, I believe a public opinion may be created in a school, that will correct the 
evil of whispering as well as many other evils, more surely and more speedily than 
arbitrary rules or restraints will do it.

LA FAYETTE COUNTY. 


In compliance with your request I submit the following brief report of 
the condition and prospects of the schools in this county. For your cón- 
venience I shall condense as much as possible. x 

Ast, ScHooL Housxs.—These, as regards comfort and convenience, in the 
great majority of instances, fall far short of what they should:be. There 
seems to be, however, à righting up of public sentiment in this respect, in 
many places. Six new houses have been built during the past year, or 
are in process of completion. Something has been expended for maps. 
charts, etc., but scarcely an approximation towards what is needed. The 
walls of most of our school houses are as bare upon the inside as without 
—not a map, or chart, or picture (save now and then a charcoal or jack- 
knife sketch by some embryo artist) to relieve the monotony. Several. 
schools have been supplied with outline maps since the date of my last 
statistical report. à 

2nd, GRADED ScHoors.— There are three of these in the county, with 
two departments, and but one with three departments. “ 

3d, TEAcHERS.—Number examined during the past year 177. Of these. 
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127 hold certificates of the third -gradp, and 8 certificates of the second 
grade, A marked improvement is manifest over last year's examinations. 
The averagé qualifications this year, as compared with last, I cannot ac- 
eurately give, ds different questions have been used, and perhaps more 
difficult. ones. There seems to be a growing determination on the part of ` 
teachera to fit themselves better for their;work This has been evidenced 
at the Enstitutes and is now apparent from the seeming lack of teachers to 
supply the winter schools—many having expressed a determination to go 
into the school room again as scholars, rather than as teachers. 

4th, PuPILS.—The average of punctual attendance upon school, has 
been considerably higher this year than last, although there has been a 
lamentable neglect in that regard. Teachers have been required to make 
ménthly reports of punctual attendance, tardiness, general deportment, 
étc. ` These exert an influence upon the scholar directly, quite as much as 
upon the teacher, and thus indirectly again upon the scholar. ' Upon the 
whole, despite conflicting circumstances, I trust some advancement has 
been made during the past year, but much, very much is yet to be done 
to bring-the schuols of La Fayette county up to that position which they 
should. occupy. While the “new system," if judiciously managed, is 
destined to work much improvement in our schools, its deficiency, so often 
suggested, should certainly be remedied as soon as practicable.: “The 
missing link should be supplied. The town clerk is not properly a school 
officer, and is seldom chosen, perhaps, with any reference to the school 
duties which he now has to perform, Should not these, then, and other 
duties devolve upon some special school officer in each town, one whose 
duty'it shall be to watch over the-interests and report the condition and 
Ree the schools of bis town ? No one man can visit, supervise atid 

come sufficiently acquainted with the condition, wants and peculiarities 
of each school in-a county. The substance of these suggestions has been 
presented béfore. I simply offer them “in the rough” as embodying my 
views, without going into detail. (1.) ' ` '

à (NO REPORT.) 
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A few days since I had the pleasure of forwarding you my annual re- 
port. There is manifest improvement upon last year, but I am sory to see 
so many imperfections, and eannot be reconciled to it. "The only satisfac- 
tion I have is that I have endeavored to interest the Teachers, and urge 
upon the District Clerks the importance of the register being kept right, 
and every item noted in their reports. : 

Some new distriets are being organized. There have been built during 
the year two frame and five log school houses. 

Three schools have been furnished with Pelton's Outline Maps. In the 
Village of Wausau we have a Graded School with two departmenta, and 
will need another soon. The school house is two stories and convenient, has 
five Blackboardi— Outline Maps and two clocks, and will soon be furnished 
with a bell, and enclosed grounds, improved and adorned. 

Fourteen have been examined by me and received a third Grade Certi- 
ficate. As regards their qualifications, compared with those who taught 
last year, there has been improvement. Three taught in the same school 
last year, Some young ladies get married, and others from outside the 
county, are not employed again. , 

The attendance of pupils is not reported so that an average may be as- 
certained. In Wausau the attendance, as reported by the Principal at the 
examination, was ninety-seven per cent, 

Our schools have improved in deportment and punctuality, and also 
have made satisfactory progress. : 

The schools throughout our county have received more visits and better 
attention from patrons than heretofore. In some school districts the 
officers have found time to visit where heretofore there has been. a total 
neglect. There is nota hearty and active cooperation on the part of 
many school officers, but a disposition to shirk responsibility; true there is 
improvement, but nothing like what it should be. , 

If officers have no children, they care but little for the school, and con- 
sequently don't visit the school. (1.) 

I have been able to awaken an interest in many of the districts in a 
united effort to obtain better qualified teachers, and in our school at 
Wausau we are raising up some, so that we shall not be as dependent as 
heretofore for teachers from other parts of the country. Va 

The most of our schools are in their infancy. Our county is but newly 
settled. The population moves slow, and their farming interests occupy 
all their thoughts, and they seem not to care for the education of their 
children as they ought, but our motto is “ Onward.” P

NoTs—1. The experience of Marathon county may be more general than I sup- 
pose, but it is not unusual to find the warmest friends of schools among intelligent 
people who have no children of their own to be educated, but who feel that they 
have an interest in the proper education of the children of their neighbors, Suolt 
persons view this matter not as a personal benefit so much as for the general good, 
which in their wisdom they consult, 
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In aecordance with your request, I herewith submit the following supple: 
mentary report of the schools of this county for the past year: E 

During the year our schools, in common with all enterprises requiring 
peouniary aid, have felt the effects of the times. Although it has been 
admitted in many instances, that there existed a want of better school 
buildings, yet save in one instance, the people have not felt able to erect 


them. One substantial frame building is in progress of erection, aud will - 


be ready for the winter school. At Montello, at the last annual meeting, a 
sufficient amount was voted to be raised to finish the upper story of the 
school building, in anticipation of starting a high school. 

Not much improvement has been made upon other school buildings, as 
the people prefer rather to build new ones as soon as their means will ad- 
mit. One school, only, has appropriated money for maps and charts. 

There are at the present time forty teachers having certificates in force 
in the county; (the examinations for the winter schools have not taken 
place yet,) of which number there is one first, four second, and thirty- 
five third grade certificates. I am happy to say that the evidence was 
given at the examinations, that nearly all the teachers were trying to raise 
their standing, and in many cases with success. 

The present system of examinations creates a want for suitable schools 
where teachers can qualify themselves. I am unable to report accurately 
concerning ‘the attendance, deportment, etc., of pupils; from the fact 
that the blank reports furnished the teachers did not cover those points 
fully, the reports being intended as an experiment to aid the teachers in 
the management of the schools, as well as to furnish a knowledge of them. 
Judging from the reports of the teachers, however, I am led to believe that 
the attendance has been better, and the deportment decidedly better than 
the year previous. The number of schools has not been diminished. 
Under the pressure of the times, this fact is significant, and goes to show 
that the interest of the people in the schools has not diminished. 

With regard to teachers’ certificates the same suggestion is offered that 
was made last year, viz.: that third grade certificates should extend over 
the county (or district), but be limited as to the time to be in force. 

It has become apparent, at least with us, that the visits and interest of 
patrons depend very much upon the teachers. It appears to be owing to 
this reason that some schools are frequently visited and much interest 
taken in their behalf while under the charge of teachers of ability, yet 
when those teachers are exchanged for a poorer class of teachers, the 
interest seems to abate. We are striving, and with some success, to pre- 
vent this evil, which results from the too frequent change of teachers. To 
remedy such things fully, we need, and it is being generally conceded, a 
State Normal School, where the teachers can obtain not only a term but a 
full course of instruction, and that kind of instruction too that will tend 
to make teaching what it ought to be, a profession. 

These thoughts lead me a little farther to the workings of the schoo} 
system.. We now have the county Superintendents at work and doing 
much good, yet we must acknowledge that it is hard to unite their strength. 
soithat their efforts can be felt, as a unit, in the-cause of education. . Ag 
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we are now situated, it is difficult to obtain needed legislation in reference 
to educational affairs. If the county Superintendents meet in convention 
and through the state Superintendent offer suggestions in reference, to the 
school interests to the legislatura, it is only by chance that what is offered 
can have a respectful hearing. (1.) Atthe risk of being considered as 
having execeeded the limits of my duties, I will venture a-suggeetion in 
regard to this matter. E 
After much reflection lam of the opinion that we need a Board of 
Education for this state. The suggestion that I offer is that the county 
Superintendents should be members, ez-officio, of such board, aúd that 
the state Superintendent should be President ex-oficio of the bonrd; 
that the board should meet annually at Madison during the session of 
the legislature; and that in case of needed legislation for the school 
iuterests, the board should embody their wishes in suitable form, which 
should be presented to the legislature by the President of the board, he 
having for that purpose the power to introduce and vote upon tho mea- 
sure in the assembly as if ho were an elected member of the same; that 
a small compensation, merely sufficient to cover actual expenses, should 
be allowed each member of such board in attendance; that the Presi- 
dent should have power to call such board together at such other times 
and places as the interests of the schools might require; that the board 
should make rules and regulations for its meetings, and that the coriclu- 
sions to which the board should arrive, when confined to legitimate and 
well defined limits, should have thc force and effect of law. (2. : 
The above is given as a suggestion, that it may lead to results beneficial 
to our common schools, which, at this critical moment in our country's 
history, should be fostered and proteeted by every means in our power.

Noras—1. This remark does not accord with my experience. The legislativo 
bodies of the past four years have given respectful attention, on the whole, to meas- 
ures of an educational dharacter brought before them. Their action has not slways 
accorded with my wishes, though of this 1 can not complain, for with two or threo 
axeéptions, all that I have asked has been at last granted. It must be expeoted that 
some legislators will treat hghtly their school interests, since as private citizens 
they utterly neglect them. : 

2.—To a ceetain extent we already have such a board. Conventions of county 
superintendents have been called twice during the past two years, at which méas- 
‘ares bearing directly upon the interests of the schools have been discussed, and 
sertain bills embodying the wishes of these, superintendents have been introduced, 
while others will be introduced into the legislature for their action. It would be 
rather a novel proceeding to admit any person, not regularly elected a member of 
the legislature, to the privilege of voting upon any measure before that body. A 
board of education composed of one person from exth congressional district would 
be large enough, and might prove successful. 


MILWAUKEE COUNTY.—(Fresr DistRIOT.) 


I submit to you at this late hour a few brief remarks as a supplement: 
ary report. « . 

A new brick school house has been erected (which is fot entirely fin 
ished) in district No. 2, town of Wauwatosa, at a cost of 81,600, which 
will be quite an ornament to the district and n oredit te the inhabitants. 
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There are a few good, comfortable school houses in every town in this 
district, but with these exceptions, they are ill-constructed, miserable ex- 
enges, and the furniture is more generally neglected than the houses. I 
have endeavored to introduce outline maps into the schools, and I think 
I shall succeed, as many of them raised funds at the last annual meeting 
for that purpose. 

We have two graded schools in this district, having two departments 
sach, onc in the village of Wauwatosa and the other in the town of Oak 
Creek. 

^. At my meetings held last spring for the examination of teachers, nine- 
ty-seven applicants presented themselves for inspection ; sixty-one receiv- 
ed certificates, ten of the second and fifty-one of the third grade. Of 
this number forty-seven taught school the previous year, and eleven have 
been employed in the same schools for the last two years. I am satisfied 
our teachers are making greater efforts to improve themselves.in regard to 
management, government, and: thorough mode of instruction than: ever 
before, and we can evidently see a marked improvement; their average 
qualifications as compared with the previous year are twenty five per dent. 
better. ] , 

Our present national trouble has had its effect in taking from us any 
of our excellent male teachers, leaving only seven who have certificatesto 
teach the coming winter; but their places are being filled by industrioha 
female teachers, and if they do as well as they did last winter, we {eel 
assured that success will crown their responsible efforts. 

The punctual attendance for the-yezr ending the 31st day of August is 
sixty pér cent., and general deportmént is seventy-two, as gathered from 
our teachers’ monthly reports. The number of visitors recorded for the 
last year is one thousand and four, which tells well for some of our pat- 
rons. (1). 

We a had move interest manifested in .our schools thislast year than 
ever before. The truc friends of education in this:distriet speak well of 
the new order of things. i 

: Wa. LawnER, County Superintendent, 
Nora.—1. I doubt whether any district with the same number of schools can show 
so large a number of visitors. Nor is it surprising that scholars steadily improve in 
attendáhco, punctuality, ahd deportment, where parents take so much interest. To 
drop into the school room for an hour two or three times cach term may cost the pa- 
rent a little time and some sacrifice of-bodily comfort, but no equal effort will secure 
a richer reward to the parent in the better and more rapid progress of the child. 
The ohild naturally feels a deeper interest in.that which interests the parent, the 
teacher does better for the child when the parent manifestsa desire for his improvement,

MILWAUKEE COUNTY.—(Srconp DistrIcT.) ` 


The sehool houses here, principally, as you will notice in the report, 
are log and in bad condition and without necessary corveniences, and no 
prospect at present for the rebuilding of the same on the present and con- 
venient system. In my own school district we raise an ameupt of money 
rach year. for the purpose of purchasing a site and building a school houge. 
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There are six school houses in my Superintendent District which are sub. 
stantial, tasteful, and convenient, some of which can accommodate over 
one hundred pupils. In thoso districts they demand better teachers, pay 
more wages, and respect their teachers. The pupils are generally well ad- 
vanced. In those districts the School Board and parents make a prac- 
tice of visiting the schools in their several districts twice each term, which 
does not only enliven the school, but tends to inspire the pupils to com- 
pete with each other. Without the cooperation of School Boards and pa- 
rents with the teacher, but very little can be expected. 

I am sorry to state that the electors are not judicious, in many instances,in 
making choice of school district officers. There are several schools which 
the school board does not visit. I have a hope, however, that in a short 
time parents will see the utility of a thorough education for their chil- 
dren. Under the present advantageous free school system, they can not 
have an excuse for retaining from their children a good education, to fit 
them to become useful members of society, a blessing to their parents,-and 
an honor to themselves, 

The school furniture is of the old style, and most probably will remain 
so for a number of years. In some schools they have not a chair for their 
teacher; he must condescend to sit on the old oaken bench for the sum of 
twenty-five dollars per month, and board himself in the bargain. The 
cleaner and better the school room and furniture, the more it tends to 
command respect. (1). 

We have no graded schools. The number of teachers examined this 
year,—fall and spring examinations—was sixty, the same holding third 
grade certificates, one-third of which are of six months duration. The 
questions proposed this year are more difficult than those of the previous 
year, the average standing of teachers last year being seven tenths, and 
this year eight tenths. The teachers manifest more interest than previ- 
ously. The public examinations are the cause of much good. The first 
year I was troubled very much with candidates for private examinations, 
but am happy to state that I have not had one applicant this year. Pub- 
lie examinations, when introduced two years ago, abashed several, but now 
they meet them with pleasure and confidence. 

The number employed in same school the previous year, is ten, most of 
whom are married men, and have their homes in the districts. On such 
teachers we can depend. Itis a pleasure to them to instruct the young. 
In the town of Milwaukee we have teachers who have taught in the same 
school for the past three years, and the progress made is now plainly vis- 
ible. A three or five months school and a change »f teachers yearly is 
nothing. The learning obtained by such a process evaporates during the 
long vacation <A new teacher is introduced and he introduces new books 
and commences at the beginning, thereby keeping them on a balance. It 
brings very little credit to such school, officers, or parents. "Their princi- 
pal aim seems to be Gold, not Knowledge. In fact a great many would 
be miserable if they were placed in an honorable position. I have-—&bme 
will say—learned enough, (and perhaps that is very little,) and if my 
children know as much, that is all I want. Vain ignorant man! Thinkest 
thou that thou wert placed upon earth merely to exist? far from it. 

The attendance of pupils during winter term is regular. In summer the

attendance is not so regular, the older children are wanted at home, and 
those who attend school are few and very young. The deportment of pu- 
pils is very good in and out of school, the cause of which is the moral- 
ity and respectful deportment of the teacher in and out of school Iin- 
tend, as soon as the fall terms commence, to hold an institute of two days, 
thereby insuring the presence and cooperation of the teachers who are 
in actual service, from which I anticipate much good. The institute held 
last year was on the day before examination, and only three teachers at- 
tended. The facts are that there is not sufficient accommodations in either 
town near to à convenient place for holding an Institute. Several of the 
teachers complain that their income is so small that they cannot attend an 
Institute for two days and an examination of one or two days, while un- 
der expenses. The houses in my Superintendent District are generally 
small and the occupants are not endowed with much generosity.

Nore.—l. Neatness is essential to health and to good morals. Filth is never 
found in connection with pure morality, whatever pretensions may be made to the 
contrary. The habits a child forms at school have more influence over him than all 
he learns from books. No one can over-estimate the value of neatness. Slovenly 
habits should weigh largely against any apphcant for a teacher's certificate. Neat- 
ness does not necessarily include show. Tinselry, and cheap jewelry, and mere ex- 
ternal ornament are not desirable. To my mind they are objectionable, So with 
school houses. Comfort should be sought rather than show. I have visited plain log 
school houses where the spirit of neatness was evidently the ruling spirit. I have 
visited houses of great external beauty that were really full of all uncleanness. 
Teachers may, by example, correct much of the evil growing out of inattention to 
order and neatness. 


CITY OF MILWAUKEE. 


I take pleasure in endeavoring to furnish you with the desired informa- 
tion as requested in your note to me of the 7th inst. I entered upon the, 
duties of Superintendent of Publie Schools of this city on the 6th of Jan- 
uary last. 

I find the labor required in the office, as well as having the care of ali 
the Publie School property of the city, and providing the necessary sup- 
plies, leaves but little time for personal attention to the schools. 

I am well satisfied from observation, in what little time I have spent ix 
schools, that in the greater portion of our schools, there has been good ad- 
vancement made the past year, 

Our schools have labored under a great disadvantage for want of uni- 
formity in text books, and in instruction, which we have partially rem- 
edied, and we are in hopes of fully accomplishing our object by the close 
of this term. 

There was expended last year on account of new school houses, the sum 
of $13,485.91, as follows: 


For the completion of three new buildings,...... o $ 8,671 30 
Furniture for buildings, .............. eene —— O 1, 324 20 
Heating apparatus for buildings,............... (———— ÁO" . 47980 
Fencing and other improvements on and about the school buildings,........ 8, 010 61 


For maps and charts we have expended nothing. The number of Graded 
Schools is nine, with three departments each, and five where the studies 
are of a mixed character. 
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The general average of punctual attendance is 93 6-100 per cent., and 
the progress made in study fair. I think there will be greater progress 
made the coming year, as we are determined to improve our system of school 


instruction, and I am in hopes that at the close of the present year I 


can say our system of school instruction is second to none in the state.

At the examinations last spring there were 195 applicants. 

I required 60 per cent. correct answers on the whole list, or 80 per 
«ent. on 10 selected questions. I issued 61 full 3d grade certificates, and 
41 limited. The fall examinations have been attended by about 50 appli- 
cants. I have issued 15 third grade certificates, and 3 limited certificates. 
On my list of fall questions I required 70 per cent. correct answers.

OCONTO COUNTY. 


In aceordance with your wishes as expressed through the “ Journal of 
Education," and my own desire to see our county and our Schools prop- 
erly represented and benefited, I herewith transmit to you a hurried com- 
pilation of facts and ideas that have presented themselves to my mind. 

ScHooL Hovsxs.—EHvery district reported, in the county, with one ex- 
ception, has a school house, and although the county has been settled but 
a few years, such has been the pride of its citizens, that but two log build- 
ings are now oceupied for school purposes, and they are much more com- 
fortable than many frame buildings I have seen in eastern states. 

One school house has been commenced during the year, which will cost, 
when finished, about two thousand dollars. Another has been completed 
which cost nearly one thousand dollars, while the rest are ali nearly new 
frame buildings, with all the modern improvements in regard to seats, 
desks, &c., and a majority painted nicely inside and outside. Through my 
exertions during the past two years I have succeeded in introducing out- 
line maps into nearly every school house in the county, and in the way of - 
charts, globes, and other necessary appendages to the school room I have 
succeeded in getting up a lively feeling in their favor, and, in some instan- 
ces, have succeeded in getting them introduced. 

Every school house but two has a black-board, and all have pleasant 
locations. Take it all in all our school houses average better than in 
many older settled counties, and are fully up to the average standard of 
convenience, healthfulness, furniture, apparatus, &e. (1.) 

GRADED Scuoors —Like most newly settled counties we cannot boast 
of many graded schools; we have succeeded however in organizing two 
with two departments in each, and I think during next ver will have two 
more in operation. I feel that too much cannot be said in favor of grad- 
ed schools wherever size of schools and location will permit, and I hope 
to see the system thoroughly earried into effect, not only in this county 
but throughout the whole state. 

TEACHERS,—1 have examined during the past year thirty-five Teachers, 
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a few of whom I advised'to attend school, rather than attempt to teach. 
Those whom I had previously examined showed evident improvement, and, 
taking it all in all, I think the standing of the Teachers in this county is 
fifty per cent. better than it was two years ago, and I thank the system 
of the County Superintendency for it, and I hope to see it continue. 

PuriLs.—The general average of punctual attendance in this county 
has not been as good as desired, owing to the great number of families loft 
dependent upon their older children for support (in whole or in part) by 
the enlistment of fathers of families in the army, for the defence of this 
glorious Union. But the general deportment of those attending, as well as 
the progress made in study, has been all that the most earnest could wish. 

PATRONS, &c.— Às regards school visitations, both by parents and dis- 
trict officers, I am sorry to say that there has not been that interest shown 
that I could have wished, but it is no lack of interest in educational mat- 
ters that causes this, for Oconto County is noted as much for her liberal- 
ity in school matters as she is in sending volunteers to the battle field, 
being second to none in wages paid teachers, or in the number of volun- 
teers sent to the war. It rather seems to arise from a habit which is pecu- 
liar to all Lumber districts. My impression is (judging from the experi- 
ence of the past two years) that Oconto county will rank second to none, 
in a very few years, in point of good schools, in comparison with other 
counties of the same description. 

I hope that we all may see such improvements made, as are to be desired 
by every true friend of our common schools, and that the cause of Educa- 
tion (the true foundation of our civil liberties) may ever continue to 
flourish and increase, throughout this beloved Union.

Nore.—1. The more recently settled counties should lay no claim to superior intelli- 
gence, or greater interest in school matters, because their School Houses are better 
than the majority of houses in older districts. They have the advantage of the expe- 
rience of the older counties, and can avail themselves of improvements in buildings 
which are found in the new buildings of the older counties. 

But in the matter of outline maps and apparatus they certainly deserve credit in 
Oeonto County. They are in advance of many older counties in that respect. 


OUTAGAMIE COUNTY. 


The number of certificates given during the year is as follows: Appli- 
eations for third grade 52; granted 37; certificates of the second grade 9 
issued. The teacher who used to work into the mind of the young a 
mechanieal knowledge, is making place for the more intellectual teacher 
of ideas. The old log school house is making room for the frame build- 
ing, and the yet new field of education in this county wears a more 
favorable aspect. Some teachers’ associations were organized, but have 
proved not to reach the point of attention that should be paid to this 
very interesting way of improving in teaching.

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OZAUKEE COUNTY. 


Inclosed please find report from this superintendency for the current 
year. The condition of our schools remains about the same as last year, 
and very little improvement is perceptible. . Some of our best teachers 
have left us and entered into the army. The great demand for soldiers 
has increased the price for common, farm, and other labor so much, that 
any one—not being a cripple—can get better wages and steadier employ- 
ment in working at any other trade, or occupying his time with almost 
anything else than school teaching. This applies to the wages paid in at 
least three-fourths of the districts in this county. (1.) If school were to 
be kept for six months during the year in any one of these districts by a 
well qualified teacher, an extra tax would have to be raised for teachers' 
fund, which the people, in most of the districts, are rather unwilling to do, 
but rely altogether on the publie money to pay the teacher. The conse- 
quenee is, that a “cheap” teacher is hired -for the term of six or eight 
months in preference to a good teacher who would ask the same amount 
of money for teaching one-half of that time, if one can be got at all for so 
short a period. Again, as a general thing, our districts are too small to 
authorize the employment of a good teacher asking a fair compensation. 
Nota little trouble and difficulty I had to encounter in many districts 
where the people desired to have an exclusive German school, or where 
guch school should be kept a portion of the time. You are perhaps 
aware that nearly one-third of the distriets in this county are peopled ex- 
elusively with Germans, while in the other districts, with but here and 
there an exception, the Germans outnumber the other inhabitants nearly 
nine to one. All applications for the employment of such teachers, made 
by the district officers, or rather for the granting to them of certificates, I 
have made dependent upon the unanimous wish of the people in the dis- 
district, after being satisfied that the applicant was otherwise qualified. (2.) 

The last institute, held by me here, was attended by but few teachers. 
I shall endeavor to call them together again for that purpose as soon a8 I 
get through with my examinations. 

Very little improvement has been made in the building of school houses ; 
a few log school houses have disappeared and given place to frame or 
stone buildings. 


The school in the village of Port Washington has three departments ; 


. those of Grafton, Cedarburg and Theirsville, (villages,) two departments 


each ; all the others have but one department, with the exception of the 
Freistadt district in Mequon, which has a second, or German department. 

My examinations of teachers will be held in the latter part of this 
month. Last fall and this spring I have licensed 87 teachers; quite a 
number of them got only temporary and local eertificates. Only one 
teacher received a first grade certificate, and four received second grade 
certificates. On account of our population I must do the best I can with 
the material on hand for teaching, and try, so far as I can, to influence the 
districts to select the teacher best fitted for each district. 

The pupils, as a general thing, are orderly and well disposed, comfort- 
ably and cleanly dressed, and show a laudable desire for acquiring knowl- 
edge—sometimes “under difficulties," 
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The visiting of schools by the officers, parents, and guardians, is rather - 


neglected. lalways inquire of the teacher as to this fact, and find that 
in many distriets not a single call has been made by any of these persons. 
I sent you last spring the questions used in my examinations; this fall I 
shall use similar ones. It is not advisable, as yet, to raise the standard of 
attainments.

Noras.—1. The people grudgingly pay a teacher the same wages paid a day labor- 
er. "They measure the value of services by the time occupied in performing the ser- 
vice, leaving entirely out of sight the time and money required to prepare for such 
service. A good teacher must spend years, at a cost of hundreds of dollars, in pre- 
paration for this work. For this he should be paid. 

2. The law demands that certain branches shall be taught in the English language. 
These branches are Orthography, Reading, Writing, English, Grammar, Geography, and 
Arithmetic. It follows that a qualified teacher must be able to teach these in the Eng- 
lish language. It matters not what his nationality may be. In the German dis- 
tricts, referred to by Mr. Horn, it would be far better to employ a German who un- 
derstands English. By his knowledge of their native tongue he is better able to im- 
part instruction in English even. Such teachers can be readily found. German may 
be introduced as an additional branch by the district board. See sec. 55, chap. 155, 
general laws of 1863. 


PEPIN COUNTY 
(NO REPORT.) 


PIERCE COUNTY. 


Ours is among the new counties, yet I doubt if there are many counties 
in the state that can show a better record of advance in educational matters. 

There have been erected, in this county, the past year, seven new school 
houses, an addition of twenty per cent. to the original number. Four of 
these have been first class frame houses, and three good substantial log 
houses. 

One Graded School has been established. We now have two Graded 
Schools in the county, one of three hundred pupils, the other one hun- 
dred and fifty. The latter has three departments; the former five. 

Our teachers passed a much better examination this year than last. 
Those who have taught before have made the most gratifying improve- 
ment, while our new applicants show that they have been thoroughly 
drilled in the essentials. 

The average attendance and punctuality of pupils has advanced twenty- 
five per cent., and there is such a general interest awakened, and increas- 
ing demand for good teachers, that teacherssof the old stamp find it hard 
to obtain situations. 

The remark is seldom heard now, “She will do for our school, as the 
children are all backward, and any body can teach them.” On the con- 
trary the call is “We want good teachers.”

NorE. —The impression that a poor teacher is amply qualified to take charge of a 
backward schoolis common, and very erroneous. If a schoolis backward, it is for 


one of two reasons. Either early advantages have been wanting, or advantages pos- 
sessod have been sadly misimproved. In either case the school demands the best 
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teachers that can be secured, either to make up for lost time, or to correct bad habits. 
. The reason assigned therefore for the employment of a poor teacher, should urge to 
the employment of the best that can be secured.

RACINE COUNTY. 


In compliance with your request, I submit to you the following report 
of the condition of the schools of Racine county : 

ScHooL Housrs.—Several new school houses have been erected in this 
county during the last year, and have been, in every instance, of a very 
creditable character; and, in addition to these, many old buildings have 
been thoroughly repaired, and rendered convenient and comfortable. 
About three-fourths of our school houses may be called respectable; the 
remainder are defective either in respect to location, style of construction, 
or internal arrangement. There are no log school houses in the county, 
but some that are worse. All of our schools are provided with black- 
boards, and about one-third with outline maps; a few are also supplied 
with charts and globes. The schools in the city of Racine, and in the 
villages of Rochester and Burlington, have more or less philosophical and 
astronomical apparatus. A large proportion of our school houses, includ- 
ing some good buildings, are uninclosed and destitute of suitable out- 
houses. The poorer class of school houses is composed chiefly of those 
built in an early day; but the relation of good school houses to good 
schools, and the influence of school house accommodations and surround- 
ings upon the physical, esthetical, and moral education of pupils, is grad- 
ually becoming better understood, and there is reason to believe that 
those of an inferior character, yet remaining, will soon be supplanted by 
a better class of buildings. 

GRADED ScHooLS.— There are two schools in the county haying two 
departments, and one having three; there are also several schools in 
which assistant teachers are employed, and some of the higher branches 
are taught. None are but partially graded ; but a more thorough grada- 
tion will doubtless be made, as soon as the number of pupils and other 
circumstances will justify the organization of additional departments. 
Unless some system of township gradation ean be adopted, this 1s about 
all that can be accomplished towards securing a gradation of schools in 
this county, except by the union of country districts for high school pur- 
poses; and with the present state of publie sentiment this seems to be 
impracticable. (1.) 

TEACHERS.—1 have examined, during the past year, one hundred and 
fifty-eight applicants for certificates. There are now in force, in the 
county, ninety-three third grade certificates, nine second grade, and five 
first grade. A very encouraging degree of improvement is observable 
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in the qualifications of the teachers engaged in our schools during the 
past year. The present method of examination has not only sifted out 
nearly all of the more incompetent, but has also aroused a laudable spirit 
of emulation among those receiving certificates, that has prompted them 
to improve their qualifications by all available means. Many have availed 
themselves of the opportunities for improvement afforded by the Normal 
classes, organized in connection with the high schoals, in Rochester and 
Racine; about twenty-five teachers were in attendance at the fo:mer 
school, during the fall term; quite a number have also attended various 
other schools, while many have resorted to private study. 

The institutes that have been held, have been well attended, and have 
contributed much towards awakening an interest, and securing positive 
improvement, especially in methods of instruction and discipline. At the 
last session of the institute, there was an attendance of nearly as many 
teachers as there are schools in the county. The success of many of our 
teachers may be inferred from the fact that about twenty have been en- 
gaged in the same school for two or more terms. There is everywhere 
discernible, among teachers, an increased energy, activity, and interest in 
their work ; and with very few exceptions, those employed in our schools 
during the last year, have possessed, not only fair literary attainments, 
but a better knowledge of the theory and practice of teaching, and of the 
difference between teaching and “ keeping” school; they have manifested 
a truer and higher conception of the real character of their work, and 
have labored more earnestly to do their whole duty. 

PurrLs.—The evils of absenteetsm and irregularity of attendance, have 
been greater than they would have been had not the war occasioned an 
unusual demand for the services of children at home. Irregularity of at- 
tendance is one of the greatest obstacles that retards the progress of pu- 
pils and detracts from the efficiency of our schools; but it has received 
increased attention from both teachers and parents, and the teachers” 
monthly reports indicate a decided improvement in this respect. 

In the majority of our schools the methods of instruction are thorough ; 
teachers have labored diligently for the advancement of their pupils, and 
substantial progress has been made; but in some instances the advance- 
ment of pupils in their studies has failed to meet the expectations of those 
interested, chiefly because parents have been so neglectful or ignorant of 
their duty to the school and to their children, as to tolerate their absence 
from school for trivial and insufficient reasons. (2.) The frequent change 
in teachers has also had a tendency to interrupt the progress of pupils in 
their studies, but, in many districts, school is now maintained from eight 
to ten months in the year, and teachers employed by the year, instead of 
for a single term. 


The deportment of pupils is generally very good, in the school room,, 


and during school hours; but too often teachers seem to consider that 
their responsibility for the conduct of their pupils extends no farther; 
they appear to be satisfied if they succeed in promoting the mental im- 
provement of their pupils, without regarding themselves as in any way 
accountable for the proper development and cultivation of their moral fac- 
ulties; they do not consider that the true object of education is the devel- 
opment and eulture, not only of the intellectual, but of the physical, 
social, and moral powers of the pupil. 
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PATRONS.—Our schools do not receive the encouragement that they 
should from the presence of patrons and district officers in the school 
room; the latter are particularly remiss in the discharge of this in por- 
tant duty, considering that besides their interest in the school as patrons, 
they have the additional incentive of responsibility to the law; still, I am 
inclined to attribute this lack of visitation to carelessness, and ignorance 
of its importance, rather than to a real want of interest in the welfare of 
the school. The monthly reports of teachers show that there has been a 
constant increase of visitation during the last year, which I trust will be 
continued in the future. The most marked and significant change for the 
better, is observable in the general adoption of a more liberal and enlight- 
ened policy in the employment of teachers: Iam no longer annoyed by 
petitions from district officers, requesting me to grant limited certificates 
io unqualified teachers; on the contrary, there is now a genera] desire to 
obtain teachers of superior qualifications, and a disposition to allow them 
a more liberal compensation for their services: the almost universal de- 
mand, this fall, has been for good teachers, rather than for cheap ones.

NorEs.—1. The Law of 1858 has now been in force for b years, and I have yet to 
learn of a single instance in which it has been practically applied to the union of 
School Districts for High School purposes. Public sentiment either does not yet ap- 
prove the principle, or finds the difficulties in the way of its execution too great to be 
easily*met. I think the latter is the real reason. There is too much machinery to be 
put in operation, and machinery of difficult management. The Township system, 
uniformily adopted throughout the State, would enable each Town to establish a High 
School as soon as its population would warrant it, and thus make the Schools of the 
sub-districts subordinate and parts of a system, instead of independent as at present. 
This subject is more fully discussed elsewhere. 

2. Many parents fail to realize that absence from School, for trivial reasons, worke 

eat injury to the child. The amount of book-knowledge lost is comparatively the 

t evil attending it. The impression created in the mind of the child, that the 
School is of little value, and the habit of neglecting business, upon slightest pretexta, 
will prove fatal to the prosperity of the child when grown to manhood. 


RACINE CITY. 


Yours of September 7th is before me, and I answer briefly: 

1. No new houses have been built, or improvements made beyond ordi- 
nary repairs. Seven hundred dollars is expended upon the library, in re- 
paire, and purehase of new books. 

2. Our schools are, strictly speaking, branches of one school.

This is the average of all grades, and includes the actual attendance 
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without reference to excuses. (General deportment last year, good. Bo 
far this year, excellent—could not expect better. 

Progress made in study is fair, but schools do not yet work harmoni- 
ously together, that is, different schools of nominally the same grade are 
not working in the same manner. 

5. Patrons exhibit some interest by visitation, but not as muoh as in 
former years. They are generally ready to cooperate when property ap- 
proached. Rarey says “If you seize a horse violently by the nose, he will 
quite likely try to pull away from you.” 

I cannot send you copies of my examination questions, as I had none 
printed for either teachers or scholars, but wrote them upon the black- 
board for them to copy. I find it answers well, and there is no possible 
opportunity of learning before hand what the questions may be.

RICHLAND COUNTY. 


Nothing of general interest has occurred in connection with the work- 
ing of the school system in this county during the past year. There has 
been a steady advance in the right direction, I am confident, although it 
has necessarily been less apparent than during the preceding year, when 
the new system first went into operation. The chief advantage has been 
in securing higher qualifications on the part of teachers—and it is here 
that progress is most promising, as highly qualified teachers will neces- 
sarily exert a healthful and permanent influence in the various districts 
which become the scenes of' their labors. "Through active, energetic, and 
high-toned teachers the parents will be reached in time, and a permanent 
interest in the schools established. 

The character of our school houses has undergone no change for the 
better, but has been rather growing worse. Two or three houses have 
been erected, but no special improvement in style or convenience can be 
noted. The furniture in a majority of the houses remains uncomfortable 
and unsightly. The fear of taxation, together with prospective changes 
in the boundaries of districts, prevents any move in the direction of im- 
provement, and perhaps a want of real interest contributes towards the 
same result. Some changes, however, are in contemplation, and another 
year will doubtless record advancement. But two or three districts are 
supp'ied with maps and charts, and only one with apparatus. 

There are two Graded Schools in the county—one having two depart- 
ments, and the other three. “The Graded School system ” has but slight 
hold upon the confidence of the people. The general disposition evidently 
is to divide the towns into small districts, for the sake of convenience— 
the advantages of large districts and graded schools being unfortunately 
overlooked. In some towns, however, the configuration of the country is 
such, that these small sub divisions appear to be unavoidable. (1.) 

The whole number of applicants for certificates during the year is one 
hundred and fifty-five :—about one hundred and ten third grade certificates 
were granted, including those limited as to time and district, also seven of 
the second grade, and one of the first. An increasing interest is taken in 
the art of teaching, and every opportunity for preparation is improved. 
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The average qualifications are decidedly higher than during the preceding 
year. Some who succeeded at the first examination, failed at a subse- 
quent one, and were in consequence compelled to desist from teaching, or 
apply themselves to study. (2.) 

The general average of attendance forthe winter term was about seventy 
per cent., and that of the summer term about sixty per cent. The large 
number of small children in attendance upon the latter term will in part 
account for the difference, although the necessity of withdrawing scholars 
from the schools to assist in the fields during harvest, is doubtless the 
main reason. In some districts the deportment of pupils showed marked 
improvement, whilst in a few the opposite result was noted, owing, how- 
ever, to some failure on the part of teachers. The “ progress in study” 
has been respectable—much interfered with, however, by irregular at- 
tendance and great scarcity of suitable text books. 

In a few instances, parents have shown commendable interest by visit- 
ing the schools, and thereby encouraging teacher and pupils. Some 
teachers have taken special pains to urge this duty upon patrons, with 
partial success. I think that there has been a slight advance in this par- 
ticular, on the previous year. There is a general interest manifested in 
the schools, but, unfortunately, it is too general—rarely extending beyond 
the furnishing of a meager sum for the paymént of teachers! wages, or 
“the vigorous prosecution” of any difficulty which may exist in the 


. district. 


The law, in my opinion, should be amended in reference to the holding 
of Institutes, so that teachers may be compelled to attend, or the Super- 
intendent left to his own discretion as te the propriety of holding them 
at all. Some, who properly appreciate their importance, will attend un- 
der any circumstances, whilst those who most need such advantages are 
least disposed to avail themselves of them, if attended with expense or 
personal inconvenience—at least attendance upon the services of the 
Annual Institute should be indieated in the certificate, and should raise 
the grade a certain per cent. Our Institute, held during the last week in 
September, was pretty well attended, and an active part was taken in the 
exercises by many of the teachers. 

I have endeavored to present a fair statement as to the condition of the 
educational interests in this county. I am not sure, however, that I have 
succeeded. It would be impossible, in so short a space as is allotted to 
this report, to present a more particular (and so, far more correct) state- 
ment. 

Although as much as was anticipated may not have been reached, all 
reasonable pemons must be satisfied that a marked change for the better 
was inaugurated with the introduction of the present system.

Nores.—l. All small districts are necessarily weak districts. The policy which 
persists in ensmalling districts to suit the size of the house already built is expensewe 
or suicidal. I might perhaps say both expensive and suicidal. If schools be contin- 
ued as long as they should be, either larger taxes must be paid or poor teachers em- 
ployed. Ifthe taxes be not increased the length of school must be diminished to suit 
the wages of a good Teacher or a “cheap Teacher,” (who often proves a dear one,) 
will be employed. It is strange that so many counties of the State have yet to learn 
the important lesson, that as population and wealth increase, their schools may be 
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greatly improved, without increased expense to the individual. Some districts may 
be too large, others may be illshaped, but the fault generally lies in another direction. 
Personal maiters should never be allowed to interfere with the interests of schools. 
2. There are cases in which the persons holding certificates will rest upon. them 
and make no progress. Such should be left behind in subsequent examinations. 


ROCK COUNTY. 


There are in this Superintendent District one hundred and seventy- 
seven school houses, two having been erected during the year, one at 
Clinton Junction, of three apartments, tasty and commodious, scarcely 
excelled in the State in fitness and convenience; the other in a newly 
formed district,—towns of Fulton and Milton, —a very comfortable house 
reflecting much credit upon the inhabitants of the district. The school 
house at Evansville has been enlarged, reseated, &c., and adapted to two 
separate departments of a graded school. 

A better style of architecture prevails in the newly built school houses. 
The age of high desks, long benches, and stair-wayed platform has pass- 
ed in this county. Our school houses are generally good; here and 
there one still remains, a testimonial of earelessness, and gross neglect. 

There were employed— until the removal of Beloit from the Superin- 
tendent District, in April last—one hundred and ninety-eight teachers ; 
in Beloit sixteen, in the villages of Clinton, Shopiere, Edgerton, Foot- 
ville, and Evansville, each two, the above named villages each having a 
graded school of two departments. During the year I have made two 
hundred and seventy-three visits to schools, having visited all but four 
districts, at least once, and many of them twice, and found them, with 
few exceptions, doing well. Parents and teachers have taken an interest 
in the management and success of the schools. "Teachers have quite gen- 
erally made teaching a study. There has been a laudable ambition to do 
well, and the results are apparent in the neatness, quietness, order, and 
enthusiasm, so generally manifest in the school room. The sentiment 
prevails, that the teacher who does not inspire his pupils with a love of 
study is out of his legitimate calling. (1). 

About two-thirds of the winter schools were taught by females, with a 
result fully equal to that reached by the “sterner sex,” and a large num- 
ber were re-employed in the same districts for the summer term. 

The plan of monthly reports to the Superintendent has, I believe, 
worked well, acting as a stimulus to both teacher and pupil, it being im- 
pressed upon the mind of the pupil that absence, tardiness, &c., were to 
be marked and reported monthly. The teacher also has been careful that 
the report be as ereditable to himself as possible. Marking tardiness has 
materially diminished that evil, and whispering has been almost entirely 
stopped in most of the schools. 

Below is a summary of reports from schools, reported for the first month 
of the winter term of 1862—3. A portion of the schools did not report. 
The city of Beloit is not included :

From these approximate results may be judged somewhat the extent of 
classification, uniformity of text books, &c. The greatest hindrance to 
the prosperity of the schools has been irregularity of attendance. This 
alone has rendered some schools almost worthless. Parents, in some dis- 
tricts, keep children frequently at home on trivial excuses, thus doing ir- 
reparable injury, not only to their own children, but to their class-mates 
and the whole school. ` 

The law in regard to examination of teachers, and graded certificates, 
I think, cannot easily be bettered. Much is due the originators of a law 
so perfectly adapted to the aceomplishment of good results. Teachers 
are aroused to activity and zeal, become earnest, strive for a higher 
grade of scholarship, and certificate, and studying more, they fall more 
in love with books, and teach with more enthusiasm. (2). 

I have observed that those teachers who attended the first examination 
under the new system, have nearly all—and many have attended every 
examination since—made marked improvement in scholarship, gaining & 
higher standing at each successive examination. 

During the winter, evening meetings were held in many diatriots, in 
which the improvement of the common schoo] was freely discussed. 

Parents have been somewhat at fault in not visiting more frequently 
the schools. (Food teachers and scholars are gladdened by the presence 
of parents and friends in the school room. 

The School District Boards have, in part of the districts, faithfully 
visited the schools of their respective distriets, but in this matter there 
needs “ line upon line."

The schools of the county are steadily improving in interest, order, and 
methods of teaching and study. The intense interest of the people in the 
war, has diverted somewhat their attention from the public schools, but 
rarely has a term been shortened, or the necessary means curtailed. The 
attendance during the year has been less than heretofore, a result due 
largely to the enlistment of so many of the larger class of scholars, and 
the consequent need of the services of others at home. 

The enlistment of so many teachers and scholars in the grand army of 
the United States, speaks loudly in favor of common schools as a means 
of preserving law, order, and the Republic.

^ NorEs.—1. No truth is more evident than this. The Teacher should set the exam- 
ple of hard study before his pupils. He should show in every recitation that ho has 
studied his lesson. Precept and example combined will inspire most pupils with a 
love of study. Cultivation of the habit of patient investigation should be one aim of 
the Teacher's work Without this habit the pupil leaves his studies when he leaves 
school, with it he remains a student for life. 

2. The enthusiasm of the Teacher depends upon the activity of his own mind. This 
activity is stimulated by study. A Teacher coming fresh from his interoouree with 
the author he is to teach, cannot fail to be enthusiastic in his work. 


JANESVILLE CITY. 


In answer to your circular I would submit the following: 

We have graded schools throughout the city. The city is divided into 
four wards, the schools of which have intermediate and primary depart- 
ments, as follows:

In connection with the High School, we have two Grammar Schools. 

Average qualification of teachers about same as last year. 

Twenty four teachers are employed now in the city, nineteen of whom 
were in the schools last year. 

Average of attendance past year not far from 975 pupils. 

Per centage of attendance for all departments, ninety-four. 

General deportment of pupils has been very good, and in High School 
first rate. "There has been but one case of corporeal punishment in the 
High School during the past year. 

The patrons of the schools have manifested a commendable disposition 
to sustain teachers and schools generally. The co-operation bas, however, 
been of a passive rather than of an active character. à 

We have employed female teachers for all positions, except the posi- 


^ 
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tion of Principal of the High School, and we think the experiment a 
success so far. 

The Principal of the High School is special Superintendent of all the 
schools, and is required to visit them frequently, and to labor for their 
general good. 

The school fund is entirely out of debt, and we are on a cash basis. 

I would suggest the importance of some system of examination of 
teachers and pupils which will test their mental power, instead of summing 
up the number of problems committed to memory. With us, pupils are 
not sufficiently trained to independent thinking. How shall we, in an 
examination, agcertain the teachers' ability to secure this result? 

Apparatus we have none. 

Of Outline Maps we have but one set in the schools, and the reason is, 
our school fund has not been sufficient therefor. 

We use Willson's Charts and Manual in the primary and intermediate 
schools with good results. "Thus far, we think their use has awakened an 
inereased interest in the minds of the pupils. 

Miss A. H. Pearson has introduced, with much success, a system of 
map-drawing similar to that delineated by a class from Racine at our last 
State Association, possessing, I think, some valuable additional features. 

Some of the items asked for in your circular, I cannot furnish for want 
of the requisite data. 

Highest valuation of school building, thirty-eight thousand dollars. 

Lowest valuation, three hundred dollars.

ST. CROIX COUNTY. 


Four school houses have been built in this county during the past 
year. One school house, of small value, has been destroyed by fire. 
The joint district embracing the village of New Richmond has nearly 
eompleted an excellent, large, well-built, and commodious two story school 
house for a graded school The entrance is in the middle of the ond 
which faces the street. On the right of the hall is a large dressing-room 
for girls, entrance door in the hall, with a door opening into the school 
room. On the left is a similar room for boys. The rooms above are 
arranged in the same manner, and are convenient for class rooms, library, 
apparatus. &c. The upper hall is large and well lighted. The walls are 
high, seats of the most approved style, facing the door, and will accom- 
modate one hundred and sixty pupils. The building is surmounted 
with a cupola, intended tor a beil. The cost of this house is one thou- 
sand nine hundred dollars (1) A distriet in the town of Hammond 
has completed a school house costing nearly one thousand dollars. 
The school houses in this county, on an average, surpass those of New 
England or New York. About one-fifth of the permanent school struc- 
tures in this county may be valued at one thousand dollars and over; yet 
ihey are faulty in arrangement, location, and ventilation. 

Only one district in the county has been supplied with a Globe and 
Outline Maps the past year. No schoolin the eounty is supplied with 
any Apparatus. 
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There are two graded schools in this county, one with two departments, 
and one with four. 

During the past year sixty certificates of the third grade have been 
granted, six of the second, and one of the first. There have been issued 
im all, nine of the first grade. Nine applicants have been rejected during 
the year—three of whom have been previously licensed. Most of the 
teachers in this county are studious, industrious, and take higher positions 
at each examination. Their average qualification is much better than 
that of the previous year. Great improvement is exhibited, not only in 
the general management and government of our schools, but in improved 
methods of teaching. The class of teachers which attended the Institute 
this fall, was much larger than that of last year. 

The general average of punctual attendance, general deportment, and 
progress made in studies, has been somewhat higher than during the year 
previous. Though there is increased public interest in the cause of com- 
mon school education, it is a matter of regret that parents and guardians, 
and even school boards, are so seldom seen in the school room. 

A Normal Class, consisting of twenty members, has been organized, in 
connection with the highest department of the Hudson City Schools, un- 
der the able and successful management of Miss Charlotte M. Mann, who 
has had charge of the school for three years. The pupils of this school 
gave a public exhibition during the fall vacation; with the net proceeds 
they purchased Appleton’s Cyclopedia and Bancroft’s. History of the 
United States, constituting a nucleus for a consulting library. (2.) 

There seems to be an inconsistency in the law with regard to certificates. 
A school board cannot contract with a teacher until he holds a certificate, 
and a Superintendent may not grant a certificate unless he knows in which 
town the applicant is to teach. (3) 

In law, a term certificate is not known, but the interests of the schools 
seem to demand that teachers of the third grade who do not stand high, 
should.be stimulated to study and duty by an examination both spring and 
fall, and if they do not progress, they should be denied certificates. This 
has been the case in this county, as the standard of examination has been. 
raised at each examination. 

As a town may contain schools of different grades of advancement, and 
great injustice be done districts under the town certificate system, it ap- 
pears desirable that the Superintendent should acquaint himself with the 
advancement of the scholars in each district, making a record of the 

‘same for future reference, and make third grade certificates in all cases 
district certificates. In this manner every district would be furnished 
With a teacher competent to teach all the scholars in the district. (4.)

Nores —1. I have given in full this description of a School House, because it may 
serve a good purpose to any persons about building. I should advise placing the 
desks in reverse order, 80 that pupils may sit with their backs to the door. 

2. This is an example worthy of imitation. School exhibitions are of frequent 
occurrence. They may always be made productive of good if the means and end be 
both worthy. No time should be taken from other school duties for preparation. 
During the year exercises will be had in Declamation and Composition-Writing. The 
best efforts of the pupils at their regular exercises may fill a programme for a publio 
exhibition. The funds raised by such an entertainment may be properly applied to 
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ihe purchase of Charts, Globes, Maps, Library Books, Apparatus, Musical Instru- 
ments, Pictures or Statuary for the adornment of the schoolroom and the cultivation 
of the finer feelings of the pupils. ` ` 

8. This difficulty may be remedied by the Superintendent granting the applicant & 
statement of standing, and a certificate of the fact that he is entitlea to a Certificate, 
When the town is determined upon, the Certificate may be filled upon receipt of Pre- 
liminary Certificate, and forwarded to the Teacher. Most Teachers have some idea 
of the town in which they are to teach. Schools are often engaged upon condition 
that a Certificate be obtained. 

4. Dr. Van Slyke has thus acquainted himself with the wants of every school, and 
I think I may say with the condition of every class in the schools. The second visit 
paid to the schools may thus be made more beneficial. It requires but little time to 
make such a record. 


SAUK COUNTY. 


The first public school of this county was taught during the winter of 
1841 and '42, (by R. H. Davis,) some nine or ten years after the famous 
Chief Black Hawk, who was wont to roam and tread this soil, received 
and accepted an invitation to visit Washington and several other import- 
ant cities. Where was then but the one school, we now have about 170, 
five of which employ each two teachers, scholars graded; and ono, three 
in summer and five in winter, graded or union; and five seminaries, high 
schools or academies, where teachers have been, and are being qualified 
to supply these schools. Oh that I could speak as highly and send as 
cheering news in regard to the improvements and present condition of 
school houses and school furniture in the county, as I can of the teachers 
of the schools! But, as 1 am in the habit of seeing “jewels” and 
“ diamonds” only where they really exist, I can not speak in very flatter- 
ing terms, under this head of my report, as there have been but one or 
two School houses built during the year, in the county, and not a great 
amount of school furniture, of any kind, procured, except some small 
black-boards. They have, however, a valuable terrestial globe at Sauk 
City, and another in Merrimack, and a few small ones in other localities ; 
a good set of outline maps in joint school district No..3, of Lavalle and 
lronton, and some smaller ones in other districts. Though we have, in 
most parts of the county, what are usually termed good school houses, in 
some others they are very poor. Permit me here to refer to one that is, 
or was, 80 open, the floor in particular, as to cause, last winter, the death 
of the teacher, and a severe sickness of her immediate successor. If as 
great an injury had been sustained by a team, in consequence of the insuffi- 
ciency of some old bridge, as was sustained, by this last teacher's sickness, in 
consequence of the insufficiency of this open fabric of a school house, 
the authorities would have had the damages to foot, but, as it was only a 
teacher, no one was responsible. An open school house is bad, but per- 
haps, even this is not the worst feature of a poor one; great improve- 
ments may be made, even upon our best ones, when all appreciate the 
difference between a close, tight, school house, with a black-board' three 
feet by four or five, and one that is well ventilated, and has all the black- 
board surface that is needed. To be well ventilated, it must be so construc- 
ted that the lower stratum of the atmosphere that contains the carbonie 
acid gas generated by respiration, may be drawn out of the room in pref- 
erence to any other portion. The teacher in a poorly ventilated room, 
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ean but become nervous and irritable, as the result of breathing carbonic 
“acid gas; hence a bad influence will be exerted directly upon those ‘under 
his eharge, in addition to the uneasy, lawless habits which they will im- 
bibe ag the result of breathing this same vitiated atmosphere. The teach- 
‘er in the improved school room, enjoying health and a well balanced mind, 
as the result of having the blood that courses through his veins properly 
oxygenized, and, besides this, surrounded with ‘everything conducive to 
physical, mental, and moral health, has, comparatively speaking, only to 
direct the ever accumulating nervous energy of little ones, that the grand 
results for which schools were instituted, may be accomplished. (1.)

To supply a deficiency, when the examination seasons were over, I have 
given,some six or eight district certificates, to those who came nearest to 
the minimum, number, and about'as many more to those who came in from 
ether eounties after the examinations, or were sick during the examina- 
tions. i h 
At the last examination season, 1 found that the teachers had made 
quite an advance, both as to quality and quantity. of attainments, over 
that of any previous one,as I gave more difficult questions, and raised 
the standard for third grade to 60 per cent., while the per cent. of fail- 
ures was no greater than heretofore. Teachers, as well as the rest of 
mankind, are stimulated by motives, and since the adoption of our present 
school system, they have faith to believe that if they prove themselves 
good tacticians and disciplinarians, and spend time and money, to get a 
certificate,—by the way, this “to get a certificate" has come to mean 
something, —there is a certainty of their being able to obtain some kind of 
a school, in an open field, where they may compete for the best future 
positions in the county, without hazarding the risk of being entirely 
thrown out of employ as a teacher, by having some one who has neither 
energy or ability to geta living at anything else, take the school from 
him because he will stay in the school house and there make an ex- 
ternal application of the Tree of Knowledge for less wages. (2.) As 
means of improvement, the teachers are attending the high schools, the 
institutes, the county assuciations, and several town associations, which 
have been organized in the county, and we hope several others will be the 
coming winter. .

The re- 
marks of the county superintendent with reference to poorly ventilated houses, 
might be as powerfully enforced, if he would take pains to ascertain the number of 
lives sacrificed to impure air in close and unventilated school rooms J question 
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whether some school house of beautiful exterior and elegant finish may not prove 
more fatal to pupils, as well as to teachers, than the one with open floor ‘aid sides. 
Far too little thought is bestowed upon this all important matter of ventilation, and 
Irejoice that seme zealous workers-are giving it the attention its importancé demanda.

We enumerate about one thousand five hundred children in the city, and 
set an attendance at the public schools of about seven hundred and fifty, 
and at the three private schools about four hundred and fifty.

"We sadly feel the lack of enthusiasm which would be imparted to the 
school, if parents would nióre frequently visit them and become per- 
sonally aequainted with their every-day workings. 

Tt ig interesting to notice how large has been the increase in the attend- 
ance of those from the county, who desire to become teachers. The 
county superintendency i is teaching teachers that they need for a while

Of the eight examined for second grade certificates in the spring of 
1862, the average standing was nine and one-fourth ; four of these eight 
have not been engaged in teaching in this county. Of the four examined 
since the first examination, the average standing is nine and one eighth. 

Twenty-three teachers were examined by my predecessor for a third 
grade certificate, at the spring examination of 1862; the average standing 
of these twenty-three was seven and twelve twenty-thirds. 

Fourteen teachers were examined at the fall examination of 1862, for a 
third grade certificate ; their average standing was eight and six forty- 
ninths. 

Twenty-eight teachers were examined at the spring examination of 
1863; to twenty-one of them certificates were granted for one year ; their 
average standing was seven and ten one hundred and forty-sevenths. To 


_seven of the twenty-eight, on account of their limited attainments, inex- 


- 


perience and .yowth,, certificates were granted, for the summer only, 
with tlie express understanding that cerüificates would not be granted to 
them again, until they had more thoroughly qualified themselves for their 
work. The average standing of these seven was five and twenty-three 
forty -hinths. a 

These figures show that the teachers for our last winter's schools were 
more thoroughly prepared for their work than those examined at the 
spring examinations for our summer scheols. They also show that the 
teachers at the spring examination of 1863, did not reach quite so high a 
standard as at the examination of 1862. This may have resulted from 
the fact that the examination was conducted by different persons. In look- 
ing at the standing of those that were examined at both examinations, I 
find that all, with but one exception, stand higher at their second exam- 
ination than at their first. 

I think there is an increased desire on the part of many of our teachers 
to become better qualified for their work, Nearly half of them are taking 
the Journal of Education. Many have bought Orcutt's Hints, and some 
have added other educational works to their libraries; and yet there is a 
good deal of apathy among some of our teachers, who I trust, will ere long 
be bréught to feel a deeper interest in their profession, or they will be 
suffered to find employment in less responsible positions. 

There are six teachers in the county who are continued this winter in 
the school they taught the past summer. In this respect we have.advan- 
eed considerably. There were only two teachers engaged in teaching this 
summer ih the schools they taught last winter. The people seem to feel 
and see the necessity of continuing teachers for more than one term. 
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4, The attendance of pupils has been, in most of our schools, very ir- 
regular, Their progress in study has been very fair considering the 
irregularity of their attendance. General deportmentis good so far as 1 
have observed. i i 

5. Ithink I have observed, during the past year, a growing interest 
among the people generally, of this county, with reference to their schools. 
They seem to feel the necessity of them. They desire to secure the ser- 
vices of competent and efficient teachers. They have kept their children 
generally well supplied with books. There are some dishonorable excep- 
tions to this however. We have but few schools that have not been visited 
by the District Boards, and also by many of the patrons. The people of 
this county, with few exceptions, regard the County Superintendency with 
favor. 

One word more with reference to the law requiring County Superintend- 
ents to hold Institutes. I think the law is deficient in not making farther 
and adequate provision for them, and especially in not making the at- 
tendance of teachers upon them compulsory.

Nowk.—1. It is wonderful with what tenacity the people cling to the old School 
House, even though is was erected as a temporary expedient. From this, I would 
urge upon all the propriety ef erecting no shanties to serve a temporary purpose, but 
to sirike for & good school house at the outset, and be sure and build it large enough 
for the wants of the district for some years to come. It costs far less to add a few 
feet to the size of a house which is in process of erection, than to add the same after 
the house has been once completed, It is good economy to commence at once with a 
good and sizable house. 


VERNON COUNTY. 


On the 6th of July, I commenced the work of visiting the sehools of 
Vernon county. I had not time to visit all the districts, but made it a 
point to go into all the towns, distributing the School Code, and especially 
looking after the small districts. I did not see everything to commend, 
but was not forward to censure, as it has a chilling influence upon the 
mind, and has a discouraging effect upon tlie cause. I found the people 
more interested in Common School matters than I expected; but petty 
jealousy and local strife, in some neighborhoods, are a great obstacle in the 
path of improvement. (1.) Old distriets are not trying to build better 
houses during these war times. Newly organized districts are building 
as good school houses as they think they can afford. We hope in future 
to be able to report greater improvement in the matter of school furni- 
ture, apparatus, &c., than we can this year. Viroqua has one school with, 
two departments. This is all we can report under this head. At our ex- 
aminations 65 actual and prospective teachers presented themselves. 
Fifty-seven received certificates, some of which were only a license. None 
applied for a second or first grade certificate: But few teach in the same 
district more than one term—none but the very best. There are, in many 
districts, a few young plug-uglies and roughs, that come to school just 
enough to maké the teacher nearly all the trouble experienced; if they 
were to come more regularly they would like the school better. Cannot 
the legislature remedy this evil by some compulsory law? Parents and 
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guardians do not visit the schools as they ought; but we’ are intending. 
this winter to arouse the minds of the people upon this subject. Would’ 
it not be better to have second and first grade certificates given to such. as 
excel in the branches taught in the Common Schools, rather than to those 
that give undue attention to branches not required by law to be ‘taught in 
district schools. There is an inclination. to study the higher branches for 
the name of it, which we should be careful not to encourage.

WALWORTH COUNTY. 


In compliance with your circular bearing date of Sépt. 7th, I have the 
honor to submit the following supplementary report: | 

The public school edifices of, this county consist of four log, one bun- 
dred and ten frame, eleven brick, and seven stoié school houses. 

During the year three new, neat, and commodious structures have been, 
built,.to take the place of as many poor, miserable, frame buildings. ` 

There is manifestly a disposition on the part of many. districts to give . 
more attention to school architecture, and especially to the furnishing of 
the school rooms with maps, globes, etc. A number of districts have al-. 
ready voted money to buy outline maps and globes. 
so that they wiil be more comfortable and attractive than last year, and T 
look for a general improvement in those schools. . a 

There are at the present time eight Graded Schools in this county, viz: 
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These schools are all ably conducted by experienced teachers, and are” 


doing a good work for the youth of our villages. . SA , 

I have examined during the year three hundred and twenty-one dif- 
ferent individuals, and have granted four first Grade Certificates, nineteen 
second Grade, and two hundred and twenty-nine ‘third Grade, and With 'a

Quite a number of districts are repairing their school houses this fall, 
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very few exceptions the individuals have taught one term or more in the

Théré have been" twenty-three teachers employed in the same schools

The, teachers employed in our schools, with few exceptions, ure earuest 
in their labors; and well qualified for the duties of their vocation. 

The new system of examination ddopted and the consequent withdrawal 
of those, who, without the shadow of qualification, had for so long usurped 
the privileges and positions of teachers, has, beén productive of much 
good'to our schools—and tlie system'of ‘Teachers’ Tistitutes, inaugurated 
by Mr.“Bathard, and continued since;'has been a very powerful agency in 
improving the'usefulness of the'schools of Walworth eóunty. 

These gatherings of the friends of education have afforded a healthful . 
stimulus to all engaged in the work dt education, quickened their zeal, 
aroused a spirit of emulation among them, awakened a proper seuse of 
the «importance and responsibilities of their office, and of the relations’ 
they: bear ta gociety.. a oe wr s | a 

bës ifoúnd'in my visits to the schools, that. where the competent, 
earnest teacher is employed, the pupil's interest is excited; his attention 
aroused; he in turn, excites the game feeling in his parents, and thus the 
whole:comanunity becomes interested in the school. . Es 

Last year fe average attendance of the pupils registered was about 
sixty-sf and a half percent., but I am gratified to be able to record that ' 
this year the attendaggs has been nearly seventy-eight pet cent. of the 
pupils registered. ` Rh jar to me that this ig an encouraging item for 
our schools; and bas.be&n brought about by the earnest and attentive work 
of the faithful teaehers, Tardiness, the twin evil of irregular attendance, 
has been reduced during the past year in about the same ratio. There is, 
however, much yet to be dong tojeradicate these evils, and it will require 
the combined effort of teachers, parents, school officers and all interested 
in the wélfare of ffr youth, to bring our-schools op, to.w proper standard 
in these particulars.

Thé “crrelessnéss: of parents in this’ particular, oftentimes becomes a 
ositive hindrance to-the schools, and exhibits théir own inconsistency.

Á , M. St E og 5 oar 
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and fed the specified amount of grain. With equal care the mechanic 
oversees his journeymen and apprentices, and the merchant his clerks, to: 
see that they perform every department of business properly. But the 
teacher of their children they seldom or never look after. Term after 
term passes, and they never feel interest enough to encourage either their 
children or the teacher by their presence in the school room. 

Parents and teachers come in immediate and successive contact with 
the children, and it is desirable that the influence of both should be alike, 
harmonizing and elevating. Almost as much depends upon the cordial 
co-operation of the parent, as upon the skillful management of the teach- 
er. The best of teachers may fail of success in many instances, in conse-. 
quence of parental ignorance, prejudice, or negligenee, (1.) 

Finally, in taking a retrospective glance over our educational interests 
here in Walworth county, one will find much to encourage him to press on 
in the good work, with renewed efforts to improve our publie schools, 
“the strongest pillars of a free government.”

Notre. —l. The faci that the teacher stands for the time being m loco parentis, 
makes the thoughts here presented of great weight. Both parent and teacher are 
working upon the same material, each endeavoring to give form and strength to the 
man that exists undeveloped in the child. Mutual agreement and unity of plan are 
absolutely essential to success. The ignorant and careless teacher may easily spoil 
the work of the parent; while the nicest work of a good teacher may be sadly mar- 
red by an ignorant or careless parent. The teacher should learn from the parent 
the physical condition, the mental characteristics, and the easily besetting sins of the 
- child, that he may set about his work of training and correcting intelligently, that 

his course of discipline may be adapted to the condition and wants of the child. 
The parent may learn from the teacher the best method of improving health, develop- 
ing or curbing mental peculiarities, and of conquering and eglieating faults. Fre- 
quent interchanges of thought will be mutually beneficial. e may be had in the 


school room or at the fire-side. The work is one work—why should not there be a 
unity of plans in its execution? : ` 


WASHIN&TON COUNTY. 


In compliance with your circular of Sept. 7th, 1863, I have the honor 
to submit the following brief report: — ` 

1. Somoor Hovses.—Since the time the office of county superintend- 
ent of schools was. created by the legislature, thé number of school houses 
in this county has not increased, ag no new school districts have been 
formed, but, as the annual reports show, the several school districts raised 
always, and especially this fall, so much money as to improve their school : 
houses in regard to their external appearance as well as to furniture and 
apparatus. Thereportof the year 1862 shows sixty-eight log school liouses, 
twenty-eight frame school houses, seven brick school houses, and three 
stone school houses; and the report of the year 1863 only sixty-six log 
school houses and twenty-six frame school houses, but ten brick and 
two stone school houses. (One district having a stone school house has 
not reported.) Many school districts, as I am informed, have, in their 
annual school meeting this fall, raised more money than ever to build or 
repair school houses, and to buy the necessary apparatus, especially maps 
and charts. District No. 2, of the town and village of West Bend, for 
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instance, has raised $2,500 to build a new brick school house, and district 
No. 11, of the same town and village, has already built one, of the value, . ` 
including furniture, etc., of about $2,200. In the villages of Hartford, 
etc., the people also united more and more to enlarge their school houses, 
and to make them healthy and: comfortable for both teachers and pupils. 
The value of school houses in the county has increased in this present 
year over $2,000, and will, as stated above, inerease during the next year. 

9. NUMBER OF GRADED ScHoorLs.—The number of schools in this 
county having more than one department is rather small, as all the town- 
ships, in which no village is situated, have ‘schools with only one depart- 
ment. The two school districts of the village of Hartford, and also one 
school district of the village of, West Bend, have two departments. There 
is not as yet any graded school in the county: ` 

9. TEACHERS.—Not less than 369 teachers were examined, but only 317 
received certificates, of which 19 were granted for the second grade. As 
to the improvement of the teachers, I can state that the majority of them 
have shown and- proved that they love their profession, and that they ear- 
nestly intend and try to obtain all the knowledge required in the several 
branches. The average standing in the branches of the third grade, was 
in the previous yeat from four to five, and in the present year from six to 
seven, on the seale of ten. It also shows the improvement of the teachers, 
that at the beginning of the winter term a great many school districts are 
desirous to have the same teacher employed they had a year previous, 
and that these districts express great satisfaction with their teacher, (1.) 

4 PuPiLS.—Aocoording to the reports of the several clerks of the school 
districts, and the report of the teachers, the pupils in all the schools have 
been more punctual in their attendance upon school than in any previous 
year, and the general deportment of the pnpils has been excellent, and in 
no case has there been any complaint, except in one district, and the 
scholars, by the good and careful government of their qualified and expe- 
rienced teachers, improye in their studies, ag it it is said by all. 

5. PATRONS of the schools, who take interest in the education of the 
young generation, and all those persons who visited the schools during 
the terms, and who attended to the exhibitions held at the closing of 
each term, deserve the many thanks of teachers as well as scholars for 
the interest they have taken in the education and the encouragement they 
have given. In consideration of these circumstances, we may and ean 
be convinced, that our schools will improve every year more and more, 
and that the rising generation will receive an education that makes them 
good citizens and useful and noble men and women. 4 

Through the influence of the patrons of the several schools, the winter 
term, in by far the greatest number of school districts, has increased in re- 
gard to time, so that the average time this winter will be at least five 
months, whilst the average of the previous year was but three and a half 
months, "Teachers! wages also have increased, and the next annual report 
will prove, that in this county, the parents and guardians and the patrons of 
the schools are truly and heartily co-operating with all those who are em- 
ployed in the noble work of the education of the youth.

I have made some effort to enlist an increased interest on the part of 
patrons and-gchool officers, and I think with somé success.’ To accomplish 
this. I have, in the winter season, called neighboring schools together on | 
Saturday, and engaged in some general exercise; and I have usually been 
able to‘managé theih-in such a manner, that-téachere, parents; and pupils ; 
all should take à part. In the summer season, 'pie-nics have been-held; - 
where tenor twenty schools, with the parents ‘and friends, could be path-. 
ered together:.- In all and every instance when gatherings of this charac- ` 
ter have been held; I have pressed upon the. people the: necessity: of pay-- 
ing'mofe attention to their schools, school houses; and.‘school furniture. 

A county ‘Teachers’ Association has been formed, of Whick'4bout one half .. 
of the'teacherg of the county are members. One Town Association has : 
also been formed, and we hope soon to have one in every town in the 
county. I have delivered seventeen public lectures during the year, bring- 
ing the subject of schools home tp the hearts and consciences of the peo- 
ple in as plain and practical a manner as I was capable of doing. And 
although'nà outline inapé and globds shaye.héen-purchased. by the schools 
of the county for years'past, severalseis haye been purchased recently; and 
the strong indication is, that Many móre- will; be introduced; 1 trust also 
that numbers have been induced to visit. the schools, and make themselves 
acquainted ‘with what was done, and what is needed-te be done: f we can 
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get the people to see and feel the necessity of better conveniencies in and 
around the school house, I am convinced they will not be slow to furnish 
the means to provide them. : ` : 

Many of our most competent Instructors of past years, have made the 
noble sacrifice, and exchanged the school room for the battle field. Their 
places have been filled mostly by a younger class, prineipally females, 
many of whom show a commendable zeal, are possessed of fine talents, and 
what in my judgment is of much importance, is, that they are teachable. 

The greatest obstacle in the way of the advancement of schools, is trreg- 
ularity in attendance. Teachers can do something to remedy this evil, 
parents can, if they will, do much more: but I am compelled to think 
it ean never be accomplished, until some suitable legislative act is passed 
to compel unwilling parents to do their duty to their children. It is due 
to the State to see that this is done. If schools are to be supported at 
publie expense, it is the duty of the State to see to it that the money is 
not squandered; and the irrégularity of attendance in many schools, is 
little better than a waste of one-third of the money. 

Another hindrance is the size of the districts—many are too small to 
be able to sustain a competent teacher. The man who will devise a plan 
by which the school districts of this State can be properly consolidated 
will be a benefactor of his race, and be entitled to the thanks of succeed- 
ing generations. 

One of the pressing wants of the county is a High School, where teach- 
ers can fit themselves for their work. We think the system ef County 
Superintendency is gaining favor with the people in the county, and we 
intend that during the coming two years, by the blessing of the Bestower 
of all good, it shall make its mark in Waukesha County, and one that 
“time's effacing fingers" will not soon wear out. «+

Norge —l. I have ever objected to the granting of Limited Certificates, though al- 
lowed by the Law, except in cases when absolute necessity demands. Those whe 
will accept such a certificate, show by their very acceptance, in a majority of cases? 
an unwillingness to prepare themselves thoroughly for their work, and a consequent 
unfitness for the position to which they aspire. Nor will it do to grant such certificates 
upon the simple request of the District Board. The Board is not the proper judge 
of the qualifications of Teachers. The Law makes the County Buperintendeni judge 
in this matter. He should never permit any school to be presided over by an unqual- 
ified Teacher, because requested to do so by the District Board. He is the sentinel 
stationed at the Svhool House Door, to guard the interests of the School. Some in- 
stances may arise, in which there are not qualified Teachers enough to supply the 
Sehools of the county. The Superintendent may then exercise his discretion in 
granting, to the best of those failing in examination, Limited Certificates to a number 
sufficient to supply the Schools. In the older eounties of the State, such limited 
certificates will be very rare. 


WAUPACUA COUNTY. 


In compliance with your wishes and directions, I submit the following 
general report of the condition of our common schools : 

1. Scemoon Houses, FURNITURE, Erc.—Many quite important im- 
provements were made during the past year, even more than could have 
been expected, considering the present times, which tend to draw the 
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attention of our citizens to the raging warfare of our young citizens em- 
bodied in the Union army. Only a few new school houses were built, but, 
in every instance, we can notice the foreseeing thoughts ofthe districts. 
* The houses erected are neat, capacious houses, calculated not merely for 
the present time. Many districts have improved their old school 
houses, waiting with their plans, of erecting new houses, for the close of 
the war.. Especially many improvements were made in furniture, as desks, 
benches, and in making the inside of the school houses appear more 
friendly and homelike. Several districts provided their school houses 
with outline maps, and even a few of them with charts. The number of 
outline maps has increased more than 200 per cent., and would increase 
faster yet if a recommendable set were published, and if they could be 
bought easily and singly in this State. Willson's set of charts proves to 
be a very useful instrument for primary instruction. 

2. GRADED SCHOOLS.—T here are but three districts with graded schools, 
two of them with two, and one with three departments. A union school 
in Waupaca exhibits very clearly the great advantages of the graded 
schools. The citizens in many of the different towns seem to foster the 
idea of organizing town schools; and I believe that a brighter view in 
our political horizon will encourage them to begin. (1.) 

3. EXAMINATION OF TEACHERS, AND THEIR QUALIFICATIONS.—T he 
examinations of teachers were held twice & year, and in stríct conformity 
with your advice and the school law. The following is the result:

Many of those not reaching the standard of qualification for a third 
grade certificate, yet standing high enough for a license, as allowed by 
law, were permitted to teach in certain districts, after an application by 
the district board. 

The standard of qualifieation is as high as recommended by the con- 
vention of county superintendents, as a minimum. The questions are of 
such a nature as to test the applicants not only in “ what they know,” but 
“what they can do.” 

Decided improvement can easily be noticed. Waupaca county has a 
corps of teachers, ardent for self-improvement, zealous in their occupa- 
tion as ‘teachers, and a friendly intercourse among them proves that a 
professional spirit is awake in them. I can justly feel proud of them, 


and feel;only sorry to state, that several of them, endowed with natural, 


faculties as teachers, and well qualified in regard to experience and educa- 
tion, left the county because they were offered higher wages, or were tak- 
ing leave to start a small private school for lifetime. Our present system 
of lady teachers is only objectionable in this point, although it is better 
than the former usage, of degrading the profession of teaching as a step 
for another profession. Teachers are too frequently changed yet; out 
of about ninety districts, merely twelve of them hired the same teacher for 
more than one year. 
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: bi ATTENDANCE.~—Notwithatanding «ny : introduced system of month.

3. One hundred and seventy persons during the past year have pre. 
sented themselves as candidates for inspection, of whom one hundred and 
twenty have received Graded Certificates. Two were granted the First 
Grade, eighteen the Second, and one hundred the Third Grade Certificate, 
I have taken special pains, during the past year, to stimulate to active ef. 
forts the Teachers of Waushara county, by holding Institutes, Teachers 
Associations, and endeavoring to instruct to ihe extent of my ability, and 
have been richly rewarded in witnessing the zea] and interest manifested 
in the cause, which we are endeavoring to perpetuate and extend. 

Teachers appear willing and anxious to do all in their power, for the | 
interests of our schools, but we lack the hearty cooperation of parents, 
who, most of all, it seems to me, should manifest a deep interest in the 
education of their children. But local prejudices, in regard to school 
discipline and school instruction, I find hard to overcome and subdue in 
ihe minds of parents, particularly those of foreign extraction. Our motto 
is, “Labor conquers all things,” 

4. Each district in our county will average about thirty pupils, of 
whom twenty-five per cent. do not attend school]; seventy-five per cent. of 
the remainder are regular in their attendance, making an average of about 

eighteen to each district l 

5. The general deportment of pupils has been good, but a great lack 
of general good morals is observed. I consider morality to: be a very es- 
sential requisite in the qualifications of a good teacher, the teacher's; 
influence ard example being closely connected with the future prosperity 
or adversity of this Republic. (1.) RE 

6. I always make a point to visit the District Board, and gét some one 
if possible, to go with me to the school house to see what we can do for] 
the good of those there assembled, but in too many cases meet with a re-i 
fasal, saying, ^I am so busy to-day, I cannot possibly spend the time.” 
But I am-happy to add that the interest in educational matters is growing] 
and increasing, so that exe long we hope to have the hearty cooperation] 
of every parent in the county. |

« WOOD COUNTY 


Pursuant to your request, I submit for your consideration the follow- 
ing items in relation to schools. Tam not able to report as complete suc- 
cess as it was fondly hoped it might be our good fortune to do, one year ago. 

The number of applicants for certificates in the county during the past 
year was thirty-four; of which one received second grade, eleven the 
third grade, and sixteen district certificates, six having been rejected. 

There has not been any cause of regret for issuing district certificates, 
except in one instance; which result is highly gratifying when it is known 
that there is such a lack of teachers who are entitled to higher grade cer- 
tificates, as to render it absolutely necessary to adopt the aforesaid policy. 
There ‘has seemed to be a fixed determination on the part of this class to 
spare no pains to occupy a higher and more meritorious position as pro- 
fessional teachers. (1.) And, happily for them and the county, there isa 
system of normal instruction about being inaugurated, that will render this 
policy unnecessary, and give allan opportunity of becoming competent and 
efficient in the profession. i 

Much more effort has been put forth by the people in the county, to 
make the school houses more healthful, commodious, and tasty, than on 
former occasions, and two new and attractive buildings have been erected 
during the past year. 

Several districts have been furnished with outline maps and charts, and 
the tax has beer levied for several other districts. 

An Institute was held in the county, commencing March 12, 1863, and 
continuing one week, during which time much valuable assistance was 
rendered the teachers present, and the many pertinent hints of Assistant 
Superintendent Craig; will long be cherished by those in attendance, 

A normal class was organized October 21, and continued till November 
9th, 1863, under the principal care of Rev. J. W. Harris, and although 
the term was short, yet it was of sufficient length to evince clearly the in- 
valuble results of proper normal instruction, and paved the way for a more 
permanent and extended system of normal instruction in the future. And 
we can but express our deep sense of gratitude to the County Board, for 
an appropriation of $100, for the benefit of the normal department the 
ensuing year, (which they made at the last annual meeting, immediately 
after the matter was presented to them,) thereby giving their countenance 
and hearty support to this valuable enterprise. (2.) 

It was our pleasure to visit all the schools in the county once, and all 
but three schools twice, during the summer term, and to spend at least 
one-half day in each school, and in so doing, we have noticed several 
points of much interest to the thinking mind, to wit: 

1. That it has been a universal rule, that in those districts where the 
inhabitants most frequently and systematically visit the school, there the 
best schools are found. There, too, the best teachers seek employment, 
for the reason that the parental influence is such that all good efforts are 
appreciated by the patrons of the school. - 
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2. That the people generally in the countgqhaye manifested very much 
interest in the cause of education, by voting a more liberal tax for the 
support of the school than on any former occasion; and in those districts 
where the people have showed a tight-fistedness in the matter, there we 
found a tight-fisted school, without life and without success. 

3, That the attendance of pupils has been respectable, but by no 
means whatit shoujd and would have beén, had it'mot been for tho uncon- 
trollable offecta of two epidemics, visiting .the. various neighborhoods of 
the county during the spring and summer ‘terms, very much diminishing, 
and in some instances destroying interest in opr schools for à time. 

4. That there is an evil peculiar to some parts of our county, which 
is the non-payment of taxes by speculators, by which many districts, ál- 
though raising burdensome taxes for school purposes, have nothing to pay 
their teachers with but tax certificates or district orders, a sort of pay not 
commendable; and they can not, even with the greatest effort, hire a 
qualified teacher, but are compelled to employ a teacher with a distridt 
certificate, and are therefore suffering under difficulties not easy to remove. 

We have much reason to be thankful, amid all these inconveniences, 
however, that the schools in the county generally are gaining pround in 
the public estimation; that a majority of the citizens unite their efforts 
with the teachers’ and mine, to obtain the best results, and encourage a 
higher standard of. the teacher; that the teachers of the county, though 
generally young, are not forgetful of the general welfare, of our schools 
Nor do any of them, who intend teaching in Wood county, forget to take 
the Wisconsin Journal of Education.

Norus.—1. The policy of issuing District Licenses, is very objectionable in $aun- 
ties where there are teachers enough to supply the schools, who are able ta segure a 
third grade certificate. Such a course will discourage the worthy teachers, who find 
the places they should occupy filled by inferior teachers, holding temporary gert. 
cates. The newer counties find such a course necessary. Tt is cheering to know 
that such teachers nre ambitious and deserving in Wood county. The number of 
such teachers will therefore grow less. é 

2. This is the first instance coming to my knowledge of any appropriation being 
made by the County Board of Supervisors for the purpose of aiding the cause of 
Normal Instruction. It is certainly praise-worthy, and must help muph the schools 
ef the county, if judiciously expended. j 


The experiment of County Superintendenoy has now been tried for two 
years. So far it has been successful beyond my most sanguine expecta- 
tions. It has of course met with some disfavor. Nearly all that has 
been urged against it, is not really chargeable to the system, but to the 
improper administration of it, Upon the part of the Superintendents 

nerally, there has been no lack of zeal, and of patient laboring under 
Abe semen Many have made noble gacrifices for the cause to whiob 
they have so truly devoted themselves. Their salaries haye been small, 
but their purpose to raise the standard of education in thbir respestive 


fields of labor, has been faithfully adhered to.

A few counties have recognized, to some extent, the value of services 
rendered, and have not restricted their officers to the very lowest salary 
the law would allow. With the year 1864 another term of service com- 
mences. I trust those selected as the standard-bearers for the severa] 
counties, will be better rewarded, but under any circumstances let them 
not “bate one jot of heart or of hope,” In my intercourse with the Su- 
perintendents of the State, both official and personal, nothing has oceur- 
red on their part that I would have changed. Their faithfulness, and cor- 
dial sympathy, have encouraged and aided me. Among the many eviden- 
ces of interest in their work, which I have witnessed and remembered, 
one seems specially worthy of note here. While traveling for two or 
three days with one of the Superintendents over his field of labor, I no- 
ticed that his faithful steed espied school houses more readily than I 
could, and when left entirely to himself, he would slacken his pace as he 
approached, until he came to a halt before the door. Verily, that horse 
knoweth his master’s business. 


STATISTICS. 


The tables in the Appendix numbered II, III, IV and V, give the sta- 
tistics in detail. They are without doubt incorrect in many particulars, 
but they are believed to be more reliable than any heretofore given. The 
County Superintendents have in many instances taken unusual pains to 
have their Reports correct. Every county in the state is quite fully re- 
ported. The main facts of general interest are gathered into the following

Levis, in Clark county, is the only town unreported this year. Last 
year two towns were not reported, and in 1861 five were delinquent. 

SorooL Districrs.—The number of districts reported this year is 131 
greater than last year. Making allowance for a decrease of 5 unreported 
districts, it shows an increase of 122, or 22 per cent. upon the number 
reported last year. This is relatively a decrease in number, since the 
number of school children has actually increased nearly 4 per cent. in 
the same timo. 

The counties reporting in full the whole districts and parts of districts, 
are Ashland, Chippewa, Douglas, Jefferson, Kenosha, La Pointe, Outa- 
gamie and Sheboygan. Counties reporting all whole districts, but failing 
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to report all parts of districts, are Brown, Dodge, Green Lake, Milwau- 
kee, Ozaukee, Polk, Walworth, Waukesha and Winnebago. 

Buffalo, Calumet, Door, Green, Iowa, Oconto, Racine, Rock, Shawanaw, 
Washington, Waupacea, and Wood counties have reported all parts of dis- 
tricts, but have failed to report some whole districts. Monroe and Wau- 
shara counties show the largest number of unreported distriets. 

Every year we have some reports sent in after the annual report is 
published. It has been my, custom to receive such reports upon affidavit 
of proper officers that the failure to make such report in time was una- 
yoidable, and to incorporate it with the reperts of the several towns to 
which the delinquent distriets belong, before making the apportionment 
of public money. District clerks have often mailed their reports in 
season, but through miscarriage they have not reached the town clerk in 
season for his report. Some instances have occurred in which sickness or 
death has delayed the clerk's report beyond the time fixed by law. Such 
facts, when fully established, have been deemed sufficient reason for ad- 
mitting the report after the prescribed time, and for making an apportion- 
meni upon the same. The number of such cases is, however, very rare, 
and can, under no circumstances affect other districts injuriously. 


SCHOOL CHILDREN.—The whole number is 320,965; males, 164,100 ; 
females, 156,865. The excess of males is 7,235. The whole number is 
nearly 4 per cent. greater than last year. -In Clark, Door, La Pointe, 
Ozaukee, and Racine counties there has been a decrease. The large num- : 
ber of unreported districts in Sauk and Waushara counties, shows an ap- 
parent decrease in school children in these counties. 

Milwaukee county stands first in number of children, then follow 
Dane, Dodge, Fond du Lac, Rock, Grant and Jefferson in the order named. 


SoHooL TeRMs.—The number of districts that have maintained school 
more than one term is 3,368, or nearly 72 per cent. of the whole number. 
This is 5 per cent. better than last year. The average length of school 
during the year is 120 days. Winter terms average 61 days, and summer 
terms 59 days. In 1862 the average was 109 days. Increase, 11 days, 
or 10 per cent. This a very gratifying indication of progress. 

ScHooLs HAVING MORE THAN ONE DEPARTMENT.—This division of 
schools into departments is an attempt at gradation of schools. In some 
instances it accomplishes all that is desired; in others it amounts to little 
more than a separation of pupils upon the basis of age, rather than upon 
that of attainments and capacity. Imperfect as it doubtless is, it is bet- 
ter than the system of mixed schools, inasmuch as the division of pupils 
upon the line of age will separate, to a greater or less extent, those who 
need different discipline and instruction. 

If I mistake not, Kenosha took the lead in the matter of graded 
schols in the State of Wisconsin. The following letter will be read with 
o Mr. Jilson was for a long time superintendent of the city 
schools : 


Kenosna, June Ist, 1868. 
J. L. Pxokanp.—Jear Sw:—'The grading of our schools has been a matter of 
growth. In 1845, by special act of the legislature, we erected our large school house 
on the free school system, and we graded it then into four departments, the A B C, 
ete, department; the first reader department, and then a large a for all 
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scholars from spelling up to grammar. This was the lower room. The upper room, 
called the high school, took all the vest. 

In about the year 1856 we completed our second large building. We then went 
into a second system of grading, making it thorough from the A B C, to the higher 
department, and have thus continued it, making improvements as far as we could 
and as room would permit, till at present we think we have a very perfect system 
of grade, everything moving right along from the lowest to the highest, as the 
scholar progresses, without regard to age or social position of the pupil. 

As early as the year 1848, a committee was proposed at one of our school meetings, 
for the purpose of investigating and reporting upon the propriety of a union school 
for the then village of Kenosha, to be supported upon the grand list, upon the free 
school system. The committee was opposed and voted down. Then an association 
of some six or eight of us agreed to agitate, and for this purpose we secured 
the use of the Methodist and Congregational Churches every alternate Sabbath 
evening, and gave addresses «pon the subject of free schools. The struggle 
was & hard one, but in 1846 we got the law above referred to, to be voted 
upon by the people. It was carried after a hard tug, and a school house erected 
and fairly in operation before the State convention for State constitution. We made 
the question of free school a test question with our delegates to that convention in 
this county, and through their influence, and other counties, which came to our aid, 
this great magna charta was incorporated into the constitution beyond ihe reach of 
demagogues. It is beyond our estimate to fix the value of this provision. Without 
it I should yearly tremble for our free schools. k 


I look to our free schools as the last hope of this State, with more than one-half 


of its population of foreign birth, to whom the blessings of free schools, or even any 
schools, have been denied. : Yours truly,

According to careful estimates, made in 1860, there were less than fifty 
graded schools of any kind, in the State. From the special reports of 
the County Superintendents, I have learned that there now exist, outside 
of the cities, more than one hundred and twenty schools that are divided 
into departments, and which are more or less thoroughly, and properly 
graded. Whenever we can reach the point of making the people feel 
that the interests of their schoole really forbid the ensmalling of their 


districts beyond reasonable limits, we may hope for a still more rapid in- 
crease of graded schools. 


SCHOOL ATTENDANCE.—In this particular there has been marked im- 
provement during the past year. Since the year commenced, severa] thou- 
sands have entered their country's service. Of these, many were within 
the limits of school age. Nearly all were laborers. Their places must 
be supplied, and older children have been kept from school for this pur- 
pose. If tables should show even a decrease in school attendance, it 
would be. no indication of lagging interest. That this year shows 
marked, and very gratifying improvement, will be seen when compared 
with previous years. To this end the following table is appended:

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During the last fifteex years there are. but three years that show a 
higher percentagé of atténdance, and the figures for those years are so 
unreliable, that only an estimate can be made. Until the last year the 
habit'of reporting was such, that the whole number of pupils registered 
may have been ascertained from adding together those numbers showing 
the attendance upon summer and winter schools respectively, which would 
by no means be a correct statement, since- many pupils would be thus 
twice counted. Great pains have been taken during the past year to ascer- 
tain the facts in this particular, and I feel assured that the reports are 
very nearly correct.

If the aggregate of these items be taken, as has been sometimes done 
heretofore, it would show an attendance of more than ninety-eight per 
cent. of the number of schoolage. The winter schools have been attend- 
ed by fifty-three per cent of all the children, and the summer schools 
by a little more than forty-fivó per cent. The number who have attended 
both terms of the:year is found tp be not less than 100,028, or a little 
more than thirty-one per cent. of the whole number. If, to the number 
enrolled at the publie schools, we add the number at private schools, and: 
make an allowance of ten per cent. for necessary absence, on account of 
sickness or extreme poverty, we shall have nearly twenty per cent. of 
those due at school, who have not ‘entered the school room during the 
year. Of this twenty per cent., nearly one-sixth is in the army. This 
will leave. 17 per cent. of, 820,965- children, who are receiving all their 
education in the street. ^ The larger part of this number will be found in 
the cities of the State. Adams, Clark, Green, Green Lake, Jackson; 
Monroe, Pierce, Richland, St.Croix, Sauk,’ Trempealeau, and Waupdcca, 
counties, show an enrollment of from eighty to ninety per cent. of the

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The percentage of pünetual attendance, as based upon the number en- 
titled to school privileges, is 44, a slight increase óver the percentage of 
last'year.: This percentage will give an actual daily sttendánoe:of but 
141,225. The remaining 73,938 of the number enrolled and the 105,782 
not enrolled, together make an army of truants, whose influence may well 
be feared. Habits of indolence and of consequent vice are being formed 
by a large majority of this army. This state needs tô be aroused to a 
sense of this terrible evil. Every effort, direct and indirect, should be put 
fórth to prevent it. Prevention is easier than curé. The school should 
be made such as will attract children. Parents should see that their 
children are not detained for any trivial cause. All who have the in- 
terests of the state at heart, should unite in bringing into the schools 
those for whose special benefit they are designed. There is progress in 
the right direction, but nota tithe of what needs to be done is yet com- 
menced. School houses must be enlarged and beautified. Teachers must be 
more regularly employed, and must have more sympathy and cooperation 
on the part of their employers. In return for this, Teachers must feel 
more the responsibility resting upon them, and exhibit more energy and 
better system in teaching. Citizens must be made to feel the importance 
of greater liberality and of more steady devotion to the cause of popular 
education. Our state constitution needs such an amendment as will allow 
an apportionment of public funds upon the basis of school attendance, 
rather than upon thé cénsus of children. When this is accomplished 
public sentiment may sustain a law enforcing attendance upon school. ' 

The number of/children under 4 years of age reported as attending 
school is 583 less than for the year 1862. This is a falling off ‘of nearly 
25 per cent., (I wish I could say 100 per cent.) No child should be sent 
to school under 4-years of age. eee de 

TEACHERS.—The number of persons engaged in teaching the past year 
is 7,403; classified nearly as follows: Males 1,894, Females 5,509. .Of 
this number 5,976, a little more than 80 per cent., have ‘béen éngagéd'in 
teaching previous to the past/year.

The reports received from County Superintendents lead me to believe 
that the number employed for the year in the same schools is considerably 
above the. minimum named. Admitting the minimum to be the true 
number, we have a very respectable number, who may be regarded as 
Teachers for life. ` a 

I have collated a few facts from the special reports relative +0'fhe cer- 
tificates held by Teachers now in the state, and find that about 45 per 
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cent. of the applicants have failed to pass the examination required. Of 
those passed, not more than one hundred hold First Grade Certificates. 
About two hundred and seventy-five hold Second Grade Certificates. 
More than one thousand hold Limited Certificates, and the balance have 
Third Grade Certificates. This enumeration does not embrace city 
Teachers, since they are not examined by the County Superintendents. 

Many who might easily secure First or Second Grade Certificates have 
rested content with a Third Grade, since it involves an examination upon 
all branches they are required to teach. 

Dodge, Grant, and Waupacca counties take the lead in number of First 
Grade Certificates. : :

In some of these instances, the number of teachers upon which the average 
is based is very small The highest average may be the actual wages paid 
a single Teacher, and so with the lowest average. No person seeking 
employment as a Teacher, should be guided by the averages. The actual 
wages paid may serve as a guide. SÉ 

Twenty counties in the State pay an average of over $30 per month to 
Male Teachers during the Summer Term.

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Six eounties pay an average of over $20 per month to Female Teachers 
during the Summer Term. 

ScHooL Taxes.—The whole amount of School Taxes for the year is re- 
ported at $679,798.99, which is less by $23,565.55, than the taxes for 1862. 
As population increases, the expenses of schools should increase slightly, 
but for two years past Taxes have been lighter, and yet I am satisfied that 
schools have not been poorer. During the last year the proportion of 
Female Teachers employed has been much larger than before, thus dimin- 
ishing the amount of money needed for Teachers’ wages. The principal 
diminution, however, has been under the head of School House Taxes, and 
Taxes for Incidental Expenses. Milwaukee County raises the largest Tax 
for Teachers’ wages, —next comes Rock County, and next Fond du Lac. 

It would create less trouble if all Taxes for Teachers’ wages could be 
raised by Towns, and then expended by Town School Boards. This can 
only be done under the Township District System. 

Of the $2,446.75 raised for purchase of Maps and Charts. Waupacea 
County takes the lead. Winnebago and Dodge Counties follow Waupacca, 
with nearly an equal amount. 

From the following Table showing the amount of 'T'ax raised per scholar 
for Teachers’ wages, it will appear as a general thing, that counties hav- 
ing the least population in proportion to territory, are compelled to raise 
the most money per scholar. This is true of districts as well as of coun- 
ties, and may be used as an argument in favor of large and populous dis- 
tricts. :

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Much money raised by districts is very carelessly expended. Incom- 
petent men are sometimes intrusted with public funds, so that a portion: 
of the taxes raised for schoo] purposes is wasted. From correspondence 
received at this office, I am gratified to believe that there is improvement 
in this matter, and that funds are better cared for than during years past. 
There seems to be a disposition to select better men, and to hold them to 
strict account for the faithful performance of their duty. 

During the year there has been placed in the hands of district treas- 
urers more than eight hundred thousand dollars. So large a sum should 
not be intrusted to even 4,000 men without the guaranty afforded by 
intelligence and honesty. 

ScHooL HOUSES AND Bopoot, Housk Sıres.—The number of school 
house sites containing less than one acre is 216 more than last year, and 
the number of sites uninclosed is 147 more than last year. These stato- 
ments prove the inacuracy of reports, or growing negligence on the part of 
the people. I have no doubt that the former is the true conclusion, for I 
am convinced that the people are not more careless than in 1862. The 
counties having the largest number of small, and of uninclosed sites, are 
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generally those having the largest population and the most wealth. This 
ought not so to be. 

The number of school houses without black-boards is quite small, 493. 
I fear sóme are reported as having black-boards that have but a poor 
apology for such a useful piece of furniture. In many school houses I 
have found the blackboard entirely inaccessible to the small children, for 
whose benefit it should be prepared. Ashland, Douglas, Kenosha, La 
Pointe and Racine counties report no destitution in this respect. But 
two of these counties have many school houses that could be destitute. 
The counties that report the greatest lack of black-boards are invariably . 
heavily timbered counties, showing the truth of the old adage that 
“ Bhoemakers' children often go barefoot.”

Ashland and Racine counties have no log school houses, and Kenosha 
eounty but one, Nearly one-fourth of the log school houses of the State 
are found in the counties of Washington, Richland, Manitowoc, Sauk, 
Vernon, and Dane. ; 

Dodge county has the largest number of frame school houses. 

Jefferson county has the largest number of brick school houses. 

Dane county has most stone school houses. 

Grant county takes the lead in amount of tax raised for school houses. 

'The average valuation of school houses is nearly $4 less than last year. 
This does not show any real decrease in total valuation, for there have 
been some very valuable houses erected, but it evinces a more correct ap- 
preciation of the value of a school house. Some fanciful values are still 
attached to relies of school houses, and some are not ashamed to own 
that they allow a school house worth from three cents to three dollars, to be 
occupied by their children during the winter months. 

The city of Janesville reports the most valuable school house, $38,000, 
but its lowest valuation is reported at $300. Sheboygan city has but one 
house, and that is valued at $10,000. Milwaukee and Beloit report no 
house worth less than $4,000. Depere, Brown county, has none worth 
less than $3,500, and La Crosse, and Boscobel, Grant county, have none 
worth less than $3,000. 

Rock county stands first in amount invested in school houses, $121,975. 
Then follows Milwaukee, $95,000; next Dane, $76,532; Dodge, $69,- 
589; Grant, $60,233; Racine, $60,400; Waukesha, $54,175; Fond du 
Lao, $45,950; Walworth, $44,707; Winnebago, $42,304; Columbia, $41,- 
494; Kenosha, $41,118. All others fall below $40,000 each. 

Privates ScHooLs.—There is nothing in the reports under this head 
that is deemed very reliable. District clerks have no data to go by which 
will make the reports a safe basis for any comments. 

LIBRARIES.—The number reported is very small. I have just received 
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a very neat and well classified catalogue of the books in thé Racine high 
school library. The library numbeřs..1,580 volumes, of which all, with 
perhaps the exception of. 100; are most excellent books.

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SCHOOL FUND. 


This fund will be fully explained by reference to thé following pro vis 
ions of the constitution and statutes of the state: Section 2 of article 10 
of the constitution of the state, provides that ‘‘the proceeds of all lands 
that have been or hereafter may be granted by the United States to this 
state, for educational purposes, (except the lands heretofore granted for 
the purposes of a University,) and all moneys, and the clear proceeds of 
all property that may accrue to the state by forfeiture or escheat; and all 
moneys which may be paid as an equivalent for exemption from military 
duty ; and the clear proceeds of all fines collected in the several counties 
for any breach of the penallaws; and all moneys arising from any grant 
to the state, where the purposes of such grant are not specified; and the 
five hundred thousand acres of lands; to which the state is entitled, by the 
provisions of an act of congress, entitled “an act to appropriate the pro- 
ceeds of the sales of publie lands, and to grant pre-emption rights,’ ap- 
proved the fourth day of September, one thousand eight hundred and 
forty-one; and also the five per centum of the net proceeds of the public 
lands to which the state shall be entitled on her admission into the Union, 
(if congress shall consent to such appropriation of the two grants last 
mentioned,) shall be set apart as a separate fund, to be called the Schoo) 
Fund. 

Provision is also made by law, that twenty-five per cent. of the net pro- 
ceeds of the lands granted to this state by act of congress, approved Sep- 
tember 28, 1860, and all of the purchase money for the lands selected by 
or under authority of this state in lieu of swamp and overflowed lands sold 
or otherwise disposed of by the United States, since the passage of the 
aforesaid granting act, shall form and be constituted a part of the School 
Fund of this state.” —(From Report of Hon. J. T. Lewis.) 


The only sources that have been to any extent available, are 

1. 16th Section Lands, 500,000 Acre Tract Selected Lands, —(accord- 
ing to act of congress above referred to.) 

2. Swamp Lands, — (one fourth, according to State Law.) 

The Fund has been very slightly increased by collections of Fines for 
breaches of the penal laws. | 

The five per centum of the net proceeds of the public lands, to which 
the State was entitled, upon her admission to the Union, has been with- 
held, to offset some claims held by the General Government against the 
State, on account of the Rock River Canal Grant. 

The 16th Section Lands, the 500,000 acre Tract, and the Selected Lands 
have been sold, the purchasers paying 10 per cent, of purchase money in 
advance, and receiving certificates of sale upon which 7 per cent. annual 
interest must be paid by the purchaser in advance.—(The Law of April 
2, 1862, quoted below, changes the conditions of sale.) Payment of inter- 
est at any time previous to the 31st day of May, is by law made advance 
payment. Six months or more iz allowed for redeeming lands that are 
forfeited by non-payment of interest, a penalty, of 3 per cent. upon pur- 
| chase money due, being demanded of the person holding the certificate. 
| At the expiration of the time allowed for redemption, the lands are thrown 
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into the market, and if no purchaser appears, they are bid in by the Btate, 
and are held subject to sale. 

The Swamp Lands are sold as above—except that the Commissionérs 
have power, in their discretion, to demand a larger percentage of the pur- 
chase monéy in advance. The purchasers may at any time pay up the 
balance due upon their certificates, or any part thereof. When full:pay- 
ment is made, Patents are issued by the School Land Commissioners. 

, Here it may bo proper to remark, that by decision of the Supreme 
Court, the Patents issued by the Governor of the State, are void, and new 
Patents have been issued by the School Land Commissioners, which can 
be secured by those holding the invalid Patents, upon presentation of the 
Patents now held. 

All money received upon Principal from the sales of School Lands, and 
one fourth of all money received from sales of Swamp Lands, and the 
three per cent. (formerly five per cent.) penalties for non-payment of 
interest at the proper time, are loaned by School Land Commissioners, as 
upon sufficient securities at 7 per cent. interest. Until 1862, these loans 
were made, in sums not exceeding 500 dollars, to individuals in different 
parts of the State. Since the spring of 1862, the whole is loaned to the 
State. Under the former system of loaning, Mortgaged Lands were sold 
upon forfeiture of loans. 

The interest upon certificates, and the interest upon loans, constitute 
the School Fund Income which is distributed each year. This Income of 
course varies with the transactions of each year. Some years large for- 
feitures are made, and no re-sales are effected. Much Jand therefore comes 
back to the possession of the State, and of course no interest is realized 
Up to the year 1858, and including that year, large sales were effected. 
With the financial reverses came very large forfeitures of certificates. and 
Mortgaged Lands. These forfeitures continued large until 1861. During 
the year 1862 they were much smaller, and during the year 1863 atill 
smaller. As forfeitures diminished, sales increased, both being affected 
by the same causes.

decréase of $69,603 52. In Swamp Land Certificates there is an inoreaso 
of $2,152 20. In School Fund Loans there is an increase of $110,011 88. 

The decredse in School Land Cértificates arises from an excess of pay- 
ments, and forfeitures over sales for the year. When full payment is 
made there is no further danger of forfeiture. — 
_ The increase in School Fund Loans arises from the excess of payments 
upon certificates and loans, over forfeited loans. 
, The change made in investment of School Fund, by the legislatures of 
1862, and 1863, saves much to the Fund, since there is no danger of for- 
feiture, and the rate of interest is the same as before, while the expense 
attending its care is really diminished.

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TEXT BOOKS. 


Four years observation has not changed at all my general views upon 
the subject of text books, as expressed in my report for 1860. I there- 
fore repeat, in the main, what I then said. " 

In examining text books for recommendation, I have given attention 
only to such as are proper subjects of study in the common district 
school. The teachers of high schools, and of union schools, who are’ 
generally retained year after year, are better judges than I of what books. 
are best suited to their schools. In fact the more advanced schools 
should not be confined to any partieular text book. They should have 
a wide range of reference books, using as a special text book that which 
best suits the teacher. The objection of frequent change oan not lie 
against this course, since the same teacher is continued for several succes- 
Sive years. In our common district schools, however, changes in teachers 
are made almost every term; hence the wisdom of our legislators.im tak. 
ing this matter of the selection of text books out of the hands of the 
teachers, and providing that “The board in each school distriot shall 
have power, under the advice of the Superintendent of Publio Instruc- 
tion, to determine what school and text books shall be used in the several 
branches taught in the school of such district." (Section 63, chapter 
155, general laws of 1863.) This duty of..the district board is very-gen- 
erally neglected, and just complaints are made of the frequent changes of 
text books, Each new teacher has his favorite authors, and if permitted, 
will introduce a complete change of books, involving often great expense 
to the district without any corresponding advantage. If uniformity be. 
attained at all by such a course, i$ is an ever-changing uniformity. The 
almost universal result of such negligence on the part of the district 
board is a great diversity of text books, requiring multiplication of elass- 
es to a great extent, and a corresponding diminution of time given to each 
class, so that in some schools more time is spent in passing to and from 
their so-called recitations, than is spent in recitation itself, Uniformity of 
text books is absolutely essential to the success of any school. It is very 
desirable for a town, and for such a tract of country as seeks its supplies, 
at a common commercial center. 

The books I have recommended below are such as commend themgelves 
to my judgment. I would advise their adoption in all schools where no 
uniformity at present exists. Where uniformity has been already secured, 
I cannot advise a complete change, for in the multitude of good books one 
can often find little to choose between them, and the cost of a change 
will more than overbalance the superior merit of the books recommended.

' NORMAL SCHOOLS, 


Sinee 1859 Teachers” Institutes have been quite frequently held. At 
first they were seldom continued beyond one week. Many were of shorter 
duration. During the four years of this continuance, the demand for 
longer sessions has steadily increased. During the fall of 1863, several 
Institutes were held, varying in length from four to twelve weeks. This 
change in length of sessions, has sprung from the inevitable tendency of 
such institutions. As the Teacher has realized the benefit of the Insti- 
tute, he has felt more and more the necessity of professional culture. 
Short Institutes will not meet this necessity, neither can it be fully met 
by county normal schools, since they are but poorly supplied with proper 
teachers, and with such appliances as are indispensable to their highest 
success. 

During the past six years the board of Normal Regents has endeavored 
to eneourage professional training, by rendering assistance to such schools 
as would establish and maintain a Normal Department. For two years 
this aid was given to schools in proportion to the number of pupils pur- 
suing certain prescribed studies. The course prescribed was such as to 
entitle the school to aid for nearly all its registered pupils. Little or no 
good was accomplished by this course. During the past four years bet- 
ter regulations have prevailed, and only such pupils as could pass a re- 
quired examination have been counted as normal students. This exami- 
nation has been thoroughly conducted, and the majority of those who have 
received the recommendatory certificate, granted by the Board of Regents 
are actually engaged in teaching. None have been admitted to the Nor- 
mal classes who were not designing to teach. These Normal Departments

of colleges, academies, and high schools, have not satisfaotorily met the 
necessity. They are almost always subordinate departments, nor will tho 
aid furnished, warrant giving them a prominent place. They will in all 
cases, therefore, be of secondary importance in the minds of the trustees 
and teachers. Much good has been accomplished by these agencies, but 
they are a£ present inadequate to the demand. Permanent normal schools 
are needed, whose sole business shall be the training of teachers. The 
department of normal instruction of the State University, has been open- 
ed within the past year, and the attendance has been very large. Many 
pupils connected with it, are not normal students, and have no expecta- 
tion of engaging in the work of teaching. The circumstances under 


-which it was opened, rendered such a course advisable A course of study 


"has been adopted, but it wil be next to impossible to pursue such a 
course of training in the art of teaching, as is essential to complete por- 
fessional culture. The model school can not be engrafted upon the Nor- 
mal Department of the University. By degrees this will be made a 
strictly Normal School, so far as it can be. There is no reason why it 
will not be needed, and patronized as a permanent school. 

No one school will supply the wants of the State. The State should 
make liberal provision for the professional training of her teachers. At 
any rate à movement should soon be inaugurated to establish one school 
at some point that cannot be easily accommodated by the Normal Depart- 
ment of the State University. Eventually, still other Normal Schools 
will be erected. We shonld look to the establishment of not less'than 
four such schools, including the Normal Department of the University. 
Whenever the State is ready to establish such a school, there will be little 
difficulty in securing, from interested localities, the offer of suitable build- 
ings. No argument need be adduced in favor of the Normal School. Its 
advantages and its claims are well understood. The only question that 
can arise is a question of time of establishment. Tt is my impression that 
the present is the proper time to take the initiatory steps. 


STATE TEACHERS' ASSOCIATION. 


The eleventh Annual Meeting of this Association, was held at Keno- 
sha, July 29th, 30th, 31st, and August 1st. S. H. Peabody, Principal 
of the High School of Racine, presided. Professor Emerson, of Beloit 
College, delivered the first address—subject—'* Popular Education.” The 
speaker traced the origin of the idea to Greece, and gave to her bards 
the honor of originating the most improved methods of imparting instruc- 
tion to the young. The effect of education upon individuals in uniting 
them, and making one of many, was happily illustrated. The strength of 
the State lies in the proper education of the citizens. : 

The President, S. H. Peabody, after touching briefly upon the marks 
of progress in the educational field, dwelt at length upon the proposed 
Agricultural College, and urged its establishment upon the broad basis of 
a Polytechnic College, furnishing technical instruction in construction, 
(including civil engineering, and architecture,) mining, and metallurgy, 
mechanics, chemistry (with its applications to manufactures and agricul- 
ture,) and military tactics. The importance of making provision for such 
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instruction in our own State and country, was enforoed by statistics show- 
ing onr dependence upon other nations for many of the fruits of.scien- 
tifio training. ; 

Prof. R. Edwards, of Illinois State Normal School, addressed the As- 
sociation upon the “influence of teaching upon the character of the 
teacher." The lecturer defended the proposition, “that a teacher may, 
in all respects, be manly, since his profession, rightly viewed, never 
dwarfs, but always expands his powers." 

J. D. Philbrick, Superintendent of Schools of Boston, urged upon: 
teachers the important work of “self-culture.” Prominent examples 
were adduced in illustration of his theme. 

The matter of physical education, was presented both theoretically and 
practically, by Prof. Hascall, of Michigan. , 

A committee appointed at a previous meeting, reported upon some 
needed modifications of our school system. The main portions of the re-: 
report, are herewith presented. l 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON REVISION OF THE SCHOOL LAWS. 


The Committee respectfully Report: 


That in the hurry of the last session, no instructions were given them 
as to the specific service expected, aud that they have been left therefore 
very much to their discretion. It seems fitting to them to review briefiy 
at this time the past action of the Association, to advert to the present oon- 
dition of the School laws, and to make some suggestions for the fature. 

Although characterized by indomitable cnergy and much intelligent 
shrewdness, the settlement of our newer States, unlike the founding of the 
American Colonies, has not been under the leadership of minds whioh 
might be expected to originate new institutions or systems. New phases 
of society result indeed from new and peculiar circumstances of life, but 
the early settlers of the West were a class, who, having the hardships of 
pioneer life to encounter, and no superabundanee of this world's goods, 
were content, for the most part, to imitate and reproduce that to whioh 
they had been elsewhere accustomed. A large and influential portion of 
the early settlers in this State, were from New York, and in giving to 
community its organic structure, it was but natural that they should con- 
form very much to the educational as well as the governmental and mu- 
nicipal systems of the “ Empire State.” Hence in school matters they 
bequeathed to us, first the imperfection of the single, independent district, 
borrowed originally from New England; and the plan of a county super- 
vision of schools being just at that time. under a cloud at home, they went 
back to the insufficiency of a town superintendence. The first enactments 
made no provision for grading the schools, and none for supplying them 
with trained teachers, although the Constitution contemplates the estab- 
lishment of Normal Schools. 

Some of the early teachers and school officers of the State more clearly 
apprehended her immediate and prospective educational wants, than did 
those who shaped her first educational legislation. As far back aa the 
Second Annual Meeting of this Association, held in Madison in 1854, the 
little band of teachers who then assembled, as our historian revordg, in 
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an obseure room in the court house, and two of whom at least are with us 
to-day, began to consider these wants and the defects of the school sys- 
tem. At this and subsequent meetings, the importance and necessity of 
an Educational Journal, of Graded Schools, of Teachers’ Institutes and of 
Normal Schools were discussed; the Legislature was memoralized, and 
the aid-of the State Superintendent invoked. The first Superintendent of 
the State, Hon. E. Root, discussed some of these subjects in his first Be- 
port, particularly that of graded schools, and-his successors have fre- 
quently called attention to our wants in this and other respects. 

These efforts were not altogether unsuccessful. In 1856, an Educa- 
tional Journal was established, and through the agenoy especially of the 
first resident editor, Mr. McMynn, the patronage of the Legislature was 


. secured in its behalf, and for several years it has formed one of the public 


educational agencies of the State. Special enactments to meet the wapts 
of cities and villages have been granted, but no general plan for the intro- 
duction of graded schools has yet been incorporated into our school laws. 
The law of 1858, authorizing the union of any two or more eontiguous 


districts for high-school purposes, has been inoperative, for the reason - 


that except with an evident prospect of material advantage, people do not 
readily make changes of this nature which are merely permissory and not 
obligatory, and because the same end is attained in villages by the consol- 
idation of districts. . 

- In 1857, an act was passed appropriating twenty-five per cent. of the 
income arising from swamp and overflowed lands for Normal School pur- 
poses, and provision was made for a Board of Regents. to regulate ita dis- 
tribution, This Board has.never judged itself authorized, under the act. 
to establish a Normal School,.and the money at their disposal has been 
applied to the aid of schools and institutions which have from time to 
time organized and instructed Normal Classes so called, and to some ex- 
tent alsd for the support:of Teachers’ Institutes. The State is still destitute 
therefore, of Normal Schools as a result of the provisions of her Constitu- 
tion, although the'Normal Department of the University has recently been 
re-opened, with an encouraging prospect.of usefulness and success. 

In 1858, this Association at its session in Portage, after considerable 
discussion at. that and the previous meeting at Waukesha, adopted, on 
Report.of its Committee, General Plans for a School System and for Nor- 
mal Instruction which may be briefly stated as follows: 


1: The union of the districts of each town, village or city under one 
Board, each local district electing a member of the Board, and this Board 
to have the power of establishing schools of different grades as required. 
and to elect a Secretary who should be ex-officio Inspector or Superin- 
tendent of Schools. i 

2. The Inspectors of the several Union Districts of each county, or 
other territory- designated for that purpose, to form a County Board of 
Education, and to appoint a Superintendent for the county, or other ter- 
ritory forming a Superintendent district. 

3. The several Superintendents of the State thus appointed to consti- 
tute a State Board of Education, of whom the State Superintendent should 
be President, and the Chancellor of the University and the Principals of 
Normal Schools ex-officio members. ; 
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The “Plan of Normal, Insfruetion ” adopted embraced the following. 
agencies: Sei 
SE Model instruction in a model school connected with the High 
School of eách town or other High School District, together with suitable 
encouragement to pupils who aspire to become teachers. 
2d. Efforts at Self-Improvement, in Town Associations of Teachers, 
assembling weekly at the central school, under the direction of the Prin- 
cipal of thé High School. dee 

3d., Semi-annual Institutes, held under the direction of County Super- 
intendenta, and aided by the State. 

4th: An Itinerant Normal Faculty, who, in conjuctign with the County 
Superintendents, should give instruction in the Institutes. 

Sth. Normal Academies, furnishing a good disciplinary course of“in- 
struction, but aiming especially to impart both the general and technical 
ability to teach. E 

6th. A Normal School proper, as a State institution, and forming one 
of the several schools that make up a complete University. 


“The immediate efforts made to procure the Legislative sanction of any: 
ef these recommendations failed, The, subsequent appointment by the 
Legislature of a Committee to revise the school laws, of which the then 
Changellor of (be University, Dr. Barnard, was made Ohairmaa,: failed 
also to yield any results. Two years since, however, at the instance of our 
present State Superintendent, an act was carried through. the Legislature, 
providing for a: County Superintendeicy of Schools; and this, with an im- 
proyed system of examining the teachers, has now. been in operation somè: 
eighteen months, with very. gratifying. results. INE 

Atithe end of five years service therefore, (for some of their number 
have been in, commission, for that length of time,) your committee are 
able to. report the proper realization; through ‘legislative enactment, df 
only:ese,of the important measures to which the Association affixed the 
seal of ita sanction: at the.time indicated. A e oar 

Much has been gdined however in other respects. The remaining:de-. 
feta; of our sctiool-aystem.haye been widely, gnd-in various waya discuse- 
ed; and our educational “wants are more widely and sensibly felt. Nós, 
only have the seeds.of improvement been sown by the Association, but. 
the, seed has sprung up and is ripe for the harvest. It should also be 
noted that under the patronage of the Normal Regents, and the direction 
of the County. Superintendents, the State. during the past four years has 
been ploughed and cross-ploughed by Institute work, which, while tend- 
ing. in many ways;to awaken new interest in education, has been especially 
important, in connéction with the more strict examinations of teachers, 
in showing the neaessity of better qualifications on their part. As the, 
result in;paré-no doubt of the demand. thus created, the Regents of the 
State University have re-opened the Normal Department of that Institn-- 
tion, and upon what it is hoped may prove a permanent basis, 

In conclusion it remains to indicate our present wants, and to make 
some suggestions as to the manner in which they may be supplied. 

Your Committee will not dwell upon the advantages of that change. 
whigh, seems to be first and most. imperatively. needed, and which should 
precede the other changes required—the consolidated or H nion system of: 
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Schools in our towns. If any argument is needed, others present will be 
able to supply it. Several other States have fortunately incorporated this 
feature into their systems from the outset. The longer we delay it, the 
more difficult it will be. After reaching a certain age, the chances for 
passing from single blessedness to a better condition are said to be much 
diminished. 

Your Committee have seen no cause to doubt that the view adopted by 
the Association five years ago, as to the best method of filling the placo 
of County Superintendent, was a sound one—namely, that it should be by 
appointment, and not by popular election. They conceive that while the 
primary responsibility for good schools, as for all other institutions of 80- , 
ciety, rests upon the people at large, yet, after they have elected their 
immediate representatives, or agents, for educational purposes, all that fol-. 
lows, in the way of selecting those who are to perform the work of the 
educational field, is best left to those representatives. A School Board 
will seldom be swayed by political bias. A sense of self-respect will 
prompt them, to endeavor at least, to employ competent teachers and su- 
perintendents, or at all eyents, to come up to public expectation in this 
respect. Superintendents of Schools in our cities are quite uniformly ap- 
pointed, and not elected. Experience has shown ‘this to be preferable. 
There would seem to be no good reason why it should be otherwise in re- 
gard to Superintendents for counties. 

The general plan adopted by the Association embraced the formation 
of a State Board of Education. The committee entertain the opinion 
that such Board would be less ünwieldly and more efficient if. less nu- 
merous than the whole body of County Superintendents, of whom it was 
at first proposed that it should consist. It was also recommended, how- 
ever, that the State be divided into Districts for Normal purposes. ' 
These districts might, perhaps, be co-terminous at first, with our Congres- 
sional Representative Districts. Not to pursue the subject, however, of 
the establishment of a system of Normal Schools for the State, which 
must be a work of time, these Normal Districts might be created’ with 
great advantage for another, but kindred purpose, namely: that there 
might be appointed over each an Educational Officer, to be known as the 
Normal Superintendent, who should be the superior of the county and 
city superintendents in his district, and to whom should be committed the 
very important trust of organizing, unifying, developing and süperin- 
tending the educational work of the district. For this suggestion the' 
Committee are indebted to a former member, Col. MeMynn, whose obser- 
vations in Europe led him to believe that a similar feature could be ad- 
vantageously incorporated into our school system. The more this sug- 
gestion is examined, the more it will be found to embody an element of 
strength and efficiency which we need. It is confessedly very difficult to 
combine in an eminent degree all the qualifications which make up a mod- 
el County Superintendent. oo 

The work which needs to be done among us immediately, and for yéars 
to come, and which can be done properly only by men of peculiar eapaci-' 
ty, and qualifications, is too obvious to require a lengthened description 
here. The proper, and useful conducting of Institutes, the concentration 
of Institute work into more protracted normal instruetion—thus prépar- 
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ing the way for Normal Schools; the enlightenment of the public mind, 
and the moulding of the public purpose in regard to this and other edu- 
cational wants; the systematizing of.every part of school work upon a 
broad and philosophical basis, the making our schools nurseries of patri- 
'otism, as well as intelligence, and our children intelligent, upright, loyal 
citizens, as well as good scholars—this is what we need, but it is a work 
which itself needs, for its direction, men of master minds. The accom- 
plishment of this work cannot be realized at once, but to this we must 
come, or our whole attempt at public education, nay, our whole experi- 
ment of self-government will miscarry ; for upon the effectual upbuilding 
and maintenance of our public schools, on a large, liberal, and truly chris- 
tian basis, depends more than we yet think or feel, our permanence as a 
nation. The old motto must be enlarged: United, and educated, we stand, 
—uneducated, and divided, we fall. Itis impossible that so vast a coun- 
try as this can remain under one government, and in the enjoyment of 
civil liberty, unless that government be truly the expression of the will of 
a highly enlightened people, who have effectually learned lessons of mod- 
eration, forbearance, and justice. 

Bat to return to the point before us; it is quite obvious that such a 
body of men as has been indicated, with the State Superintendent at their 
head, would form a Board for the State, to whom might be well and safe- 
ly entrusted, all our educational interests: They would also supersede 
the need of special boards, such as we now have, for the University and 
for Normal Schools. Under their guidance, our disjointed, scattered, un- 
affiliated educational agencies would acquire unity, strength and complete- 
ness. "To them should be committed, in a subordinate degree, the trust of 
educational legislation; that is, the power to regulate school affairs for 
tlie State, under a few simple, fundamental laws, much as a local board 
regulate school affairs for their own city or town. deg 

The Committee do not wish to be understood as recommending an ef- 
fort $o procure immediate, and summary legislation upon all the topics 
which they have discussed.: This must be a question of prudence, . of 
time, and of opportunity, Still each year's delay, in securing the best 
means and facilities for the efficiency of ont publie schools, is a public 
loss—a loss which can be estimated only by multiplying its individual as- 
peet by allthat vast nümber of children who are losers in consequence 
of existing defects, and by remembering that this want of proper educa: 
tional advantages-in early life, is seldom made up for ‘afterwards.

The convention of county superintendents held its sessions in conhec- 
tion with the meetings of the association, an hour of each half. day háing 
devoted to the discussion of the following subjects :. . '

2. Test of ability ih teaching. i 

3. School visitation-—the best method of reaching the end desired. 

The discussions. were ably sustained by the county superintendents, and 
other gentlemen. 

Considerable time was spént by the superintendents in discussing tlie 
best method of securing uniformity in examination of teachers. ' The 
following are the results of the discussion :: ' : P 

1, All applicants shall be required to pass a written examination, - 

.2. At least ten questions upon cach branch shall be submitted. i ° - 

3. Applicants for a third grade «certificate must answer correctly-in 
form and in fact af least fifty per cent. of the questions asked ; ‘for a aec- 
ond grade’ certificate at least sixty per: cent., and ‘for a first grade wortifi- 
ente at least.seventy per cent; each süperintenüent placing’ ithe standard 
as much above the minimum agreed upon as in hís judgment may bé wise. 

4. No certificate-of first ob second grade will be given to any person 
who does not give satisfactory evidence of success in teaching. Of course 
beginners will take a third grade certificate. 

Nore.—My advice to allis to abide by this recommendation, with this exception: 
Any young teacher who has the requisite qualifications as to knowledge for a second 

rade certificate, and who, in the first school taught, displays great. tact in teaching, 
should not be required to teach under a third grade certificate until it expires, bofore 
receiving a second grade certificate, but the certificate should. be changed ‘as sdon 
ás the superintendent is satisfied as to the’ teacher's aptness to teach. This will re- 
ward tact and encourage effort on the part of young teachers. —State Superintendent.

This matter, judiciously managed, 
will be of great value to schools and teachers. :

The number of teachers in attendance was not so large as at the asso» 
ciation of the year previous, the place of meeting being less central.

For several-years in succession, the State Teachers’ Association has dis- 
cussed the subject of the Township District System of Schools, The wishes 
a the Association are expressed in the Report and Resolutions, given 
above. E 

The subjoined letter is presented, as a petition to the Legislature, made 
through me by the Committee of the Association. i

The Committee of the State Teachers’ Association, on the “Revision of the School 
Law,” desire to call your attention to the following facts in regard to tho introduc- 
tion of the Township System of Common Schools into our State. EN > 

You will allow us to state, (as of course you are aware,) that the State Superin- 
tendente, yourself included, both in their public addresses, and reports, for the last 
eight years, únhesitatingly recommended the system. The State Teachers’ Associa- 
tion, at most of its sessions for the last seven years, has unanimously adopted resolu- 
tions to the same effect. At Teachers’ Institutes, and other educational gatherings 
the subject has continually been discussed, and we think in every ease with a lib 
result, ` : 

“Wherever the system has been adopted in the United States and Canadas, we thik 
that in no'important case has it been rejected, but on the contrary is looked uponby 
educational classes as a most important and necessary step in edndational advasce- 
ment. We think that this acoumulated evidence ought to inspire us with confidíice 
to move forward: we think that the. times are propitious, and especially thg the 
Association demands of us action. There are great improvements being, made. the 
education of teacher, in the government, classification, gradation, and instrugion of 
eur schools, and in their visitation and examination, that Séem necessarily t/ await 
and demand this improvement in our general school system. ' / 

Ag you, Bir, by virtue of your office, and general influence, necessarily ooiupy the 
most convenient approach to the Legislature, and as we know your interet in the 
matter, we wish to act through you, and hereby cheerfully offer any aid in cur power 
to further the cause, i

I take pleasure in presenting this matter to the candid consideration of 
your Honorable Body, and in support. of ita'élaims, offer the following 
article prepared by my assistant, ‘Mr. A.-J. Craig, who has given tho 
matter much éarefül study, and most heartily éndorse tho argumoitá bo 
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wea in favor of the system : 
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. That the county superintendency is a step in advance, a great improve- 
ment upon the town superintendent system, is generally acknowledged by 
those best acquainted with the operation of both agencies; but many 
sincere friends of popular education regret the loss of the local officer, 
who, when capable and faithful, effected so much in a direction in which 
the county superintendent is able to do but little-—the visitation, and su- 
pervision of schools; and, so much is this loss felt that, in certain local- 
ities, some are advocating a return to the former order of things, even at 
the sacrifice of the county superintendency. Believing that such a step 
would be a retrogade one, and that it is entirely unnecessary, 1 shall pro- ' 
ceed to indicate what I conceive to be a better method of securing effi- 
cient local supervision of the schools, without sacrificing the fruit of years 
of earnest effort, the county superintendency. We need not only efficient 
supervision, but a complete and harmonious system to supervise. 

As our schools sre organized at present, no system of supervision can 
be really effective in securing unity of plan, and systematic development 
of that plan in our educational work. Each school district is a separate, 
independent republic, accountable to no higher authority, and dependent 
upon none, except in the matter of the examination of teachers, and the 
annual receipt and expenditure of a very small amount of money. We 
call the aggregation of agencies through which we educate our children 
a school system, when, in point of fact, there is no vital legal connection 
between these separate agencies, and there is not a school established by 
law within the State. Not only is the kind of school, and the time it 
shall continue, dependent upon the vote of a majority of the residente of 
the district, but one more than half of the legal voters, a bare majority, 
ean prevent the establishment of a school at all. Again, while in one 
listrict, in consequence of the intelligence, and wealth of the people, a 
god, graded school may be maintained ten months each year, in an ad- 
Jôning district, on account of the absence of intelligence, and the pover- 
typf the people, a miserable apology for a school, in which only the'sim- 
plét rudiments of an English education are taught, is maintained for 
thré or four months only. 

w no system of supervision, be it ever so good, can remedy the above 

mentpned evils, and others inherent in our system. What we need is, the 
abolisyment of the separate district system, and the establishment of the 
township system of school organization and government. 
, In ilis system each town constitutes a district, and all matters pertain- 
ing to the schools are under the direction of a board elected by the vari- 
ous elit The secretary of this board takes the place of the old 
town suptrintendent, visits and supervises the schools, grades them, as- 
sists the teachers in classifying the pupils, etc.; in a word, is the efficient 
agent of the town hoard, and the necessary connecting link between the 
county, superintendent and the schools. Taxes for the support of schools 
would, under this system, be levied upon the town as a whole, and every 
individual would pay an equal share of such taxes in proportion to the 
amount of property owned by him. 

Further details of the system will be given in connection with what 
follows, The advantages of this system are many and evident. EL 

1. As each town forms a school district, and each parent would be 
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permitted to send his children to the school which best accommodated 
them, all the expense, trouble, and ill feeling, consequent upon the fre- 
quent changes in the boundaries of districts, would be entirely avoided. 

2. School houses would be built when and where they were needed. 
Many distriets are now compelled to suffer, year after year, all the incon- 
venience and loss occasioned by the use of a small, badly constructed, 
ill-arranged house, because of difficulties concerning the site, or the in- 
disposition of the voters to furnish the means to erect a new building. 
Under the township system these, difficulties would be avoided, as the 
board, composed of delegates from all parts of the town, would not be 
likely to be influenced by local disputes in reference to the site for a house, 
but would locate it at such point as would best accommodate those for 
whom it was selected ; and as the funds for building the house would be 
drawn from the 'whole town, the tax upon each individual would be so 
small as not to be in the least burdensome, and there would be no neces- 
gity for delay. l 

3. Schools can be graded more easily under the township than under 
the separate district system. The districts, as now organized, as a gen- 
eral rule, are too feeble in numbers and wealth to maintain more than 
one department, and the law of 1858,, permitting districts to unite for 
high school purposes has been entirely inoperative, no action having been 
taken by any district in accordance with its provisions. The summer 
schools, in the country especially, are primary schools in most respects, 
while the winter schools embrace all grades of pupils from the primary 
to the grammar or high school. This condition of things necessitates 
the employment of better educated, more experienced teachers duriug the 
winter term, at & cost for their services of about double the amount paid 
for the same length of time in the summer, while there is not, on an av- 
erage, more than a dozen children in each district whose capaoity, ad- 
vancement, or range of studies, demands a better or more costly teacher 
than the one employed during the summer; and thus the education of 
these few costs the district the difference between the wages paid in sum- 
mer and winter, amounting, for a four months school, to from thirty to sixty 
dollars. Now if there were, within the reach of the larger class of pupils 
in three or four districts, a school of a higher grade, to which they could 
all have access, the winter schools in their respective districts could be 
continued as a primary or intermediate school, under the charge of the 
same teacher employed in the summer, and one higher grado teacher 
would suffice for several districts. By this arrangement all the pupils in 
a town would be divided into two grades, at a cost for tuition not greater 
than that now incurred; and the total additional expense would be meas- 
ured by the cost of erecting a sufficient number of buildings to accom- 
modate the higher grade of pupils. In many instances, by a proper ar- 
rangement of the terms of school, the houses already ereoted would serve 
for both grades of pupils. In some district, in which the house is go sit- 
uated as to be easy of access to the larger scholars in several surrounding 
districts, let there be a term of school commencing so soon as the ground 
is settled and the weather is pleasant in the spring, and continuing to the 
first of July; and a fall term commencing about the middle of Awgust 
and continuing till the middle of November, thus affording the primary 
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pupils six months or more of uninterrupted school during the' most 
pleasant season of the year, which would be far more beneficial to them, 
intellectually and physically, than the usual summer and winter terms, 
with the extremes of warm and cold weather, producing sickness, tardi- 
ness, and irregularity of attendance, and thus wasting a goód share of the 
money expended. The winter term could then be devoted entirely to the 
grammar or higher grade scholars, who, under a competent instructor, 
whose whole time was given to them and their studies, would make as 
much progress in one term as they now do, in the mixed scheols, in two 
or more, Again, whenever a new school house is to be built, its location, 
size, and internal arrangements can all be adapted to the new order of 
things, so that, in process of time, without any violent changes, or any 
appreciable increase of expense, the facilities for maintaining graded 
schools can be established throughout the State. 

4. Better supervision of the Schools. The County Superintendent, 


" though exercising a general supervision over all the schools in His'county, 


is entirely unable to give, to each school, that personal attention neces- 
sary to obtain a complete knowledge of. its condition and wants; and some 
of the most active and efficient Superintendents have felt the need of a 
local officer, to cooperate with and aid'them in effecting improvements in 
the arrangement and management of the schools. As before stated; the 
Secretary of the town board will be the proper person to have the imme- 
diate supervision of the schools, and will have power, under the direction 
of the board, to grade and arrange them, suggest and enforce rules for 
their management and ‘government, and advise with and assist the teach- 
ers in all cases in which advice and .assistance are needed. He should be 
appointed by the board, and he may be one of ‘their members, or nët so 
that the best person to fill the place is selected 

We should thus secure all the advantages of the Town Superintendent 
system, without losing any of the benefits resulting from the establish- 
ment of the County Superintendency. EE A 

5. Economy of administration. All the expenses now incurred in or- 
ganizing new districts, and in changing the boundaries of old^ones, would 
be saved. Each child being permitted to attend that school which' best 
accommodated him, and the amount of tax which each person would’ pay 
being the same, no matter in what sub district he resided, there would be 
no reason for altering districts; consequently very few changes would be 
made, and those few would be easily effected, and attended with little or 
no expense. Again, the liability to a loss of. moneys is in proportion to 
the number of hands through which they.pass, and it is no Wonder that, 
with nearly five thousand disbursing officers, there 15 a good deal of waste 
of district funds every year. ` A. m zu MM 

Under the Township system the financial affairs of all the schóóls in a 
town dene nae d by the same board, one treasurer would be ‘sufficient, 
and, in order not to multiply officers, the town :treasürer, who ‘now col- 
lects and receives all the school moneys belonging to his'tówn, might be 
the treasurer of the board, and upon the order of its secretary; couüter- 
signed by the president, could pay out such moneys; when needed: -Thus 


the number of disbursing officers would be reduved from nearly five thou- 
“sand, to less than eight hundred, and besides the’ dirtiished ability to 
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loss on account of the decrease in the number of disbursing officers, the 
expense incurred in executing nearly two thousand treasurers’ bonds each 
ear would be saved. A 

6. Better aceommodation of the people. Under the present system it 
is necessary to organize districts in such a form as to secure a certain 
amount of taxable property in order to support a school, and thus it often 
happens that a person resides in one district while the greater part of his 
property is situated in another; and many Eve in close proximity to houses 
to which they would be glad to send their children, but, because they 
live in a different district, they are obliged to send them to schools kept 
in houses remote from them, and difficult of access. "Again, it often 
happens that a populous district possesses a small, badly arranged house, 
while an adjoining district, with few scholars, has a large and convenient 
one; yet the children of the populous district cannot attend the school 
in the other one without the payment of a tuition fee, or a change in the 
boundaries of their district, involving time, expense, and often an appeal 
to the State Superintendent. Under the Township system this would all 
be changed, as it would be for the interest of every person to have the 
number of pupils in each school proportioned to the size of the house, 
and its power to accommodate them. 

There would also be an equality of privileges in the different districts, 
as, the schools being supported by a general tax, justice would require 
that they be maintained an equal length of time throughout the town, 
and we should not see, as we now do, so great a disparity in school privi- 
leges in adjoining districts. 

Free schools are founded upon the principle that it is the duty of the 
State to see that the children within its limits are educated. To this end 
a generous public fund is provided, and the people are yearly taxed to 
support the system ; yet the kind and amount of instruction given to the 
children of different districts depend entirely upon influences which the 
law does not seek to guide or control. Now common sense and justice 
demand, that wherever children enough to organize a school are fóund, 
one should be established, with all the means and appliances necessary to 
secure the result desired, the proper education of the children attending it. 

7. Employment of Teachers. It being the special duty of the'Secre- 
tary of the Town Board to visit the schools, become acquainted with their 
condition and wants, the capacity, tact, and suecess of the different 
teachers. he would be better qualified to select the person suited to each 
school than ninetenths of the District Clerks under the present system 
possibly cam be; thus better teachers would be employed—that is, teach- 
ers better adapted to their positions—and they would not be changed each 
term, as they now are, but woúld remain in one school so long as they 
were successful in their work. Incompetent and unsuccessful teachers 
would be sifted out, the standard of ‘attainments of all those employed 
would be gradually and surely raised, and the consequent-progress of the 
schools would be certain and uninterrupted. 

he new system of examination by the County Superintendent has done 
much to elevate the standard of attainments, and weed ont unsuccessful 
teachers, but, inasmuch as an examination in regard to scholarship is not 
always a true test of the qualifications of an applicant, and as it is not 
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possible for the County Superintendent to give that personal attention to 
each school necessary to enable him to judge correctly in regard to the 
skill and faithfulness of the teacher, many persons are stillemployed who 
have no real fitness for their position, and who are retained through fa. 
voritism or indifference on the part of those by whom they are engaged. 
Such persons would be quietly dropped from the list of teachers, and 
would engage in other pursuits, or, by the use of proper means, become 
fitted for the responsible positions of instructors of youth. 

I have thus presented some of the main points in which it is believed 
that the Township system is superior to the present District system, and 
it only remains to notice some of the objections urged to it by those who 
object to change, or who are satisfied with the system as it is. 

The first objection is to the raising of taxes for the support of schools 
by the town at large. Looking at the matter from a personal stand point, 
many think a general tax would be unjust to different localities, for the 
reason that the children of school age are not proportioned to the valua- 
tion of property, and thus a wealthy district, with few children, would 
pay for the education of children residing in other districts. This objec- 
tion is the same one so often urged against free schools by the childless 
capitalist, or the wealthy tax-payer whose children were already educated, 
“ I ought not to pay for educating my neighbor's children." As before 
stated, free schools are established on the assumption that “the property 
of the State shall educate the children of the State," and consistenoy re- 
quires that the details of the system shall be so arranged as tó carry out 
this fundamental principle. What justice is there in requiring thata 
specified portion of territory shall furnish the means to educate the chil- 
dren residing therein, so long as you withhold from its tax-payers the 
power to decide who shall inhabit that territory? 

The fact is, that the fairest method of maintaining the schools would 
be by a tax upon the whole State, and the larger the district embraced in 
one organization, the more just and equal will be the taxation. 

The moneys apportioned yearly by the State Superintendent, and those 
levied upon the towns by the County Board of Supervisors, are distributed 
io each district in proportion to the number of children between the ages 
of four and twenty residing therein ; and as the latter moneys are raised 
by a tax upon each town as a whole, and not by separate districts, the plan 
advocated is, in fact, in operation already, and only needs to be extended 
to the levy and collection of all the funds needed to support the schools 

In the second place, many will object to the raising of funds by the 


' whole town, to build a school house in a particular district, who would 


be willing that the schools should be supported by a general tax, after the 
houses are built, This objection is removed by considering the town asa 
single district, which needs several houses to accommodate its pupils. It 
is true, that, for convenience sake, the town is divided into sub-districts, 

et, for general purposes it is a unit, and should be managed accordingly. 

ach town is divided into road districts, yet when a new highway is to be 
Aad out, the whole town is called upon to pay the expense incurred for 
ight of way, ete, though but few-of its tax-payers are personally bene- 
-‘fited ; and when a bridge is to be built no one thinks of asking the citi- 
.zens residing in the road district in which the bridge is needed, to furnish 
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the funde to pay for erecting it; and it cannot be that the education of 
the children in Wisconsin, is a matter of less interest to the people than 
the laying out of highways, and the erection of bridges. Returns made 
to the State Superintendent show that, on an average, in the larger coun- 
ties, not more than four school houses are built in each year; and this 
would give to each town but one to build every three years, and this 
burden, being borne by all the tax payers, would be so light, as scarcely 
to be felt. All the children would thus be provided with school p:ivi- 
leges, and the protracted effort and struggle now necessary in most dis- 
tricts, in order to secure the erection of a school house would be avoided. 

In order to avoid all seeming injustice, it might be provided, that those 
distriets which had, within a certain limited time, erected good and sub- 
stantial houses, should be exempted from the payment of the taxes raised 
for building houses, for a number of years after the adoption of the town- 
ship system. * 

All other inequalities and seeming irregularities can be as well provided 
for, and it is confidently believod, that a law can be framed, preserving 
for our school system all its prominent vital and valuable features, and 
engrafting thereon such additional ones as will give it harmony and com- 
pleteness, make it a better exponent of our educational standing, more ' 
worthy of affection and generous support, and insure the successful ac- 
complishment of its great design, the education and elevation of the 
whole people.  . 


CLAIMS OF THE PUBLIC SCHOOL. 


Experience has demonstrated the truth of the assertion, that “ liberal 
appropriations, and legislative enactments, cannot, of themselves, impart 
to any system that vitality essential to success.” An enlightened publie 
opinion is absolutely prerequisite to ultimate and permanent success. 
Law alone is but a dead letter, a lifeless skeleton. The popular will puts 
a living soul into the skeleton. Well directed popular will is not a crea- 
ture of impulse. It is controlled by motives that are first approved, then 
felt. "The heart must be trained to feel, after the intellect has been train- 
ed to perceive the claims of any cause upon us for sympathy and support. 
Especially is this true of the great cause of popular education, which 
touches us at more points, and affects more interests than any other. The 
social, the political, the physical, the intellectual, the moral interests of 
-our ehildrén, are all intimately connected with it. It appeals to us as 
parents, as citizens, as patriots, and as philanthropists. A few of its 
claims upon us I will briefly adduce. 

1. Itisa supply exactly adapted to the want. 

The mind of.the child ever seeks for something wherewith to satisfy 
its longings. ‘The public school comes to the restless and absorbent 
mind with the invitation, “take freely of the good things [ bring you, 
and be filled with the blessings I have in store for you.” l 

2. Itis the only supply that will meet the necessities of the larger 
part of our people. `. 

Family instruction will not meet the demand. Some parents are mor- 
ally unfit to become the teachers of their children; some have not suffi- 
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cient training themselves; many have not the time that can be spared 
from other and pressing duties pertaining to the physical comforts of their 
families. Take from the whole number of parents, those who can not, 
and those who will not, properly instruct their children, and comparative- 
ly few remain. 

Private enterprise will not meet the demand. According to the last 
census, but one out of thirteen of the pupils of the United States is en- 
rolled as attending private schools of all kinds and grades. This esti- 
mate embraces all the States of the Union, some of which have no public 
school system. - ' 

The census reveals, also, one other fact bearing directly upon this point. 
The number of persons, natives of any State, who can neither read nor 
write, is in inverse ratio to the interest manifested in public school enter- 
prises. I use not this argument te discourage private enterprise, but 
rather to show that this alone is an unsafe reliance Colleges, academies, 
and seminaries, are of necessity confined to narrow spheres of direot la- 
bor, though their indirect influences are unlimited. They are the most 
efficient where the field is prepared by public enterprise. 

3. It is a home school. 

Much of the future success of the child depends upon his early habits. 
The most impressible years of our lives are those of early childhood. 
These, too, are fraught with most danger, because while most impressi- 
ble, the mind and heart are least able of themselves to resist evil in- 
fluences. The watchful eye, and yearning heart of the mother, the care 
and counsel of the father, are needful helps to a successful resistance of 
such temptations as are always addressed to the young. How true is this 
when the witehing hours of night throw a mantle over the deeds to which 
the unsuspecting are so often invited. How much does the true parent 
prize the opportunity of keeping his loved ones by his side during the 
evening, and of enlivening the circle gathered about the fireside, with in- 
nocent amusements, and social chat. How far above all price must be 
that institution which will enable him to educate his children within reach 
of home influences. Such an institution is the publicschool. The phys- 
ical well-being of the child, as well as his moral welfare pleads for these 
home schools, 

Society is made up of individual homes, hence : 

4. Society is improved by the public school. Statistics, show that 
very few of the pupils who are in constant attendance upon our free’ 
schools, ever become criminals. Close the doors of all the public schools 
of this State to day, and let private enterprise spring to its fullest possi- 
ble stature, and a large majority of the children would be at once thrown 
into the street, to be trained there for the prison, or the poorhouse, or at 
least to be contaminated by influences clustering about the street schools. 

5. The publie free school is an American, and an 'Americanizing in- 
stitution. q 

Tt had not its birth upon American Soil, but it was the product of the 
spirit that gave America to the world. It had its origin in a heart that 
loved civil and religious liberty, and was nurtured by men who uphold 
the idea of a popular government. It has long since answered the old and 
hitherto troublesome question, “whether education can be as universal

and as unbought as liberty,” Wherever you find a heart upon whose 
altar the fire of civil liberty burns, there you find a true American, what- 
ever country. may have given him birth. The Public School is free to all 
without distinction of birth or circumstances. Monarchies order systems 
of edncation for the benefit of the Monarch, and the perpetuation of his 
reign. Ours is for the people, and the perpetuation of their reign. Con- 
ferring benefits upon the people, it can but awaken a love for the spirit 
that gave it birth, and attaeh those receiving its benefits to the inhabitants 
thst demand and support it. Many come to us from lands where the 
blessings of education are conferred only upon the favored few. Here the 
eup is pressed to their very lips, and they are commanded to drink, with- 
out money and without price. This free education not only teaches the 
value of our institutions, but guides to a proper use of the privileges be- 
stowed. Conflicting elements are entering into our civilization. Purify 
them and we shall be blessed; but leave them uneducated and unres- 
trained, and they will prove a curse. To accomplish the former and save 
us from the latter, is one of the peculiar missions of the Public School. 
This alone will not accomplish all the work, but it will lay the foundation ; 
' it will encourage habits of ebedience, of order, of industry, and will lead 
into the broader fields of learning, opened by Academies, Seminaries, Col- 
legés, and Universities. A statesman of Virginia, of years agone, when 
Virginia was true to, herself and her country, used these pleasant words. 
“There should be no distinction between the children of a republic. ‘ They 
are not, in the school sense, the children of their parents, but the State is 
Parens Patrice, and they should all be regarded as the sons and daughters 
of Mother Commonwealth. They all alike, look up to the benign State 
Mother for the mental bounty; all praise her only and love her supremely 
for it, and there is laid a foundation of love of Country, enduring as the 
reminiscences of school-boy days, and fervent as the fondest recollections 
of life and gratitude can ever be in the human heart.” Thus does the 
Public School become an Americanizing institution: ` ' 

6. By educating the labor of the country, it developes Inventive Gen- 
ius, and thus increases wealth. : 

Labor and thought united, have cultivated broader fields, have white- 
ened more seas, have turned more spinüles, have dug deeper mines, than 
man's unassisted hands could have done. By aid of machinery the wealth 
of the country is increased. The productive industry of thé United States 
has increased twice as rapidly as the population has increased. The Pub- 
lio School has had much to do with this, as is shown by the fact, that the 
States, where the Free School interest has been most largely fostered, 
have been most productive in useful machines. The following statements, 
from the Scientific American, will show the wonderful stimulus given to 
productive industry by inventions: = 

* CoTTON.—One man can spin more cotton yarn now than four hundred 
men could have done in the same time in 1760. when Arkwright, the best 
cotton spinner, took out his first patent. y 

FLoUE.—One man can make as much flour in a day now, as a hundred 
and fifty could a century ago. S ` 

Lave. —One woman can now make as much lace in a day as a hundred 
women could a hundred years ago. ge 
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SUGAR.—It now requires only as many days to refine sugar as it did 
months thirty years ago. : 

Looxine GLassEes.—It once required six months to put quicksilver on 
a glass; now it needs only forty minutes. 

NGINES.— The engine of a first rate iron-clad frigate will perform as 
much work in a day, as forty-two thousand horses.” 

Not only have the produotions of the country largely increased, but the 
reflex influence of increased facility in manufacturing, has afforded to 
laboring men leisure for improvement. That this leisure is sometimes 
abused in indolence, dissipation, or luxury, is no argument against the 
advantages it affords. By many it is improved in reading and study, to 
that cultivation of the mind and heart which will make better citizens. 

7. The kind of education furnished by our Public Schools, will coun- 
teract the universal tendency to the establishment of an aristocracy. 

Our greatest danger as a people lies in an aristocracy of wealth to 
which is added the power of intelligence. Let wealth be monopolized as 
it always will be, and take from the poor the advantages of school, and 
we shall soon have two classes in society: those who live by others’ 
labor, and those who labor for others’ living. The former will rule the 
latter with a rod of iron, the rod becoming each day more heavy, and the 
hand that wields it each day more rigorous and tyrannical. Tyrants have 
wel] understood their sources of power, and have shut up to their sub- 
jeots all avenues of light, knowledge, and wealth. Our security lies in 
the general diffusion of intelligence, which shall level all such false social 
eer as are established by tyrants and aristocrats for their own 
safety. 

8. Labor is ennobled by the intellectual elevation of the laborer. ` 

We are in danger of forgetting the early lessons of our Pilgrim Fath- 
ers, and of lapsing into a state of luxurious ease. So fashionable has it 
become to have nothing to do, that all semblance of work must be entire- 
ly dismissed from the social circle. Youth must be trained in indolence, 
though it entail upon them its never failing curse. Appearances must 
be kept up, and honesty gives way to the insatiate love of show. Petty 
thefts, peculation, embezzlement, or stealing disguised under the title of 
“sharp practice," unredeemed credit, unremembered promises, all follow 
this labor-shunning fashion. It must be admitted that the unintelligent 
do not commend labor. Let all the toiling men and women of our land 
be taught to think, and to work out the product of their own thoughts, 
and io such labor as they will then perform there can no disgrace attach. 
The school that opens its doors to all and that bestows its favors upon 
brains rather than upon bullion, upon character rather than upon cloth, 
must, in the elevation of the laborer, dignify labor. 

9. No system of schools has greater pecuniary advantages than the 
system of free schools. 

I use this last, though to every intelligent mind, it is the least import- 
ant of all the claims of the publie sehool. What has been already seid 
will prepare us to expect great indirect pecuniary advantages aceompany- 
ing more productive labor. Educated labor is by far the most profitable. 
Many large manufacturing establishments have, after diligent examination, 
found a difference of fifty per cent. in its favor. ` 
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The same intelligence that gives to the labobr more complete mastery 
over his own and other powers, and enables him to use to better advantage 
the. material placed in his hands, also saves him from many expensive 
habite, and from practices that lead to crime; so that money is saved, as 
well as earned. 

Other schools than the public school secure the same results so far as 
they go, but they do not reach so many of the laboring olass. Could 
their benefits be as general, they must be more expensive. Herein con- 
sista the direct pecuniary benefit of our free school system. 

The actual expenses of the schools of this State for the past year have 
not exceeded three dollars per scholar. As the State increases in wealth 
and population, the relative expenses of her schools will be diminished. 
Ohio schools cost but $2 07 per scholar; New York schools cost $3 per 
scholar; Pennsylvania schools cost $2 15 per scholar. Before Wiscon- 
sin reaches the age of either of the States named, her schools will eost 
less than theirs. 

The cause thus urged pleads with parente, that they furnish their chil- 
dren with the means of education as cheerfully as possible, consistent 
with their highest interests, and at home, where they may care for their 
physical and moral training ; with citizens—that they recognize the debt 
they owe to society, and provide liberally for that culture which shall 
make their property safer and more productive ` with patriots—that they 
prepare well those to whose handa the institutions of our beloved country 
are soon to be committed ; and with you as legislators—that you recog- 
nize the sacredness of this trust committed to your care by parents, citi- 
zens and patriots—that you shield it from all harm, and foster its interests 
in whatever way your own wisdom and intelligenee may direct.

REPORT. 


The additional duties devolved upon the Quartermaster-General, as 
Chief of Ordnance, since my last annual report, render necessary two 
different classifications, in properly reporting the transactions of this de- 
partment, viz :—those connected with the volunteer service, as authorized 
under the laws of 1861-2-3, and those connected with the State militia, 
authorized under chapter 242 of the General Laws of 1863. 


L—THE VOLUNTEER SERVICE. S 


The transactions connected with this service have been limited to the 
adjustment and settlement of claims against the State, in making returns 
and reports to the department at Washington, in the disposal of surplus 
and unserviceable property remaining on hand at the date of last report, 
and, when other duties would permit, in posting up the accounts and 
records of past transactions, preparatory to the final closing of the books 
of the department in connection with this service.

Many of the claims have been allowed to officers and men in the ser- 

vice, who were unable, from various causes, to present their accounts for 
adjustment before leaving the State for the field. 
- By the act of the Legislature, at its last session, extending to two years 
, the time allowed for presenting accounts for settlement, justice has been 
done those men who had expended their money in raising troops, and had 
remained at their post in the field, or been held by the rebels as prisoners 
of war, beyond the time formerly allowed for presenting claims; and they 
are thus placed on equal terms with those more fortunate in having their 
claims allowed before the Regiments with which they were connected had 
left the State. : . 

The claim of J. V. Robbins has been settled in accordance with àuthor; 
ity given under Chapter 284 of the Laws of 1863, to the entire satisfac- 
tion of all the parties concerned. i

for which balance an order was drawn for payment. The total amount 
of this claim does not appear in the preceding '* Statement of Accounts 
allowed," but only the balance due, as, by the terms of the act authorizing 
the settlement, “the Quartermaster General is required to deduct from 
the amount found to be due, any and all sums which may be due to thé 
State for freight charges advanced.” The full amount of $1,426 07 should 
properly appear in clothing account. 

There still exist some few unsettled claims against the State, on account 
of raising volunteers for the United States service, which have once been 
presented, but not being in the forms required for payment, have been 
returned for corrections. They cannot, however, exceed in the aggregate 
a few hundred dollars, should all again be presented for settlement ; and 
I am of the opinion that at the expiration of a few months, all claims of 
individuals against the State for the above named purpose, will have beén 
adjusted, and put in proper form for a final settlement with the United 
States Government. ; 

By the idirection of your Excellency, thé surplus and unserviceable 
clothing, Quartermaster's stores, and camp property remaining on*hand 
from fitting out volunteers, were advertised on the 21st day of: January, 
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for sale by auction, and on the 24th and 26th of that month, were sold at 
the Military Store, in accordance with such advertisement. 

The money received for property sold, and on final settlement with con: 
tractors since last report, has been deposited with the State Treasurer, in 
conformity with your instructions.

As no U. S. Quartermaster will consent to accept and receipt for the 
above property, ib cannot properly be disposed of until a settlement is 
made with the United States Government. 

Military Store was relinquished on the 31st day of March, and the rent 
ceased on that date, it being no longer required for the storage of arms 
and equipments. 

The, amount of property issued to volunteer regiments has been very 
limited, and comprises the following articles only :

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The stands of colors were issued to the 23d and 29th Regiments after 
they had been months in the field without having been furnished by the 
United States, while all other Wisconsin Regiments were supplied, The 
remainder of the property was issued to the 30th Regiment. 
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. In the department of the Commissary General, only two accounts have 

been allowed since January 1st, amounting to $113 62. “The last of 
these was settled on the 20th of April; and I am confident that all claims 
against the State for the subsistence of volunteer troops are now settled. 


IL—THE STATE MILITIA. 


By the provisions of seetion 2, of the Militia Law, the Quartermaster 
Generalis made ez officio Commissary General, and Chief of Ordnance. 

The transactions of this office, connected with the State Militia, have 
been principally confined to those of the ordnance department—a large 
amount of property having been received and issued, during the five 
months that the ordnance of the State has been under my charge. 

On the 6th of May, I received from the Adjutant General, (late the 
ordnance officer of the State,) the military property, at that date in his 
possession, as shown in statement ^ A;" together with such bonds and 
receipts as had been received by him for property issued. No books of 
record were received from that officer, and I was informed by him that 
none had ever come into his possession, . 

By the direction of your Excellency, such blank books and blanks were 
proeured, as were authorized under the law, and required for receiving 
and issuing the property, and keeping, in the proper form, the accounts 
and records of this office. 

Blanks for making the inventory required under section 22, were sent, 
as early as practicable, to all persons known to have Arms, Equipments 
or Military Stores in their possession, and the law, in this respect, was 
generally complied with; the inventory, except in a few instances, being 
promptly filed in this office. 

Section 4, requires the Quartermaster General to make annually to the 
Governor a report of all the transactions of his department, containing: 

“Ist. An account ofall moneys received and expended. 

2nd. An account of all Arms, Accoutrements, Ammunition, Ordnance 
Stores, and Military property of every description belonging to the State, 
from what source received, to whom issued er how expended, and by 
whose order. 

3rd. A statement of the present condition of all such property under 
his charge, and he shall state in whose possession the same may be.” 

Under the first provision of section 4, as above, I would respectfully 
report that no money has been received or expended by me, excepting 
such as was received for sales and collections. and which is fully account- 
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ed for in this report, under the head of “The Volunteer Service,” and 
connected wholly with that service. The account of Ordnance, Arms, 
Equipments and Stores received ; is appended, marked “ A," and exhib- 
its each item of such property that has come into my possession, and “from 
what source received." 


When property has been received from any of the Military forces ofthe 
State, it has been receipted for, and the receipts filed as required in see- 
tions 18 and 44. Arms and Military Property returned by citizens, have 
usually been received without notice of shipment having been sent to this 
office; and in most cases, the original marks on the packages were the 
only information to indieate by whom they were returned. In such cases 
no receipts were given. The quota of Arms annually due the State by 
the United States Government under the Act of Congress of 1808, was 
this year drawn in Ordnance and Ordnance Stores for arming Batteries of 
Artillery, on your requisition of July 30th. 

The amount due has been received, with the exception of one Six 
Pounder Bronze Field Gun, with carriage and caisson. And 1 have ad- 
vices from Gen'l Geo. D. Ramsay, Chief of Ordnance U.S. A. at Wash- 
ington, that the property still due has been ordered to be forwarded at 
once from the St. Louis Arsenal. When received, the State will be in 
the possession of sufficient Ordnance to complete the arming of two Bat- 
teries of Artillery, giving to each section one Six Pounder Field Gun, 
with carriage and caisson complete. 


Requisition was made by me, on the Chief of Ordnance at Washington, 
July 30th, for Arms in return for those belonging to the State, which 
were issued in 1861-2, to Wisconsin Volunteers in the United States’ ser- 
vice; and he forwarded from the Detroit Arsenal, without delay, the same 
number and class of Arms as those issued; for which issues and receipts, 
the “ Return " required has been made to the Ordnance Department. 


The account of Ordnance, Arms, Equipments, and Stores issued, marked 
“B,” exhibits each item of such property that has been delivered by me, 
and *‘ to whom issued." 

Allissues of property have been made in conformity with sections 15 
and 21, of the Militia Law, and always on the order of your Excellency. 
When issued to companies of the Organized Militia, the property has been 
invoiced to the officer authorized to receive it; and his bond, and receipt 
in duplicate, have, in all cases, been received and filed, as required in sec- 
tion 15. 

When issued to other than members of the Organized Militia, under the 
provisions of section 21, an account has been made of the property and 
placed on file, together with the receipt of the person to whom the issue 
was made. 

The majority of the property issued under the provisions of section 21, 
will be required for arming companies of the Militia now being organized 
in the localities where the Arms have been sent. 

Property account, marked “ O.” represents the aggregate amount of ` 
all classes of property received and issued, together with the balance re- 
maining on hand in my possession Oct. 1st, 1863. 

Statement “D” accounts for the military property issued prior to 
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May 6th, and which yet remains in the possession of those to whom it 
was issued. : 

That portion of the property which is in the hands of persons not 
connected with the Organized Militia, has been allowed to remain in their 
possession in accordance with your orders, in anticipation of the forma- 
tion of companies in the places where it is held; and it will doubtless 
mostly be required for arming such companies. 

Statement “ E" exhibits the total number of all classes of arms be- 
longing to the State. ; ; 

The present condition of the military property of the State 'is given in 
statement “ E,” which statement also shows in whose possession the pro- 
perty remains at the present date. 

Armory account, marked “ G,” exhibits the number of arms cleaned 
and repaired at the State Armory, and the amount of materials expended, 
with list of tools in use. , 

Credit is due for the work performed at the Armory during the time 
specified, to the Armorer, Mr. J. H. McFarland, he having had assist- 
anee only twenty-four and a half days; and in addition, he has inspected 
and stored the property that has been received, and prepared and ship- 
ped all that has been issued. He has labored constantly, and L cannot 
but express my thanks for his faithful services. 

Accounts for expenditures, as authorized under the Militia Law, have 
been certified by me to the Secretary of State—the expenditures having 
been chiefly for freights on Military property, and materials and services 
for Armory. i 

Blanks have been sent to all commanders of companies of the Organ 
ized Militia, for making the “ Lists of Property ” required by section 24, 
to be made on or before the last Monday of September. ; 

But few of these “ Lists” have, as yet, been returned to this office, 
owing, doubtless, to the limited time, since the day fixed by law, for mak- 
ing such returns. 

On the 28th of August, in compliance with your orders, 1 advertised 
for proposals for furnishing Canteens and Haversacks for the State 
Militia; and on the 9th and 10th of September I entered into contracts 
on the part of the State, with the following named parties, they being 
the lowest bidders, viz: C. V. N. Kittredge, Madison, for four thousand 
Canteens, at thirty-eight cents each. W. A. Baldwin, Chicago, for four 
thousand Haversacks, at fifty cents each. ; 

By the terms of the contracts, this property will be ready for isshe the 
present season. é : 

I would respectfully recommend the purchase of Knapsacks, for fur- 
nishing the Militia, at the earliest practicable date, as the State has none 
for that purpose, and requisition is constantly being made for them by 
commanders of companies. If called into active service, the Knapsack 
becomes a positive necessity to the soldier. 

The object of the Militia Law being to thoroughly organize an efficient 
military force, I have labored constantly, with such limited means as 
have been afforded me, to place the Ordnance, Arms, and Military proper- 
ty of the State in the best possible condition to effect that object. 

The rapidity with which companies have organized and made reauisi- 
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tion for Arms since the publication of the Militia .Law, has rendered it 
impossible, in all cages, to put the Arms in the condition I could have de- 
sired before issuing them. It has been my intention, however, to issue 
none but those in serviceable condition, which could be used at once, in 
case of emergency. 

A very prevalent feeling of irresponsibility, in regard to the publie 
property of the State, has evidently been entertained by many of those 
persons to whom Military property has formerly been issued. This has 
been plainly shown by the condition of much of it that has been returned 
during the past few months. With one or two honorable exceptions, it 
has, in all cases, been found to he in bad condition, many of the Arms 
being covered with rust, and the equipments with mould, caused, doubt- 
less, by careless and damp storage; while “Stands of Arms" that were 
originally issued complete, have been returned short on many articles, 
and all efforts to recoyer the missing property have thus far proved with- 
out avail : 

In my correspondence and intercourse with the officers of the Militia, 
I have labored to correct and prevent a repetition of this evil, urging upon 
them the importance of safely keeping the property intrusted to their 
care, in strict conformity with the requirements of the Militia Law; and, 
in making their semi-annual returns, to account for every article invoiced 
to them, that their accounts might be correctly kept at this office. 1am 
happy to be able to report that in every instance a commendable readi- 
ness has been manifested by those officers to eo-operate with me in this 
matter, and I am convinced that the arms and equipments of the State 
Militia were never more faithfully kept and guarded than at the present 
time. 

The military property of the State has been granted to it by the Uni- 
ted States Government, under the Act of Congress of 1808, “for arming 
the whole body of the militia.” This property costs the State nothing, 
it being even delivered free of freight charges by the National Govern- 
ment, when requisition is properly made for it, designating the place of 
delivery. The object designed to be accomplished by the General Govern- 
ment under this grant of arms to the several States, was to secure in each 
a thoroughly organized and efficient militia. How far this has been ac- 
complished by our own State in the past, it is not needful here to consid- 
er; but our duty in the future, taught us by the events of the past three 
years in,our nation’s history, is clear and plain. The arms thus furnish- 
ed by the Government, should, in return, be placed in the hands of the cit- 
izens, properly organized as Militia, and ready to protect and defend that 
Government as well as that of our own State. Much has already been 
accomplished under the operation of the new law, but vastly more re- 
mains to be done, and the organizing and disciplining of the Militia 
ido ua the State, should be encouraged by citizens as well as legis- 

ation. 

The Militia of Massachusetts, New York and other eastern States, by 
their promptness in marching to the defense of the National Capital du- 
ring the earlier days of the rebellion, proved the value of a thoroughly 
organized Militia. : 

e Wisconsin’s Militia, like her Volunteers, should stand first among the 
tates. - ; 
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A suitable Armory is greatly needed for the storage, safe-keeping and 
repair of Arms and Military Stores, and to enable the Ordnance officer to 
comply with the requirements of the law. 

Section 4 of the Militia Law makes it “the duty of the Quartermaster 
General, to take charge of and carefully guard and preserve, and to ao- 
count for all Arms, Accoutrements, Ammunition, Ordnance Stores, and 
other Military Property belonging to the State or granted to it by the 
Congress of the United States." And section 5 requires him “to give 
bonds to the State, in the sum of twenty thousand dollars, conditioned 
that he shall faithfully perform all duties enjoined on him by law." How 
far the officer, having in charge the Military Property of the State, is able 
to comply with the above requirements, let the following facts show: 

The present value of the Military Property belonging to the State, at a 
low estimate, cannot be less than $115,000. About $50,000 in value is, 
at the present date, in my possession, stored in five different buildings, 
three at Camp Randall and two in this city; no one of which is safe or 
guitable for the purpose, and yet I know of no safer storage than that now 
in use. The occupancy of Camp Randall as a post for United States 
troops, affords a temporary place of storage, in buildings not at present oce 
eupied by the troops. But should those buildings be required by the 
United States, as it is anticipated they soon will be, it would be difficult 
to find room for the property where it would not be still more exposed to 
loss by fire or other causes, Or were the troops entirely removed from 
the same, the experience of the past justifies me in stating that there 
would be no safety for property stored there, unless guarded nightand day. 
Constantly changing this property from one place of storage to anoth- 
er, is attended with labor and expense. The rents for Armory and stor- 
age, which will be required, will, it is believed, amount, in a few years, to a 
sum suffücient to erect a suitable building for this purpose. A por- 
ion of the property on hand will soon be required for arming com- 
panies now being organized; but a large amount must, of necessity, at 
all times remain on hand. It should also be borne in mind that since the 
last apportionment of members of Congress, our yearly quota of arms is 
doubled, the Arms being distributed to the several States in proportion 
io the number of their Representatives in Congress. Property of so much 
value and importance in the present unsettled condition of our national 
affairs should, in the language of the law, ber carefully guarded and pre- 
served,” and I would respectfully suggest that this matter receive the con- 
sideration it deserves. 

Experience has shown that modifications and-amendments to the Mili- 
tia Law are essential in properly carrying out the provisions and designs 
of the law, and I beg leave to point out some imperfections, connected 
‘more or less directly with this department. 

Section 4 makes it the duty of the Quartermaster General to take 
charge of, guard, and preserve the Military property; and section 5, re- 


"quires him to deliver it to his successor in office, in good order, but the 


law makes no proper provision for the repair of arms at the State Armory. 
Sections 15 and 22, contain the only provisions authorizing the issue of 
arms, equipments and stores, and while the law classifies the Organized 


‘Militia, it contains no provision, applicable to the issuing of arma, eto., to 


any but the volunteer class. 
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Sections 18 and 44 provide for the return of arms and military property, 
but admit of different constructions as to the mode of receipting for.the 
property. 

Section 16 provides that, certain claims shall be audited by the board 
of military auditors on the certificate of the Quartermaster General, while 
the law makes no provision creating such board. ` ` 

Section 20, provides for the auditing of certain vouchers by the Secre- 
tary of State; while by section 45 it becomes the duty of that officer “to 
audit all reasonable expenses incurred by the Militia in the active service 
of the State, and all other claims required under the provisions of this 
act. 

I desire to present my acknowledgements to the following gentlemen 
for the uniform and courteous kindness often shown me in the discharge of 
official duties :

His Excellency, EDWARD SALOMON, 
Governor of. Wisconsin : 


Sir :—Section 3, chap. 242, Laws of 1863, in, defining the duties of 
the Adjutant General of the State, provides that “he shall, on or before 
* the first day of October of each year, make to the Governor, to be by 
t him laid before the Legislature, a report of all the transactions of his 
* department since his annual report, containing the number, strength 
“and condition of the organized Militia, and the strength of the En- 
«rolled Militia of this State, and such matters of general interest, relat- 
“ing to the volunteers and drafted men of this State, in the service of the 
“ United States, as. his judgment shall direct.” 

In conformity with the above requirement, I have the honor to submit 
the following report, showing the strength and condition of the Militia 
of the State, and.so far as possible, of the Volunteer organization now in 
the service of the General Government. M É 

By the provisions of the act above mentioned, the militia of the State 
is divided into two classes, to wit: the Organized Militia, consisting of 
all volunteer and drafted regiments, battalions and companies for State 
service; and the Enrolled Militia, consisting of all other inhabitants of 
the State subject to military duty, of specified ages, and divided into 
three classes. 


ORGANIZED MILITIA. 


No State military organization existed at the commencemént of the 
present year. A few companies only, in different parts of the State were, 
with commendable energy, striving to maintain an existence, with little 
encouragement, and no hearty support from the people. Immediately af- 
ter the passage of the militia law at the last session of the legislature, ` 
your Excellenoy directed the issue of the following order: 


HEAD QUARTERS, "STATE OF WISCONSIN, 
. ; ADJUTANT GRNEKAL'S ÓFFICE, E 
Majhavn, April18, 1868. 
General Order No. 6. 


"fhe attention of the citizens of'the State is hereby directed to the act of the Tate 
Legislature, to wit: chapter 242, of the laws of 1863, providing “for the enrollment 
of persons liable to perform military duty, and. the organization of the State militia 


[ud 
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for active service.” Under the provisions of this act, unless there shall be, within 
three months from its passage, a force of volunteer companies organized, equivalent 
to three regiments, the Governor is required to draft a sufficient number from the en- 
rolled militia to complete that number. 

E-—That the three regiments may be promptly raised, the citizens of the several 
counties in the State are requested to interest themselves and encourage the organi- 
zation of volunteer companies under this law, as per sections No. 11 to 22 inclusive. 
Copies of the militia law may be had at the office of the County Judge in each coun- 
ty, or upon application at this office. 

TI. — Commanding officers of all companies in existence at the passage of this act, 
are directed to make immediate report to this office, in keeping with sections No. 24 
and 46, and, also, to make the inventory return, required in section 22, to the Quar- 
termaster General of the State. All companies now existing will be required to con- 
form to the present law in numbers of both officers and privates, vide sections 13 and 
46, and when necessary, re-organization must be made. 

III. —The Sheriffs of the several counties holding the Enrollment Lists, made by 
themselves or their predecessors, pursuant to General Order No. 18, and the letter of 
instructions from this office, August 9, 1862, are hereby directed tó immediately de- 
posit the Enrollment Lists with the Clerks of the Circuit Courts of their respective 
counties, as per section 9. f 

IV.—All communications pertaining to company or regimental organizations, or 
other matters connected with the militia of the State, should be addressed to the 
Adjutant General, as the medium of communication with the Commander-in-Chief.

The resporse was, at first, but feeble, owing to perhaps two causes: the 
first, a misunderstanding by the people of the service contemplated un- 
der the new law, and more especially to a lack of interest among the com- 
munities in militia organizations. 

Subsequent orders, explanatory of the law and nature of the service 
required, were issued, companies were formed more briskly, and the num- 
ber so increased that by the first of July your Excellency directed the 
issue of the following order:

Whereas, under the requirements for a State force equal to three regiments, twenty 


volunteer companies have been organized, and six additional are now being comple- 
ted, it is ordered: i 

I.—That until the arrangements for drafting shall be perfected, volunteer organi- 
zations under the militia law, for four or more companies, will be accepted as hereto- 
fore, and it is earnestly hoped that citizens in the more thickly inhabited portions of 
the State, will make active exertions in organizing the few additional companies re- 
quired, and thereby obviate the necessity of a draft of State militia.

The preparations which were being made under the provisions of the 
law, for a draft of State Militia, were, by the middle of July, rendered 
unnecessary ; a sufficient number of Volunteer Infantry Companies hav- 
ing been organized to meet the requirements The. number of companies 
increased to more than four regiments, when owing to the limited quan: 
tity.of State Arms, notice was given on the 16th of September, by Gen- 
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eral Ordér, that no more comipanies would be accepted, other than as 
Sharpshooters, armed at their own expense. l m 
Besides the infantry organizations, there were six sections of artillery 
raised by authority: from your Excellency, which have been assigned in 
two batteries of. artillery. - At this date the organized militia nümber as 
follows, to wit : ' = é 
Four Regiments,...... 
Forty-four Companies, viel and One Battalion.... J Infantry E 
; and Two Batteries of Artillery. 


Making an aggregate of four thousand and thirty-iwo men, officers and 
rivates. i 
$ A roster of the State Militia, giving the numerical strength of each com- 
pany and regiment at the date of semi-annual muster, (September 28th), 
is appended in schedule “ A," to which reference is respectfully made. 
The interest at present manifested in the several companies, in keeping up 
an organization is, on the whole, encouraging. "The larger number are 
already uniformed or report the prospect of soon being provided. The 
uniforms are, however, somewhat varied in character, and in most instan- 
ces confined to but a portion of the dress, very few, if any,"being provi- 
ded with full uniforms. Arms have been issued to a majority of the 
companies as fast as they could be delivered in a proper condition, and 
there is evidence of as much success as could be reasonably expected in 
the time elapsed, and the commencement of new organizations. 

Owing to the lateness of the season, before uniforms were generally ob- 
tained, or distribution of arms made, the order for'the public parade of 
the organized militia has been omitted this autumn. 

The framing of a Militia Law by the last legislature, was postponed 
until so late an hour, that it was barely passed at the close of the session, 
thereby giving no time for full examination, and has as few defects as 
could be expected under such circumstances. 


The endeavor to organize under its provisions, has developed some de- ` ' 


fects herewith respectfully submitted : 

First. The provision of section 11, to wit:—“ Whenever a sufficient, 
number, by the provisions of this act * * * shall subscribe to a 
call for the organization of a volunteer company,” has, in the absence of any 
fized number, been construed to indieate the number required for a mini- 
mum company. This construction is not clear, however, and ' should be 
explicitly stated as such, or as some given or fixed number. 

Second. The penalty preseribed for failure to comply with the re- 
quirements of the company constitution and by-laws, (Sections 14 and 40,) 
appears entirely insufficient, and gives no power to compel attendance upon 
company drill or other orders of the company commander: 

Expulsion from the company, the penalty prescribed, may be the very 
object sought by a disaffected person, and is in no sense a penalty for the 
neglect of duty. The inability to compel attendance upon company drill 
is the prineipal cause of complaint already made by company officers, who, 
powerless to enforce their orders, are placed in a ridiculous position, 
while the efficieney and existence of the company is jeopardized. 

, My impression is that the voluntéer service will prove the most availa- 
ble and desirable State Organization, and if the design is, as the present 
| 
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law indicates, to leave the imposition of fines and penalties to the.vo lun- 
teer companies, by the adoption of constitutions and by-laws, some pow- 
er which is not now conferred, should. be given to enforce the collection 
of fines, I would suggest that specific fines and penalties be imposed 
for non-attendaúce upon company.drill, at stated periods, and that in cases 
where these fines or penalties are incurred, the company shall have process 
from any court of the State of competent jurisdiction, within the proper 
county, to enforce the same to final judgment and exeeution, and that all 
costs made by virtue of any suit brought to recover such fines, where the 
State fails, shall be paid by the county in which, such guit is brought. 

Third. While provision is made for the election of officers for volun- 
teer companies at the time of company organization, (see section 12,) 
no provision is made for the appointment or election to fill vacancies oc- 
easioned by death, discharge, or promotion. 

Fourth. It seems absolutely essential for the maintainance of proper 
discipline, and punishment of military offences, that provision be made 
for Courts Martial, and Courts of Inquiry. Such offences would not 
properly come before a civil tribunal, and should therefore be tried before a 
Military Commission, for whieh there is no provision in the present law. 

Fifth. Section 27 provides, that “in case of war, insurrection or re- 
* bellion, er invasion, or of resistance to the execution of the laws of this 
' State, or of the United States, or upon the call of any Provost Marshal, 
tt or other Marshal of the United States in Wisconsin, or of any Mayor of 
“a City, or of any Sheriff, the Commander-in Chief is authorized to call 
“into aetive service, any portion of the organized or enrolled militia of 
* this State." 

The manner in which the call is to be made, provided in sec..27 and 
subsequent sections, is in substance, the notification of regimental, battal- 
lon, or company officers, and the members of each company individually, 
to appear at the plaee designated in the notice, when if the number so 
gathered shall be sufficient to form one or more companies or battalions, 
an election of officers may be held to command the organizations there 
formed. ““Ifthe number of volunteers so presenting themselves at the 


' * place of rendezvous shall not be sufficient to satisfy the call of the Com- 


* mander-in-Chief," provision follows for the making of a draft, for the 
required number, and involving a delay of not less than five days, and gs 
mueh longer as the notification of draft to be served, shall inelude. 

The mere statement exhibits the defect, and the utter lack of pawer to 
enforce military assistance upon a sudden or pressing emergency. The 
law eontemplates an existing organized militia at all times, of not less 
than three regiments, armed and equipped, under the command of com- 
pany and regimental officers, and in readiness for response to the call of 
the Commander-in-Chief, while under the existing provisions, not a man 
of these volunteer organizations can be compelled to the immediate per- 
formance of military duty, under the call from any authority. 

To remedy this defeet, I respectfully suggest an additional clause in 
sec. 26, as applicable to the organized militia, in effeot as follows: that 
upon the receipt of notice from the Commander-in-chief, or other specified 
authority, by any commandant of a regiment, battalion or company, to ap- 
pear for duty under such call, auy person of those organizations liable to 
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perform military duty, who-shall refuse, or neglect to appear, with such 
military force, in conformity with the order received, shall be subjected to 
specified fines and penalties, with provision for the collection, or enforce- 
ment of the same, 

While I have said that the prospect of obtaining a State organization is 
encouraging ; there are in my opinion inducements to be offered, and ex- 
ertions yet devolving upon the State, in order to secure that result. In 
the presence of the disturbing elements, which have sprung up within 
our land and now surround and threaten our national existence; none 
can doubt the desirability, or. the advantages to be gained in maintaining 
a well organized militia. Living in a young and prosperous State, which, 
has risen within the past twenty years from a comparative wilderness, to 
rank as the fifteenth in the order of population in the republic, and so long 
at peace within our borders, the attention and energies of the people have 
become absorbed in a higher development.of its varied resources of wealth, 
and though quick to respond to the call in the defence of our national life, 
as her thousands of brave sons now. bear witness: the terrible jarrings of 
civil war, even, do not seem to awaken us in any degree as a State, to the 
importance of maintaining within ourselves a power which shall by a 
properly organized defence against internal strife or foreign aggression, 
secure and perpetuate to us the blessings of peace, and civil liberty. 

The attention of the people should therefore be directed to the matter, 
and all proper inducements be presented to encourage and sustain the 
organization of military companies. Among the means to my mind ne- 
cessarily employed are two, which specially recommend themselves, and 
although involving a limited expense, will in the results, be found a true 
economy. These are, first, the furnishing by the state of proper uniforms 
and equipments, and second, a reasonable compensation for time spent 
when under orders for regimental and company parade. A somewhat ex- 
tended review of reports from other states, of, the difficulties which sur- 
round this matter, with other testimony from various sources of informa- 
tion, all tend to confirm me in the opinion, that an unpaid and ununi- 
formed militia will maintain but an ephemeral- existence in any locality. 
Many who would be active members of a company, cannot afford. to lose 
the time of even the few days required in company or regimental parade, 
much less to provide themselves with a proper uniform. The time hag 
passed when any find asufficient remuneration in mere military display 
for the time and expense necessarily incurred. 

The present law provides that “ Every regiment, battalion or company 
of organized militia may adopt a uniform for itself,” subject to the appro- 
val of the Commander-in-Chief, the result of which has been delay, and 
a great lack of unity among members of the same company, and resulting 
usually in some cheap distinctive portion.of dress, instead of a full uni- 
form. It has been urged, and with some degree of propriety, that were 
there no Volunteer Organizations, the drafted militia would, under the 
present law, necessarily be uniformed at the expense of the state, and that 
Volunteers should receive at least the same recognition from the state. 

As a further inducement, a specified term of service in a volunteer or= 
ganization, should entitle the person so serving, to a certificate stating his 
term of service, and his exemption from all further military duty in time 
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of peace; with such other benefits as exemption from jury duty, or poll 
tax, as may be deemed proper. : : 

Of the foregoing suggestions, it is hoped that at least the obvious de- 
fects of our present law may receive such amendment, early in the coming 


winter, as legislative wisdom may devise. 


THE ENROLLED MILITIA, 


consists of all persons subject to military duty, not included in the or- 
ganized militia of the state, and is divided into three classes of speoified 
ages, subject to draft for state service at all times, upon the call of the 
Commander-in-Chief. The following is the division of classes, to wit.: 


“The first class shall consist of all inhabitants of the state subject to military 
“duty, who are unmarried and between the ages of eighteen and twenty-eight years. 
“ The second class shall consist of allinhabitants of the state, subject to military duty, 
“who are unmarried and between the ages of twenty-eight and thirty-six years, and 
“those who are married and between the ages of eighteen and twenty-eight years. 
t The third class shall consist of all other inhabitants of the state subject to military 
«duty. The second class of the enrolled militia shall not be called into active service 
“until the first class is exhausted or insufficient in number to meet the exigency of the 
‘state. The third class of the enrolled militia shall not be called out until the first 
“two classes are exhausted or found insufficient, as aforesaid; and the said third class 
ES Se no case be used except within the limits of the county wherein it had been 
** enrolled." 


The law eontemplates the yearly enrollment of the militia by the town, 
ward or village assessor, copies of which enrollment shall be filed in the 
office of the Clerk of the Circuit Court of the county, in which the vil- 
lage, town or city is situated; and, in the office of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the state, at the Capital. i 

The number of regiments for state service, required by law, having been 
raised by volunteer companies, it was not deemed essential that a special 
enrollment of militia should be made this autumn, involving as it would 
a large item of expense, and the course being authorized in the discretion 
of the Governor, by section 8, of the Militia Law, Your Excellency 
directed the use of the enrollment made in August, 1862, by the Sheriffs 
of the several counties, as sufficiently correct for the present requirements. 
A classification of the enrolled militia by connties has been made from 
these returns, and is appended to this report in Schedule “0.” - 

The total number of enrolled militia in the state is, by those returns, 
given as 95,812, from which additional organized militia may at any time 
be-drafted, upon the order of the Commander-in-Chief. 

Blanks will undoubtedly be provided and sent to the assessors through- 
out the state, that a correct enrollment may be made in June next, and 
in view of the negligence of assessors heretofore in this respect, it is 
SE that a heavy penalty be provided for the failure to perform this 

uty. 
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VOLUNTEER SERVICE. 


The report from this office for the year 1862 was made to the 31st of 
December of that year, including such items relative to the volunteer ser- 
vice as could be gathered at that date. 

The present requirement that the Adjutant General's Report shall be 
made “on.or before the first day of October of each year," will therefore 
enable me to include but a nine months' record of the volunteer service 
since the date of my last report. At that. date, (Dec. 31st, '62,) there 
had been organized and sent into the service of the General Government 
from this State, thirty-one regiments of Infantry, (exclusive of the old 
first three months' men;) three regiments and one company of Cavalry, 
twelve Batteries of Light Artillery, one battery of Heavy Artillery, and 
one company (* G." in Berdan’s regiment) of Sharpshooters. 

There were remaining in the State at that date, yet incomplete, three 
regimerts of Infantry, to wit.: the Twenty-seventh and Thirty-first volun- 
teers, and the Thirty-fourth, drafted militiay-nine months’ men. The first 
two mentioned would have been completed and gone from the State be- 
fore that date, had the War Department made favorable reply to your 
Excellency's request for an extension of time, though but for a few days, 
for volunteering in the autumn preceding. This was refused, although 
consent was tardily given, accepting. volunteers to fill these regimenta. 
They were meanwhile stationed temporarily in charge of the camps of 
rk e in the draft of 1862, the former at Milwaukee, the latter at 

acine. : 

The 31st left the State on the 1st of March, under orders for Colum- 
bus Kentuoky, for which place the 27th also followed, on the 16th of the 
same month. - é 

The Thirty-fourth was formed exclusively of conscripts, obtained from 
the draft ordered by the War Department August 4th, 1862, and made 
by the State authorities in conformity with orders received from the Gem- 
eral Government. Not completed.at the date of my last report, the draft 
was subsequently made in Manitowoe county, and active exertions were 
made to bring the men to camp. Col Fritz Anneke was commissioned 
and assigned to the command of the 84th regiment. 

The privilege given to drafted men, at any time within ten days after 
muster, to enlist in any old regiment of their choice, delayed the organi- 
zation of this regiment, whieh was finally completed, numbering 961 men, 
and left the State on the 24th of January, for Columbus, Kentucky. 

The term of service of this regiment expired on the 17th of August, 
ult., at which time it returned to Milwaukee, but owing to some delay on 
the E of the Paymaster, it was not mustered out until the 8th of Sep- 
tember. 

Composed, to a large extent, of Belgians and Germans, the members of 
the regiment were, notwithstanding the measures taken to prevent it, 
while in camp at Milwaukee, subjected to meddlesome interference from 
persons who sought to inflame their prejudiees and create an increased 
aversion to the service, and it is not strange that diseontent and dissatis- 
faction for a time existed among them. Order and proper discipline Were 
seon established after the regiment left the State, the men became profi- 
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cient in drill and attached to the service, and at the mustering out no 
inconsiderable number re-enlisted in the 35th regiment. Of the results 
of the draft from which this regiment was organized, further mention is 
made elsewhere. 

No additional regiments to those above enumerated, have been raised 
during the present year. 

Capt. Chas. C. Messervey, by the consent of Brigadier General Barry, 
Inspector of Artillery, U. q Army, received orders from'the War Depart- 
ment, June 8th, 1863, giving authority to raise a Battalion of Heavy Ar- 
tillery, to consist of four companies, his own Company (** A;") the only 
Battery of Heavy Artillery from this State, to constitute the basis. Re- 
eruiting commissions were immediately issued, under orders from .your 
Excellency, for raising volunteers for this Battalion. This being a favor- 
ite branch of the service, the Batteries B. C. and D. have been raised and 
mustered into the service, constituting the Battallion. Company B. left 
the State in the beginning of October, under orders from the War Depart- 
ment, to report at Louisvilleelky. Company C. and D. are yet in camp 
at Milwaukee, awaiting orders. Authority was also given in the absence 
of your Excellency last May, for raising another, the 13th Battery of 
Light Artillery, and recruiting commissions were issued accordingly. 
From some unexplained cause, but slow progress has been made, and somé 
ninety men only, are as yet mustered under a First Lieutenant. Beside 
these Companies, Gibbons’ Brigade Band, consisting of thirteen men, was 
also raised and mustered into the service from this State, during the month 
of January last. 

Upon the return of the 34th Regiment, (nine months men) authority 
was given your Excellency to recruit the 35th Regiment Wisconsin Vol- 
unteer Infantry, and recruiting appointments have been issued for this 
purpose. The offer by Government of a high bounty to recruits for old 
Regiments, while that offered to new is unchanged, renders it difficult to 
secure recruits for this organization. In the face of these difficulties, 
however, the Regiment numbers at this date (Nov. 1st) some 200 men, 
and the prospect of success seems now encouraging. Special recruiting 
service has been suspended other than for the 35th Regiment and 13th 
Artillery, but voluntary enlistments in old Regiments have continued, 
quietly and steadily, and number 638 recruits mustered into the various 
Regiments during the past ten months. 

The total number of troops, furnished the General Government from 
this State, and mustered into the U. $, service from the commencement 
of the war to the present date, (Nov. Ist) exclusive of the three months 
Regiment for which the State receives no credit numerically, is as follows:

Upon receipt of notice from the War Department of the draft ordered 
under the act of Congress of 1863, measures were immediately taken to 
secure the proper credit due to this State. 

A thorough review, during last winter, of the returns made by the 
Sheriffs of the several counties in August, 1862, under orders from your 
Excellency, showed that the claim made for volunteers in the several 
towns and wards of the State was 3,051 in excess:of the number appear- 
ing upon the muster rolls of the companies and regiments in the gervice 
from the State. 

This was not deemed a proper claim for credit by the Government. 
Claim was therefore made for all volunteers in the original organizations, 
and all subsequent recruits, of which this office afforded the requisite in- 
formation. A difference appeared upon comparing the, recerds between 
the War Department and this offige of but 342. Further information was 
furnished proving the correctness of' the records in this office; the claim 
was allowed and settlement obtained with the War Department, October 
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12th, upon the basis shown in the above exhibit, to which credits have 
been added of recruits since enlisted. 

The question had already been raised as to a proper distribution of the 
credit allowed by the War Department; to the several localities of the 
State entitled to such credit. 

Your Excellency urged the expectation, under former promises from 
both the State and United States authorities, and the justice of crediting 
each locality, upon this draft, with the excess over former calls. To this, 
consent was at first given, with the- added direction that the people of 
each locality should make out new lists of: all volunteers claimed, 
giving the company and regiment in which each person had served, that 
comparison might be made with the muster rolls in the Adjutant Gener- 
al’s office.at Washington. The experience of the department in other 
States, where a similar course was undertaken, soon proved this to be im- 
practicable, as was apparent from the beginning to all who had any knowl- 
edge of the amount of labor and delay involved in it, and the Govern- 
ment deelared its inability to give credit to localities for any excess here- 
tofore furnished, and announeed that credits would be allowed only by 
Congressional districts. 

A Statement was then prepared by Congressional Districts, reducing the 
erroneous: excess in each in proportion to the number ‘heretofore claimed, 
and bringing the total to the exact credit allowed by the War Depart, 
ment. This was presented to the Department by your Excellency in per- 
son, with the renewed request that the Government should take this en- ~ 
rollment of volunteers as made in 1862, as a basis, and through the sub- 
district .enrolling officers in the State, secure a correct revision of the 
same, and thereby give the proper credit to each locality entitled thereto. 
This was deemed entirely feasible, from the fact that the Government had 
already.in the State the machinery necessary to secure this result, with 
but a temporary delay. Although persistently urged, with the assurance 
that, with our experience the past year, such a plan was proven to be 
practicable ; all attempts to convince the Department proved futile; they 
had concluded upon the plan announced. and declined further argument 
upon the subject. The following statement of credits for the several Con- 
gressional districts was therefore made the basis of settlement between 
the General Government and the State, which credit is to be distributed 
among'the several sub-districts in proportion to the number of first class 
men enrolled, without regard to former excess or deficiency: 

The following is the tabular statement, agreed upon, October 12th, 
1863, to which have been added such recruits as:have enlisted up to the 
present date, (Nov. 1st,) and to which all volunteers in úew organizations 
will be added up to the day of the draft. ` ` E :

The question has been asked, and the same inquiry may have arisen in 
other localities, why the draft was made by the State authorities in 1862, 
if, as now appears, the State has an excess over all previous calls; to ap- 
ply on the present draft. ;[lhe reason is, that, in the assignment of quo- 
tas in 1861 and 1862, the term of service was not taken into account by 
the General Government, the calls were made for a given quota, and cred- 
it was given for the number of-men furnished, without regard to the term 
of service; on which basis our State was lacking some four or five thou- 
sand nien. The conscription act of the present year, however, obligated 
the department to bring all debt and credit with the several States for 
troops to a three years basis, by which course our State now receives the 
benefits of her three years enlistments, in an excess on all.calls hereto- 
tofore made. - 

The very prompt returns received at this office monthly from a large 
majority of the organizations now in. the service, with other official infor- 
mation, enable me to present a schedule “F” of the numerieal strength 
of each command at its departure from the State; the number of recruits 
since mustered and the present strength of each. 

The importance of these monthly reports ean hardly be, over estimated, 
in the benefits thereby accruing to the treasury of the State, and also in 
a proper knowledge of whatever pertains to the interest and welfare of 
the troops, With a partial knowledge of the many difficulties which sur- 
round and hinder the labor in making these returns, so promptly furaish- 
ed, I deem it due, and desire thus publicly to acknowledge the praisewor- 
thy action of the regimental adjutants, upon whom this duty rests. From 
the schedule alluded to, it appears that of the 41,775 volunteers originally 
in the service, the State is now represented by 24,812, a reduction of 
16,963, by death, discharge, or desertion, the larger number ef which are 
of those discharged for physical disability. This loss also includes all 
those reported missing in action, some of whom may yet be taken up 
again upon the rolls as prisoners of war. 

The order from the War Department in 1861, for the consolidation of 
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companies in regiments, reduced below half the number allowed for a max- 
imum, has been carried into effect with but one regiment (the 16th,) 
which was greatly reduced in its first action at Shiloh, in which battle it 
bore a conspicuous part. " 

It'is hoped that the draft soon to be made in the State, will fill up the 
thinned ranks of our regiments, and not on]y prevent the necessity of fur- 
ther consolidation, but also restore this regiment to its original strength. 

In the more immediate notice of each regiment or company in the ser- 
vice, itis with pleasure that I am enabled through the courtesy of the 
commanding officer to present to your Excellency and the Legislature a 
somewhat extended record of each, from the date of its organization to 
the first of October, 1863. 

To accomplish this a copy of the following circular was addressed to 
the commanding officer of each regiment in the field: -

Drar SIR:— ` 
"The record of the Volunteer Regiments from the State, presented in my report of 
last year, was but meagre; owing in pari to the absence of official data from which 
to comfle the record. I very much desire the co-operation of the regimental officers 
from our State in making up a report for the-current year, that I may be enabled to 
give a more extended notice of the various movements and actions in which the regi- 
ments have been engaged. For this purpose will you please furnish me a synopsis of 
your regimental record since your Command left the State, showing: 

The:marches, and dates when made. 

Battles or skirmishes in which your command or portions of it, have been engaged, 
with the number of killed, wounded, prisoners, or missing in each battle. 

The total loss of your regiment in killed, wounded, prisoners or deserters since 
leaving the Btate. 

In short, everything which may be of historical interest to the people in the State, 
or to yourselves. Particular attention is requested to accuracy'in dates, that the re- 


port may be made reliable reference for the future. The present law requires my, 


report to be made on the first of October, instead of January, as heretofore. I there- 
fore Wish to have your record made up to the first of October, mailing it to me as 
soon 88 possible after that date. | ' 

You will also-please acknowledge the receipt of this request, and advise me if you 
will favor me with the desired report. `

The First Regiment, originally organized in compliance with the Pregi- 
dent's call for 75,000 three month’s volunteers, having completed its term 
of service, was mustered out of service on the 21st of August, 1861. 
Orders were received for re-organization as a three years regiment @n the 
28th of August. Under the supervision of the former Commander, (Col. 
John C. Starkweather), the various companies were rapidly recruited, or- 
ganized and sent to the regimental rendezvous at Camp Scott, Milwaukee, 
where the regimental organization was perfected, and their muster into 
United States service completed on the 19th of October. 

Nine days afterward, on the 28th, the First again left the state for ac- 
tive service, under orders to report at Louisville, Ky. Proceeding by way 
of Chicago and Indianapolis, they went into “ Camp Sherman,” on the 
north bank of the Ohio, opposite Louisville, on the thirty-first. Leaving 
Camp Sherman on the 14th of November, they crossed the river, march- 
ing through Louisville to Portland’s Landing, a distance of six miles ; 
whence they proceeded by steamer to Camp Buell, near West Point, Ky., 
at the mouth of Salt Hiver. Having been assigned to Negley’s Bri- 
gade, they left Camp Buell on the third of December, and joined the 
Brigade on the following day at Camp Negley, fifteen milles from Eliza- 
bethtown, Ky. They left this place on the 11th, and marching about 
fourteen miles, encamped at Bacon Creek, where they remained five days; 
marching on the 17th, nine miles to Green River, where they went into 
Camp Wood, near Munfordsville, At this place the winter was passed, 
the regiment being employed on outpost and picket duty, and partici- 
pating in various reconnoitering expeditions through the surrounding 
country. 

On the 14th of February, 1862, they left Munfordsville and marching 
northward fourteen miles, bivouacked for the night at Upton’s Station, on 
the Louisville and Nashville Railroad. On the following day the direction 
of their march was changed, and proceeding southward, they passed Cave 
City on the 17th ; eneamping near Bat's Cave, from which place they moved 
on the 23rd to Bowling Green, Ky. The march was resumed on the 27th. . 
Proceeding by way of Franklin and Mitchellville, they encamped at Edge- 
field on the second of March, and crossing the Cumberland river on the 
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7th, went into Camp Andy Johnson, three miles south of Nashville, 
Tenn. On the 8th of March five companies were sent out on outpost and 
pieket duty. Company B, holdiug the right of the line, was extended 
right and left as skirmishers, ten men of the centre being posted as a 
reserve. "This small number was suddenly attacked by about two hundred 
rebel eavalry. The skirmishers immediately rallied on the reserve, and 
while in the execution of this manoeuvre, the company was attacked on 
allsides. The movement, however, was effected in good order, and the 
company fell back, having lost private Willett Greenly—the first Union 
soldier: killed in Tennessee—and two others of their number wounded. 

Meanwhile company C, hearing the fire on the right, had advanced to 
their support, and arrived just in time to hold the enemy in check and 
carry off the wounded. On returning to their original position, it was . 
discovered that the rebels had in their absence set fire to some buildings 
near which they had been stationed, destroying their knapsacks and 
blankets. "The whole line was held until reinforcements came up. The 
regiment left Camp Andy Johnson on the 29th of March, marching by 
way of Franklin, erossed Duck Creek, and encamped on the 2d of April, 
two miles south of Columbia, Tenn., where they remained five days, 
marching on the 7th fourteen miles to Mt. Pleasant, where they went into 
camp. Moving to Lawrenceburg on the 3d.of May, they were ordered 
back next day to ‘Mt. Pleasantin anticipation of an attack upon Columbia, 
and returned to Camp Walker at that place, having accomplished a march 
of fifty miles within thirty-ssyen hours. 


On the tenth of May they again broke camp at Mount Pleasant, taking 
part, with an additional force of infantry, cavalry and artillery, in a recon- 
noissanee under the command of Col. Starkweather. Marching by a cir- 
euitous route over a rough and broken country; passing through Pulaski 
on the 11th, they arrived on the 13th at Rogersville, Tenn., near which 
place a force of the enemy's cavalry, which attempted to cut off their 
communications, was defeated in a sharp skirmish. A forced march of 
seventeen miles to Shoal Creek Bridge was effected on the fourteenth. 
Having stationed guard at the bridge, the main force of the expedition 
advanced three miles to Bainbridge Ferry, on the Tennessee river, where 
they destroyed three ferry-boats and shelled the rebels out of their camp 
on the southside of the river. Thence on the 16th they marched eight miles 
to Florence, Ala, where the expedition received orders to return to Co- 
lumbia. Marching on the following day, they arrived at Columbia on the 
20th and wentinto Camp Scribner, two miles south of that place; having 
marched one hundred and eightyeseven miles within ten days. 

Leaving Camp Scribner on the 25th of May, they moved nine miles, to 
Calioka, at which place they were ordered to construct a railroad bridge. 
On the 29th, Companies A, B, G and K, under command of Major 
Bingham, were detached from the regiment to join an expedition against 
Chattanooga. Proceeding by way of Pulaski, Fayetteville and Tulla- 
homa, they crossed the Cumberland Mountains on the 4th of June, and, 
on the 8th, took part in a skirmish with the enemy on the bank of the 
Tennessee river, opposite Chattanooga. The object of the expedition 
having been accomplished, they were, on the same day, ordered to return. , 
Marching via Altamont and Winchester, they arrived at Shelbyville on 
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the 13th, having marched a distance of about two hundred and seventy 
miles. The remainder of the regiment—with the exception of Company 
C, which was detailed as provost guard at Columbia— was occupied in 
constructing bridges and repairing and guarding the railroad between 
Columbia and Pulaski. On the 28d of June they marched ten miles, to 
Pulaski, and thence, on the following day, to Elk River, from which place 
they proceeded by rail, via Huntsville, arriving on the 25th, at Stevenson, 
Ala., the junction of the Nashville and Chattanooga, with the Memphis 
and Charleston railroad. ` . ! 
Meanwhile Companies A. B. G and K left Shelbyville on the 23d, and 
marching by way of Fayetteville and Pleasant Plain, took the cars on the 
25th at Elkton Station, on the Nashville and Decatur railroad, proceeding 
thence via Athens and Huntsville to Stevenson, Ala., at which place they 
joined the regiment on the 27th. of June. The regiment moved on the 
29th twelve miles, to Battle Creek, encamping in a wood, near the Ten- 
nessee river. Here they were constantly employed in the performance of 
outpost, picket and signal duty, until the 25th of July, when they 
marched five miles, to Bridgeport, proceeding thence by rail to Moores- 
ville, Ala., when they went into camp on the following day. On the third 
of August camp was moved to Decatur, at which place they were stationed 
five days, returning on the 9th to Mooresville, where they remained in 
the performance of guard duty, with frequent reconnoissances through 
“he surrounding country, until the eighteenth. when they were ordered to 
Nashville. Taking the cars on the 19th, they arrived at Nashville on 
the following day, and crossing the Cumberland river at that place, en- 
camped at Edgefield. , 

On the third of September, was organized the Twenty-eighth Brigade, 
consisting of the First, with three other regiments and two Batteries of 
Artillery, Col. Starkweather being placed in command. The brigade left 
Edgefield at one in the morning of the sixth, and marehing rapidly, by 
way of Franklin, arrived at Bowling Green, Ky., on the eyening of the 
following day. The general movement of our army towards Munfords- 
ville, commenced on the fifteenth. On arriving within eight miles of 
that place, Gen. Rousscau's Division, to which the Twenty-eighth Brigade 
was attached, took position and ‘remained until the 21st, when the bri- 
gade, having been ordered on a reconngissance, moved by a eircuitous 
route to Glasgow, rejoining the division at Munfordsville on the following 
day. The march was resumed on the 23d: proceeding by way of Eliza- 
bethtown and West Point, marching almest literally day and night, they 
encamped on the 26th at Louisville, Ky., on the Ohio river, where they 
were joined by the Twenty-first Regiment. The movement of our forces to 
meet the rebels under Bragg, began on the first of October. Marching 
by way of Taylorsville, Bloomfield and Chaplin, the Twenty-eighth Bri-: 
gade bivouacked near Mackville, on the seventh. Next morning they 
were hurried forward a distance of twelve miles, and placed in position on 
the extreme left of our lines, during the battle of Chaplin Hills. Ar- 
riving on the field at half past one in the afternoon, the First.took the 
extreme left, supporting the Fourth Indiana Battery, the Twenty first being 
posted a little in advance. Shortly before, the rebels had succeeded in 
driving back a portion of Gen. Jackson’s Division, who rushed through 
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and on either side of the Twenty-first, the latter holding their ground firmly, 
until the pursuing rebels came up in front in greatly superior numbers, and 
a terrible conflict ensued. At the same time, the enemy, availing himself 
of:his vastly greater force, attacked the brigade on the right, simulta- 
neously planting a battery on the left, designed to cover an attempt on 
the flank. The flank movement was prevented by our artillery, which 
shelled the rebel position, dislodging the enemy, while the attempt on 
the right was gallantly repulsed by the infantry. At this moment, the 
Twenty-first was ordered to “fire and charge to the front," but being a 
new regiment, and their Colonel being severely wounded.and their Major 
killed at about the time such order was given, ro field officer was left to 
earry the command into execution, although several companies, hearing 
the order, attempted to obey it, but being sorely pressed by the brigade 
and battery in front, they retired in some disorder and confusion. * In 
justice to this (the 21st) regiment, it should be noted that, at the date of this 
battle, they had been mustered into service only thirty-four days, and were 
kept almost continually on the march, having, during that time, the ad- 
vantage of only four days actual drill. So inexperienced, indeed, were 
even the company officers, that the Colonel, in anticipation of the emer- 
geney which occurred, had, before the battle, addressed the regiment, 
telling them, that in such event, he would simply give the command 
“Break and Rally,” and, as no regimental colors had as yet been fur- 
nished, they must make himself the point around which to rally after 
they had retreated. The necessity having arrived, the order was given, 
and the regiment broke, rallying in good order around their Colonel in 
the rear of the main line of battle, where they continued in the fight 
during the remainder of the afternoon. On the withdrawal of this regi- 
ment, the “Old First," suppotting the artillery, was advanced to the 
front, which position they held until many of the artillery horses were 
killed, and the balance became unmanageable. when, with two other regi- 
ments of the brigade, they were ordered to hold their position, while 
the guns, which were yet manageable, were retired to a safe position. 
When this was effected, “a part of the First Wisconsin then charged to 
the front, capturing the colors of the First Tennessee. The fire from the 
Seventy-ninth and Twenty-fourth held the enemy in check, while the bal- 
ance of the First Wisconsin took by hand every remaining gun and cais- 
son from the field." ** By this time the enemy was completely routed, and 
our troops retired to the support of their new position. In this great 
battle the First Regiment had four hundred and seven men engaged, of 
whom fifty-six were killed, one hundred and twenty wounded, and four 
missing. The Twenty-first, out of six hundred and sixty-three men en- 
gaged, lost forty-one killed, one hundred and one wounded, twenty-one 
prisoners, and fifteen missing. In his official report of the battle, Gen. 
Rousseau thus speaks of the First: “I had great confidence in the gal- 
lantry of these two regiments, (lst Wis. and 79th Penn.) and was not 
disappointed when their time of trial came. They drove back the enemy 
several times with great loss, and, until their ammunition was exhausted, 
bravely maintained their position, and then quietly (not under fire,) re- 
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tired under orders, to the line of battle originally selected by Gen. Mo- 
Cook and myself, where they got a supply of ammunition, and were again 
ready for action.” 

They left Perryville on the 11th of October, following the retreating 
rebels as far as Crab Orchard, where the pursuit was abandoned, and our 
army took a more southerly direction, the brigade arriving at Mitchell- 
ville, Tenn, on the 12th of November. At this time, Mitchellville was 
the terminus of our railroad transportation south, and they were stationed 
here in the performance of guard and provost duty until the 9th of De- 
cember, when they moved to Edgefield, Tenn. On the following day 
they crossed the Tennessee river, and, passing through Nashville, went 
into “Camp Andy Johnson," four miles south of that place. In the re- 
organization of the army, their brigade became the Second of the First 
Division. Participating in the movement of Gen. Rosecrans’ army, they 
left camp on the 26th of December, in charge of a large train, and pro- 
ceeding by way of Nolansville, arrived on the 30th at Jefferson, a small 
town om the Lebanon and Murfreesboro pike. Near this place the ene- 
my's cavalry made a fierce attack upon the train, which was handsomely 
repulsed by the brigade in a severe engagement, our regiment losing two 
killed and seven wounded. Next day they were ordered up to take part 
in the battle of STONE RIVER, near Murfreesboro, where they were assigned 
position in the center of our line, and held in reserve. On the 2d of: 
January, 1863, they took position in the entrenchments on our front, 
which they held until the following day, when they advanced, taking 
part in a severe engagement with the rebel infantry. The enemy with- 
drew during the night, and the 4th was spent in burying the dead on thé 
field of battle. 

In consequence of having been placed in the reserve they suffered but 
trifling loss in this celebrated conflict, and soon after, in the beginning of 
January, 1863, encamped within the fortifications at Murfreesboro. 
Marching with the centre of the “ Army of the Cumberland,” under com- 
mand of Gen. Thomas, they lefu Murfreesboro on the 24th of June, tak- 
ing a southerly direction on the Manchester pike. On the following 
day, they were ordered to the front and led the advance, skirmishing 
occasionally with the enemy as he retreated before them. Proceeding by 
way of Fairfield, Manchester and Tullahoma, they went into camp on the 
14th, at "Cowan Station, on the Nashville and Chattanooga railroad. 
Leaving Cowan on the 10th of August, they marched with the division, 
bivouacking for the night at Crow Oreek Valley. On the following day 
the division moved across the mountains, passing. Anderson, and going 
into camp three miles south of the state line of Alabama. At this place, 
the First Regiment was detached from the Brigade, proceeding to Steven- 
son, Ala., where they were employed in preparing the ground for a field 
hospital. At this place they were joined by the Brigade, and participat- 
ing in the forward movement of the army on Chattanooga, they left Ste- 
venson on the 2d of September, marching to Bridgeport, Ala., where they 
erossed the Tennessee on the 4th, and proceeding up the Tennessee valley 
on the following day, crossed a spur of the mountains and bivouacked. 
They ascended Raccoon or Sand Mountain on the sixth, encamping for 
the night on the summit, On the following day they descended the east- 
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ern side, bivouacking at Johnson's Cove, in the valley between Racaoon 
and Lookout Mountains, where they were delayed one day to enable Gen. 
-Negley's Division in their advance to ascend the latter. On the 9th they 
encamped on the summit, moving on the following day down the eastern 
slope of the mountain. At three in the morning of the 11th, they were 
ordered forward to the support of Negley's Division, then five miles in 
advance, near Dug Gap. They moved forward, skirmishing the whole 
distance, oceupying the position assigned about 8 o'clock. Severe skir- 
mishing soon commenced and the Second Brigade was ordered to take the 
place of a portion of Gen. Negley's troops in the advance. This was 
gallantly accomplished under a severe fire, and the Brigade held the posi- 
tion, resisting the enemy's attempts to dislodge them until half past three 
in the afternoon, when a retrograde movement having commenced, they 
were ordered to cover the retreat. This difficult duty was admirably per- 
formed under the command of Gen. Starkweather, and they went into 
camp at Stevens’ Gap, Ga., at one on the following morning. Théy re- 
mained here until the 17th, when they marched, proceeding by way of 
Owen’s Ford and Crawfish Springs, and arrived on the field of CHICKAMAUGA 
on the 19th, taking position early in the morning on the left of Col. Wilder's 
Brigade, at the Cross Roads. At ten o'clock they were ordered to move in 
support of the First and Third Brigades. On coming up with a portion of 
the Third, they were ordered to change their direction and proceed to 
ihe left, relieving a portion of Gen. Brannan's Division, which was 
then out of ammunition. On taking the place assigned, they were 
assailed by a severe fire on the front and right, and had searcely effected 
a corresponding change of position, when they were attacked by heavy 
columns of the enemy and forced to retire a short distance to the rear, 
leaving two guns. At this moment the enemy was attacked on the flank 
and rear by other portions of our troops, thrown into disorder and driven 
from the field, leaving the guns untouched. The Batteries were at once 
rearranged, and the Second Brigade, closing on the First and Third, took 
position in the second line of battle, supporting Gen. Johnson's Division 
on the left of his command. This position they held until evening, when 
they were ordered forward and took position in the first line, relieving 
the troops in their front whose ammunition was exhausted. By the time 
the movement was completed. darkness set in and the positions could only 
be known by the flashing of the musketry and artillery of the first line. 
Under these circumstances our troops in their vicinity, mistaking them 
for the enemy, poured in a terrible fire, and thus assaulted at oncé:on 
front, right and rear, there was no alternative save that of retirement in 
confusion and disorder. Line was immediately reformed at the foot of a 
ridge to the east of their former position, where they remained until our 
lines were withdrawn, when they moved back in good order, going into 
bivouae in an open field on the left of Gen. Johnson's ammunition train. 
Moving thence at three in the morning of the 20th, they took position on 
a ridge, forming in two lines, with the rigbt of the Brigade resting upon 
Gen. Johnson's Division. At this place «they felled trees, forming two 
barricades to obstruct the advance of the enemy and cover the further 
retreat of our forces. This position was retained during the day under 
repeated attacks by the enemy in heavy columns, supported with artillery, 
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until evening, when they were ordered to retire to Chattanooga. On ar- 
riving within a mile of that place, the order was coun termanded and they 
again marched to the front, and remained in position until the morning 
of the 22d, when, with their Division; they covered the retreat of the 
army on Chattanooga, going into bivouac at that place. In these battles 
the First sustained a loss of twenty-five killed, ninety-one wounded, and 
eighty-four missing. The Twenty-First lost two killed, thirty-six wound- 
ed and seventy-six missing. Of the missing, the greater number were 


prisoners in the hands of the enemy. They yet remain at Chattanooga, 
Georgia.

The Second Regiment was, like the First, originally enrolled under the 
President's call for 75,000 three months’ volunteers. The various com- 
panies were ordered to rendezvous at Camp Randall during the first week 
in May, 1861, where the regimental organization was effected under the 
supervision of S. Park Coon, of Milwaukee. Meanwhile the General 
Government had decided to accept no more troops for this short term of 
service, and accordingly, on the 16th of May, the regiment was called up- 
on to re-enlist “for three years or during the war.” The men complied 
enthusiastically, with the exception of one company, which was immedi- 
ately disbanded, its place in the regiment being supplied by the “ Wis- 
consin Rifles,” of Milwaukee, under command of Capt. A. J. Langwor- 
thy. On the 11th of June, the Second Regiment, thus re-organized, was 
mustered into the United States service for “ three years or during the 
war," being the first Wisconsin organization so mustered. Having been 
completely uniformed and equipped by the State, with the exception of 
arms, they left Madison for service in the field, on the 20th of June, and 
proceeding by way of Chicago, Pittsburg and Baltimore, arrived on the 
25th, at Washington, the first regiment of three years' men to appear in 
the capital, encamping in the suburbs of the city, whence they marched 

. onthe 2d of July, by the Georgetown Aqueduct, to a point two miles 
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west of Fort Corcoran, on the Fairfax road. In this camp the regiment 
was brigaded with three New York regiments, under command of Col. 
(now Major General) W. T. Sherman, Col. Coon being detached for staff 
duty. 

The movement upon Manassas began on the 16th of July, Gen. Ty- 
lers Division, to which they werc attached, moving by way of Falls Church, 
Vienna and Germantown, a distance of twenty-three miles, to Centre- 
ville, at which place they bivouacked on the eighteenth. About noon the 
regiment was ardered up to support the remainder of the division, which 
had come up with, and engaged the enemy at Blackburn's Ford, on Bull 
Run. Advancing on thegdouble quick upwards of three miles, they de- 
ployed under heavy artillery fire in the second line of battle, but with- 
out becoming actively engaged. In the evening they retired to Centre- 
ville, taking position one mile from that place, on the Warrenton turn- 
pike. Atan early hour on the 21st, Tyler's Division moved down the 
Warrenton road to occupy and hold a position near the Stone Bridge, 
while Hunter's Division flanked the enemy's left by way of Sudley's 
Ford. The latter movement proving successful, Tyler's Division, filing 
to the right, forded Burn Run a short distance above Stone Bridge, and 
joined in the pursuit of the enemy towards Manassas. On a range of 
hills a little south of the Warrenton Pike, at rightangles with the Sudley 
road, the enemy made a stand; his batteries being advantageously post- 
ed, and his infantry supports concealed and protected by the heavy growth 
of timber. Being ordered to assault one of the batteries on the east 
side of the Sudley road, the Second moved up under a terrific enfilading 
fire of shell and canister from other batteries, formed in line at.the foot 
of the hill and charged up, driving back the enemy's infantry which had 
emerged from cover in pursuit of a body of our troops, just repulsed in 
similar assault, and almost reaching the guns. At this critical moment, 
the absence of their two field officers led to a confusion of orders, which 
oaused the two wings to be separated and eventually threw them inio dis- 
order. But'the spirit of the men was unbroken and they remained'on 
the field, fighting in squads, under the direction of company officers for 
nearly an hour longer, when the rebels being réinforced by the arrival of 
Johnson's troops from the Shenandoah, they were attacked on their right 
flank and subjected to a cross fire which compelled them to fall back in 
disorder, having suffered a loss of thirty killed, one hundred and five 
wounded and sixty-five missing, most of whom, with a number of the 
wounded, were taken prisoners. By noon of the following day, the regi- 
ment had assembled at Fort Corcoran, and on the morning of the 23d, 
they went into camp elose to the left of the fort, where they remained, 
perfecting their discipline and engaged in the performance of outpost du- 
ty, in the vicinity of Balls Cross Roads, and on the Alexandria and 
Leesburg railroad until the 27th of August, when they were transferred 
from Col. Sherman's command, to that of Brigadier Gen. Rufus King, 
which then consisted of the Fifth and Sixth Wisconsin, together with the 
Nineteenth Indiana, now proudly known by the title given by the accla- 
mation of their comrades in arms, as the “Tron Brigade." It may here 
be stated that oh the 9th of December following, company ““K.” was 
permanently detached from the regiment, by order of the War Depart-

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ment, and organized as heavy artillery, its place in the line being filled 
by the present company “K,” whose muster dates from the 20th of De. 
cember, 1862.

The several companies composing the Sixth Regiment were ordered to 
rendezvous at Camp Randall, about the 25th of June, 1861. Under the 
direction of Col. Lysander Cutler, the regimental organization was soon ef- 
fected, and the regiment was mustered into United States service on the 16th 
of July. Twelve days afterward, on the 28th, they left the State for ac- 
live service, under orders to proceed to Harrisburg, Penn., where they re- 
mained until the 3d of August, at which date they moved by rail to Bal- 
timore, Md. Proceeding to Washington on the 7th, they encamped on 
Meridian Hill, joining at that place the command of Gen. Rufus King, 
which has since become so justly celebrated under the name of the “ Iron 
Brigade of the West."

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Joseph Van Dor, of Milwaukee, and the muster into United States’ service 
completed on the 16th of September. They left the State for field service on 
the 21st of September, arriving at Washington on the first of October, 
when they joined Gen. King's command at Camp Lyon. Since that time 
their history is identical with that of the Iron Brigade. 


“TRON BRIGADE.” 


Early in the beginning of the rebellion, the commission of a Brigadier 
General was tendered to Gen. Rufus King, of this State, a graduate of 
West Point, and one of the oldest citizens of Milwaukee. On his arrival 
at Washington, he was assigned to the command of such Wisconsin troops 
as had already arrived, or were, then expected at that point. The Fifth 
Regiment, arriving in the latter part of July, and the Sixth, arriving on 
the 7th of August, were, with the Nineteenth Indiana, organized as a 
brigade, and encamped under his command on Meridian Hill, in the sub- 
urbs of Washington, where they were joined on the 27th of August by 
the Second Wisconsin. The brigade, thus organized, marched on the 3d 
of September, occupying a position at the Chain Bridge, five miles from 
the camp on Meridian Hill. On the following day the Second and Fifth 
Wisconsin, with the Nineteenth Indiana, being temporarily detached from 
the brigade, crossed the Potomac, accompanying ‘the division of Gen. 
William F. Smith, occupied a commanding position covering the ap- 
proaches to the bridge, and commenced the erection of earthworks now 
called Fort Marey. It may be here stated that the Fifth Wisconsin was 
soon after permanently attached to Gen. Smith’s command. On the 5th 
of September, the two remaining regiments went into “ Camp Advance,” 
near the fort, at which they continued to work by details, until its com- 
pletion ; at the same time performing outpost duty on the roads leading 
to Lewinsville on the left and Deansville on the right. 

They remained at this camp until the Ist ol October, when they re- 
crossed the Potomac, joining the brigade, which was further augmented, 
on the same day, by the arrival of the Seventh Wisconsin. Having been 
ordered to join MeDowell's division, the brigade marched on the 5th of 
October, by way of Georgetown Aqueduct, a distance of six miles, to Fort 
Tillinghast on Arlington Heights, Va., where they went into winter quar- 
ters, and were employed in drilling and the performance of outpost duty 
near Falls Church, until the 10th of March, 1862. At this date, the 
brigade, taking part in the advance of the army upon Manassas, marched 
out sixteen miles, encamping at Germantown, near Fairfax C. H. Gen. 
King having been promoted to the command of a division, Col. Cutler of 
Sixth toók command of the brigade, and returning on the 15th, they pro- 
- ceeded by way of Alexandria, encamping on the following day at Fort 
Tillinghast ; whence they moved on the 18th, occupying a position at 
Fairfax Seminary, near Alexandria. Gen. MeDowell having been placed 
in command of the department of the Rappahannock, they left Alexan- 
dria on the 5th of April, and marching by Centreville, Manassas Junc- 
tion and Bristoe Station, encamped on the 12th at Catlett's Station, on the 
Orange and Alexandria Railroad, where they were employed in railroad 
guard duty until the 21st; at which date the march was resumed, the

brigade going into camp at Falmouth, opposite Fredericksburg, on the 
twenty-third. à 

On the 27th they moved to Brooks’ Station, on the Richmond and Fred- 
ericksburg railway, where they encamped and commenced the ereetion of 
a bridge across the Akakeek run, returning on the second of May to camp 
on the north bank of the Rappahannock, from whieh various detachments 
Írom the brigade were sent out for the purpose of building and guarding 
bridges and blockhouses on the south side of the river. While at thia 
place, Gen. Gibbon took command of the brigade. They crossed the 
Rappahannock on the 25th of May, advancing on the Bowling Green 
road eight miles, and occupying a position near Guineas' Station, from 
which they marched on the 29th, with a large detachment of our forces, 
designed to co-operate with Banks' and Fremont's forces in cutting off 
the retreat of Jackson from the Shenandoah valley. Proceeding by way 
of Falmouth and Catlett's Station, they encamped, on the first of June, at 
Haymarket, on the Manassas Gap railroad, where they remained three 
days, removing camp, on the fifth, to Warrenton, The attempt upon Jack- 
son's forces having proved abortive, the return march was commenced on 
the eighth, and marching by Warrenton Junction and Hartwood, the brig- 
ade enoamped at Falmouth, on the tenth, having marched a distance of 
one hundred and four miles. On the 24th of July they.left Falmouth 
under orders to effect a reconnoisance in the direction of Orange Court 
House, to ascertain the force and design of the enemy, then gathering on 
Gen. Pope's front. Advancing by way of Chancellorville, they encoun- 
tered the enemy's pickets on the 26th, at the distance of a mile from the 
Court House. A skirmish ensued, in which the enemy was routed and a 
few prisoners captured, when, having accomplished the object of the ex- 
pedition, a return was ordered, and the troops re-entered camp on the 
evening of the 27th, having marched a distance of eighty miles within 
three days. i 

In order to cut the enemy’s line of communication, the Sixth Wiscon- 
sin, with a small additional force of cavalry and artillery, under command 
of Col Cutler, was detached on the fifth of August, for the purpose of 
destroying the Virginia Central railroad in the vieinity of Frederick's 
Hall, twenty-three miles from the junction with the Richmond and Poto- 
mac rail road. They arrived at that place on the following day, and tore 
up the track for a mile in each direction, burned a large warehouse filled 
with confederate supplies, tobacco, &c., and destroyed the depot, switches 
and telegraph, burning two bridges on their return. Meanwhile, to effect 
a diversion, the balance of the brigade had marched on the telegraph 
road, engaged the enemy's cavalry on the fifth in a sharp skirmish at 
Thornburg, on Tar river, and pushing forward on the following day to 
the vicinity of Beaver Dam Station, on the Virginia Central railroad, 
when the rear of the column was attacked by Stuart's cavalry. The as- 
sault was handsomely repulsed, the rebels being driven back to the neigh- 
borhood of Fredericksburg, where they made their escape across the fields 
in disorder, carrying with them seventeen men of the Second regiment, 
who had become exhausted on the march, and had been sent back in the- 
morning. Our troops moved to Spotsylvania C. H. on the seventh, where 
they were joined by Col. Cutler’s command, which had marched upwards 
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of one hundred miles within three days, penetrating to a point thirty 
miles within the enemy’s lines. The brigade returned to Falmouth on 
the eighth. Two days afterwards, on the tenth, they marched by Hart- 
wood church, a distance of twenty miles, to Barnett's Ford, where they 
crossed the Rappahannock river and pushed forward on the following day, 
by way of Stevensburg, thirty miles to Cedar Mountain, near Culpepper 
C. H., where they took position in the advance line of the “ Army of 
Virginia.” 

Taking part in the general movement of the army under’ Gen. Pope, 
they moved, on the 19th, in the direction of Rappahannock Station, on 
the Orange and Alexandria - railroad, crossing the Rappahannock on the ` 
following day, and occupying a position north of the railroad, whence 
they moved to the right, covering Beverly Ford, where a skirmish with 
the enemy took place, in which the loss of the brigade was comparatively 
trifling. On the 28d they encamped near Warrenton, on the road to 
White Sulphur Springs. Moving towards the latter place on the 26th, 
they skirmished all day with the rebel forces, sustaining slight loss, and 
on the following day, marched by Warrenton sixteen miles to Buckland 
Mills. In the forenoon of the 28th of August, they proceeded slowly on 
the left of the army, by Gainesville, to Groveton, where they turned to the 
right on the Bethlehem Church road and lay under arms until five in the 
afternoon, when they returned to the Warrenton pike, marching towards 
Centreville. While marching by the flank, the Second Wisconsin in ad- 
vance, was attacked by a battery posted on a wooded eminence to the left. 
The regiment promptly advanced upon the battery, and soon encountered 
the enemy's infantry. While awaiting the arrival of the rest of the brig- 
ade, this regiment sustained and checked, for nearly twenty minutes, the 
onset of “Stonewall "7 Jackson’s entire division, under a murderous con- 
centric fire of musketry. The battle was continued by the brigade until 
nine in the evening, when the enemy's attack was repulsed, although he 
continued to hold his own line. About midnight, Gen. King, the division 
commander, ordered a retreat by the Bethlehem road to Manassas Juno- 
lion, where they arrived on the following morning at sunrise; having been 
compelled to leave a number of their wounded and hospital attendants to 
fall into the hands of the enemy, In the afternoon they moved up the 
Sudley road to the crossing of the Warrenton pike, where they rested 
under arms. 

On the 30th the Second was temporarily consolidated with the Seventh 
Wisconsin, and the brigade about noon moved down the north side of the 
Warrenton pike, in the second line of battle, to assault thé enemy’s left, 
posted in a thick wood. The enemy was driven through the wood, and 
succeeded in making a stand in an old railroad cut. While engaged in 
assaulting this position, the success of the rebel attack upon the left flank 
of our army made it necessary to fall back, the brigade occupying a new 
position on an eminence in the north east angle of the Warrenton and 
Sudley roads. The repeated attacks of the enemy on the front and flank 
of this position were repulsed with great slaughter, but his continued 
snecess on the extreme left, threatening the communication with Centre- 
ville, rendered it imperative to withdraw. Although under a heavy fire 
of artillery, this movement was effected in good order, the brigade occu- 
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pying a hill near BuLL Run, overlooking and commanding the Stone 
Bridge andits approaches. Acting asrear guard to the army, skirmishers 
were thrown out, and the Iron Brigade, formed in line of battle, retained 
the position until the entire army had passed, on the road to Centreville. 
About eleven in the evening, they marched across Bull Run in column of 
companies, and bivouacked at Cub Run. An eye witness writes: “ Gib- 
bon's Brigade covered the rear, not leaving the field until after nine 
o'clock at night, gathering up the stragglers as they marched, and show- 
ing so steady a line that the enemy made no attempt to molest them." 
The movement to the rear was resumed on the following day, and pro- ' 
ceeding by Centreville, Germantown and Falls Church, they went into 
camp on Upton's Hill near Washington, on the second of September. 

Participating in the movement of the army under the command of Gen.. 
McClellan, they broke camp at Upton's Hill on the sixth of September, 
crossing the Potomac at Washingten and proceeding by way of Mechan- 
iesville and New Market, a distance of eighty miles, entered Frederick 
City, Md., on the fourteenth. Passing through the city, they marched 
to Turner's Pass of SourH MOUNTAIN, where the enemy was strongly post- 
ed in the gorge and across the national road. To the brigade was assign- 
ed the duty of storming this position. The assault commenced about half 
past five in the afternoon, the Second leading on the left of the road, and 
the Sixth and Seventh on the right. At nine o'clock, the enemy was 
routed and driven from the pass, which was occupied by our forces. On 
the fifteenth, leading Hooker's Division in advance of the entire army, 
they pursued the retreating enemy thro' Boonsboro, a distance of fourteen 
miles to Antietam Creek, where a skirmish ensued, in which they sustain- 
ed no loss. On this march, the fatigue and exposure of the two cam- 
paigns, began to be felt so severely that a number of men were compelled 
to remain behind, from sickness andexhaustion. The following day was 
spent in attaining a position on the south bank of Antietam Creek, oppo- 
site the enemy's left flank. The battle of ANTIETAM was commenced by 
the advance of Hooker's column. Early in the morning the Brigade be- 
came hotly engaged, dislodging the enemy in their front, after "a severe 
conflict, and occupying the position for two hours, until relieved by fresh 
troops. During the remainder of this and the following day they romain- 
under arms on the field, marching on the 19th, to the Potomac river near 
Sharpsburg, where they went into camp. 

On the 20th of October, camp was removed seven miles to Bakersville, 
where the Twenty-Fourth Michigan was added to the Brigade. From 
this place they marched on the 26th, and proceeding by way of Keedys- 
ville and Crampton's Gap, a distance of twenty miles, encamped on the 
following day at Petersville, in Middletown Valley. Moving thence on 
the 30th, they crossed the Potomac at Berlin, and marching sixty-two 
miles through Snickersville and Bloomfield, arrived on the sixth of No- 
vember at Warrenton, Va., where they remained five days, marching six 
miles on the eleventh to Fayetteville. The march was resumed on the 
seventeenth, the Brigade moving by way of Morrisville and Stafford C. H. 
thirty miles to Brooks’ Station, on the Acquia Creek railroad, where they 
encamped on the twenty-second. Gen. Gibbon having been placed in 
charge of a division, Col. Cutler of the Sixth Wisconsin took command 
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of the Brigade on the fifth of November, retaining it until after their ar- 
rival at Brooks' Station, at which place Gen. Meredith took the command. 
Taking part in the general movement of the army ordered by Gen. Burn- 
side, they left Brooks' Station on the 9th of December, forded Potomac 
Creek south of the railroad, and crossing the Rappahannock on the 12th, 
under the fire of the enemy's artillery, occupied a position at Bernard 
House. In the great battle of FREDERICKSBURG on the 13th, the brigade 
held an exposed and very important position on the extreme left: were 
constantly changing lines in accordance with the varying fortunes of the 
day in other parts of the field, and always under severe artillery fire, but 
suffering little from musketry, except when engaged in skirmishing with 
the supports of the horse artillery, attached to Stuart's Cavalry, and post- 
ed opposite their left flank. Shortly after sunset they drew in towards 
the right, and advanced to the Bowling Green road, for the purpose of assur- 
ing the position of batteries placed to cover our lines in front of Fitz Hugh's 
Crossing. While effecting this movement they were subjected to a terrific 
fire of grape and canister, but the range being inaccurate, owing to the 
darkness, they suffered but slight loss. During the two days following 
they were constantly under arms, retiring safely on the evening of the 
15th to the north bank of the Rappahannock, where they bivouacked in 
line facing the river for four days, moving on the 20th towards Belle 
Plaine, Va., twelve miles distant, at which place they went into winter 
quarters on the twenty-third. 

On the 20th of January, 1863, they broke eamp taking part in the 
movement since known by the army as the “Mud Campaign." Marching 
as far as “ Stoneman's Switch," on the Acquia Creek railroad, the stormy 
weather and muddy roads compelled a return to camp, which they re-en- 
tered on the 24th, having accomplished nothing but a very toilsome and 
vexatious march of forty miles. On the 12th of February the Second and 
Sixth Wisconsin, under command of Col. Fairchild, of the Second, left 
camp at two in the afternoon, embarking at Pratt's Landing, and proceed- 
ed down the Potomac. Landing at Cone river in Northumberland coun- 
ty, Va, at noon on the following day, they marched to and occupied 
Heathsville, the county seat, five miles distant, at which place they seized 
a number of horses and mules, with a quantity of stores, and took pris- 
oners several prominent secessionists, returning the same evening to the 
vicinity of the steamer. On the 14th, Col Fairchild, finding it impossi- 
ble to ship all the horses “which had been seized, detached thirty-four 
men of the Second to take charge of the same number of horses and pro- 
ceed overland to camp, when the expedition re-embarked, proceeding to 
an anchorage in the river and returned in safety to camp on the following 
day, bringing 5,000 pounds of confisqated bacon, thirty horses and mules, 
seventy contrabands atid four prisoners. The detachment also arrived 
safely on the 17th, after a journey of nearly one hundred miles through 
the enemy’s country, in which they added largely to the proceeds of the 
expedition by the capture of valuable horses and mules, which they 
brought into camp under the charge of negroes, who had joined them 
en route. $ 

The monotony of life in winter quarters was again relieved on the 25th 
of March by a similar expedition under Col, Fairchild, consisting of the 
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Second Wisconsin, with a squad of twenty cavalry. Embarking at four 
in the afternoon, they steamed down the Potomac about sixty miles, and 
came to anchor. At daylight on the following morning the expedition 
landed in Westmoreland eounty, Va., the infantry remaining three hours 
near the place of débarkation, to afford time for a reconnoissance by the 
cavalry. This having been effected, the whole force marched three and:a 
half miles to Lower Machodoc Creek, where the steamer soon arrived. 
Here they remained ,seizing and loading on the transport such stores and 
forage as could be readily gathered, until the morning of the 28th, when 
a return was ordered. The cavalry, with the addition of twenty-three in- 
fantry volunteers mounted, was despatched overland, under command of 
Capt. Wood, and arrived safely in camp on the following day, with forty- 
eight confiscated horses and mules. The main body of the expedition 
rejoined the brigade on the evening of the 28th, bringing in fifteen hor- 
ses and mules, with a quantity of bacon, wheat, corn and beans, and two 
anchors and chain cables, the latter having been taken from a rebel 
achooner found in the Creek, which, after being dismantled, was burned 
by the expedition. 

The command of the “ Army of the Potomac ” having been transferr- 
ed to Gen. Hooker, a forward movement was ordered, in compliance with 
which the brigade left camp on the 28th of April, and bivouacked in the 
woods near White Oak Church, two miles from the river. At an early 
hour in the following morning, they marched to the Rappahannock, at 
Fitz Hugh’s Crossing. The Engineers, with the Sharp Shooters’ stationed 
for their protection, having been discovered and driven from the bank by 
the enemy, the brigade was formed for the purpose of forcing a passage. 
Companies B, D, and H, of the Second Wisconsin, detailed for that pur- 
pose, manned the pontoon wagons and ran them down to the river, when 
the whole line advanced on the double quick, under a galling fire from 
the enemy’s rifle pits. The pontoons were launched and instantly filled 
by men from all the regiments of the Brigade, who pushed across, and, 
led by the Sixth Wisconsin and Twenty-Fourth Michigan, charged up the 
heights, carrying the rebel rifle pits by storm, and capturing several hun- 
dred prisoners. The bridges were immediately laid, and the Brigade, re- 
inforced by the balance of the Division, when they proceeded at once to 
entrench the position, in order to command the approaches against the 
greatly superior forces of the enemy, who cunstantly menaced the front, 
keeping his outposts within musket shot of the works. Here they re- 
mained, under occasional fire from the enemy's artillery, until the second 
of May, when they recrossed the Rappahannock, and moving with the 
First Corps, the brigade took up the line of march to join our forces on 
the extreme right. Crossing the Rappahannock at United States Ford, 
at four in the morning of the third, they reached the front near Chancel- 
lorville, at sunrise, after a march of eighteen miles. Here they took pos- 
session of and entrenched a position on the right of, and covering the 
road from Fredericksburg to Ely's Ford on the Rapidan, and remained 
without being seriously engaged, until thesixth, at which date they again 
returned across the Rappahannock, and marching eighteen miles, to Fitz 
Hugh's Crossing, went into camp. 

On the 21st of May the brigade was dispatched on am expedition down 
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the “ Northern Neck” for the ‘relief of a regiment of cavalry, reported 
to be cut off by the enemy. Proceeding by way of Oak Grove they met 
the cavalry at Westinoreland C. H., and returned to camp on the 27th; 
having marched one hundred and twenty miles. Shortly afterward the 
Seventh Wisconsin, with companies A and I of the Second, under com- 
mand of Col. Robinson of the Seventh, were detailed from the brigade to 
serve as support to a cavalry reconnoissance in the direction of Culpepper. 
Leaving camp on the 7th of June, they crossed the Rappahannock at 
Kelly’s Ford on the following day, and marched to Brandy Station, on 
the Orange and Alexandria Railroad, participating in the cavalry battle at 
that place; after which they re-crossed the Rappahannock, encamping on 
the tenth at Bealeton Station. Marching" in the advance of the “ Army 
of the Petomac ” in its movement to intercept the progress of the rebels 
under Gen. Lee, the brigade broke camp at Fitz Hugh’s Crossing on the 
12th of June, and having been joined at Bealeton Station on the follow- 
ing day by the detachment under Col. Robinson, crossed the Potomac on 
the 25th, at Edward's Ferry. Continuing the march through Maryland, 
they arrived on the 30th at Marsh Creek, in Adams County, Penn., after 
a toilsome march of about one hundred and sixty miles. 

At an early hour on the first of July they moved cautiously in the di- 
rection of GETTYSBURG. When within a mile of that place, they turned to 
the left, under orders to advance ‘to the support of Gen. Buford’s cavalry 
then hard pressed by the'enemy's advance on the Cashtown road. The 
Second Wisconsin having that day the lead of the marching column, first 
met the enemy, (Heth's Division of A. P. Hill's Corps), who was rapidly 
adyaneing on the front and both flanks of one of Buford’s light batteries, on 
the west of the TheologiealSeminary. The regiment came into line on the 
* double-quick " behind a slight elevation, and without waiting for the 
rest of the brigade to form, advanced over the crest, receiving a volley 
which cut down over thirty per cent. of the rank and file. With Wis- 
consin bravery, they dashed upon the enemy's centre and crushed it, when 
the rebel advance was at once checked, and as the other regiments of the 
brigade came successively into line, the enemy was driven across a wheat 
field, through a thick wood, and out of a ravine in which he was strongly 
posted. After a confliet of less than half an hour's duration, the rebels 
entirely abandoned the field, leaving upwards of eight hundred prisoners, 
including Gen. Archer and the Second Mississippi, with its colors, in the 
, hands of the brigade. "They then occupied a position in the woods, re- 
maining under arms until three in the afternoon, when Hill's Corps, rein- 
forced by the arrival of Ewell from Carlisle, advanced to the assault in 
overwhelming numbers. Notwithstanding the enormous losses in the 
‘early part of the day, it was only after a stubborn resistance of nearly two 
hours, and when almost surrounded, that the brigade retired through the 
. town of Gettysburg to a position on Cemetery Hill, with their left resting 
on the Baltimore pike, where they threw up slight intrenchments, and re- 
mained exposed to the enemy’s artillery until the bth, when they moved 
to the Emmetsburg road. 

Partieipating in the pursuit of the enemy, which followed this memora- 
ble battle, they left Gettysburg on the sixth, and marching by way of 
Middletown and Williamsport, crossed the Potomac at Berlin on the 18th, 
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and encamped at Warrenton Junction, Va.,on the 25th of July. Moving 
thence on the first of August to Beverly Ford, they crossed the Rappa- . 
hannock on the following day and remained under arms a short distance 
from the ford, until the seventh, when they re-crossed the.river and went 
into camp south of the railroad, at which place they were stationed for 
the performance of outpost and garrison duty in the works on the south 
bank of the river, near Rappahannock Station. On the sixteenth of Sep- 
tember they again re-crossed the river, marching by Brandy Station to 
Pony Mountain, near Culpepper ` where—on the anniversary of the þat- 
tle of Antietam—the brigade was presented with a beautiful flag, the gift 
of citizens of Wisconsin, Indiana and Michigan, residing in Washington. 
Remaining here a week, they moved on the 24th to Morton’s Ford on the 
Rapidan, where they were employed in the performance of picket and 
guard duty, until the 24th, at which date the Second was moved a mile to 
the left; the balance of the brigade retiring a couple of miles from the 
river, and going into bivouac as permanent reserve to the picket guard. 

- The losses of the brigade, in the various general engagements in which 
they were under fire, may be seen from the following table, compiled from 
the official returns :

The several companies of the Third . Regiment had arrived at regimen- 
tal rendezvous at Camp Hamilton, Fond du Lac, about the 15th of June, 
1861 Their organization was soon perfected, and the regiment rapidly 
acquired proficiency in drill, under the superintendence of Col. Chas. $, 
Hamilton. They were mustered into the United States serviee on the 
29th of June, and left the State, for active duty in the field, on the 12th 
of July, under orders to report at Hagerstown, Md. They marched 
thence, on the 18th, to Harper's Ferry. After a short stay at this place, 
they moved down the Potomac fifty miles, arriving on the 20th of August 
at Darnestown, Md, where they went into camp. On the 12th of Septem- 
ber they marched to Frederick, Md., thirty miles distant, where they sur- 
rounded the city, and arrested the ** Bogus” Legislature, which convened 
there on the 17th. (Companies A, C and H were sent from Frederick on 
the 9th of October, to seize a large quantity of corn which was stored in 
a mill at Harper's Ferry. They were attacked on the 16th, while en- 
gaged in transporting the grain across the river, by a rebel force of infan- 
iry, cavalry and artillery, sixteen hundred strong, under Col. Ashby. 
Our troops repelled the attack, drove the enemy from the village of Boli- 
var to Bolivar Heights, where, having captured a thirty-two pounder, 
they held the enemy at bay until the arrival of Col. Geary with reinforce- 
ments. The loss of the detachmert was six killed and eight wounded 

On the 22d of October they left Frederick, and marching by way of 
Conrad's Ferry, encamped on the 16th, at Muddy Branch, on the Poto-* 
mac. They were employed as guard here until the 1st of December, 
when they returned to Frederick, where the regiment was detailed as 
provost guard, Col. Ruger having been appointed Provost Marshal of the 
city. On the organization of the army for the Spring campaign, the reg- 
iment was attached to the Second Brigade of Gen. Banks' Army Corps. 
On the 25th of February, they joined his command at Sandy Hook, 
where they assisted next day in laying a pontoon bridge across the river, 
and commenced the march up the valley of the Shenandoah, uccupying 
Charleston on the 27th. Here Company À was detailed as provost guard 
of the town. 

They left Charlestown with the advance on the 7th of March, proceed- 
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ing by way of Smithfield and Bunker Hill toWinchester, which they entered 
on the 12th without opposition. On the 22d, the regiment, except com- 
pany À, which was detached for service in the provost guard, left Win- 
chester, taking part'in the advance of the main force towards Manassas. 
In the attempt of the rebel * Stonewall” Jackson to regain possession of 
the place, so handsomely foiled by Gen. Shields, Company A suffered the 
loss of one man wounded. .The regiment accompanied Gen. Banks’ com- 
mand as far as Harrisonburg. i 

On the 23d of May, our pickets were attacked and driven in by tke en- 
emy under Ewell, at Front Royal. Company G, of this regiment, with 
an Indiana company, Capt. Hubbard commanding, was stationed at Buck- 
ton Station on the Strasburg and Manassas Railroad, guarding a bridge, 
Here these two companies were attacked the same day by a regiment of 
cavalry. They repulsed the rebels, who left two captains and ten men 
dead on the field, and held the position until the arrival of the regiment 
late in the evening, having suffered the loss of one man killed and three 
wounded. Thus commenced their action in the celebrated retreat of 
Banks to Williamsport. The regiment moved to Strasburg on the 24th, 
where they joined their brigade, and were assigned to duty as rear guard. 
Formed in line in the afternoon, they withstood the enemy, and held him 
in check until midnight, thus securing the retreat of the army through 
Winchester. Next day, they participated in the battle of WINCHESTER. 
Of their conduct in this conflict, little need here be said. As the rear 
guard of a retreating army, they had to ‘contest the advance of an enemy 
in overwhelming numbers, and flushed with victory. Obeying the orders 
of their officers with the coolness of men on parade, and taking advantage 
of every spot where a stand could be made, their determined bravery in- 
fused new spirit into the broken columns, and secured the escape of the 
army. Jaded with a long march of thirty-five miles, in this contest, night 
found them on the bank of the Potomac, where they bivouacked, having 
lost three killed, fifteen wounded, and seventy-nine missing, the latter 
mostly eaptured on the retreat. 

On the 10th of June, participating in the general movement of the 
army, they left camp at Williamsport, and marching by way of Falling 
Waters, Bunker Hill and Newtown, encamped near Front Royal on the 
eighteenth. They left Front Royal on the 6th of July, and proceeding 
by way of Flint Hill, Gaines' Cross-Roads and Warrenton, at which place 
they remained five days—encamped on the 17th at Little Washington. 
They were again put in motion on the 5th, of August, when they proceed- 
ed by Culpepper C. H., about six miles from which place they took part 
on the 9th, in the battle of CEDAR MOUNTAIN, losing twenty-five killed, 
sixty-five wounded, and eighteen prisoners. Five companies of the reg- 
iment were deployed as skirmishers, on the right, in advance of Gen. 
Crawford's eommand, and took part in the terrible charge made by his 
troops. Immediately on the repulse which followed, these companies 
were joined by the balance of the regiment in Gen. Gordon's brigade. In 
Gen. Gordon's official report of the battle, he pays a high compliment to 
the regiment for their coolness and bravery. They returned on the 12th 
to Culpepper. 

During Gen. Pope's retreat, commencing on the 18th of August, the 
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regiment, still in Banks’ Corps, was frequently under fire; reaching Alex- 
andria on the 2d of September, with the army, having lost six men taken 
prisoners. They took part in the general: movement of the army under 
Gen. McClellan. Leaving Alexandria on the 4th, they marched by way 
of Frederick and Boonsboro, a distance of seventy-five miles to ANTIETAM, 
where they participated in the great battle of the seventeenth. Of three 
hundred and thirty-five men engaged, twenty-seven were killed, and one 
hundred and seventy-one wounded. , After the battle they moved to 
Maryland Heights, where they encamped on the 20th, and remained until 
the 30th of October, at which date they were transferred to defenses of the 
Upper Potomac, and stationed at Antietam Iron Works, ten miles above 
Harper’s Ferry. 

On the tenth of December the regiment was ordered, with its corps, to 
join the army of the Potomac, then at Falmouth. Thence they marched . 
eighty miles, to Dumfries, Va., and subsequently twenty miles to Fairfax 
Station. where they remained until the 3d of January, 1863, at which 
date they marched eight miles to Wolf Run Shoals. Again. on the 18th, 
they marched to Stafford C. H. The efficiency and discipline of the reg- 
iment were highly complimented in general orders. On the 27th of 
April, the Twelfth army corps, to which the regiment was attached, moved 
from Stafford O, H., taking part in the general movement ordered by Gen. 
Hooker, and crossing the Rappahannock at Kelley’s Ford, took the advance 

_ on the road, leading: thence to Germania Ford onthe Rapidan. The regi- 
ment was ordered in advance, six companies being deployed as skirmish- 
ers. On approaching the river they found the enemy posted on the oppo- 
site side, guarding the ford. A sharp skirmish ensued, in which they 
captured twenty-three prisoners. They immediately forded the river and 
encamped on the south bank. 

Next day they marched to within a short distance of CHANCELLORVILLE, 
and took position in the woods, in line of battle. On the first of May, 
moving on the Fredericksburg plank road, they were placed in front of 
their brigade as picket, and immediately attacked by the enemy in force, 
when they took position behind a fence, which was retained during the 
day. In the afternoon of the next day, they were ordered to advance, 
leaving their knapsacks and camp equipage inside their works. This 
position being subsequently occupied by the rebels, the regiment lost their 
blankets, shelter tents and rations. On returning, they were ordered into 
line of battle to resist the advance of the enemy. About ten in the eve- 
ning their skirmishers were driven in, but they held the position and lay 

— on their arms. At daybreak on the 3d, the enemy commenced the attack 
by heavy fire of musketry, which was vigorously returned. Our troops 
slowly advaneed, gaining about a third of a mile of hotly contested ground 
and keeping up a constant fire until the muskets became so foul that the 
men could with difficulty “ram home ” their cartridges, when their divis- 
ion was relieved by Gen. Whipple’s forces, and they moved to the rear, 
having lost twenty men killed, eighty-one wounded and three missing. 
During the withdrawal of our army from Chancellorville. the regiment 
covered the retreat of the forces on the left of our line, and was the last 
to cross the river at United States ford on the sixth, when they marched 
to Stafford C. H. and encamped. 
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Having been detached from the 12th corps, they marched, on the 6th 
of June, under command of Gen. Ames, to Beverly Ford, where they 
erosged the Rappahannock on the 9th, and advancing on the road towards 
Culpepper, took part in the cavalry engagement near BRANDY STATION. The 
regiment, under eommand of Lieut. Col. Floody took position near the 
right of our line of battle, one company being thrown forward as skirmish- 
ers. Soon after, the regiment, éxcept this company, was ordered to the 
assistance of the left, then severely pressed by the enemy. Forming in 
front of the line of eavalry, they advanced to drive out a force of dis- 
mounted cavalry who were posted in the woods pouring a deadly fire into 
our ranks. After a sharp skirmish, in which we lost one killed and twelve 
wounded, the rebels were driven from their cover, leaving à number of 
dead and wounded on the field. During the remainder of the fight, the 
regiment supported a battery on the left. 

Meanwhile, the detached company of this regiment, with a Massachu- 
setts company, under command of Capt. Stevenson of the Third, were or- 
dered to dislodge a force of the enemy's dismounted cavalry, which was 
stationed behind a stone wall on our right, in such advantageous position 
that they had repulsed several charges of our cavalry. By a circuitous 
movement they gained the same side of the wall with the rebels. Moving 
immediately upon them under cover of a little rise of ground, they open- 
edadeadly enfilading fire. Af.er replying impetuously for a few moments, 
the rebel force—sevetal hundred strong—fled in confusion, leaving a num- 
ber of dead and wounded on the field greater than the small attacking 
force. Ten prisoners were also captured. About five in the afternoon 
the regiment was assembled and ordered to retire, having lost, in all, one 
killed and sixteen wounded. They récrossed the river in the evening, and 
bivouacked, near the ford. In connection with this battle, the official re- 
port thakes honorable mention of private David Agnew, of Company H. 
While skirmishing in front of the cavalry on the left, he “ advanced be- 
yond our line, saved the life of a comrade, and captured a rebel who was 
in the act of firing.” 

They returned on the following morning to camp near Bealton Station, 
which place they left on the 14th, marching by way of Brentville to Fair- 
fax C. H., where they rejoined the Twelfth corps on the 16th, having 
marched about eighty miles. Next day, taking part in- the general move- 
ment of the army, they moved to Leesburgh, where they were employed 
ten days in repairing an abandoned rebel fort. Thence they moved/on 
the 27th, crossing the Potomac at Edward’s Ferry, and marching seventy 
miles to GETTYSBURG, Pa., where they arrived and took supporting posi- 
tion on the right of, and to the rear of our general line of battle, late in 
the evening of the first of July. On the morning of the 2d, they took 
position in line, throwing out a company of skirmishers, who kept up a 
desultory fire with the enemy for two hours, when the regiment was order-- 
ed to the front. Their brigade being assigned to the right of our line, 
they took position along the east bank of Rock Creek, and threw up breast- 
works of rails and earth, behind which they rested until six in the eve- 
ning, when the brigade was ordered to the left of the line, then the scene 
of action. At dark they marched back to their original position, which, 
on reconnoitering, was found to be enfiladed by the enemy’s advance A 
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corresponding change of position was effected, and the men lay on their 
arms for the night. 

At daybreak next morning, the action commenced by a volley from the 
enemy. The regiment assumed a position, well covered by bushes, rocks 
and a hastily constructed breastwork of rails, which afforded a protection 
from the enemy's sharpshooters. Two companies being advanced as skir- 
mishers, and relieved from time to time, constant fire was kept up, and the 
enemy gradually driven, back, until eleven o'clock, when the regiment 
pushed forward and occupied the defences erected the day previous, whére 
they remained during that day and the succeeding night, constantly 
engaging the enemy's skirmishers and sharpshooters. Owing to their 
advantage of position, and the veteran coolness of the men, their loss was 
only three killed and eleven wounded. Joining in the pursuit of the 
retreating enemy, they left the battlefield on the fifth, proceeding by way 
of Crampton's Gap and Williamsport to Sandy Hook, where they arrived 
on the 15th, after a toilsome march of ninety-five miles. 

They crossed the Potomac at this place on the 19th, and marching via 
White Plains and Warrenton Junction, crossed the Rappahannock and 
encamped at Kelly’s Ford on the first of August. On the 16th, they 
marched four miles, to Rappahannock Station, whence they moved by rail 
on the same day to Alexandria, and embarked under orders for New York, 
to aid in preserving order and the enforcement of the draft in that city. 
They arrived on the 22d, and encamped in the City Hall Park, where 
they remained until the fifth of September, at which date the regiment re- 
embarked on the return to Alexandria. They arrived at the latter place 
on the eighth, and remained in camp two days. Marching by way of 
Manassas Junction and Kelly’s Ford, a distance of seventy-six miles, 
they encamped, on the 17th, at Raccoon Ford. Here they remained one 
week, marching on the 24th, via Brandy Station, to Bealeton Station, 
where they arrived on the twenty-sixth. Next day they left Bealeton 
Station by rail, and arrived at Columbus, Ohio, on the 30th, en route for 
the “Army of the Cumberland,” to which the regiment has been trans- 
ferred,

The several companies of the Fifth Regiment were ordered to rendez- 
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vous at Camp Randall during the latter part of June, 1861. The regi- 
mental organization was perfected, under the direction of Col. Amasa 
Cobb, of Mineral Point, and the regiment mustered into the United States 
service on the 13th of July. They left the State, for active service, on 
the 24th, and, on arriving in Washington, were assigned to Gen. King's 
Brigade, then in camp on Meridian Hill, in the suburbs of the city, where 
they remained until the 3d of September, at which date the brigade 
marched to, and occupied a position near the Chain Bridge. On the fol- 
lowing day they were detached from King's Brigade, and erossing the 
Potomac, with other troops, took possession of a commanding position, 
eovering the approaches to the bridge, where they commencedthe erection 
of the fortification now known as Fort Marcy. Shortly afterwards, they 
were permanently attached to Hancock’s Brigade in Gen. Smith's Division, 
and were quartered at Camp Griffin, near Washington, where they went 
into winter quarters, remaining until the 10th of March, 1862; when, 
accompanying the general movement of the army, they left Camp Griffin 
at four in the morning, marching through Lewinsville and Vienna to 
Flint Hill, two miles north of Fairfax C. H. Remaining here four days, 
they marched through Fairfax on the 15th, going into camp five miles 
from Alexandria, 

Taking part in the movement ot the “ Army of the Peninsula,” under 
Gen. MeClellan, they moved to Alexandria, embarking at that place on 
the evening of the 23d. On the following day they moved down the 
Potomac, and arriveg at Fortress Monroe at one in the morning of the 
25th.  Disembarking at Hampton, they went into camp six miles from 
Fortress Monroe and two miles from Newport News. On the 27th, their 
division was sent on a reconnoissance along the bank of James River; 
Haneock's Brigade, taking the advance, marched to within a short dis- 
tance of Warwick C, H. Five companies of the Fifth, deployed as skir- 
mishers, drove in the enemy's pickets, encamping for the night within the 
rebel lines, The expedition returned to camp the following day. Taking 
the advance toward Yorktown, they left Newport News on the fourth of 
April, and, skirmishing from time to time with the enemy, atrived on the 
banks of Warwick River, in front of the enemy's fortifications, on the 
following day. Here the rebels had occupied a strong position, having 
eonstrueted a chain of forts on the bank of Warwick River, extending 
from Yorktown to the James River. From this time until the occupation 
of Yorktown by our forces, the Fifth was constantly engaged in the per- 
formance of picket and outpost duty. The enemy having eyacuated his 
fortifications, they marched in pursuit on the fourth of May, coming up 
with the enemy and taking part in the battle of WILLIAMSBURG on the 
following day. 

Arriving on the field about 10 o’clock, skirmishers were thrown out to 
the front and left, the regiment crossing Queen’s Creek and taking posses- 
sion of one of the enemy’s earthworks on the right. Here they again 
formed in line, Companies A, E and G, deployed as skirmishers, facing 
the second work, of which the regiment also took possession, suffering 
severely from a galling fire which the enemy opened from three larger 
works on the front and left. The regiment again advanced about four 
hundred yards, Companies D and K, under command of Lt Col. Emery, 
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being sent forward supporting the line of skirmishers; the remaining five 
companies supporting a battery which had taken position near some low 
farm houses and were engaged in shelling the enemy's works. This posi- 
tion was maintained until nearly five in the afternoon, when a sharp fire of 
musketry on the line of the skirmishers announced tbe approach of the 
enemy in force. After maintaining this position for some time ágainst 
vastly superior numbers, they were ordered to retire. “In falling back 
to the point indicated, the regiment was immediately unmasked by the 
buildings, and found themselves in front of the enemy's centre; a heavy 
regiment, afterwards ascertained to be the Fifth North Carolina, which 
was supported on either flank by other troops, all of whom advanced 
rapidly, concentrating upon them a rapid and heavy fire. They fell back 
in good order, every man loading as he retreated, wheeling and returning 
the fire of the enemy, with a rapidity and coolness worthy of veterans, 
In this manner they fell back slowly to the line of battle of the brigade, 
which had already formed, taking position in the centre, a space having 
been left for that purpose, A charge being then ordered, the whole lind 
moved forward with a shout and a well directed fire, driving the enemy 
before them like chaff, they fleeing in wild confusion, leaving the field, 
over which they had just pursued the retiring line of the Fifth, literally 
strewn with their dead and wounded, and leaving their battle flag behind 
them, which was captured by a member of the regiment.'** : 

Two days afterward, when on dress parade, the regiment was highly 
complimented by Gen. McClellan, who addrssed thea as follows: “My 
lads, I have come to thank you for your gallant conduct the other day. 
You have have gained honor for your country, your state, and the army 
to which you belong. Through you we won the day, and WILLIAMSBURG 
shall be inscribed on your banner. I cannot thank you enough for what 
you have done. I trustin you for the future and know that you will sus- 
tain the reputation you have won for yourselves. By your actions and 
superior diseipline you have gained a reputation which shall be known 
through the * Army of the Potomac! Your country owes you its grate- 
ful thanks." Leaving Williamsburg on the 9th, they moved forward 
slowly, encamping on the 13th at Plymouth Landing, on the Pamunkey 
river, thirty-three miles from Richmond. From this time forward, they 
were constantly engaged in the various duties that fell to the right of qur 
army, in the celebrated campaign before Richmond. Advaneing gradually 
and occupied principally in the performance of picket and skirmish duty, 
in the extreme advance of the army, we find them on the 12th of June, 
eneamped at the distance of six miles from Richmond, on the south bank 
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treat. At nine tents had been struck, knapsacks packed, and while await- 
ing the order to march, the enemy opened furiously with shot and shell at 
long range. Marching a mile to the left, they were formed in line of bat- 
tle near. Farr Oaks, retaining the position until three o'clock on the fol- 
lowing morning, when the Division moved in the rear of the wagon train, 
which had been engaged during the nightin removing the baggage. The 
forenoon was spent in reconnoitering and skirmishing as the troops 
marched slowly down the Chickahominy, between that stream and the 
railroad. The weather was intolerably hot, and after a short rest in the 
shade, they moved at two in the afternoon, to SAVAGE STATION, where they 
were again formed inline and assisted in repulsing the night attack of 
the enemy at that place. At nine in the evening the whole force moved 
out of the woods, taking the road to WHITE OAK Swamp, which they 
crossed safely before daylight on the morning of the thirtieth. The trains 
were kept in motion, Smith’s Division, at this time the rear guard, being 
stationed in line, covering the retreat of the rest of the army, and holding 
the position under a heavy fire, until ten in the evening, when the march 
was resumed, the men suffering greatly from exhaustion; many of them 
having been on duty night and day'for five days. Arriving at the James 
river at daylight on the first of July, a short rest was allowed, the Fifth 
marching at noon a mile up the river, where they lay in line of battle 
until midnight. Marching thence to the main road, they arrived at Har- 
rison's Landing at four in the afternoon of the second. On the fifth they 
went into camp, resuming guard and picket duty, and remaining until the 
16th of August, when they left Harrison’s Landing on the march for Fortress 
Monroe, where they arrived on the 22d and embarked for Alexandria. 
Landing at the latter place on the 24th, they remained in camp near the 
city until the 29th, when Franklin’s troops were ordered to Centreville 
for the support of Gen. Pope. Marching at six in the morning, they 
bivouacked six miles from Alexandria, and resuming the march on the 
following morning, arrived in the evening at Centreville, too late to 
render any assistance, On the 1st of September, commenced the return 
to Alexandria, where they arrived on the following day, and remained in 
camp until called upon to take partin the general movement of our army 
to meet and turn back the rebel invasion under Gen. Lee. Leaving Alex- 
andria on the 6th of September, nothing of importance occurred during 
their passage through Maryland until the 14th, when Gen. Slocum’s Divi- 
sion, to which they were attached, charged the enemy at CRAMPTON'S GAP, 
taking three-pieces of artillery and one thousand prisoners. During this 
action the Fifth was in position with the reserve, and afterward bivouacked 
near Sharpsburg. Marching early in the morning of the 17th to the field 
of ANTIETAM, their corps reinforced Gens. Hooker and Sumner, then hard 
pressed by the enemy, and took position in line supporting our artillery. 
During the following day they retained position in line, and after the re- 
treat of the rebels across the Potomac, moved on the 19th to Williams- 
port, Md., and encamped, remaining until the 23rd, when camp was re- 
moved to Bakersville. At this place Gen. Pratt took command of the brigade, 
which had been under command of Col. Cobb from the 17th, when Gen.' 
Hancock took command of a division taking the place of Gen. Richard- 
son, who was mortally wounded on the field. q 
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On the 11th of October they commenced their march northward under 
orders to intereept Stuart's Cavalry, which was making a ‘raid’ around 
McClellan’s army, arriving at Hagerstown Md., where they encamped on 
the 13th and lay until the 31st, when they moved to Boonsborough. They 
arrived at Berlin on the morning of November 3d, and immediately cross- 
ed the Potomac into Virginia. The march was continued down the val- 
ley by way of Ashby’s Gap, White Plains and Chester Gap, to Acquia 
Creck, which place they reached on the 18th, the whole army lying be- 
tween the Potomac and Rappahannock, near Fredericksburg. On the 4th 
of December, their camp was moved to White Oak Church, near Belle 
Plaine. Here they remained until the 12th, when they crossed the river 
in the advance of Burnside’s Army, and took an active part in the actions of 
the next three days. The regiment was in Franklin’s Grand Division, 
Second (Howe’s) Division of the Sixth Army Corps, and although thrown 
to the front, the loss was trifling, only one man being killed and four 
wounded. On the 15th, the whole army recrossed the river and reoccupi- 
ed its old camps. ` à — 

A forward movement of the army was again attempted on the 20th of 
January, 1863. The weather was hortible, a heavy rain having set in, 
and the snow being melted, rendered the roads almost impassable. After 
having made fifteen miles, it was found impossible to proceed, and the ar- 
my was ordered back to its quarters, Notwithstanding the fatigue and 
heavy roads, the regiment marched into camp with every man in line. 
During the remainder of the month the regiment was engaged principally 
in picket duty. Col. Amasa Cobb having been elected Member af Con- 
gress, his place in the regiment was supplied by. tho promotion of Lieu. 
tenant Colonel Tho's S. Allen, of the Second Wisconsin, who assumed 
command on the 26th of January. ` 

The regiment was assigned to the “ Light Division,” organized under 
Gen. Pratt, on the 2d of February. This organization comprised five 
regiments and one battery of picked troops, and was intended to act in- 
dependently in making reconnoissances, forced marches, &c., without the 
encumbrance of baggage trains. Ammunition and rations were to be 
carried exclusively on pack mules, of which two hundred and fifty were 
furnished the Division. After its organization, the troops lay in camp 
during the months of February, March and the greater part of April and 
ss reviewed at various times, by the President, General Hooker, and 
others. . 

The whole army having been put in motion by order of General Hook- 
er, the “ Light Division" moved to the Rappahannock on the 28th of 
April, and assisted in laying pontoons for the passage of troops. On 
the 1st of May the regiment crossed the river and threw out pickets. 
The next day a series of lively skirmishes took place along the picket line, 
and Lieut. John MeMurtry, in command of outposts, was mortally wound- 
ed by rebel sharp shooters. In the evening the several regiments of the 
* Light Division," advanced their line of skirmishers and drove the reb- 
els back rapidly into their entrenchments. Soon after dark the whole 
Sixth Corps, under Gen. Sedgwick, moved quietly up to the city of Fred- 
ericksburg, some six miles above, arriving there at daylight of the 3d. 
An unfortunate attempt was immediately made by a Brigade of the Third 
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Division, to storm and capture the celebrated MARYE’s HEIGHTS, which re” 
sulted in a disastrous repulse. The Light Division was then ordered to 
. renew the assault. . In the celebrated charge which followed, Col. Allen 
commanded the right wing of his regiment, deployed as skirmishers about. 
fifty yards in advance of, and covering two other regiments of the Divis- 
ion, the left wing being farther to the rear, forming part of the third line 
of battle.. His men were ordered to depend. entirely on the bayonet and 
thus allow the enemy no time to reload their discharged pieces. At the 
signal, the skirmishers darted forward on the run, and before reaching a 
stone fence, which formed part of the enemy's line of defense, distant 
about four hundred yards, twenty-six of their number were killed and 
seventy-three wounded ; but our Wisconsin troops did not falter. Clear- 
ing the stone fenee under a heavy fire of artillery and musketry, they 
bayoneted such of the enemy as still resisted their advance, rushed for- 
ward and captured the heights, taking possession of the rifle pits and bat- 
teries. Lieut. Brown, who commanded the famous Washington Battery, 
surrendered with his men to Col. Allen in person. 

After storming the heights, the regiment, with the Division, pushed 
forward in pursuit of the enemy until they overtook him, strongly posted 
in the woods near Salem Church. On the morning af the 4th, General 
Sedgwick found it impossible to advance further with his Corps alone. 
During the night Gen. Lee had sent a large-force around to our rear, and 
taken possession of the heights which had been won the day before at 
such a cost of human life, Banks’ Ford was now the only avenue of es- 
cape, surrounded as they were, on three sides, by a vastly superior force. 
After a severe fight during the whole day, the Corps extricated- itself, 
crossed the river at Banks' Ford, and joined the main body. By order 
of Gen. Sedgwick, the “ Light Division was disbanded on the lith, and 
ihe regiments distributed among older organizations, the Fifth Wisconsin 
being assigned to Gen. Russell's Brigade, First Division, Sixth Army 
Corps. On the 9th of June, the regiment again crossed the Rappahan- 
nock at Franklin's Crossing, where they were engaged in picket duty and 
building entrenchments, while the army, with the exception of the Sixth 
Corps, was farther up the river, watching the movements of Gen. Lee. 
It having been discovered that the rebels were moving towards Pennsyl- 
vania, the Corps was put in motion in the same direction on the 13th; 
erossed the Potomae on the 27th, and reached Gettysburg, Pa., on the 2d 
of July, averaging twenty miles a day while on the march, and making 
thirty-seven miles within the last twenty-four hours. Next day they took 
position on the left of the line, and remained protecting the left fank of 
the army until after the battle was over. Although the artillery fire was 
heavy, the Fifth Wisconsin sustained no loss. + 

The Sixth Corps started on the 5th in pursuit of the enemy who had 
left during the storm of the previous day. They came up and had a 
skirmish with his rear guard in the evening, but he escaped during the 
night. From this time the regiment followed the general movement of 
the army back into Virginia, as far as Warrenton, at which place they en- 
camped on the 25th, losing only one man in a skirmish at Funkstown, 
Maryland. : 

About the last of July, the Fifth was ordered to New York City, and 
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arrived at Governor's Island, in New York harbor, on the 2d of August. 
On the 19th they went on duty in the city, and after remaining there four 
days, returned to Governor's Island, where the regiment was daily exer- 
cised in Heavy Artillery drill. They left for Albany N. Y., on the 12th 
of September, and arrived on the next mórning, having detached compa- 
nies E., and G., at Kingston and Poughkeepsie. 

Regimental Headquarters are established at Albany. -

The regimental organization of the “Eagle Regiment," was effected 
on the 4th of September 1861, under the superintendence of Col. Robert 
C. Murphy, and the muster into United States’ service completed on the 
13th. Buta short time was allowed them in camp, and on. the 12th of 
October, the regiment completely equipped by the State, and with an ag- 
gregate strength of 985 men, left Camp Randall, for active service in the 
field. They arrived at St. Louis on the 14th, and marched through the 
city to Benton Barracks. The march through the city, of the first Wis- 
consin Regiment that had been ordered to that department, with their 
American Live Eagle conspicuously carried beside the colors,” created 
immense enthusiasm. 

Next day (15th,) the right wing, under Lieut. Col. Robbins, set out for 
Victoria thirty five miles distant, on the Iron Mountain Railroad, and 
pushed on ten miles further, to De Soto, arriving late at night. Here they 
lay on their arms in the rain, and were joined the next morning by the 
left wing. The regiment, on the 7th, proceeded to Big River Bridge, 
where ¿he enemy, a few days previous had faken prisoners our little 
guard of thirty-five men, and burnt the bridge. Owing to the lack of 
transportation, the men were obliged to carry the regimental baggage 
across the river on their backs, a distance of half a mile on the other side, 
wading the stream wáist deep, and accomplishing the feat in four hours. 
This having been effected, the regiment proceeded to Pilot Knob, with 
the exception of Company G, which was left to guard the baggage. On 
the 20th, the regiment with other forces, under the command of Gol. Car- 
lin, of Illinois, marched towards Fredericktown, twenty-two miles dis- 
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tant, where “Jeff.” Thompson was reported to be encamped, with 4,000 
men. The troops marched all night, and on arriving next morning, 
found the enemy had retreated towards Greenville. Our exhausted men 
lay down in the streets, and at. three in afternoon again took up their 
.line of march. After proceeding a mile and half they discovered the en- 
emy, in the woods, drawn up in line of battle. A desperate fight lasting 
two hours, ensued, resulting in the enemy's being totally routed and 
driven from the field, with a loss of 300 killed and wounded. Following 
up the enemy, they marched towards Greenville on the 22d, but finding 
no trace of him, returned to Fredericktown, and finally, on the 24th to 
Pilot Knob, where they went into camp. During the whole of this ex- 
pedition the regiment subsisted on short rations, and biyouacked without 
blankets or tents. Loss, one man killed. The regiment remained at 
Pilot Knob, doing general guard duty, and took part in an expedition up the 
St. Franeis river, whieh returned to Pilot Knob on the 15th of Novem- 
ber, having marched one hundred and fifty miles. 

On the 25th, the Eighth marched to Sulphur Springs, joining at that 
place, the Eleventh Wisconsin, which had arrived a few days previous. 
Col. Murphy took command of the post, and the men rapidly acquired 
proficiency in drill and camp duties. While here, five companies under 
command of Major Jefferson, were detached at various places on: Iron 
Mountain Railroad, guarding bridges, Ze, Here they remained until the 

17th, of January, when the regiment was ordered to Cairo; went into 
` barracks near Fort Defiance, at that place, and were employed in doing 
guard duty, &c.,—Company K being detached, meanwhile, at Mound City, 
as guard for that post. This company subsequently rejoined the reg- 
iment on the 14th of April The remainder of the regiment furnished 
detachments several times, as guards for rebel prisoners, and on the 4th 
of March, they left Cairo, under orders to join Gen. Popé's command at 
New Madrid. The bridges on the Cairo and Fulton Railroad having been 
burned some time before, detachments of the regiment were employed in 
rebuilding two large bridges and repairing the railroad, until the 10th, 
when they arrived within two miles of New Madrid. Here they bivou- 
acked for the night, and next morning were ordered to join Gen. Plum- 
mer's command, about twenty-three miles distant, near Point Pleasant, 
Mo. Although having no cavalry, they reached that camp in safety on the 
morning of the 12th. .Here they were on duty every alternate night, in 
the rifle pits on the river bank, to prevent the landing of rebel gunboats. 

On the 7th of April, the regiment, with Gen. Plummer's command, 
marched to New Madrid, and crossed the river at midnight to assist in 
preventing the retreat of the rebel garrison from “Island No. 10." For 
ihe gallantry displayed by the Eighth Wisconsin, in this campaign, Gen. 
Pope ordered * New Madrid" and “Island 10," inscribed on their ban- 
ner. They returned with prisoners to New Madrid on the 9th, and re- 
mained there until the, 14th, when they accompanied Gen. Pope's com- 
mand up the Tennessee River to Pittsburg Landing, arriving on the 22d, 
and going into camp about four miles above, near Hamburg, Tenn. On 
the 1st of May they marched to camp near Farmington, Miss., where thoy 
remained until the 9th, at which date they took part in the Battle of 
FARMINGTON. The outposts, under command of Major Jefferson, were at-

tacked at seven in the morning, and for three hours, held the enemy's 
skirmishers in check when, the enemy bringing up his artillery and ap- 
“proaching in force, they retired in good order to the main body of the 
regiment, which under a severe fire from the enemy's artillery, held him 
in check for an hour, without support. For the courage displayed on this 
field, the General commanding complimented the regiment in general or- 
ders, adding that “ The Old Badger State may feel proud to have the hon- 
or of being represented by so gallant a regiment as the Eighth Wiscon- 
sin.” 

They occupied Farmington on the 17th, dug trenches, and otherwise 
assisted in fortifying the town. On the 28th they marched one and a half 
miles to the front, and took part in the engagement of that day, the 
rebels last desperate struggle to drive back the besiegers of Corinth. The 
contest opened with artillery, and about noon the hand to hand fighting 
‘commenced. The Eighth is now brought into action with the brigade. 
The rebels flushed with the hope of capturing a battery of which our 
"boys are the support, are approaching on the double quick; they arrive 
within forty yards of their coveted prize, when the whole brigade rises 
and opens a withering fire of musketry on their solid ranks, which at 
once checks their advance, and hurls them from the field in wild disorder, 
leaving 200 killed and waunded in our hands. Gens. Tyler and Plummer 
compliment the Eighth Wisconsin on the field, and the rebels' last hope 
of retaining Corinth is gone. The regiment in this action last two killed 
and five wounded. They were employed, during the night after the battle, 
in throwing up earthworks. Next day they were under fire, but, occupy- 
ing the rifle pits, sustained no loss. 

Corinth having been evacuated on the night of the 29th, they joined 
next day in pursuit of the retreating enemy, and, on the second of June, 
encamped at Boonville, twenty-five miles south of Corinth, having cap- 
fured a large quantity of stores. Here the regiment remained until 
the 12th, when they left Boonville, and after a short stay at Rienzi, went 
into summer quarters at “Camp Clear Creek," nine miles south of Dan- 
ville. Here Col. Murphy was placed in command of the brigade, and the 
troops in addition to guard and fatigue duty, became proficient in brigade 
and battalion drill. On the 18th of August the brigade marehed for 
Tuscumbia, Ala., arriving on the 22d, a distance of sixty miles. The 
Colonel was put in command of the post, and the Eighth detailed as pro- 
vost guard, Major Jefferson acting as Assistant Provost Marshal. On 
‘being relieved from this duty, they took part in two expeditions to Deca- 
tur and Courtland, against the guerillas which infested the country. 

In the evening of September 8th, they left Tuscumbia, marching all 
night on the Iuka road, and encamped next day at “ Buzzard Roost,” near 
‘a fine spring. After several short marches against guerillas, they arrived 

on the 12th at Iuka, which had been evacuated by our forces some days 
previous. Next morning they had a severe skirmish with Price’s advance 
cavalry. The enemy made three vigorous assaults upon our lines, and 
was repulsed each time, with a loss to the regiment of fifteen wounded 
.and twenty-four prisoners. But it was found that our small force was in- 
sufficient to maintain the position against the advancing enemy, and at 
four o’clock on the morning of the 14th, they marched for Farmington, 
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thirty miles distant, at which place they arrived in the afternoon, followed 
by 2,000 negroes. Their march was continually harrassed by irregular 
assaults of the enemy’s cavalry. Exhausted as they were with the hot 
and dusty march, but little rest was allowed them, and at one o'clock next 
morning they were again on the march towards Iuka, camping at Burns- 
ville for the night. On the 16th the march was continued towards Iuka, 
skirmishing constantly with the eneniy. They advanced three different 
times to within one and a half miles of Iuka, and finally encamped for 
the night at Burnsville, without tents or blankets, and on scant rations, 
having marched during the day about thirty miles in the rain. Next 
day, with a large force, they moved south to Jacinto, and on the 19th, 
the whole force moved at daylight towards Iuka. They encountered the 
enemy near that place, and a severe battle ensued, lasting three hours, 
until terminated by the darkness. During its continuance, this was one 
of the severest engagements of the war. The Eighth was held in reserve, 
and five men were wounded by the enemy's artillery. They lay on the 
fleld in line of battle, expecting to renew the engagement next day, but 
the enemy deeamped during the night, leaving his dead and wounded 
on the field. Next day they took part in the pursuit of the enemy, fol- 
lowing him to Aberdeen, where the pursuit was abandoned, and the 
column put in motion towards Corinth, which Price was preparing to at- 


tack, 

Posie by way of Jacinto, Rienzi and’ Kossuth, they remained sev- 
eral days at Rienzi, watching the enemy’s movements, and arrived at Cor- 
inth in the afternoon of the third of October. Their brigade was at once 
ordered into action, which lasted the remainder of the day the Highth 
being under a terrific fire and constantly engaged for three hours, losing 
seventeen killed, eighty wounded, and eighteen missing, and average of 
one in every four engaged. They lay on their arms, during the night, in 
position about the centre of our lines. Next morning the enemy, having 
changed his position, attacked our flank, and the regiment, occupying a 
sheltered position in the centre, had only one man wounded. The enemy 
being beaten at all points, and in full retreat, the Eighth participated in 
the pursuit which was immediately ordered. Next day the rebels, being 
simultaneously attacked in front and rear, abandoned their entire train, 
which, with a large number of prisoners, fell into our hands. On tho 
20th, having pursued the enemy forty miles, and utterly dispersed his 
forces, they were ordered back to Corinth, where they went into camp and 
were employed in guard duty and building fortifications. 

On the 2d of November they set out for Grand Junetion, Tenn., arriv- 
ing on the night of the 4th, after a heavy march of fity miles. Here 
they bivouaeked in a cotton-field near the town, and remained for some 
time. They marched to Davis’ Mills on the 17th, where they remained 
until the 28th, performing guard duty, ete, when they marched south, 
passing through Holly Springs to Dumpkin's Mills, near Waterford. In 
this vicinity they remained until the 5th of December, when they marched 
to and encamped at Waterford, Miss., near the Tallahatchie river. While 
here they were engaged in building bridges on the Mississippi Central 
railroad. On the 10th, they crossed the river and marched twelve miles, 
to Abbeville. Here Company E was detached to assist in building

bridges, and rejoined the regiment on the 20th. Next day (11th,) 
tlieir march was continued to Oxford, where the regiment was detailed as 
provost guard. On this duty they remained until the 20th, when they 
were ordered to Tallahatchie by rail, and had a skirmish with the enemy. 
Next day they marched for Holly Springs, and, on arrival, were at onge 
assigned to provost guard duty, the rebels having sacked the town. and 
escaped previously. Here they remained for two days, and marched 
thence with the 17th and 32d Wisconsin, and an Indiana regiment, for 
Grand Junction, arriving on the 23d. Next day they moved three miles, 
to La Grange, Tenn., and encamped in a fort constructed of cotton bales. 
Here they celebrated Christmas, and the New Year found them working on 
the fortifications. |, 

On the 8th of January, they marched by way of Bolivar, Tenn,, for 
Corinth, arriving on the 13th, after a weary march of eighty miles, with- 
out tents. They were encamped at Germantown, Tenn., on the 20th. 
Here they were employed in building fortifications and in picket duty, 
until the 11th of March, when they left Germantown for Memphis, arriving 
on the 13th. They immediately embarked and moved down the river to 
the Yazoo Pass, encamping on the Arkansas shore, eight miles south of 
Helena. Thence, on the 29th, they again embarked, proceeding down 
the river, landed on the Ist of April, and went into camp at Young's 
Point, La., near Vicksburg. During the month they were employed on 
fatigue duty, digging canal, building roads. 

On the 2d of May, the regiment, with Tuttle’s Division, left Young’s 
Point, marching southwest, for “Hard Times Londing" below Vicks- 
burg, arriving on the 7th, when they immediately crossed the Mississippi 
to Grand Gulf. The march towards Raymond was resumed next morning, 
which place they passed through on the 13th, and, skirmishing with the 
enemy, drove him to “ Mississippi Springs," where they encamped. Next 
morning, after a march of fourteen miles, they engaged the enemy and 
drove him to Jackson. At noon line of battle was formed, and the ene- 
my’s works being carried by assault, the Capital of Mississippi fell into 
our hands. The Eighth was one of the first regiments to enter the city, 
when the enemy was driven through the streets, losing many prisoners, 


with several pieces of artillery and a quantity of ammunition and stores. 


Headquarters of the regiment were established in the State House. Lit. 
Col. Jefferson was appointed Provost Marshal. The regiment, in addi- 
tion to Provost Guard duty, was detailed to destroy Confederate stores, 
cotton factories, and railroads. Leaving Jackson on the 16th, they arrived 
in the rear of Vicksburg, and formed in line of battle under the enemy’s 
guns. They maintained the same position for two days, and, on the 22d, 
took part in the grand assault on the rebel fortifications. They succeed- 
ed in reaching the outer slope of the works, having lost five killed and 
twenty wounded. At dark, by order of Gen. Sherman, they withdrew 
and reoccupied their former position. Fer gallantry displayed in this action, 
the brigade was highly complimented by their commanding general, On 
the 25th they marched towards Mechanicsburg, with an expedition to 
ascertain as to the reported advance of the rebel Gen. “Joe” Johnston, 
and—having captured 1,000 head of cattle and the same number of mules, 
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and destroyed a large quantity of corn, and eotton,—arrived at Haines' 
Bluff on the 31st. 

Here they remained two days, and embarked on the 3d of June, pro- 
eeeding up the Yazoo river a distance of eighty miles to Satartia. Dis- 
embarking on the 4th, and immediately proceeded towards Mechanicsburg, 
the Eighth Wisconsin having the advancc. They soon met a force of the 
rebel eavalry and infantry about 1,000 strong, with four guns. An 
engagement ensued, lasting two hours, when the enemy fled, leaving his 
dead and: wounded, with about forty prisoners, in our hands. He was 
closely pursued by the Eighth on the double quick, driving him through 
Mechaniesburg. During this skirmish, ours was the only regiment 
engaged, and officers and men eonducted themselves with great gallantry. 
Capt. Green (Co. F.) is mentioned as having shown great bravery in. lead- 
ing the skirmishers. Loss, two men severely wounded. They remained 
in Mechanicsburg until the 6th, when they again resumed the march and 
arrived at Haines’ Bluff on the 7th. Two days afterward they again pro- 
ceeded down the Yazoo River to Young’s Point, La., where they went 
into camp on the bank of the Mississippi. On the 14th, they marched 
eighteen miles towards Richmond, La. Next day, after a severe engage- 
ment of two hours, they routed the enemy, capturing thirty prisoners, and 
taking: possession of the town. They returned on the 16th to Young's 
Point next day. 

he regiment, for the preceding forty-six days, had been without tents, 
much of the time marching and bivouacking in. stormy weather, many of 
the men without shoes. For sixteen days, commencing with the 6th of 
May, the regiment drew but four days’ rations, During the remainder of 
the month of June, and until thé 12th of July, they were stationed at 
Young’s Point, in a very unhéalthy locality. A large proportion of the 
regiment fell sick, but owing to the skilful treatment and close attention 
of the surgeons, comparatively few died. Their duties, while here, were 
severe aud dangerous, being detailed as sharpshooters in front of Vicks- 
burg; exposed to heavy fire from the enemy's shore batteries. 

On the 12th of July, they proceeded to Vicksburg, whence they moved 
on the follofing day, and after various marches to Black River Bridge, Cham- 
pion Hills and Messengers Ferry, went into Camp Sherman, on Bear Creek, 
on the 2¥th. While here they were employed in guard and fatigue duty. 
On the 26th of Septémber, their brigade marched for Black River 
Bridge, where they went into camp next morning and have since remained. 

It is, perhaps, not unworthy of note, that the eagle, which they took 
with them from the State, “ still lives,” apparently in the enjoyment of 
excellent health and undiminished appetite.

On the 26th of August, 1861, a general order was issued, authorising 
ihe organization of a regiment of infantry, to be reoruited exclusively 
from the German population of the State. Reoruits were rapidly enrolled, 
and sent forward to the rendezvous at camp Sigel, Milwaukee, where the 
organization of the Ninth regiment was soon effected, under the supervis- 
jon of Col. Frederick Salomon, their muster into the United States service 
being completed on the 26th of October. Their time was profitably spent in 
acquiring familiarity with the various parts of their duty as soldiers, until 
the 22d of January, 1862, when they left the State for service in the 
field, under orders to report at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas. Proceeding 
by way of Chicago, they arrived late in the evening of the following day 
at Quincy, Illinois. Crossing the Mississippi river on the ice, they 
marched, on the 25th, to the Hannibal and St. Joseph railroad junction, 
where they met their baggage, which had been sent by way of Hannibal, 
nnder escort of companies A. and H., and proceeding with full numbers 
and autfit to Weston, Mo., arrived onthe 26th. During this dismal ride, 
the men, cooped up in inferior cattle cars, and’ lacking hay or straw, suf- 
fered severely from the intense cold. Two days after, on the 29th, they 
marched to Leavenworth City, crossing the Missouri river on the ice, and 
joined the great “ South Western Expedition.” 

On the 26th of February, companies B and E, together with a detach- 
mént of the Twelfth, marched for Kangas City, where they encamped ‘on 
the following day. The main body of the regiment left Leavenworth on 
the 2d of March, on the long march of one hundred and sixty miles to 
Fort Scott, at which place they went into camp on the 8th, having been 
joined on the route by the detachment from Kansas City. While station- 
ed at Fort Scott, companies C and F were detached, on the Ist of May, 
marching, under command of Lieut. Col. Orff, to, Carthage, Mo., where 
they were reinforced, on the 9th, by companics A and K, with two pieces 
of artillery, commanded by Major Jacobi, who relieved Lieut. Col. Orff 
and took command of the expedition. The whole force was, shortly after- 
wards, (May 17th,) ordered to rejoin the regiment at Fort Scott, on 
account of the wish of Department commanders to have the troops in 
their respective commands kept distinct. On the 27th of May, (be regi- 
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ment set out for Humboldt, Kansas, forty five miles distant, arriving om 
the 29th. Thence they marched, on the Ist of June, in a south-easterly 
direction, by way of Indian Mission, to Spring river, encamping on the 
fourth, on the west bank of that stream, at the influx of Shoal creek, 
Camp was established at this place for the whole force, consisting of two 
regiments of infantry, one of cavalry and a battery of artillery, under 
the command of Col. Doubleday, who, a:week afterward, relinquished the 
command to Col. Salomon, under whose.direction, camp was removed, on 
the 13th, three miles south-west, to Baxter's Spring. Here the force was 
augmented, on the 25th, by the arrival of two regiments of infantry, (In- 
dians,) two regiments of cavalry, with a battery of artilleay, the whole 
composing the so-called “Indian Expedition," under command of Col. 
William Weir. 

While stationed at Baxter’s Spring, forage and reconnoitering parties, 
were frequently sent into Missouri and the Indian Territory, the most 
important of which resulted in routing two rebel camps, of a few hundred 
men each, at Cowskin Prairie, under the lead of Coffee and Standwaite, 
and in capturing a considerable number of horses and cattle. On the 28th 
of June, the main body marched in a southerly direction, for Cowskin 
Prairie, forty-five miles distant, in Indian Territory, near the line of Mis- 
souri and Arkansas, where" the enemy was reported to have returned in 
force. A few days previous, a detachment had been sent by way of Ne- 
osho, Mo., with instructions to attack the enemy from the northeast, co- 
operating with a projected assault by the main body from the southwest. 
On the arrival of the expedition at Cowskin Prairie, (June 29th,) the 
rebels hastily dispersed, without firing a shot, and made good their eseape, 
the Neosho detachment having been detained beyond the appointed hour. 
The march was resumed, by the whole expedition, on the 2d of July, and 
steadily urged, across a dry and barren country, in extremely hot weather, 
until the 9th, when they encamped at Flat Rock creek, sixty-three miles 
from Cowskin Prairie, and fifteen miles north of Fort Gibson. 

During this march, on the 3d, a large camp of rebel Indians had been 
routed and dispersed, several killed, and over one hundred taken prisoners. 
A considerable number of horses and cattle were also captused. Several 
skirmishes, with various predatory bands, had also taken place, in which the 
advantage was uniformly with the Union forces. Small as these results 
appear in detail, they at once assume importance, when it is considered 
that their effect was to reduce to allegiance the Cherokee and other Indian 
tribes, and to destroy the influence of the confederate emissaries, who had 
already succeeded, to a great extent, in gaining the Indian support for 
their cause. Hundreds of Indians came daily into the Union camps, sur- 
rendered their arms, and, in many instances, expressed a desire to join the 
army. Authority to raise a third Indian regiment was soon obtained, 
under which upwards of four hundred were enrolled. For our white 
troops the climate proved fatal. The heat was intolerable, rising to ore 
hundred and eighteen degrees, in the shade, and the sick list increased to 
an alarming proportion. The long line for supplies from Fort Scott, Kan- 
sas—one hundred and eighty miles—was without protection, and it be- 
came necessary. to put the command on half rations, owing to the failure 
of a supply train. At this juncture a council of war’ was called, on the 
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18th of July, which resulted in Col. Weir's being placed in arrest, Col. 
Salomon assuming command of the Expedition. Under his direction, the 
return march was commenced on the following day. Proceeding north- 
ward, the regiment, with the exception of three companies, under Major 
Jacobi, detached at Hudson's Crossing, went into camp, on the 26th, on 
the Quaw Paw Reserve. The detachment rojoined the regiment on the 
4th of August, and after a rest of one day, the march was resumed, on 
the 6th, proceeding by way of Shawnee creek and Drywood, to Fort Scott, 
where they arrived on the 11th. 

Information having been received of a rebel raid under Shelby and 
Rains into the border counties of Missouri, all available troops were des- 
patched on the 14th of August in pursuit, the infantry being transported 
in wagons. The expedition proved a failure, the enemy making his es- 
cape with trifling loss; but lack of vigor or energy of movement was 
eertainly not the eause. During the first six days the regiment had but 
one nights rest, traveling about three hundred and fifty miles, to Lone 
Jack, in Missouri, at which place they arrived on the 17th. The return 
niarch was commenced the next day, and proceeding by Johnstown, Osce- 
ola and Little Osage, they again encamped on the 22nd at Fort Scott, 
Kansas. About this time the re-organization of the “ Army of the 
Frontier" by Gen. Blunt was affected. The Ninth was assigned to posi- 
tion in the First Brigade, commanded by Gen. Salomon, the regiment be- 
ing under the command of Lieut. Col. Jacobi. The brigade left Fort 
Scott on the 13th of September, and marching in a zig-zag line through 
Vernon, Barton, Dade and Lawrence counties in Missouri, encamped on 
the 22d at Sarcoxie, in Jasper county. Here Col. Charles E. Salomon 
joined and took charge of the regiment. 

At Newtonia, Mo., fifteen miles distant, the enemy had collected a force 
of 7,000 or 8,000 men, commanded by Gen. Cooper, and an attack was 
expected. The artillery was posted on commanding heights, supported by 
detachments of the regiment, and a more careful reconnoissance was gr- 
dered. Companies D and G, with a section of artillery, and a squadron of 
cavalry, under command of Lieut. Col. Jacobi, marched for Newtonia, in 
the afternoon of the 29th of September, and were reinforced the same 
evening by companies E and H. A portion of the Ninth Kansas cavalry 
with a hundred Indians and two mountain howitzers, was also despatched 
on the following morning. Lieut. Col. Jacobi, in obedience to orders, 
advanced on the fortified position of the enemy, for the purpose of ascer- 
taining his strength, with his number of cannon and exact position. The 
rebels numbering about 3,000 men, with four pieces of artillery, were con- 
cealed in the vicinity of a large stone barn ard behind stone fences, awaiting 
theadvance of Lieut. Col. Jacobi's command. When they had arrived with- 
in about thirty paces, the enemy rose in his sheltered position and delivered 
a murderous fire, compelling our men to fall back. "This movement they 
executed with perfect coolness, checking the enemy, who pressed after 
them, by several volleys, which in each instance was reserved until there 
was danger of being surrounded. "They were nobly seconded by the ar- 
tillery, which improved every opportunity during the retreat, to unlimber 
and fire upon the pursuing enemy. Meanwhile a large number of the re-: 
bel cavalry, advancing on both flanks, had succeeded in gaining the edge: 
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of the woodsin their rear; thus surrounding and capturing the remainder 
of the infantry. while the cavalry and artillery made good their escape, 
only through the speed of the horses. The loss of the regiment in this 
expedition was twenty-five killed and one hundred and sixty-seven pri- 
soners ; fifty-one of whom were wounded. 

A serious engagement being indicated by the continued cannonade, 
Gen. Salomon had in the meantime marched his command. consisting of 
two brigades, in the direetion of Newtonia The regiment arrived on ihe 
battle field early in the afternoon, their march having been hastened by 
the disastrous news from the front. Awaiting thezarrival of a portion of 
the command under Col. Hall, which had been ordered to advance by 
Jollification on the east side of Newtonia; position was taken on the west 
side of the place, and a few shots, at long range, were exchanged with the 
enemy. On the arrival of Col. Hall's command, which had been detained 
until late at night, the whole force tell back to Sarcoxie, the regiment 
- taarching nearly all night. A second attack upon Newtonia having been 
organized, the regiment left Sarcoxie on the 3d of October, accompanying 
the First Division of the army; and marching by way of Granby, arrived 
on the following day at Newtonia, which, on their approach was evacuated 
by the rebels without resistance. The wounded men of the regiment, who 
had been captured on the 30th of September, were found in the vicinity, 
and transported to Sarcoxie during the night. Leaving Newtonia on the 
5th of November, they encamped at Indian Creek, at which place they re- 
mained until the 11th, when camp was moved to Hazel Bottom, in Barry 
connty, thirty miles from Newtonia. Marching thence on the 17th, they 
crossed the Arkansas line, encamping on the following day at Pea Ridge; 
from which place they again moved on the 28th, and proceeding by Har- 
mony Springs and Fort Wayne, encamped at Maysville, Ark., on the 30th, 

having marched about one hundred and twenty miles during the month. 
" While at this place, the regiment was joined by companies A and E, 
which had been detaehed in the beginning of October to occupy Elm 
Springs, and work the mills at that place for the supply of the command. 

On the 27th of November, the First Division marched-south across the 
Ozark Mountains; eontinuing the march on the following day to Cane 
Hill, Ark.. where the advance engaged the enemy, driving him a distance 
of ten miles, "The Ninth, marching in the rear of the column, did not par- 
ticipate in the fight. On the 29th the First Brigade marched baek to 
Rhea's Mills, oceupying and working them. The rebels under Gen. Hind- 
man having concentrated in strong force, north of Van Buren, with the 
apparent intention of crushing our little army by a sudden attack ; our 
troops were constantly held in readiness, tents struck and wagons packed 
for four consecutive days, until the 7th of December, when the brigade 
joined the main body at Cane Hill, where the-enemy was expected to give 
battle. At noon it was discovered that the enemy had effected a flank 
movement, succeeded in gaining the rear of our forces and was advancing 
rapidly upon Rhea's Mill. The Ninth was immediately ordered back to 
that point for the protectiou of our trains. At this time the enemy's ad- 
vance was suddenly arrested by the arrival of Gen. Herron from the north, 
with the Second and Third divisions of the army. During the afternoon 
the bloody battle of PRAIRIE GROVE was fought. Although this battle 
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finally resulted in a Union victory, our losses were 80 heavy that the 
trains—under the escort of the Ninth regiment— were at night ordered to 
Fayetteville. At two o'clock on the following morning the regiment was 
ordered to the battle field, and took position near Gen. Blunt’s headquarters, 
at one in the afternoon, having marched forty-five miles withing thirty- 
two hours. At the termination of the armistice, it was discovered that 
the hostile army had retreated. The Ninth returned to Rhea's Mills on 
the 10th, where they were engaged in the cultivation of the arts of peace, 
grinding flour and baking bread until the 27th of December, when at six 
in the morning they set out on ‘raid’ to Van Buren. Marching upwards 
of sixty miles in two days, during which they forded Cove Creek thirty- 
nine (1) times, they entered Van Buren late in the evening of the follow- 
ing day. They returned in four days’ march to Rhea's Mills, having cele- 
brated New Years in joyous eompany with the Twentieth on the Prairie 
Grove battle field. 

March was resumed on the 2d of January, the regiment moving to 
Elm Springs, where they encamped on the following day, and remained 
until the 11th. During the remainder of this month, the regiment was 
almost constantly on the march, with few days allowed for rest; serving 
during most of the time as a sort of patrol on a large scale, with the ob- 
ject of intercepting Marmaduke's retreat from Springfield. Their pro- 
gress was very much impeded by the constant rainy weather, making the 
roads almost impassable, and the crossing of rivers a difficult problem. 
The men were constantly ealled upon to assist in helping the wagons 
along, and finally, on the 29th, they found themselves at a resting place 
in camp at Crane Creek, thirty-two miles south of Springfield, Mo. 
Marching, on the 20th of February, in a north-westerly direction, they 
wentinto winter quarters on the following day, at Camp Salomon, on 
StahPs Creek, thirty-six miles west of Springfield; Companies A and I 
being detaehed at Bower's Mills, ten miles distant. Here they were 
joined, on the 14th of March, by their comrades, who had been taken 
prisoners at Newtonia. In consequence of the incursions of guerrillas on 
the Arkansas border, the whole command was ordered into that State. 
Leaving Camp Salomon the 17th of March, they arrived at Carrollton, in 
Carroll County, Ark., on the 30th. The march through Stone. County, 
"Mo, and Carroll County, Ark., was slow and circuitous, owing to the 
necessity of directing their course through districts where forage was 
“obtainable, and also on account of the difficulty of crossing White River 
at high water. After a week's stay at Carrollton, they marched on the 
sixth of April arriving on the following day at Forsyth, Mo., where 
they remained for twelve days, employed by detachments in foraging ex- 
peditions, which were frequently compelled to travel fifty or sixty miles in 
unsuccessful efforts to obtain such quantities of forage as were required. 
The artillery and trains were consequently sent to Springfield, for which 
place the regiment marched on the 21st. When within a short distance 
of Springfield, they were met with orders to proceed to Hartsville, where 
they arrived on the 28th, after a toilsome march, in bad weather, over 
muddy roads. On the following day the march was resumed, by way of 
Houston, for Salem, where they went into camp on the 1st of May. They 
left Salem on the 5th of June, arriving next day at Rolla, and remaining 
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encamped until the 8th of July, when they moved by rail to St. Louis, 
going into “Camp Gamble,” near that city. During their stay at this 
eity, the regiment was constantly employed on guard duty at the fortifi- 
cations and military prisons. On the 12th of September they embarked 
at St. Louis, and proceediug down the Mississippi River, landed at 
Helena, Ark., where they are now stationed.

The companies composing the Tenth were ordered to rendezvous at 
Camp Holton, Milwaukee, in the beginning of October, 1861, where the 
regiment was organized under the superintendence of Col. Alfred R. Cha- 
pin, of Milwaukee, and mustered into United States’ service, on the 14th. 
Having spent about six weeks in camp, they left the State for field service 
en the 9th of November, under orders for Louisvile, Ky.  Proceeding 
by way of Indianapolis, they arrived, on the evening of the 10th, at Jef- 
fersonville, Ind. Crossing the Ohio River to Louisville on the following 
day, they marched through the city, proceeding twenty miles to Shepards- 
ville, Ky., on the Louisville and Nashville Railway, where they were ata- 
tioned, guarding the railroad bridge across Salt River, until the 5th of 
December, at which date, they were ordered to join Col. Sills’ ‘brigade at 
Elizabethtown, twenty miles south of Shepardsville. On the following day, 
they took their place in the brigade, which was assigned to position on 
the right of the Third Division, then commanded by Gen. Mitchell. 
Moving on the 11th of December, they went into camp at Bacon Creek, 
sixty-five miles from Louisville, on the Louisville and Nashville Railway, 
where the winter was passed in picket and railroad guard duty. 

Participating in the general movement of our forces, camp was moved 
on the 10th of February, 1862, to the south side of Green River, near 
Munfordsville, whence they marched, on the 13th, in the rear of the divis- 
ion, arriving at Big Barren River, opposite Bowling Green, on the 15th. 
The enemy evacuated the place on their approach, our forces crossing the 
river and taking possession of the town on the following day. Three days 
afterward, the Tenth took position on the railroad, six miles from Bow- 
ling Green, March was resumed on the 22d: crossing the State line on 
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the following day, they bivouacked for a short time near Nashville, and 

went into camp four miles south of the city on the 27th, remaining until 

the 18th of March, when they left Nashville, and proceeding southward, 

encamped on the following day at Murfreesboro, of which place Col. Oha- ` 
pin was appointed Provost Marshal, the regiment acting as provost guard. 

From the 5th of April, the date of the regiment's departure from Mur- 

freesboro, their history may be told in the words of a congratulatory ad- 

dress by their commanding general, of which the following is a

“Heap QUARTERS, THIRD DIVISION, 
Camp Tyler, Huntsville, April 26, 1862. 


SOLDIERS.:—Y 0ur march upon Bowling Green won the thanks and oun? 
fidence of our commanding general. With engines and cars captured 
from the enemy, our advanced guard precipitated itself upon Nashville. 
It was now made your duty to seize and destroy the Memphis and Char- 
leston railway, the great military road of the enemy. With a supply 
train only sufficient to feed you at a distance of two days march from 
your depot, you undertook the herculean task of rebuilding twelve hund- 
red feet of heavy bridging, which, by your untiring energy, was accom- 
plished in two days. Thus by a railway of your own construction, your 
depot of supplies was removed from Nashville to Shelbyville, sixty-three 
miles, and in the direction of the object of your attack. The blow now 
became practicable. Marching with a celerity such as to outstrip any 
messenger who might have attempted to announce your coming, you fell 
upon Huntsville. taking your enemy completely by surprise, and captur- 
ing, not only his great military road, but all his machine shops, engines 
and rolling'stock. Thus providing yourself with. ample transportation, 
you struck blow after blow with a rapidity unparalleled. Stevenson fell, 
sixty miles to the east of Huntsville; Decatur and Tuscumbia have been 
in like manner, seized and occupied. In three days you .have extended 
your front of operations more than one hundred and twenty miles, and 
your morning gun at Tuscumbia may now be heard by your comrades:on 
the battle field, recently made glorious by their victory before Corinth. 
A communication of these facts to head quarters, has not only won the 
thanks of vur commanding general, but those of the Department of War, 
which I announce to you with proud satisfaction. Accept the thanks 
of your commander, and let your future deeds demonstrate that you ean 
surpass yourselves.

The Tenth arrived at Huntsville, Ala., on the 11th of April, from whieh 
place to Stevenson detached portions of the regiment were ststioned at 
various points on the line of the Memphis and Charleston railroad, in 
the performance of guard and patrol duty. It was while thus engaged 
that a detachment of twenty-three men, on the night of the 28th of 
April, defended and saved Paint Rock bridge from a well planned attack 
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of two hundred and fify rebel “ bushwhackers.” For the gallantry here dis- 
played, the general commanding thanked the men and complimented the 
regiment. Thus the summer was passed, constantly engaged on picket and 
guard duty, and moving from place to place, as the enemy threatened any 
part of the long line of railroad upon which they were stationed. Appointed 
to act a8 rear guard in the generalretrograde movement towards the Ohio, 
they brought the last trains from Huntsville to Stevenson, fighting the 
guerrillas, at almost every step, and arriving on the 31st.of August at 
Stevenson, where they assisted in repulsing the enemy's attack upon the 
rear guard of our forces, who were then evacuating the place. Marching 
northward over the mountains to Decherd, without rations, blankets, 
medicine or transportation for the sick, and suffering terribly from ex- 
haustion, they arrived at Nashville on the 5th of September. Resuming 
the march-on the following day, they proceeded by way of West Point 
to Louisville, Ky., from which place, after a few days rest, they marched 
on the first of October, taking part in the movement of our forces to 
meet the rebels under Gen. Bragg. 

On the 8th of Oetober they met the enemy near Perryville, Ky., and 
took part in the battle of CHAPLIN HiLts. * Stationed in the left wing, 
under the command of Gen. Rousseau, they were under fire from eleven in 
the morning until night. At one time, having exhausted all their ammu- 
nition, the regiment held its position with empty pieces for twenty minutes, 
until the battery in front, which they had been ordered to support. 
was withdrawn to a safe position, when they retired in good order. A 
fresh supply of ammunition having been obtained, they were again placed 
in-position, which they retained until night put an end to the conflict. 
Of two hundred and seventy-six men engaged, the list of casualties num- 
bered thirty-six killed, one hundred and ten wounded, and one missing. 
“ Col. Harris’ whole brigade was repeatedly assailed by overwhelming 
numbers, and after exhausting their ammunition, and that taken from the 
dead and wounded on the field, still held their position. K * KS 
For this gallant conduct, these brave men are entitled to the gratitude of 
their country, and I thank them here as Í did on the field of battle." * 
Marching in pursuit of the enemy, they left Chaplin Hills on the 11th, 
and marching by way of Harrodsburg and Danville, arrived at Crab 
Orchard on the seventeenth. At this place the pursuit was abandoned, 
and-after a rest of three days, the march toward Bowling Green was 
resumed. Passing through Standford and Lebanon, they encamped on 
the 22d at New Market, where they remained a week, marching thence on 
the 29th, and going into camp on Barren river, five miles from Bowling 
Green, on the 3d of November. 

They left Bowling Green on the 9th, and marching via Mitchellville 
and Tyree Springs, went into camp on the 17th, at Edgefield Junction, 
Tenn., ten miles north of Nashville, at the Junction of the Louisville and 
Nashville, and Nashville and Clarksville railroads, where they remained 
performing guard duty, until the beginning of December, when they mov- 
ed to Edgefield. Crossing the Cumberland river on the 9th of December, 
they encamped four miles south of Nashville, where they remained until 
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the 26th, at whioh date they left Nashville, taking part in the general 
movement of our army, which resulted in the defeat of the rebels at STONE 
River, near Murfreesboro. The regiment was engaged on the 31st, with 
a loss of three killed and seventeen wounded, and remained on the field 
for four days, moving, on the 5th of January, 1863, to Murfreesboro, 
near which place they went into camp. Here they remained, occasionally 
taking part in forage and reconnoitering expeditions, until the 24th of 
June, when the army under Gen. Rosecrans commenced its movement to- 
wards the south. Marching fifteen miles on the Manchester pike, the ad- 
vance of Gen. Thomas' Corps, to which they were attached, had a brisk 
skirmish with the enemy on the 25th, at Hoover's Gap. The Tenth was 
placed on the extreme front, supporting a battery, where, being within 
range of the enemy's guns, they were exposed to a severe artillery fire, 
and suffered a loss of three men wounded. At six in the evening the en- 
emy's guns were silenced and our troops bivouacked on the field. On 
the following, morning, the Corps, formed in line of battle, advanced, dri- 
ving tho enemy's forces and gaining about four miles, the enemy contest- 
ing every step, They drove the enemy through Fairfield on the 27th, 
and pressing them closely, passed through Manchester at two o'clock on 
the morning of the following day, advancing four miles on the Tullaho- 
ma road. 
They entered Tullahoma, with Gen. Thomas’ advance, on the 1st of 
.July, the enemy having evacuated the place, leaving several siege guns 
and a small amount of provisions, and retreating towards the Tennessee 
river, at Bridgeport, where he crossed and destroyed the bridge. Our 
forces followed him closely to Elk River, where they were detain- 
ed by high water, caused by recent rains. Fording this stream on the 
3d of July, they advanced to within four miles of Decherd, where the 
regiment remained until the 13th, at which date they marched to Cowan, 
Tenn., on the Nashville and Chattanooga railroad. In the beginning of 
August, camp was moved to Anderson, ten miles from Stevenson, where 
the Tenth remained until called upon to take part in the advance of our 
army upon Chattanooga. On the 18th of September, they marched from 
the vicinity of Stevens' Gap, to within a short distance of Chattanooga. At 
ten on the following morning they were ordered tó advance in the second line 
of battle of their brigade. Advancing a short distance through the woods 
they received the fire of the enemy, who was driven back with considera- 
ble loss, when the regiment was ordered to the front line on the right of 
the brigade, where skirmishers were thrown out, and the enemy again en- 
gaged. After holding this position for some tiine, against a well sustain- 
ed attack in front, the enemy, in greatly superior force, succeeded ig turn- 
ing the right flank of the brigade, forcing them to fall back. In the af- 
ternoon they again-oecupied a position in front, again retiring in the 
evening. At daylight on the 20th, the Tenth, forming the line of sup- 
port to the brigade, was assigned position in the front, which they held 
until ten o’clock, when the enemy made a fierce charge upon the brigade, 
and the regiment was at once ordered up. Repulsing the attack, they re- 
tained this position but a very short time, before the enemy turned the 
left of the division and was discovered advancing through the woods on 
their left flank. The Tenth was now ordered to the left, where, with oth- 
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er tróops, they engaged the enemy, driving him back. Heavy firing was 
kept up nearly all the afternoon, the regiment holding its position until 
nearly dark, when the line on the right and rear gave way, leaving them 
“exposed to a terrible fire from three directions, and they were forced to 
retire. The Tenth, being on the left, and not being aware of the enemy's 
position on that side, retired to the left and rear, and ran directly into 
the lines of the enemy, who captured a large number of officers and men. 
The few remaining were brought off with the balance of the brigade. 
During this terrible two days' conflict, when the heroism of Gen. Thom- 
as’ troops saved our army, the Tenth lost eighteen killed, fifty-six wound- 
ed and one hundred and thirty two missing, of whom the greater number 
were prisoners.* d 

On the morning of the 21st, they numbered three officers and twenty- 
six men. They were moved to the front at one in the afternoon where 
they remained in line, until four on the following morning, when they 
moved with the brigade to Chattanooga, at which place they went into 
camp, and have since remained. 

No report has been received from this regiment.

The companies composing the Hleventh Regiment, assembled during 
the latter part of Septémber, and beginning of October, 1861, at Camp 
Randall; where the regimental organization was perfected under the su- 
pervision of Col. Charles L. Harris, of Madison. ' The muster into United 
States’ service was completed on the 18th of October, and after a few 
weeks instruction in drill and discipline, they left the State for active ser- 
vice, on the 20th of November, under orders for St. Louis, Mo. Proceed- 
ing by way of Chicago, they embarked at Alton, 111., arriving at St. Louis, 
on the following day. At noon on the 22d, they steamed down the Mis- 
sissippi to Sulphur Springs, Mo., twenty-three miles from St. Louis, on 
the St. Louis and Iron Mountain Railroad, where they landed and went 
into camp. During the winter, detached portions of the regiment were 
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stationed in the performance of railroad guard duty, at various places 
from Meramec River to Mineral Point, a distance of nearly fifty miles. 
On the 12th'of March, 1862, the regiment was assembled at Sulphur 
Springs, and proceeded on the following day to Pilot Knob, the terminus 
of the Iron Mountain Railroad, distant eighty-seven miles from St. Louis. 

Remaining here ten days, they marched on the 23d of March, and pro- 
ceeding across the country, by way of Patterson, encamped on the 27th, 
at Reeves’ Ferry, Mo., on Black River, where the Second Brigade, under 
Col, Hovey, to which the Eleventh was attached, joined Gen. Steele's for- 
ces. Marching on the 19th of April, the whole force moved southward, 
going into camp on the 24th, at Pitman's Ferry, Ark., on the Current 
River, near the Missouri line. March was resumed on the 29th, the whole 
force encamping on the following day at Pocahontas, where they remained 
two days. “Leaving this place on the 2d of May, they erossed. Black Riv- 
er on the following day, marching through a dense swamp, and over a 
rough and broken country, to Birds’ Point, on Black River, where they 
arrived on the 5th. and remaining five days, moved on the 10th, to Jack- 
somport, on the White River. Marching thence on the 16th, they encamp- 
ed next day, five miles from Batesville, to which place camp was moved 
on the twenty-fifth. Taking the advance of Gen. Curtis’ forces, the 
Eleventh left Batesville, on the 22d of June, and crossing the Black River 
at Jacksonport, encamped on the 24th, on White River, seventeen miles 
south of that place. From this camp, on the 30th, the regiment was sent 
to guard a large forage train. When about five miles from camp, the en- 
emy’s pickets were encountered and dispersed; proceeding five miles far: 
ther, they routed a detachment of rebel cavalry, fillod the wagons, and re- 
turned late at night, to camp. 

On the Ist of July, the division again advanced. At various points on 
the line of march the enemy, as he retréated before our forces, had block- 
aded the roads, by felling heavy timber across them, behind which skir- 
mishers and sharpshooters were stationed. Skirmishing constantly, and 
delayed from time to time by these rebel ‘ blockades,’ they arrived at Au- 
gusta on the third. After a rest of three days, they left Augusta, on the 
6th, marching twelve miles to a ‘ blockade’ of timber, on the bank of Ba- 
you Cache, where the tents were pitched on low ground, covered with 
heavy timber, and undergrowth of bushes and cane. During the evening, 
a number of shots were fired by the rebel pickets, who were soon quieted 
by the discharge of a few shells. On the following morning, a reconnoi- 
tering party, consisting of companies D, G, H and 1, of the Eleventh, with 
a small additional force of infantry and cayalry, and one small howitaer, 
the whole under command of Col. Harris, was directed to move in advance 
of the column, and ascertain the position and force of the enemy in front. 
Moving forward about six miles, they came upon the enemy’s pickets, 
posted at the junction of the Bayou Cache, and Des Arc roads, abont twelve 
miles from the latter place. Company D, deployed as skirmishers in front, 
first received theenemy’s fire. In the fight which ensued, this small force, 
held their ground against the assault of the vastly superior numbers of 
the enemy, until the arrival of reinforcements, when the rebels were utterly 
routed and dispersed, leaving a large number of dead and wounded on the 
field. In this action the Eleventh lost four killed and twenty wounded. 
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On the following day, the line of march was resumed. Proceeding by 
way of Bayou de Vue, they-arrived at Clarendon, on the White River, early 
on thé morning of the 11th, after an exhausting march of thirty miles in the 
burning sand, with little water and scanty rations. Gen. Steele's forces had 
been hurried forward to this point, expecting to find here ample supplies. 
of which the men were much in need; but it was found on their arrival 
that, owing to some misapprehension of orders, the supply train had taken 
the wrong direction, thus leaving no resource but the continuance of the-* 
march to Helena, a distance of sixty-five miles. Leaving Clarendon on 
the 11th, they encamped at Helena, Ark., on: the 13th, completely jaded 
and exhausted. The regiment had been almost constantly on the march, 
since the 23d of March, the date of their departure from Pilot Knob, 
through an unhealthy and dificult country, and subsisting, much of the 
time on half or quarter rations. 

At Helena, the health of the regiment, which had suffered greatly in 
consequence of fatigue and exposure, during their march through Mis- 
souri and Arkansas, rapidly improved; and, on the 26th of July, they 
were ordered to Oldtown, Ark., twenty-four miles below Helena, where 
they were stationed for some time, detachments being sent out at various 
times, through the surrounding country, in search of cotton and supplies. 
On the 30th, the left wing of the Eleventh, under command of Lieut. 
Col. Wood, embarked, for the purpose of seizing a quantity of cotton 
about eight miles below, on‘the Mississippi side of the river, where they 
were reinforced on the following day by two other companies of the regi- 
ment, the whole force returning to Oldtown on the 4th of' August, bring- 
ing four hundred bales of cotton, and having sustained a loss of five men 
wounded, in a skirmish withthe enemy. In consequence of the unhealthy 
location of the camp at this place, the regiment, on the 2Uth of Septem- 
ber, moved up the Mississippi to Sugar Pomt, Ark., ten miles below 
Helena, where they went into camp in a dry and healthy location. In 
the beginning of October, the division was ordered to proceed by way of 
Sulphur Springs to Pilot Knob, Mo, where the Eleventh remained until 
the 2d of November, at which date they moved southward thirty miles, 
encamping, on the 4th, at Patterson. During the winter, the regiment 
remained in Missouri, occupied principally in the performance of patrol 
and railroad guard duty. Stationed successively on the Black River, at 
Van Buren, West Plains and Middlebrook, near Pilot Knob, detachments 
of the regiment were kept continually on the march from point to point, 
guarding forage trains afd accompanying expeditions in various directions 
through the country, preventing the organization of any considerable force 
of the rebels in that State. 

On the 11th of March, 1863, they left Middlebrook, and marching to 
St. Genevieve, on the Mississippi, embarked at that place, on the 15th, , 
moving down the river to Memphis, where théy arrived on the 17th. 
Again embarking on the 19th, they landed, on the following morning, at 
Helena, from which place, after a delay of three days, they proceeded to 
Milliken's Bend, La., and took position in the Second Brigade, Fourteenth 
Division of the Thirteenth’ Army Corps; Col. Harris being placed in 
eommand of the brigade. Moving thence across the peninsula, to a point 
on-the Mississippi below Vicksburg, they again embarked, proceeding by 
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steamer to New Carthage, and marching to Perkins' Plantation, where 
Carr's Division, to which the Eleventh was attached, took position in the 
advance. Early on the 29th of April, they were placed on transports, 
and remained in the river some time, awaiting the result of an attempt 
by our gunboats to silence the enemy's batteries at Grand Gulf. The 
bombardment proving ineffectual, they landed the same evening, and 
marched across the country to Hard Times Landing, below Grand Gulf. 
The transports having succeeded in passing the rebel batteries. during the 
night, they crossed the Mississippi on the 30th, landing at Bruinsburg, 
Miss. The march for Port Gibson immediately commenced, and con- 
tinued during the night. The Second Brigade took the extreme advance, 
under orders to reach Port Gibson as soon as possible, and occupy the 
several bridges across Bayou Pierre at that place. Moving forward, 
through a country broken by ravines and gorges, and thickly covered with 
timber, underbrush and cane, they had arrived within a short distance of 
Magnolia Church, when the skirmishers in front were fired upon by the 
enemy's pickets. Pressing steadily forward in the darkness, and driving 
back the rebel skirmishers, they soon eame upon the main body of the 
enemy, when an artillery duel commenced, lasting until two o'clock, when 
the troops lay upon their arms, awaiting the arrival of daylight. Soon 
after sunrise the battle of ANDERSON'S HILL was resumed. The brigade, 
occupying a position in the centre of our line of battle, gallantly held 
their place, until the arrival of the main body of our forces, when, led by 
the Eleventh, they advanced upon the enemy in their front, routing and 
driving him from the field, in confusion. The enemy, collecting his scat- 
tered forces, made a stand about two miles from his former position, and 
was again driven back with considerable loss. During this battle, the 
Eleventh lost two killed and a number wounded. 

The enemy having evacuated Grand Gulf, on the 2d of May, our forces 
occupied that important post, the Eleventh performing the duty of pro- 
vost guard, until the 5th, when they marched, accompanying the rear of 
our forees in the advance on Jaekson, within five miles of which place 
they encamped on the 14th. On the following day, the direction of the 
march was changed towards Vicksburg, their brigade taking the advance. 
Daring the battle of Champion Hills, they were held in reserve until four 
in the afternoon, when they were again sent to the front and pursued the 
retreating enemy until late at night. On the following day they were 
still in front, leading our forces in the advance upon the fortifications at 
BLACK RIVER BRIDGE. At eight o'clock, the skirmishers drove in the ene- 
my's pickets, and pressing forward two miles, the brigade took position 
in line of battle on the extreme right. The Eleventh was placed in the 
front line, Company A being deployed as skirmishers. After a fierce ar- 


' tillery engagement the infantry advanced, under a terrible fire, stormed 


the enemy's works, and pressing rapidly forward. intercepted the enemy’s 
retreat to the bridge, capturing a large number of prisoners ; the Eleventh 
taking upwards of one thousand, with a regimental stand of colors. 
They took position in the trenches before VicksBurRG, on the 19th, and 
participated in the terrible charge of the 22d, on the enemy's fortifica- 
tions, in which the regiment suffered greatly. Resuming their position 
in the trenvhes, they were constantly employed in the active duties of the

siege, until the 2d of July, when the regiment marched towards Black 
River, in the direction of Warrenton, to intercept a rebel raid. On their 
approach, the rebels recrossed the river, and the regiment returned to 
camp before Vicksburg, on the following day. Immediately after the sur- ` 
render, they left Vicksburg, joining the expedition to Jackson, before 
which place they arrived on the 10th of July. The enemy was driven to 
his works on the 13th, and the siege was pressed with such vigor that our 
forces entered the city on the 17th, the enemy having withdrawn during 
the preceding night, For two days the Eleventh was occupied in the de- 
struction of railrodls in the vicinity, and marching on the 21st, went into 
eamp at Vieksburg on the 24th, remaining until the 13th of August, 
when they embarked, and proceeding down the Mississippi, landed at Car- 
rollton, La., on the 16th. On the 4th of September they left Carrollton, 
moving to Brashear City, on Berwick Bay, the terminus of the New 
Orleans and Great Western railroad, where they yet remain in camp. 

No report has been received from this regiment.

The various companies composing the “ Marehing Twelfth," had arriv- 
ed at rendezvous, Camp Randall, in October, 1861, and regimental organ- 
ization was completed during the same month, under the supervision of 
Col. George E. Bryant, of Madison, who had commanded a company in 
the First regiment, three months' volunteers. Here they remained, ac- 
quiring proficiency in drill and the duties of camp life, until the 11th of 
January, 1862, when they left the State, ander orders to report at Wes- 
ton, Missouri, and arrived at Quincy, Illinois, at midnight. It was found 
impossible to cross the river at this point, and, on the 13th, the regiment, 
in heavy marching order, moved down the river bank twenty-two miles, 
and eneamped for the night opposite Hannibal, Missouri, having accom- 
plished the distance in five hours and a half. Here they found the ferry 
boat frozen up.on the opposite side of the river. The men lay on the 
bank, without shelter, in the intense cold,—twenty degrees below zero— 
and finally sueceeded.in crossing the river the next day at 11, P. M. 
Early in the morning of the 15th, they left Hannibal in open cars, and 
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weached Weston next day, almost famished, having. been compelled to 
leave forty-one men at various places on the route, disabled by the intense 
«gold and exposure. Their ratións were all frozen up, and no means were 
at hand to warm them. Truly, Wisconsin may be proud of her sons. 
None but really brave men could have endured such hardships. 

On the 15th of February, they marched to Leavenworth City, Kansas, 
and went into camp near the Fort, at that place. Here they remained 
-eneamped until the 1st of March, when their long march of one hundred 
and sixty miles, to Fort Scott, commenced. The distance was accom- 
plished in six days, and they encamped at the Fort on the 7th. Here 
they remained twenty days, taking up their line of march for Lawrence, 
«one hundred and fifteen miles distant, on the 27th. They went into 
“Camp Halleck,” near the city, on the 2d of April. But short rest was 
allowed them. On the 20th, they set out for Fort Riley, to take part in | 
the projected expedition to New Mexico. Marching by way of Tecumseh, 
Topeka, St. Mary's Mission and Manhattan, a distance of one hundred 
and five miles, they arrived on the 25th. While here, the command was 
joined by the 13th Infantry and Eighth Battery, Wisconsin volunteers, 
and a general inspection and review was held. On the 1st of May, com- 
pany K was detached, as provost guard, at Junction City, three miles dis- 
tant, between the Smoky Hill amd Republican forks of the Kansas river, 

Tkis company, soon after, returned to the regiment, and on the 18th of 
May, the “ Great Southwestern Expedition ” having been abandoned, the 
whole force was ordered to return to Leavenworth, After a toilsome 
march of one hundred and twenty-five miles, they again encamped, on 
the 27th, in the vicinity of the Fort, taking part, next day, in a grand 
review, in which Wisconsin was nobly represented by the Twelfth and 
Thirteenth Infantry. Third Cavalry, and Eighth Battery. The Twelfth 
-embarked, next day, for St. Louis, and after a shortstay at Bloody Island, 
opposite the city, for the shipment of commissary stores, arrived at Colum- 
bus, Kentucky, on the zd of June. ‘hey at once commenced the work 
of repairing the Mobile and Ohio railroud, which had been destroyed, as 
far as possible, by the rebels on their retreat. "Three large bridges were 
built, and the road put in running order as far as Humboldt, Tennessee, 
to which place they moved on the 9th of July, effecting there a junotion 
with our forces which had been operating at Corinth. While they held 
this post, the regiment, being partly mounted, was continually engaged in 
scouring the country, within a radius of sixty miles, to prevent the rava- 
ges of guerillas and bridge burners, who infested the vicinity. In the 
performance of this duty, detached portions of the regiment, under vari- 
ous officers, were engaged in a number of brilliant expeditions, through 
the surrounding country, to which only an allusion can be made in this 
sketch. d 

On the 1st of October the regiment was moved to Bolivar, Tenn., and 
attached to the Third Brigade, Fourth Division, Seventeenth Army 
Corps, which position they still retain They formed the reserve at the 
battle of the Hatchie, near Pocahontas, Tenn., on the 5thof this month, 
having marched thirty miles in ten hours to reinforce Gen: Hurlburt. 
"They returned with his command to Bolivar on the seventh. Here they 
remained until the 3d of November, when they commenced the mareh 
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southward, with the * Army of the Mississippi," under Gen. Grant. Next 
day they arrived at La Grange, Tenn., and went into camp on the bank of 
the Wolf river, near the town. A large force, under command of Maj. 

Gen. MePherson, was ordered to effect a reconnoissance in the direction of 
the Coldwater river, and, on the 8th, the Twelfth Wisconsin having the 
advance df the expedition, marched to within eleven miles of Holly 

Springs and six miles of Coldwater, where a heavy rehel force was known: 
to be encamped. Companies A and B were at once deployed as skirmish- 

ers, and rapidly advanced reconnoitring; but the enemy had retreated, 
and the regiment bivouacked on the site of the rebel camp, while our 
cavalry scoured the country around. Next morning the expedition re- 

turned to camp at La Grango, having thoroughly reconnoitred the eoun- 

iry and eaptured about one hundred and fifty prisoners. 

On the 28th of November they again left La Grange, taking part in 
the general movement of the army to the southward, Crossing the Cold- 
water, they marched through Holly Springs and encamped on the 30th 
at Lumpkins’ Mills, Miss., near Waterford, ten miles south of Holly 
Springs and seven miles north of the Tallahatchie. Here they remained 
until about the 10th of December, when they again accompanied the gen- 
eral movement further south, encamping at Yocona Creek, near the.Mis- 
sissippi Central railroad, on the 12th. Thence they moved on the 21st 
three miles further south, to Springdale Station, on the railroad. The 
untimely surrender of Holly Springs, with its stores, rendered an im- 
mediate retrograde movement imperative, and next day (the 22d,) they 
commenced the mareh to the north, camping that night at Spring Valley, 
six miles north of Oxford. March was resumed next morning, and om 
the 27th they went into their old camp at Lumpkins’ Mills. Here they 
were stationed for some time as railroad guard. 

On the 8th of January, 1863, they again marched towards Holly 
Springs, camping at that place. Next morning march was resumed by 
way of Coldwater to Moscow, Tenn., ten miles west of La Grange, on the: 
Memphis and Charleston railroad, at which place they arrived on the 11th. 
Thence they were ordered to La Fayette, where they arrived on the 
16th, marching over horrible roads in the midst of a violent storm of 
rain and snow. On the 19th they were ordered to Collierville, which they 
entered on the 20th, and encamped near the depot. They left Collierville 
on the 6th of February, and went into “Camp Butler,” near Neville Sta- 
tion, Tenn., on the Memphis and Charleston railroad,-at which place they 
remained as railroad guard, until the 14th of March, when they marched 
to Memphis, and encamped in the suburbs of the city. On the 18th of 
April an expedition, consisting of infantry, cavalry and artillery, the, 
whole under command of Co!. Bryant, marched from Memphis towards. 
Coldwater river, to attack the rear of the rebel forces under Gen. Chal- 
mers, and co-operate with another force under Gen. Smith, which had 
been ordered from La Grange to attack them in front. They captured 
several of the enemy’s pickets on the first day, and at Hernando, Misê., 
met the enemy’s infantry, in force. A sharp’ skirmish ensued, resulting 
in the complete rout of the rebels, leaving seven officers ‘and sixty men, ` 
prisoners, in our hands. Their loss in killed and‘ wounded could not be 
ascertained, as they fired upon the ambulances, and compelled them tp 
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leave the field. The Twelfth lost one man, taken prisoner. Next day 
they marched to the Coldwater river, eight miles south of Hernando, their 
advance skirmishing with the enemy’s cavalry all the way. Here they 
found the main body of the enemy, strongly posted behind breastworks 
of logs, and holding the ferry. Companies €, E and H were advanced 
with other forces to the front, the balance of the regiment being held as 
"reserve and guard for prisoners. The firing of sharp shooters was briskly 
kept up, anticipating the arrival of the co-operating force from the south 
under Gen. Smith. Col. Bryant's force being too small to dislódge the 
enemy alone, at four in the afternoon, he withdrew to near Hernando, the 
regiment having suffered a loss of three men wounded. After maneuver- 
ing in face of the enemy until the 24th, they returned to camp at Mem- 
phis. These expeditions were the decoy that enabled the gallant Col. ' 
Grierson to reach the heart of Mississippi in his famous “raid” through 
that State. : i 
On the 11th of May they embarked on steamer at Memphis, and pro- 
ceeding down the Mississippi, disembarked at Sherman's Landing, Madi- 
son Parish, La , on the 13th. Marching across the peninsula, they again 
embarked on the 18th and landed the same day at Grand Gulf. Col. 
Bryant was placed in command of this important post, and the regiment 
was employed in guard and fatigue duty, and building fortifications. The 
vast stores of Grant's army having been removed, they left Grand Gulf 
on the 9th of June, and proceeded up the river to Warrenton, where they 
rejoined the Fourth Division, under Gen. Lauman, and immediately took 
their position in the trenches on the left ot the army investing VicKSBURG. 
While here they lost one man killed and five wounded at various times 
during the seige 
Vicksburg surrendered on the fourth of July. The regiment left their 
camp “in the trenches” and next day joined the “ expeditionary ” 
army under Gen. Sherman, which immediately took up the line of march 
for JACKSON, then occupied by the rebel general Johnston. They arrived 
at J ACKSON and took position in the trenches pafore that city on the 10th, 
Col. Bryant commanding the brigade. In the terrible assault of the 12th, 
three companies were deployed as skirmishers, to protect the flank of the 
assaulting column, but suffered no loss. On the night of the 16th the 
rebels evacuated the works, and decamped with such celerity that but few 
prisoners were taken. Owing to the scarnty of food and water, it was 
not deemed advisable to attempt pursuit with infantry, and the bridge 
across Pearl river was destroyed to preyent the enemy’s retura. After 
the evacuation our army destroyed machine shops, culverts, bridges and 
railroads for several miles in all directions, and left Jackson, on their re- 
turn on the 20th, arriving at Vicksburg three days after. While at Jack- 
son Brig. Gen. Lauman was relieved from eommand of the division, by - 
order of Maj. Gen. Ord, commanding Thirteenth Army Corps, to which 
corps their division was then temporarily attached. They had. lost in 
the two sieges upwards of one hundred men, On the 15th of August 
they embarked for Natchez, at which place they arrived next day, and 
went} into camp. They had the advance in the expedition to Harri- 
sonburg, La., under Gen. Crocker, which left Natchez on the Ist of Sep- 
tember, and returned on the 7th. o 
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The disciples of Faust are largely represented in this. regiment. On 
their arrival at Humboldt, Tenn;, ia July, 1862, they took possession of a 
printing office, which the rebel owner had.deserted on their approach, - 
and issued the first number of the “ Soldiers’ Budget" on the 24th of that 
month.,.This paper was published regularly during their stay at that 
post, by the “ Printers of the Twelfth Regiment, Wisconsin Volunteers.” 

The Twelfth hag marched on foot sixteen hundred miles, been trans- 
ported hy steamers fifteen hundred miles, and by railrodd six hundted and 
seventy miles. . They have marched South of Fort Scott, in Missouri, and 
west of Fort Riley, in Kansas, They have marched south to Water Val- 
ley, in Mississippi, and west to Harrisonburg, in Louisiana. They have 
marched one hundred and sixty miles in six days, and thirty-six miles in ' 
one day., Haye they not a right to the title given them by their com- 
rades in arms, of ,the “ Marching Twelfth?”

The Thirteenth was organized at Camp Tredway, near Janesville, un- 
der the superintendence of Col. Maurice Maloney, a Captain in the regu- 
lar army, and was mustered into the United: States service on the 17th of 
October, 1861. They remained in camp until the 18th of January, 1862, 
when they left the State under orders to report to Mater Gen, Hunter, at 
Leavenworth, Kansas. On.the 20th they crossed the Mississippi on the 
ice, at Quincy, Illinois, marched to Palmyra, -Mo., and took the rail- 
road for Weston, Missouri, where they arrived next day. Two days after 
they crossed the Missouri on the ice, and marched to Leavenworth City, ° 
Kansas. On the 7th of February they began the long march for Fort: 
Scott, en route for Fort Smith, Arkansas, to form part of Gen. Jim Lane’s: 
“ Grand South-Western Expedition;'-halting on the way from the 12th 
to the 17th; at a point on the, Marie des Lignes river, two and a half miles 
from Ossawatomie Village, Kansas. (Crossing the river on the 17th, and 
marching by way of Fort Lincoln, they reached. Fort Scott on the 21st, 
and encamped, having marched one hundred and sixty miles from Leav- 
enworth City. 
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They remained at Fort Scott until the 26th of March, when they were 
ordered to Lawrence, Kansas, ex route for New Mexico. Here they ar- 
rived on the 31st, having marched one hundred and fifteen milés. ` On 
the 21st of Ápril, they took up the line of march for New Mexico, and 
having accomplished the distance of one hundred and five miles in' seven 
days, they arrived at Fort Riley on the 28th. At this point the “ Great 
Expedition " was abandoned, and on the 19th of May, they were ordered 
to return to Leavenworth, en route for Corinth Miss. Another march of 
one hundred and twenty-five miles, and they again arrived at Leaven- 
worth on the 28th. Here they took part in a grand review, to which Wis- 
consin contributed the Eighth Battery, Twelfth and Thirteenth Infantry 
and Third Cavalry: Next day they embarked on steamer, at Leavenworth, 
and proceeding down the Missouri river, arrived at Golumbus, Kentucky, 
on the 3d of June. Three days after they marched to Moscow, Ky., 
distant eighteen miles, and were stationed along the Mobile and 
Ohio railroad, from Columbus, Ky., to Corinth, Miss. Thby' were 
thus engaged, guarding the railroad at different points until the 
30th, when the regiment returned to Columbus. While stationed at this 
post, company D, Capt. Blake commanding, was, on the 20th of August, 
detached to Hickman, Ky, and after an absence of twelve months, 
rejoined the regiment at Fort Donelson, on the 21st of August, 1863. 
On the 19th, company G, under command of Major Bigney, was detached 
to Smithland Ky, and rejoinod the regiment at Fort Henry, Tenn., on 
the 12th of November. 

On the 25th of August, a part of the regiment left Columbus by steam- 
er and disembarked at Fort Henry, Tenn.; they were followed by the 
remainder, except companies D, and G, on the 91st. The regiment march- 
ed to Fort Donelson, distant twelve miles, on the 2d of September, where 
they assumed the duties of garrison af that important post. On the 5th 
they marched with an expedition, under command af Col. W. W. Lowe, 
of Iowa, against Clarksville, Tennessee, at which place a force of rebels 
were stationed. They discovered the enemy in ambush, on the 7th, about 
nine hundred strong, near Rickets' Hill. After a short skirmish, the 
rebels were utterly routed, leaving their killed and wounded in our hands, 
A large number of small arms, horses and mules were captured, together 
with about forty thousand dollars worth af army stores. The expedition, 
having marched about seventy miles, returned on the 8th, to Fort Don- 
elson. 

During the remainder of this and the succeeding months, the regiment 
was engaged principally ii scouting expeditions through the surrounding 
country, watching the movements of guerillas and irrégular troops, and 
preventing the aggregation of any considerable body of the rebel force. 
On the last of Qetober, they embarked on steamers, and proceeded to 
Shoditz Landing, on-the Tennessee, where they joined the other troops, 
under command of Gen. T. E. €, Ransom. They marched to and forded 
the Cumberland river, and thence proceeded to Hopkinsville to attack the 
rebel Gen. Morgan. ‘They arrived at-this place on the 4th of November, 
but no enemy could be found. Two days after, on the evening of the 6th, 


they came up with the rebels, commanded by Woodward, near Garrets- ` 
burg. After a short but severe and decisive skirmish, the cnemy escaped

under cover of the darkness, leaving forty-six killed and wounded on the 
field. Our forces eaptured fourteen prisoners, and a large number of hor- 
ses, saddles; shot guns and equipments. ‘ Our loss was trifling. OnjheTth 
they returned to Hopkinsville. On the 11th they had arrived at Fort Don- 
elson and next day returned to Fort Henry, where they again assumed gar- 
rison duty, having marched a distance of one hundred and sixty miles. 

From the 21st of December to the ‘end of the year, they were engaged 
in the pursuit of the rebel commander Forrest, whose force they followed 
through ‘Western Tennessee, driving him towards Corinth, near which 
place his command was defeated.and dispersed by Gen. Sullivan, with the 
loss of a number of prisoners and most of his artillery.’ Inthis expedition 
they marched one ‘hundred and twenty miles, and returned to Fort Henry 
on the Ist bf January, 1863. During the month, they were employed on 
the river between Fort Henry and. Hamburg Landing, Tennessee, in 
guarding steamers laden with stores and supplies. E s 

On the 3d of February, at four in the afternoon, information was re- 
ceived that Fort Donelson was attacked, and that a severe fight was go- 
ing on. In half an hour the regiment was on the road, marching to re- 
inforce the Eighty-Third Illinois, at that important point, After driving 
the enemy’s skirmishers five miles, they, arrived in the vicinity of the 
Fort, at ten in the evening, with a loss of one man wounded.on the march. 
Meanwhile the garrison, assigted by the gunhoats, had repulsed the ene- 
my with severe loss, and gained a glorious victory. They were siationed 
at Fort Donelson on the, 3d of March, thus holding the extreme right and 
front.of the “ Army of the Cumberland.”. During the spring and sum- 
mer, companies and detachments from the regiment, were’ constantly en- 
gaged.in scouting and scouring the. surrounding country, taking many 
prisoners, and preyenting the formation of any considerable force of gu- 
erillas, or other irregular troops. This duty, perhaps the'.most difficult 
and irksome, the soldier is called upon to discharge, was performed to the 
entire satisfaction of their superior officers. - é TE

The conipanies composing the “ Wisconsin Regulars” had arrived at 
rendezvous, Camp Wood, Fond du Lae, and the regimental organization 
was completed, under the superintendence of Col. Daniel E. Wood, dur- 
ing the month of January, 1862, the regiment being mustered into the 
United States service on the 30th. ' ` 

The month of ‘February was devoted to preparatory lessons in drill 
and discipline, and, on the 8th of March, they left camp, proceeding by 
rail to St. Louis, where they were placed in * Benton Barracks” on the 
10th... On the 23d they embarked at St. Louis, under orders to report to 
Maj. Gen. Grant at Savannah, Tenn., at which place they arrivéd on the 
28th, and went into samp. On the 6th of April, the battle of SHILOH 
opened in the morning at Pittsburg Landing, seven miles above Savan- 
nah, on Ehe opposite side of the river. Atfour in the afternoon, they 
were ordered to proceed to the scene of action, arriving about midnight. 
Until morning they stood iri the mud, exposed to a pitiless storm of rain, 
without shelter of any kind. ` At daylight, they marched to the battle- 
field; and took position in line, being temporarily attached to Gen. Smith’s 
Division. After lying about twenty minutes concéaléd in a ravine, they 
were ordered to charge a rebel battery in front. This was handsomely 
done, the enemy being drivén from his guns, and pursued some distance, 
- but, owing to the lack of support, the Fourteenth was compelled.to fall 
back. Three times, during the day, this was repeated, and with the same 
result. Finally, at the fourth charge, they held the battery, and the reb- 
els were ‘driven ‘from the field. Asa trophy of this battle, Wisconsin 
retains-one of these guns, which, in the first charge, was spiked and ren- 


'. dered unserviceable by Lieut. Staley of this regiment. For their deter- 


mined bravery on this, their first, field, their comradeg in arms gave 
them the- soubriquet of the “ Wisconsin Regulars.” The total loss of 
the regiment wis fourteen killed and sevênty-nine wounded ‘and missing. 

Having endured the fatigues and perils of the day without food; they were 
called upon at night to perform guard duty at Pittsburg Landing. - Du- 
ring the siege of Corinth, which followed, the regiment was stationed at 
this place as provost guard, Col. Wood having been appointed Provost 
Marshal. They were relieved from duty at the “ Landing”? on the 28d of 
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July, and marching to Hamburg, Tenn., four miles distant, were again as- 
- signed to duty as provost guard. Here they remained until the 23d of 
August, when they were ordered to Corinth, arriving at that place next 
day, when they were assigned to the Sixth Division, commanded by Gen 
McArthur. On the 27th, they were ordered to proceed against the gueril- 
lag who were reported to be tearing up the track on the Mobile and Ohio 
Railroad. Having marched to Bethel, without finding the rebels, they re- 

turned on the 29th to camp. 

On the 8th of September, they were ordered on a reconnoitering expedi- 
tion, meeting.but few of the enemy. They returned on the 10th, having 
marched: as far as Chewalla, and accomplished the object designed. They 
took part in the movement of the 17th, when the whole force stationed at 
Corinth, marched to reinforce Gen. Rosecrans, who was then adyancing 
on the rebel Gen. Price, at Iuka, Miss. The second brigade, to which 
they were attached, camped for the night near Burnsville. Next day, this 
brigade countermatched and, taking a different route, bivouacked that 
night about ten miles from Iuka. On the 19th, the brigade was ordered 
to proceed, by a circuitous route, to the east side of the town. The Four- 
teenth marched in advance, companies B and D, being thrown outas skir- 
mishers. At four in the afternoon, they came upon and engaged the en- 
emy's pickets, driving them in and capturing six prisoners, after a sharp 
skirmish. At this time, the battle of Iuka was in progress on the other 
side of the town. Soon after, they were ordered to rejoin the division, 
and they encamped late in the evening. Next day thcy marched to within 
two miles of Iuka, where orders were received for the whole division, un- 
der Gen, Ord, to proceed immediately to Corinth, which was seriously 
threatened by the enemy. After a forced march of nearly thirty miles, 
they encamped for the night, about four miles from Corinth, which place 
they entered on the 21st. 

The brigade, commanded by Col. Oliver, of Michigax, marched, on the 
lst of October, over the Chewalla road, to reinforce the troops at that 
post, and hold in check the advance of the rebel army under Price and 
Van Dorn, and encamped two miles from Chewalla. Next day, the brig- 
ade; skirmishing with the enemy, fell back gradually all day, the men 
sleeping on their arms, during the night, within two miles of Corinth. 
Skirmishing recommenced at daylight on the third. The brigade slowly fell 
baek, two miles and joined their division, which was drawn up in line of bat- 
tle, on the crest of a hill, close to the railroad. A stand was made here, and 
the battle of CORINTH commenced. Our regiment occupied the post of 
honor, the most advanced position of the ‘line of battle, directly across 
the road upon which the enemy must advance, and supporting the First 
Minnesota Battery, with orders to hold the position at all hazards, and 
that too, without being reinforced. From nine in the morning, until one 

, ih the afternoon, they were exposed to a strong cross fire from the ene- 
my's advanced lines, and retired only when—flanked on both sides—the 
enemy charged upon them in column. Their loss, in this battle amounted 
to ninety-eight in killed, wounded, and missing. The following extract 
from the official report of Col. Oliver, commanding the brigade, finds an 
appropriate place in their record: ‘Col. Hancock and; his regimént, the 
14th Wis. Vols. there was no discount on, always steady, cool and vigor_ 
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ous. This regiment was the one to rely upon in any emergency. Though 
suffering more loss than any other regiment in the command, they main- 
tained. tbeir lines, and delivered their fire, with-all the precision and cool- 
ness, which could have been maintained upon drill.” + ^ à 

One of the color guard, Corporal Joseph Doucett, of Company É, de- 


. $erves honorable mention. While defending the regimental colors which 


the enemy attempted to capture, he received a severe bayonet wound in 
in the groin, on account of which he was subsequently discharged and pen- 
sioned by Government.* gc UM 

On the 5th the regiment, joined in the pursuit of the retréating enemy, 
and having marched south to Ripley, Miss, they returned to Corinth on 
the 12th, and went into camp. They left Corinth, on the 2d of Novem- 
ber, and marching by way of Chewalla and Coldwater, arrived on the 5th 
at Grand Junction, Miss., where they went into camp, and remained until 
the 27th, when they moved towards Holly Springs, encamping:for the 
night in the woods. Resuming the march next day, they encountered the 
enemy in the afternoon, and drove him to his entrenchments near Water- 
ford. On the 5th of December, they proceeded to Abbeville, Miss., and 
eneamped. - : 

They left this place, on the 18th, accompanying the general movement 
of the army, and marching by way of Oxford, reached Yocona, Miss., on 
the Mississippi Central Railroad, next day. The march to the northward 
commenced on the 21st, and proceéding by way of Abbeville and Coldwa- 
ter, they encamped on the 30th, at Moscow, Tenn., on the Memphis and 


: Charleston Railroad. 


On the 10th of January, 1863, they left Moscow, encamping on the 
13th at Memphis. Here they remained four days, embarking on the 17th 
to join the army before Vicksburg. They disembarked, on the 25th, on 
the Louisiana side of the Mississippi, near Vicksburg. They were again 
placed in transports, on the 8th of February, and, sailing up the river, 
landed, on the 10th, and encamped at Lake Providence, Louisiana. While 
stationed here, they were engaged in an expedition for the exploration of 
Bayou Baxter, with reference to its navigation by small steamers, whioh 
expedition returned to camp on the 16th.. They also took part in an 
expedition up the river to American Bend, which returned to Lake Prov- 
idence on the 16th of March, having secured and shipped 3,200 bales of 
“°C. S. A.” cotton. pt 

They broke camp at Lake Providence, on the 20th of April, and. trav- 
elling down the river, landed at Milliken's Bend, Louisiana, next day. 
On the,25th, they commenced the march across the country from this 
place, and, proceeding by way of Richmond, Smith's Plantation, where 
they remained in camp for twelve days, (from April 29th to May 10th,) 
and Perkins' Landing, they crossed the Mississippi, to Grand Gulf, below 
Vieksburg, on the 13th of May. Next day; they set out to join our ad- 
vance forces, then near Raymond, Mississippi. After marching in the 
rain, over horrible roads, they reached this place on the morning of tbe 
16th, and while the battle of Champion Hills was in progress, five miles 
to the left. A flank movement of the enemy on Raymond being antici- 
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pated, the regiment -took position, in line of battle, near the town, in 
which position they remained until the following morning, when they 
were again put in motion to rejoin their corps, then advancing towards 
Vicksburg. They marched twenty miles, passing over the battle ground 
of the previous day, and reaching the railroad crossing, at Big Black 
river, at three in the afternoon. The rebels having burned the-bridge on 
their retreat, fatigue parties were at once detailed from the regiment, who 
“worked-all night, aiding the construetion of two floating bridges. Next 
day, (18th,) the bridges having been completed, they crossed the river, 
and procéeded towards Vicksburg. Having marched twenty-one miles, 
over an indirect road, they attained a point within range of the rebel guns, 
on the outer fortifications, and eneamped at ten in the evening: 
Skirmishing commenced early on the morning of the 19th, and, their 
brigade, at ten o'clock, took its position, about eighty rods distant from; 
and in front of, the enemys works, in rear of VICKSBURG. In gaining this 
position, they were exposed, for a time, to the enemy's fire, when the rgiment 
suffered a loss of one man killed, and six wounded. During the nexttwo days 
skirmishing, between the sharpshooters on both sides, continued, almost 
withoutintermission, On the first day, one man was wounded, but rifle pits 
having been constructed during the night, the regiment suffered no loss 
the second day. At noon, on the 22d, they were formed in line, with the 
brigade, for an assault on the enemy's works, situated half a mile to the 
"right. This fearful charge was made about three in the afternoon, and 
resulted in a disastrous repulse, and the terrible loss, to the Fourteenth, 
of one hundred and seven killed, wounded and missing, out of two hun- 
dred and fifty-six who advanced to the assault. Three divisions of the 
regiment charged over a hill, towards a rebel fort, while not a man from 
any other regiment went over. After dark they were ordered back, and 
resumed their former position. From this time until the surrender of this 
rebel *“ Gibraltar," they occupied a position in front, constantly called 
upon to perform fatigue and other duties, and occasionally losing a man 
by the rebel sharpshooters. l , , 
Vicksburg surrendered on the 4th of July, and their brigade marched 

into the city. To the Fourteenth Wisconsin, was assigned the right, as 
the position of honor. In his order directing the regiment to take the 
advance, Gen. Ransom took oceasion to compliment the regiment by say- 
ing that “ every officer and man in the Fourteenth is a hero.”:. They re- 
mained encamped in the northern part of the city, until the 12th, when 
the brigade, undér Gen. Ransom, embarked on transports, and, proceeding 
down the river, landed, on the 14th, at Natchez, Mississippi, being the 
first Union troops to enter the city. The regiment is still in camp at that 
place. Í

The members of this regiment, recruited almost exclusively from the 
Scandinavian population of the State, were sent forward in squads as on- 
listed, to Camp Randall, wheré the regimental organization was effected, 
under the supervision of Col. Hans C. Heg, of Waterford. The muster 
into United States service was completed on the 14th of February, 1862, 
and, on the second of 'March, they left the State for active service, under 
orders to proeeed to St. Louis. On arriving at Chicago, a beautiful flag 
was presented to the regiment by the Scandinavian “Society Nora " of 
that city; after which they again took the cars, and arrived at Alton, Ill., 
on the evening of the third. They immediately embarked, passing the 
night on the steamer, and proceeded down the Mississippi on the follow- 
ing day to St. Louis, where orders were received to proceed to Bird's 
Point, Mo., opposite Cairo. Resuming the voyage on the 5th, they dis- 
embarked on the following day at Bird's Point, where camp was estab- 
lished. On the 14th, six companies of the regiment, under command of 
Col. Heg, were placed on transports and moving down the river to take 
part in the siege of ISLAND No. 10, arrived before that celebrated 
stronghold on the morning of the following day. Thenceforward this 
portion of the regiment was constantly employed in the performance of 
siege and-picket duty, until the 30th, when they joined an expedition de- 
signed to capture a rebel encampment at Union City, Tenn. Landing at 
Hickman, Ky., they marched rapidly to Union City. On the approach of 


“the éxpedition, the rebels set fire to the camp, and, only waiting to see 
` that the destruction was complete, our forces marched back to the trans- 


poris, returning to Island No. 10, and resuming the duties of the siege. 
The rebel garrison having surrendered, these six companies landed on the 
island, and Col. Heg was put in command of the post. They were joined 
soon after by the companies which had been left at Bird's Point, and the 
regiment was employed in garrison duty, and strengthening the fortifi- 
cations. 

Leaving companies G and I at Island No. 10 as permanent garrison, 
the other eight companies of the regiment embarked on the 11th of 
June, and landing at Hickman, Ky., marched to Union City, Tenn., 
where Col. Heg was put in command of the post, and the regiment re- 
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mained until the 20th, when they marched, going into camp at Humboldt 
on the 26th. ~ Having remained here some time, they marched by way of 
Jackson to Clear Creek, four miles from: Corinth, Miss., and went into 
camp. On the 20th of July camp. was moved to. Jacinto, Miss.; where 
the regiment remained three weeks, marching about the 10th of August 
to Iuka, where, on the 17th, ordérs were received to join the “ Army of 
the'Cumberland.” In pursuance of these orders, they left Iuka on the 
23d of August, proceeding to Eastport, at which place they crossed the 
Tennessee river on the following day, and continuing the march, entered 
Florence, Ala, on the 26th. , Leaving Florence on the 28th, they proceed- 
ed by way of Columbia, Franklin and Murfreesboro; to Nashville, Tenn., 
where they arrived on the 10th of November. Meanwhile, the general 
movement of our tróops towards the Ohio had been in progress, and after 
remaining at Nashville three days, while Buell's army passed towards the 
north, they marched on the 14th, passing through Bowling Green, Ky., 
on the 16th, and arriving on the 18th at Munfordsville, at which place 
the enemy had occupied the fortifications, interrupting their further pro- 
gress northward. After a detention of two days at this place, march was 
again resumed on the 21st, and proceeding by way of Elizabethtown; af- 
ter a great deal of marching and countermarching, they arrived at Louis- 
ville, Ky., on the 26th. During most of the time occupied in this long 
march, the men were on half rations, and suffered greatly, on various oe- 
casions, for lack of water. E 

On the Ist of October, they left Louisville, participating in the move- 
ment of Buell’s forcea'to meet the rebels under Bragg. Proceeding by 
way of Fredericktown and Springfield, they arrived in the vicinity of Per- 
ryville on the 7th; when they were formed in line of battle about four 
miles from the enemy, and lay on their arms during the night. Early on . 
the following morning, the artillery on.both sides opened fire, commenc- 
ing the battle of CHAPriN HILLS. At two in the afternoon the Fif- 
teenth was ordered to advance. The brigade to which they were attached 
was marched up near the ground then occupied, by McCQook’s Corps, ` 
- where'the fight was raging fearfully, and then moved to the right, under 
- orders to support Sheridan's Division, forming in the woods immediately 
beliind'an open field. One company was deployed in front as skirmishers, 
who engaged the enemy on the field. Shortly after, they were ordered 
to advance, and, engage the enemy in force. . As the brigade emerged 
froma the woods, the rebels in front. retreated to the. protection of their 
artillery. Led by the Fifteenth, and another regiment, the brigade pur- 
sued on the ‘double quick’ about a mile, capturing upwards of one 
hundred prisoners, thirteen ammunition wagons, and two caissons ; 
‘when they retired, resuming positien in the main line of battle.* 

Ih the pursuit of the.enemy after the battle, they took part in a bril- 
liant skirmish on the 15th, with the enemy's rear guard, near Lancaster. 
When near Crab Orchard, the pursuit was abandoned, and the regiment 
encamped' at Lebanon, Ky., about the 20th, whence they subsequently 
marched, by way of Edgefield Junction, to Nashville, Tenn., near which 
placé they encamped in the middle of November. 
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At this time the oountry ih the vicinity of our army was infested by 
guerillas, In an expedition against these irregular forces; the conduci 
of the regiment wás such as to call forth a congratulatory order from the 


commanding general, of which the following is a

The Commanding General notices with much pleasüré, the successful expedition 
sent out by Col. W. P. Carlin, commanding 81st Brigade, in the direction of Clarks. 
yille. Two infantry regiments, (15th Wisconsin and 88th Illinois,) under Lieut, Col, 
McKee, of the 15th Wisconsin, having marched 100 miles over muddy roads, through 
constant rains, without tents, have returned with 46 prisoners, 100 small arms, 18 
horses and 20 mules, taken from the guerillas who infest the country. “This hand- 
some little success, which shows what good infantry can dp, under'an enterprising 
leader, reflects much credit on all who were engaged in it. 
By Command of Major General Rosecrans, 
` (Signed) _C. GODDARD, 
Major and A. A, A. General.” 
They remained at Nashville until the 26th of December, when they 
marched in the'advance of the “ Army of the Cumberland,’ taking part 
in the general movement of our forces in the direction of Murfreesboro, 
At one in the afternoon, the advance of the brigade encountered the ene- 
my's pickets near Nolinsville, where the brigade was drawn up in line of 
battle, advancing in that manner through very thick: brush, to an open 
field, and driving the enemy to * Knob Gap,” where, with eight pieces of 
artillery, supported by a heayy force of dismounted cavalry, he made a 
determined stand. For more than a mile they advanced, without 'falter- 
ing, up to the very mouth of the cannon, under a terrific fire, drove the 
enemy from hiá strong position, and captured one cannon and six prison- 
erst, The cannon was captured by the Fifteenth in a bayonet charge, not 
even giving the enemy time to spike or otherwise disable. it. ^ 
On the following day they marched a short distance towards Triune, 
encamping near the road until the 29th, when the march towards Mur- 
freesboro was resumed, and continued during the day, the troops bivou- 
&cking at night without fires and resting on their armè., Next morning 
they advanced in line of battle, company É, deployed as skirmishers in 
front, and Lieut. Col. MeKee, taking command .of the, brigade line of 
skirmishers. About noon the skirmishers on both sides became engaged, 
and the battle of SrToNE RIVER had commenced. At two in the after- 
noon the regiment was ordered to advance slowly and occupy the woods 
then held by the skirmishers. Under a severe fire of shell and grape, 
they pressed forward through a dense cedar thicket, reserving their fire 
until the enemy was discoyered posted behind a rail fence. . On advancing 
further, they received an enfilading fire from a battery on the left, and 
being unsupported, retired a short distance, taking position about three 
hundred yards from the enemy, which they retained until evening, when 


at 


they retired four hundred yards to the rear, resting without :fire during 
the night. 


*Official Order by Brigade Commander. 
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É At four in the morning of the 31st, they were again in line of battle, 
É supporting a battery. On the withdrawal of the guns, they took position 
acting in concert with the balance of the brigade, then fiercely assailéd 
| by a vastly superior force of the enemy. They resisted all attempts of 
| the enemy in front, but the rebels. having succeeded in outflanking the 
| brigade, they were forced to fall back. » The Fifteenth, being the last to 
| leave the field, retired slowly to the railroad-track, in the vicinity of which 
| they remained during the day. During the 1st and 2d of January, 1863, 
they were stationed near the Murfreesboro pike, skirmishing with the en- 
emy and capturing a few prisoners, the men remaining continually under 
arms during the day, and resting on their arms at night, until the even- 
ing of the 2d, when they again moved in pursuit of the enemy. Cross- 
ing Stone River, they took position on a high point of ground in front of 
the enemy, nearly a mile from the river, where they remained until the 
morning of the 4th, under a drenehing;rain, withogt shelter or fires, and 
| continually skirmishing with the enemy’s pickets. During five-days and 
| nights, it may be said, the regiment was continually under arms, without 
fire and with seanty rations, and constantly engaged with the enemy. 
| They went into camp two miles south of Murfreesboro, having lost fifteen 
killed, seventy wounded and thirty-four missing, most of whom were 
| prisoners. Having been ordered on a scouting expedition against Wheel- 
ere and, Forest's forces, they left camp on the 31st, and marching by way 
| of Eaglesville, encamped on the 2d of February, at Franklin, Tennessee, 
| where they remained some days, returning to Murfreesboro about the 
| twelfth. : 
Participating in seyeral scouting and forage expeditions, and engaged 
¡in the performance of outpost and picket duty, they remained at Mur- 
freesboro until the 24th of June, when the general southward movement ` 
| of the “ Army of the Cumberland" commenced. The Third Brigade of 
ihe First Division, commanded by Ze Heg, to which the Fifteenth had 
| been assigned on the 30th of April, was detailed to act as rear guard to 
the right of the army under Gen. MeCook, and marching in this order, 
| arrived at Manchester on the,28th. March was resumed on the Ist of 
| July, and proceeding by way of Tullahoma, they went into camp on the 
| 3d, at Winchester, Tennessee. On the 17th of August they again march- 
ed, erossing the Cumberland mountains to Stevenson, Alabama, where 
| they encamped on the 20th. The duty of laying the pontoons for the 
passage of the army across the Tennessee river having been assigned to 
their brigade, they marched on the 28th, taking a circuitous direction to 
avoid obsérvation by the enemy's pickets, on the opposite side of the riv- 
| er, and bivouacked on the bank of the Tennessee. at ten in the evening. 
| At daybreak on the following morning, the pontoons ‘were;got into :posi- 
| tion and launched about sunrise. The Fifteenth was the first to reach 
| the opposite shore, when skirmishers were immediately thrown out and .. 
| the regiment cautiously advanced about two miles from the river, where 
| they rested two hours at the foot of the mountains. During the after- 
| noon the ascent was accomplished, and they bivouacked on Sand Moun- 
tain, whence they marched on the following day, encamping on the 8d of 
September at Winston’s Gap. 
Movement was resumed on the 10th, when they crossed Lookout Moun- 
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tain into Georgia, and bivouatked, having taken several prisóners durin

the march, Returning on the 14th to Winston's Gap, thé march to- | 


wards Chickamauga, was taken up on the following day. ' Recrossing thé 
mountains by way of Stevens’ Gap and Dug Gap,'they joined the main 
body of the army on the 18th, near Chickamauga Creek and took part 
during the two days following, in the battle of CHICKAMAUGA. Shortly 
after noon on the 19th, the regiment: was ordered into line of battle, on 
the south side of the Chattanooga road, three miles east of Crawfish 
Springs. Advancing a short distance to the right, through a heavy 
growth of underbrush, the enemy's pickets were encountered and driven 
in, and pressing forward they received a volley from the main force of 
the enemy in front, when the engagement became general. The Fifteenth 
retained position a short time and then fell back a few paces to avoid an 
enfilading fire which the enemy had succeeded in establishing on their 
right. Soon afterward théy Were ordered to charge with the bayonet, the 
enemy in their:front, The charge was gallantly made, but, owing~to the 
lack of proper support, they were recalled, and fell back slowly, contest- 
ing the advance of the enemy, and holding him in check until relieved by 


the second Brigade. The enemy having concentrated a vastly superior ' 


force at this point, the whole line was ordered to fall back across an open 
field to the shelter of the timber, where the regiment took a new posi- 


tion, which they retained during the afternoon, participating in several ` 


charges npon the rebel lines, in one of which they recaptured several pie- 
ces of artillery, which had been lost a short time previous. In the even-' 
ing they were ordered nearly a mile to the rear, where the Division was 
reformed and the troops bivouacked for the night. During the day the 
regiment had lost sixty-six of their number in killed, wounded and miss- 
ing. Col. Heg, who commanded the brigade, was also mortally wounded. 
At three on the following morning, they were again under arms, taking 
position on a hill a short distance north of the Chattanooga road, where 
they were held in reserve, until nearly noon, when the battle was renewed 
and the regiment ordered to the front. Forming on the south side of the’ 
road, they advaneed through the woods, taking position behind a barri- 
cade of fallen timber, where they were shortly afterward assaulted by the 
enemy, in greatly superior numbers.

after a few weeks spent in acquiring drill and discipline, they left the 
| State for field service on the 13th of March, under orders to report at St.

panies of the regiment, were stationed, in the performance of pieket duty, 
| about half a mile from the main body of the regiment, which then occu- 
| pied position in the advance of our forces, At daybreak, on the morning 
of the 6th, they were fired upon by the enemy, and the battle of SHILOH 
| had commenced. On the report of the firs attack upon our pickets, the 
| regiment was formed, and advanced to their assistance, taking position in 
| the front line of battle, which they held, until; having been outflanked 
| by the vastly superior forces of the enemy, and exposed to a concentric: 
| fire, they were compelled to fall back half a mile, where they again took 
position in the firstline of battle. During the remainder of that and the 
following day, they were constantly exposed to the enemy's fire, changing 
| position in accordance with the varying fortunes of the conflict, and sus- 
tained a loss of two hundred and forty-five men killed and wounded. 
| They remained in the vicinity of Pittsburg Landing, until called upon 
| to take part in the siege of Corinth, under the command of Gen. Halleck. 
| From the commencement of the siege, in the middle of April, they were 
| constantly employed in the trenches, and on picket and outpost duty, and 
| entered the city on the 29th of May, the enemy having evacnated the 
| place, during the previous night. On the 6th of June they went into 
| camp one mile south of the town, where they remained, stationed in the 
| fortifications, until the 17th of September, at which date, they marched 
| towards Iuka, accompanying the movement of the left wing of the army to 
meet the rebel force under Gen. Price. Marching in a circuitous direc- 
j tion nearly fifty miles, they entered Iuka on the 20th, and immediately

on the Tennessee River. During the night of the 5th of April, four com- -

received orders to return to Corinth, where they arrived on the following 
day. On the 2d of October, they marched two miles on the Chewalla 
road, reinforcing our troops, who had been ordered to obstruot the ene- 
my's advance on Corinth. Taking part in the skirmish with the enemy’s 
advance troops, they slowly fell back to our works in front of the town ; 
where, during the two following days, they took part in the second battle 
of CoRINTH, after which they participated in the pursuit of the enemy, 
returning on the 13th and going into camp. Marching on the 2d of No- 
vember, they encamped on the 4th, three miles from Grand Junction, at 
the intersection of the Memphis and Charleston, and Mississippi Central 
Railroads, where the regiment, greatly reduced in numbers, was consoli- 
dated into five companies. 

They again marched on the 28th of November, proceeding by way of 
Coldwater to Holly Springs, where they arrived on the following day, and 
pressing forward to Lumpkins' Mills, seven miles from the Talluhatchie 
river, the Sixteenth, moving in the advance, took part in the action at 
that place, which resulted in driving the enemy from his camp in disor- 
der. The rebels evacuated their position at Tallahatchie bridge on the 
80th, and on the following day, the regiment moved forward to the river, 
detaching one company to assist in repairing the bridge, which'the enemy 
had destroyed in his hasty retreat, On the 2d of December, they niarch- 
ed to Abbeville, on the Mississippi Central railroad, remaining in camp at 
that place until the 18th, when they marched, accompanying the general 
southward movement of our army, which was suddenly interrupted by 
the untimely capture of Holly Springs, on the 20th. On their return, 
they marched by way of Ripley and Holly Springs, going into camp on 
the 28th at Moscow, on the Memphis and Charleston Railroad, where they 
remained engaged in the performance of railroad guard duty, until the 
latter part of January, 1863. Marching thence to Memphis, they moved 
down the river on transports, landing on the 1st of February, at Lake 
Providence, La., in the vicinity of which place they were stationed until 
the beginning, of August, when the regiment was moved to Vicksburg, 
going into camp about a mile south of the city. On the 28th of Septem- 
ber they moved out to Redbone Church, near the Black river, where they | 
are now stationed. 

No report has been received from this regiment.

The recruits for this régiment, furnished principally by the Irish popu- 
lation of the State, were sent forward in squads, as enlisted, to Camp 
Randall, where the regimental organization was effected, under the super- 
vision of Col. John L. Doran, of Milwaukee. The muster into United 
States service was completed on the 15th of March,-1862, and the Seven- 
teenth Regiment left the State for field service on the 20th and 23d of 
that month, under orders to report at St, Louis, Mo. At this place, they 
were quartered in Benton Barracks, remaining until the 10th of April, at 
at which date they left St. Louis, proceeding up the Tennessee river to Pitts- 
burg Landing, where they disembarked on the 14th, and wentinto'camp. On 
the 24th camp was moved to Shiloh, where the regiment remained until 
called upon to take part in the advance upon Corinth, under Gen. Hal- 
leck, Attached to Gen. McArthur's division, they participated in the 
siege which followed; and after the evacuation of Corinth, encamped 
about a mile south of the town, where they were stationed during the 
summer, in the performance of garrison and police duty. In the begin- 
ning of July, Company A, under command of Capt. MeCaulay, was de- 
tached from the regiment, and stationed as guard, fifteen miles north of 
Corinth, on the Mobile and Ohio railroad. On the evening of the 2d of 
October, a detachment of rebel cavalry was discovered in the act of tear- 
ing up the track. After a sharp skirmish they were dispersed by Com- 
pany À, with the loss of several killed and wounded, and a number of 
horses and equipments, which fell into our hands. 

On the same evening, information was received that the enemy was ad- 
vaneing on Corinth. At four, on the morning of the 3d, the regiment was 
under arms and in line of battle, and took position in the left of our for- 
ces, on the crest of a hill near the Chewalla road, Company B, under com- 
mand of Capt. McDermott, being deployed in front as skirmishers. Shortly 
before noon, the enemy had succeeded in erossing their old lineof breast- 
works and were rapidly driving in our advanee forces, when the Seven- 
tecnth was ordered to charge with the bayonet. This was gallantly execu- 
ted; the enemy's line was pierced, and his forces driven from that por- 
tion of the field, which was thenceforward retained by our troops. The 
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behavior of the regiment was highly complimented by the commandin 
general, on the field.. Their loss. during the day was forty-one, in killed, 
wounded and missing. Retiring from the field in the evening, they were 
ordered to the right centre of the line, and before daybreak had con- 
structed light breastworks, as a defence from the enémy's sharp shooters, 
Returning'subsequently to their first position, they remained inline dur- 
ing the 4th, without loss, Joining in the pursuit. of the enemy, they left 
Corinth on the following day, and marching from place to place until the 
pursuit was abandoned, returned on the 11th, and went into camp near 
the town. É 
Marching on the 2d of November, they encamped on the 5th, at Grand 
Junction, where company A, which had been detached since July; as 
railroad guard, rejoined the regiment. At this place the Seventéenith, 
which, up to this time, had been attached to tha First brigade, was trans- 
ferred to the Second brigade, then commanded by Col, Bouck, of. the 
Eighteenth Wisconsin. Col. Doran having been placed ander arrest, 
Lieut. Col. Malloy took charge of the regiment, on the 22d of November, 
and marching, under his command, on the 28th, they took part in the 
skirmish of the following day, near Waterford, Mississippi, when the en- 
emy, who opposed our advance, was driven across the Tallahatchie river, 
to his entrenchments. On the 30th, they bivouacked near the river, 
awaiting the rebuilding of the bridge, which the enemy had destroyed in 
his retreat. Crossing. the 'Pal'ahatchie, on the 3d of December, they 
moved to Abbeville, on the Mississippi Central railroad, remaining until 
the 18th, when the southward movement of our forces was resumed, 
Marching by way of Oxford, where they bivouacked for the night, they 
encamped, on the following day, at Yocona, where information was receiv- 
ed of the surrender of Holly Springs. Under orders to réturn to that 
place, they left Yotona on the 20th, proceeding by rail to Waterford, 


. where they bivouacked for the night. At daylight on the following morn- 


ing, in company with an additional force of three regiments, they were in 
motion. After a march of nine miles, they entered Holly Springs, at 
nine o'clock, only to find that the enemy, having accomplished the-destruc- 
tion of our stores at that'place, had decamped the evening before, 

On the night of the 22d, orders were received to proceed at once, by 
forced march, to Grand Junction, forty miles distant, then threatened by 
the enemy. Without waiting to recall company F, which was then absent 
on picket duty, the regiment was immediately put in motion, arriving at 
Grand Junction on the afternoon of the 23d. Five companies, under 
command of Capt. McCaulay, were detached from this point to guard a 
railroad bridge, six miles distant, in the performance of which duty they 
remained until the 26th, when they were ordered back to the regiment, 
which was kept almost constantly under arms, in anticipation of an attack. 
On the 3d of January, 1863, they proceeded, by rail, to Moscow, Tennes- 
see, rejoining the division at that place, and remaining until the 10th, 
when the diviston was put in motion, arriving, on the 13th, at Memphis. 
Embarking at this place, on the 18th, they lett, on the 20th, and proceed- 
ing down the Mississippi, landed, on the 25th, at Young's Point, Louisiana 
where they were employed upon the projected canal, or “ eut off,” and in 
the performance of picket duty, until the 8th of February. Embarking 
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at this date, they moved up the river to Lake Providente, Lonisiana; going 
intó camp on the bank of the Jake... Participating in the general move- 
ment of our forces, preparatory tojthe investment of Vicksburg, they left 
Laké Proyidenée on the 20th of April, landing, on the following daf;;'at 
Milliken’s Bend, Louisiana; Marching from this place, on the 25th, they 
próceedéd, by way of Richmond, to, Smith's Plantation, near Carthage, 
where they encamped on, the 27th, remaining until the 10th of May. 
Marching, at this date, by way of Perkins’ Plantation, they reached the 
landing, opposite Grand Gulf, on the 12th, when:they crossed the Missis- 
sippi ànd bivouacked for the night. March wae rdsumed on the following 
morning, in the direction of Raymond, Mississippi, where they arrived on: 
ihe inorning of the 16th. É 

While detained at this place, the distant.cannonading announced the 
progress of the battle of CHamproN. Hiris. The brigade immediately- 
puéhed forward, arriving in the vicinity of the battlefield shortly after 
noon. The Seventeenth was here detached from the brigade, moving for-. 
ward under orders to support a battery. The position assigned, in the 
reserve on the left of our line, was retained for some time; when, the 
enemy commencing to fall back, the regiment was ordered forward: im 
pursuit. -March was kept up till midnight, when the troops hivodackêd,: 
resting on their arms. At daylight on the morning of the 17th, the pur- 
suit was renewed, the regiment accomplishing the march.of nine miles to 
Black River Bridge, within two hours. Here they were employed in the 
construction of a floating bridge, and, having been joined by the balante 
of the brigade, they crossed the river on the following day, marching to 
within half a mile of the enemy's fortifications in the rear of VIOKSBURG, 
and biyouacking in a ravine. On the 19th, they were deployed in line, 
and commenced the approach to the enemy's works, covered by the tim- 
ber and ravines. Company K, under command of Capt. Crane, was sent 
to the front as skirmishers, in the performance of which duty, they re- 
mained until the 22d, obtaining ‘special mention’ in the official report 
of the commanding general, for gallant and efficient service in that capa- 
city. In the charge which was ordered on the 19th, the regiment moved 
forward, over the fallen timber and broken ground, obtaining position 
within seventy-five yards of the enemy’s works, which they retained, 
under a heavy fire of shot and shell, for nearly two hours, when, being 
unsupported on the left, they were ordered to retire. This movement 
was effected in good order, the regiment taking cover in a ravine, having 
sustained a loss of forty five in killed and wounded. 

Details of men were at once set to work, and during the following 
night rifle pits were dug in their front. By the 22d, they had succeeded 
in erecting regular ‘approaches,’ within about two hundred yards of the 
enemy's works. lu the grand assault of this day, the Seventeenth, hav- 
ing suffered severely in the charge of the 19th, was held as reserve : 
for the brigade, covering the retreat when our troops were ordered to 
withdraw. Their loss during the day was twenty-three killed and 
wounded. From this time, the regiment was constantly stationed in the 
trenches, employed in the performance of siege and fatigue duties, until 
the surrender of the city. On the 4th of July, the brigade entered 
Vicksburg, and went into camp, on the following day, about one and a 
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half miles from the city, within the old line of earthworks, where they 
were stationed, in the performance of picket duty, until the 12th, at which 
date they embarked on transports, and proceeding down the Mississippi, 
landed, on the 14th, at Natchez, Miss., where they went into camp. 
While stationed here, they were employed in picket and guard duty. On 
the 27th of August, the regiment was furnished with horses, and since 
that time has been employed as mounted infantry. 

Marching in advance of an expedition to the interior of Louisiana, they 
crossed the Mississippi on the 1st of September, under orders to proceed 
to Trinity, on the Black River., On arriving at the river, opposite Trini- 
ty, they captured a small steamer, after a brisk skirmish ; and having ex- 


. pended their ammunition, the captured steamer was burned, the regiment 


falling back to the main body of the brigade, which they joined at Cross 
Bayou early on the following day. Being again sent forward, they cross- 
ed the Black River and occupied Trinity, where they were soon after 
joined by the main force of the expedition, and ordered to occupy a posi- 
tion at the junction of the Alexandria and Trinity roads, eleven miles 
from the latter place. Here they encountered the enemy, and after a 
running fight of nine miles, on the 5th, during which they captured 
twenty-five prisoners, entered Fort Beauregard, the flag of which fell in- 
to the hands of the regiment, the enemy having hastily retreated at their 
approach. In this affair the regiment lost one killed and four wounded. 
From Fort Beauregard, the regiment was dispatched a short distance on 
the Nachitoches road, and having burned a mill, which had been used in 
grinding corn for the rebel forces, together with a lot of Confederate cot- 
ton and commissary stores, they re-joined the expedition, and set out on the 
return. They crossed the Mississippi to Natchez, on the 7th, and went 
into camp. On the 14th, the regiment was sent in pursuit of a force of 
rebels, who had attacked our small garrison at Vidalia, La. Having 
marched as far as the Black River, they were ordered to return to camp. 
The regiment is still stationed at Natchez, Miss.

The Eighteenth was organized in the early part of February, 1862, 
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underjthe direction of Col. Jas. 8. Alban, of Plover. During their stay in 
camp Holton, Milwaukee, the weather was too inclement to allow of their 
attaining much proficiency in drill. Under these unfavorable cireumstances 
and having had literally no instruction in the manual of arms, they left 
Milwaukee oh the 30th of March, under orders to report at, St. Louis, at 
which place they, arrived next day. Here they were at once embarked 
and hurried forward to join the army at Pittsburg Landing, Tenn., then 
seriously threatened by the rebel forces-1nder Beauregard, 


They disembarked at the Landing, Jn the 5th of April, and Were at 
once ordered to report to Gen. Prentiss, then in command of the ad. 
vance, where they were placed in position on the left. Early next morn- 
ing they were called upon to sustain the advance of the enemy in the 
commencement of the memorable battle of SHrzoH. Here, many of the 
men, for the first time, heard the order to load and fire.* The terrible 
list of casualities shows that on this blood-stained field, they sustained 
the high reputation of Wisconsin soldiers, Fighting valiantly, during 
the early part of the day they shared the varying fortune of their bri- 
gade, and about six in the evening, the enemy, having advanced in over- 
whelming numbers, a large number of the regiment shared the fate of 
their commanding general and were taken prisoners. Their loss in the 
two day's conflict, numbered twenty-four killed ; eighty-two wounded, and 
one hundred and seventy-four prisoners. “Many regiments of that 


' fight may well covet the impressions, which the Eighteenth Wisconsin left 


of personal bravery, heroic daring and determined endurance.” * 

Having lost their Colonel and Major, Captain Gabriel Bouck, of Com- 
pany E, Second Regiment, was appointed to the Coloneley. They had 
also suffered severely from diseases, incident to change of climate, and on 
the 12th of May, when Col. Bouck took command, the regiment num- 
bered only two hundred and fifty effeetive men. They took part in the 
siege of Corinth, which followed, and upon its evacuation by the rebels, 
encamped near the town on the 29th of May. Here they remained, per- 
forming picket and guard duty, and acquiring proficiency in drill, until 
the 18th ef July, when they were ordered to Bolivar, Tenn., at which 
place they arrived on the 21st, and encamped. 

They were stationed at this place until the 16th of August, when they 
started on their return to Corinth, where they again encamped on the 19th. 
Here they were assigned to position, with the, Fourteenth Wisconsin, in 
the Second Brigade, then commanded by Col, Oliver, of Michigan. On 
the 17th of September they accompanied the movement of the whole 
force stationed at Corinth, to reinforce Maj. Gen. Rosecrans, then march- 
ing on the rebel forces under Price, at Iuka, Miss. On the 19th the 
brigade left their division, and, proceeding by a cireuitous route, arrived 
at the east side of the town, where, at four in the afternoon, they came 
upon the enemy's pickets, which were driven in after a sharp skirmish. 
The battle of Iuka was then in progress on the other side of the town. 
They rejoined their division and encamped late in the evening. 

Next day they advanced to within a short distance of Iuka, and 
were met by orders for their whole division (Gen. Ord's,) to proceed im-

mediately, by forced march, to Corinth, which was threatened by .the 
énemy. ‘They ‘encamped for the night within four miles of Corinth, woa- 
ried by a toilsome march of nearly thirty ‘miles, and again occupied 
the place on the 21st. On the Ist of October their brigade marchet to 
reinforce the troops stationed at Chewalla, and to meet the adyance of 
the rébels, under Pricé and Van Dorn, Next day skirmishing with.the 
enemy, they slowly retired towards Corinth, the regiment being placed im 
charge of Smith’s bridge. At daylight on the 3d skirmishing recom- 
menced, and the enemy approaching in force, they burned the bridge, 
rejoining their brigade, which was drawn up in line on the railroad, sup- 
porting a Minnesota Battery, occupying the extreme advance. This posi- 
tion was retained until the overwhelming numbers of the enemy compelled 
them to fall back. 

The official report of the brigade commander contains the tollowing al- 
lusion to the conduct of the regiment in this battle: “Col. ‘Bouck, 
edo! and sagacious, with his gallant Eighteenth Wisconsin, while with us, 
did most effectual service; was detached to guard Smith's bridge, which 
he afterwards, by order, destroyed, and brought his command into the di- 
vision in excellent order." The regiment sustained a loss of twénty-five 
men, killed and wounded At two, in the morning of the 5th, they 
marched in pursuit of the defeated enemy, whose retreat they followed 
beyond Ripley, Miss., réturning to Corinth on the 12th. On the 2d of 
November they marched from Corinth, and proceeding by way of Che- 
walle and Coldwater, encamped'on the 5th at Grand Junction, Miss. 

Participating in the general southward movément of the army, they 
left this place on the 28th, encamping on the 5th of December at Abbe- 
ville, Miss. Here they lay until the 18th, when they left this place, and 
proceeding by way of Oxford, reached Yocona, forty-eight miles south 
of Holly Springs, on the Mississippi Central Railroad, néxt day. ‘The 
destruction of our supplies and stores at Holly Springs on the 20th, tó- 
gether with the enemy's threatened occupation’ of our lines of conimuni- 
cation, rendered a rétrograde movement imperative. Accordingl , they 

ére put in motion to the northward next day. Subsisting for two weeks 
on half rations, they marched by way of Holly Springs, Abbeville and 
Coldwater, eneampiug on the 30th at Moscow., Tenn., on the Momphis and 
Gharleston Railroad. i ete 

'On'the 10th of January, 1863, they took up the liñe of march for Mem- 
phis, whence they embarked’ on the 18th for’ Younp's Point, Las ‘ar- 
riving on the 25th. ` They reembarked on the 9th of February; and pro- 
ceeding up the river, went into camp next day at Lake Providence, La., 
where they were employed, during the remainder of the month, in 
exbavating thé'canal at that place. Moving down the river they encamped 
on the 20th of April, at Milliken’s Bend, Là. Here they remained 
for:five days. Marching on thé 20th, they proceeded by way of Riéh- 
mond, Smith’s Plantation and Perkins’ “Landing to Hard, Times, where 
they cróssed the Mississippi, on the 13th of May, to' Grand Gulf, below 
Vicksburg.: ' : à Mi 

They létt Grand Gulf next day, aud marching to Raymond, Miss., 
reported on the 18th tó Maj. Gen. McPherson, at that place. Moving with 
the column, they took part next day in the battle of JACKSON, driving 
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the enemy three-fourihs of a mile and losing twenty-one men in killed 
and wounded, and encamped for the night in the city. On the 15th they 
were on the niaroh towards Vicksburg, taking part, next day, in the battle 
of CHAMPION HILLS, in which they sustained a loss of one killed and five 
wounded. "The enemy in his retreat, having destroyed the bridge across 
the Big Black river, fatigue parties were at once set. to work on the 17th 
to rebuild it. The bridge was completed next day, and on the 20th they 
moved towards Vicksburg, and took position in the lines. On the 22d 
they were deployed as sharp shooters, to cover the terrible charge which 
was ordered on that day. 

On the 26th they joined an expedition sent towards Yazoo City, be- 
tween the Big Black and Yazoo rivers, to ascertain as to the reported ad. 
vance of the rebel Gen. Johnston's forces. The expedition having ae- 
eomplished a thorough reconnoissance of the country, destroyed a number 
of mills for grinding corn and captured a large amount of mules and stores, 
returned to Haines’ Bluff on the 31st. They were sent to the front 
on the 4th of June, and took position in the trenches, before Vickaburg, 
which they maintained until the surrender of the place on the 4th of 
July, when they marched inside the works and encamped. 

They remained at Vicksburg in the performance of guard duty until 
the 11th of September, when they embarked, and moving up the river, 
encamped on the 15th at Helena, Ark. They again embarked oa 
the 26th, and moved to Memphis, Tenn. where they encamped next 
day. On the 16th of October, the regiment took the cars for Corinth, 
Miss, from which place they marched next day to Glendale, Miss., 
where they are now in camp, en route for the “ Army of the Cum- 
berland,” to which the regiment has been transferred.

By special authority from the War Department, the organization of the 
' Nineteenth, as an ‘independent’ regiment, was commenced in December, 
1861, regimental rendezvous being established at Camp Utley, Racine. 
On the 21st of February, all ‘independent’ organizations, as such, were 
abolished by General Orders from the War Department, thus placing the 
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Nineteenth on the same footing with our other volunteer regiments. 
While yet incomplete, the regiment was ordered to Camp Randall, on the 
20th of April, 1862, to act as guard to the rebel prisoners, sent to Wis- 
consin after the fall of Fort Donelson. While at Camp Randall, the reg- 
iment was fully organized, their muster into United States’ service being 
completed on the 30th of April. Upon the removal of the prisoners to 
Chicago, they were ordered to the Potomac, and left the State on the 2d 
of June, arriving at Washington on the fifth. On the following day, they 
embarked, proceeding by way of Alexandria, to Hampton, whence they 
shortly afterward moved to Norfolk, Va., and went into camp, They re- 
mained at Norfolk, in the performance of garrison and outpost duty, un- 
til the 14th of April, 1863, when they marched to Suffolk. "On the follow- 
day, they moved to Jericho Oreek and bivouacked until midnight, when 
four companies were ordered out seven miles on picket and fatigue duty, 
the balance of the regiment remaining, for similar duty, on the bank of the 
Nansemond River, until the 21st, when the regiment was ordered to Fort 
Dix. On the following day, the regiment was ordered back to ‘shelter 
tent camp,’ near Gen. Getty's Head Quarters, whence four companies were 
ordered to Battery Morris. Three of these companies were ordered back 


¿the same evening, leaving one company at Battery Morris, where they re- 


mained until the 28th; in rifle pits during the day, and on picket duty 
during the night, until relieved on the 29th. At eight in the evening of 
the 22d, four companies were ordered on fatigue duty, near the new bat- 
tery, at the mouth of Jericho Creek; the remaining five companies being 
employed insimilar duty near Gen. Getty’s Head Quarters, until the 24th, 
when the regiment was ordered to Fort McClellan, and held as reserve 
for a reconnoitering party, sent out from that point. At dark, tents were 
pitched, and two companies sent out on picket, when erders were received 
to report at head quarters. Having marched all night they arrived on 
the morning of the 25th, when tents were pitched and the regiment placed 
on duty, remaining until the following day, when they marched to Suffolk, 
and encamped. Here they were joined on the 29th, by the company 
which had been detached at Battery Morris. 

Leaving Suffolk, on the evening of the 17th of June, they marched to 
Norfolk, where the regiment was embarked, and proceeding to Lorktown, 
encamped on the following day, about half a mile from the fortifications 
at that place. Again embarking on the 25th, they proceeded up the river 
io West Point. The pier at this place having been burned, a portion of ` 
ihe regiment landed, and, after laboring till dark, had so far repaired the 
pier as to admit of landing troops and stores, when the whole force landed ; 
the Nineteenth encamping in the timber, one and a half miles from the 
town of West Point. They left this place on the 8th of July, proceed- 
ing down the river to Yorktown, where they landed and went into camp. 
On the 12th, they moved inside the fortifications, and remained doing 
garrison duty, until about the middle of August, when they moved te 
Newport News, Va., at which place they have since been stationed. 

No report has been received from this regiment.

The members of the Twentieth regiment, recruited during the months 
of June and July, 1862, were sent forward in squads to Camp Randall, 
where the regimental organization was perfected under the direotion of 
Col. Bertine Pinkney, of Rosendale. They were mustered into the Uni- 
ited States service by companies, at various dates, the muster being com- 
pleted on the 23d of August. The regiment left the State for field ser- 
vice, on the:30th of August, arriving, on the following day, at St. Louis, 
where théy remained in Benton Barracks until the 6th of September, at 
which date they moved, by rail, to Rolla, the terminus of the southwest 
branch of. the Pacific railroad. At this place they joined Gen. Herron's 
brigade, and remained in camp until the 16th, when they marched, pro- 
eeeding one hundred and thirty-five miles, by way of Waynesville and 
Lebanon, to Springfield, Mo., where they arrived on the 28d'and 
encamped. On'the 11th of October, march was resumed, the regiment 
moving to Cassville, where they arrived on the 14th, and remained three 
days, during which time, Col. Pinkney being placed in command of the 
brigade, Lieut. Col. Bertram took charge of the regiment. Leaving 
Cassville on the 17th, they proceeded, by way of Sugar Creek, Ark., 
to attack the rebel camp at Cross Hollows, Ark. The enemy retreat- 
ed on tlieir approach, and our troops oecupied the place, without opposi- 
Won, on the 24th. They left Cross Hollows on the 4th of November, 
marching northward, to Wilson's Creek, twelve miles south of Springfield, 
Mo., at which place they went into camp, remaining until the 3d of 
December, when they accompanied the movement of Gen. Herron's forces 
to effeot a junetion with Gen. Blunt, then holding the enemy in check, at 
Cane Hill, Ark. Proceeding, by forced march, over a rough and 
difficult. country, passing through Cassville and Elkhorn, they arrived in 
ihe vicinity of Fayetteville, Ark., on the 6th of December, and took 
part in the battle of PRAIRIE GROVE on the following day. Coming up, . 
on the * double quiek," they joined Gen. Blunt's forces on the battle field, : 
ihe Twentieth taking position in the front line, supporting à battery of 
artillery. Shortly afterwards, the enemy attempting to place a-battery in 
position on their front, the Twentieth was ordered to chargé the battery. 
This was done, in gallant style, under the leadership of Major Starr. Af- 
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ter taking the battery, the -regimont advanced, under a heavy fire, to the 
brow of the hill, where they met a heavy force of the enemy's infantry, 
(some four or five regiments,) advancing, which poured a heavy fire om 
the regiment, obliging them to fall back, which they did, in good order, 
destroying what they could, while falling back, of the battery captured. 
before. They retired across an open field to a feúcê, where they reformed 
and remained until the firing ceased for the day.* The list of easualties 
shows a loss, in this battle, of fifty-one killed, one hundred and fifty 
wounded, and eight missing. i 
After the battle, they remained in'camp at Prairie Grove, until the 
27th of December, when they marched, accompanying a large body of 
troops, who were ordered to make a reconnoissance in force to Van Bu- 
ren, on the Arkansas River. The enemy withdrew on their approsch, 
and the expedition returned to camp on the afternoon of the 31st, hating 
marched one hundred and twenty miles within five days. Shortly affer- 
wards, they marched into Missouri, where the balance of the winter was 
spent, the regiment moving from place to place in the south-western part 
of the State, and on the 31st of March, 1863, going into eamp at 
Lake Springs, near Rolla, where they remained until the 3d of June, at 
which date they marched twelve miles to Rolla, proceeding thence by rail 
to St. Louis. Arriving at St. Louis on the following morning, they om- 
barked at that place proceeding down the Mississippi to Young's Point, 
La., where they landed on the 10th, and took position in the trenches be: 
fore VicksaURa, in the left of the investing forces. On the 6th of July, 
after the surrender of the city, they encamped within the fortifications, 
remaining until the 12th, when they embarked under orders to reihforóe 
Gen. Banks at Port Hudson. Before leaving, however, information was 
received of the surrender of that place, and the regiment was ordered to 
accompany an expedition up the Yazoo River. Arriving within three 
miles of Yazoo City, on the 13th, skirmishers were disembarked and sent 
forward ; Companies G and K, of the Twentieth, proceeding up the right 
bank of the river. After the exchange of a few shots, our-troups took 
possession of the place, The Twentieth was dispatched in pursuit of the 
retiring enemy, and, having captured a number of prisoners, retúrned to 
Yazoo City on the following day, when Capt. Vandagrift was appointed 
provost marshal, the regiment acting as provost guard. The whole expe- 
dition returned to Vieksburg on the 21st, and after a delay of two days 
at that point, again embarked, proceeding down the river to Port Hudsoú, 
where they went into camp on the 25th. gi 
About the middle of August, they left Port Hudson, and. proceeding 
down the river, went into camp at Carrollton, La., near New Orleans... On 
the 5th of September, accompanying an expedition up the Mississippi, 
they embarked at Carrollton, proeeeding up the river to Morganza, Tà., - 
where the second brigade, to which they were attached, landed on thé fol 
lowing day, and immediately moved forward on:the Simmsport road. Af. 
riving at ten in the evening, on the bank of the Atchafalaya river, thé: 
enemy suddenly opened fire on them from an ambuscade; and the brigade: 
fell back in the darkness seven miles ‘to Grossetete Bayou, and r ied, 
on-the Tth, to Morganza, at which place they yet remain. ^ . ° 72o 
No report has been received from this regiment.

Thé various conipanies comprising the Twenty-first Regiment— re- 
cruited in the north-eastern counties of the State— were ordered to ren- 
dezvous at Camp Bragg, Oshkosh, on the 1st of September, 1862. Here 
thé repimental organization was effected, under the superintendenoe of 
Col. Benjamin J. Sweet, of Chilton. The regiment was mustered into 
United States service on the 5th of September, and left the State for field 
service on the 11th, under orders to report af Cincinnati. Immedistely 
on théir arrival they were assigned position in the defences of the city, 
on the south bank of the Ohio. In the latter part of the month they moved 
down the river tò Louisville, Ky., where, in the reorganization of the 
amy, they were assigned position in Col. Starkweather's brigade, by the 
side of he, First" Wisconsin, with which their history has since been iden- 
tified, and to whose record I am compelled to refer for a general ides 
of their Setvices, in the absence of any official data from the Twenty-first.

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were ordered into camp'-on the 25th- of August, 1862. The regimental 
organization was effected uuder the superintendence of Col. William L. 
Utley, of Racine, at Camp Utley, Racine, during the latter part of the 
month, and the regiment was mustered into the United States service on 
the 2d of September. But'a short time was allowed them in cggap. They 
left Racine on the 16th, nd travelling by-rail, reached Cincinúati on the 
18th, having been ordered to that place in anticipation of the threatening 
movements of the rebel forces under Kirby Smith. ] M 

On the 22d they crossed the Ohio river on the pontoon bridgé, and 
marching into Kentucky, encamped four miles south of Covington.. They 
broke camp at this place on the 7th of October, and marching on the 
Lexington pike arrived'at ** Camp Smith” on the evening of the next 
day. They again marched on the 13th, to ** Camp Gilmore," where they 
remained three days and proceeded to Eagle Creek, where they arrived on 
the 16th. Thence they marched to Big Eagle Creek on the 19th, and re- 
suming the march on the 21st, encamped at Georgetown same day. On 
the 24th they moved to Lexington, where they remained six days, march- 
ing to Sandersville on the 30th. They again moved on the 13th of No- 
vember, to Nicholasville, tbe present terminus of the Kentucky Central 
Railroad, where they remained encamped, performing provost guard duty, 
until the 12th of December, at which date they started for Danville, ar- 
riving at tkat place next day. : 

From Danville they moved in various directions through the surround- 
ing country, to meet and foil the movements of the enemy. Onthe 26th 
of January, 1863, they left Danville, arriving at Louisville on the 30th, 
whence they embarked on the 2d of February, and proceeding up the 
Cumberland river, landed at Nashville, Tenn., on the evening of the 7th. 
They marched from this place on the 21st. and proceeding by way of 
Brentwood, where they remained eight days in camp, arrived at Franklin, 
Zenn. on the 2d of March, to reinforce Gen. Gilbert, at that place. 

Two days after, on the 4th, three hundred and sixty-three men of the 
regiment, under command of Col. Utley, joined an expedition, consisting 
of four other regiments, and a battery of artillery—the whole under com- 
mand of Col. Coburn, of Indiana—which was ordered to proceed to 
Spring Hill, twelve miles distant, for the purpose of securing forage. 
About four miles from Franklin, they encountered the enemy's pickets, 
whieh were immediately driven in, and the rebels opened a fire of artil- 
lery. They then attacked the main body of the enemy, driving them 
about four miles, kflling fourteen, wounding many, and táking twenty-five 
prisoners. The fight lasted till dark, when our troops caniped for the 
night. 

Next morning, the advance towards Spring Hill was resumed. Having 
proceeded three miles, they again encountered and engaged:the rebel pic- 
kets. The enemy pursued by our troops, fell back to Thompson's Station, 
on the Nashville and Decatur Railroad, where they effected a junction 
with a large force under.Gen. Van Dorn, who had come up during the 
night. A sanguinary engagement ensued, Jasting five hours; when, oyér- 
whelmed by numbers, our forces were.compelled to surrender. In this 
disastrous expedition, the Twenty.Second lost twelve commissioned officers, 
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including their colonel, and one hundred and forty-two men, in killed, 
wounded and prisoners. ag 
On the 8th, the remainder of the regiment, numbering about fivê-hun- 
dred men, which had been left at Franklin, were, under command of Lieut.: 
Col. Bloodgood, ordered to Brentwood Station. on the Nashville and De- 
catur railroad, where they encamped the same day. Here they were at- 
tacked on the 25th by a large force of the enemy under Gen. Forest.. 
After a sharp skirmish, during which they lost three men wounded, they: 
were overpowered by numbers, and compelled to surrender. The prison- 
ers, officers and men, were all sent to Richmond. The enlisted men were 
soon exchanged, and on the 5th of May, all the officers, who had been con- 
fined in the celebrated Libby prison, were exchanged at City Point, Va., 
whenee they were sent to Annapolis, Md. a 
The regimental rendezvous was established at St, Louis, Mo., where the 
Twenty-Second was again re-organized. Having received new tents and 
equipments, and recovered somewhat from the diseases consequent upon 
exposure and insufficient food, they left St, Louis on the 12th of June, 
under orders for Nashville, Tenn., at which place they arrived on the 15th. 
They remained here a week, marching on the 22d, to Franklin, where” 
they encamped. They were stationed at this post, until the 3d of July, 
when they were ordered to Murfreesboro, Tenn., at which place, they ár- 


rived next day, and went into camp within the fortifications, where they 
have since remained.

The several companies composing this regiment, of which Dane County 
contributed four ; Columbia, three ; Sauk, two, and LaFayette, one, were 
ordered to rendezvous at Camp Randall,on the 25th of August, 1862. 
The regimental organization was perfected under the superintendence of 
Col. Joshua J. Guppey, of Portage City, and the men under his charge, 
rapidly aequired considerable proficiency in drill and the knowledge of 
camp duties. The Twenty-third left Camp Randall for active service, on 
the 15th of September, under orders to report at Cincinnati, Ohio, which 
was menaced by the rebel forces under Kirby Smith. Arriving on the 
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17ih, they marched through the city, crossing the Ohio on a pontoon 
bridge, to the Kentucky side, where they were assigned to pósitión in 
Gen: G. C. Smith's Division, on the extreme left, five miles from the city, 
on the Alexandria turnpike. . e i 

On the 8th of October, they left “Camp Bates,” and márching forty 
miles across the country, went into camp near Fálmouth, on the éleventh 
They remained here six days, moving on the 17th to Cynthiana, whence 
they marched, on the 20th, to Paris. They left Paris on the 28th, and 
marching via Lexington—neár which place they éricamped two dàys— 
arrived, on the 31st, at Nicholasville, the terminus of the Kentucky Con- 
tral Railroad, where they went into camp. During their stay" at thik 
place, in addition to the ordinary guard duties, the regiment áttáihed 
such proficiency in drill as to elicit very flattering encomiums from their 
commanding general. They struck tents at this plate on the 11th of No- 
vember, under orders to report at Louisville, whére they arrived ‘on’ the 
15th, having, in four days accomplished a march of cighty-six miles, in 
very hot weather. 

They remained in Camp at Louisville until the 19th, when they em- 
barked, and proceeding down the river, landed on tlie 27th at Memphis; 
Tenn, where the regiment was assigned to the First Brigade, Tenth Di- 
vision, and at once took position in the army destined for the reduction 
of Vicksburg. On the 21st of Decémber they were placed on transports, 
and sailing down the river, disembarked on the 24th at Milliken’s Bend, 
twenty-five miles above Vicksburg. Next day the brigade marched 
iwenty-five miles into the interior, destroyed several bridges on the 
Ehreveport railroad, tore up a portion of the track, and burned a large 
quantity of cotton, returning, without loss, to the steamers on the twenty- 
Sixth. On the following day they proceeded down the Mississippi tó the 
Yazoo river. Sailing up the Yazoo about ten miles, they disembarked at 
eight in the evening, and marching up the river about eight miles, took 
position in line of battle, three miles from -the enemy's fortifications, on 
ihe north east of VICKSBURG. . 

The regiment moved forward on the 28th, to within a mile of the ene- 
my's works. From this date up to the evening of the Ist of January, 
1863, they occupied various positions in front of the enemy’s works, and al- 
though exposed during the whole time to the rebel shot and shell, they 
suffered no loss. In a word, they participated in the labors and dangers 
of that celebrated expedition, and withdrew to the boats on the night of 
ihe 1st of January, leaving their camp fires burning. Next morning 
the “ Army of the Mississippi " proceeded up the river to Milliken's Bend, 
where they remained but a short time. Again embarking on the 9th, the 
Twenty-third proceeded up the White river to the “ Cut-off,” where they 
crossed to the Arkansas river and moved up that stream to ARKANSAS 
Posr, or Fort Hindman.. They disembarked next day, and proceeded to 
invest'the place. During the evening and night, the regiment was ex- 
posed to the enemy’s artillery fire, but; escaped without serious loss. At 
noon, on the 11th, the investment having been completed, a general en- 
gagement commenced. 

When moving forward to the position assigned them, our régiment war 
assáiled by an unexpected enfilading fire from the enemy's rifle-pits, 
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which rendered a change of front necessary. This evolution was effected 
withont- disorder, and Companies B, G and K were thrown out as skir- 
mishers, capturing several block houses, which were occupied: by the 
rebels, and driving them into their works, while the remaining companies 
attacked the rifle pits, drove the enemy to the forts, and kept silent a 
numberof pieces of artillery. The conflict continued with great fury for 
abont three hours, when the rebels, anticipating the charge which had 
just been ordered, raised the white flag-and surrendered unconditionally. 
The action. of the regiment in this affair was the occasion of congratula- 
tory. orders from their division and brigade commanders. Their loss was 
four killed and thirty-four wounded. 

They again embarked on the 15th and proceeded to Young's Point, 
La., near Vicksburg, at which place they went into camp jon the 24th. 
While. stationed at this place the effects of the malaria of the Yazoo 
awamps, and the exposure at Arkansas Post, together with the confine- 
ment on crowded transports, became fearfully visible. Diseases of very 
virulent character broke out in the regiment. Of seven hundred men in 
line of battle in the Yazoo Swamp, about three-fourths were in the. sur- 
geon's care. During a portion of the time. some companies were without 
a single officer fit for duty, while others were so reduced as to be unable 
to farnish their quota of men for camp guard, without “lapping over,” 
or placing the same men on duty two days in succession. To add to the 
misfortune, their sanitary stores were consumed and the surgeons were 
without a delicacy to tempt the appetite of the sick. By the almost su- 
perhuman exertion of the few who retained their health, added to the 
watchfu] care and unceasing efforts of the commanding officers, a gradual 
improvement was effected, and in about two weeks nearly two hundred 
men reported ‘ fit for duty” . 

On the. Idth of February, their, brigade embarked for Greenville, 
Miss., where they arrived next day. Here they landed and marched about 
eight miles, in a heavy rain, over almost impassable roads; but, failing to 
come up with the enemy, returned to the transports. Proceeding up the 
river, they disembarked on the 18th, at Cypress Bend, Ark, Early next 
morning, cavalry scouts reported the enemy a short distance from the riv- 
er, The brigade was immediately ordered in pursuit; the Twenty-Third, 
without blankets or haversacks, taking the advance. A running fight 
was kept up with the enemy for several miles, until his forces were con- 
centrated in a cane brake, from which they were dislodged by the regi- 
ment and a section of an Ohio battery.’ The rebels effected their escape 
across a deep bayou, by means of a large.ferry boat and a skiff, which they 
secured on the opposite side. 

Although tLe weather was cold, two men of the régiment swam across 
the stream and brought back the skiff, by means of which the ferry-boat 
was secured, and the force effected a crossing. Owing to the lateness of 
the hour, they were unable to come up with the enemy, and Bivouacked 
without tents or blankets. The enemy decamped during the night, and 


our forces returned to the transports, without loss, on the 19th, having ' 


captured several prisoners and pieces of artillery. A foraging expedition 
occupied the next day, and the whole fores. returned to Greenville, 
on-the 22d, Qn the following day, they pursued a rebel force of cavalry 


ei 
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and artillery about sixteen miles from this place, and captured four pri- 
soners. They re-embarked on the 25th, returning to camp at Young's 
Point next day. Ra 

On the 4th of March they were sent on a foraging expedition to 
Princeton, Miss., a distance of eighty miles; returning to camp on the 
8th. Next day they proceeded up the river to Milliken's Bend, where they 
remained until the 14th of April. While in camp at this place, the 
health of the regiment improved materially, and they landed at Holmee' 
Plantation, on the 15th of April, with about three hundred and fifty men 
fit for duty. They marched from this place on the 24th, and proceeding 
by way of Smith's and Perkins’ Plantations, arrived at Hard Times, a . 
few miles above Grand Gulf, on the 28th. Next day, they lay on trans- 
ports in the stream, awaiting the, result of the bombardment of Grand 
Gulf by our gunboats. The fleet being unable to silence the enemy's 
guns, our troops again landed at Hard Times, and marched in the evening 
across the peninsula, to the Mississippi, a short distance below the rebel 
fortifications, their transports following during the night, under cover of 
a heavy fire from the gunboats. 

They crossed the river on the 30th, landing at Bruinsburg, Miss. 
Marching at midnight, they reached the battle ground of Port GIBSON, a 
distance of twenty-two miles, early in the morning of the 1st of May. 
Their divison was held in reserve within supporting distance of the centre 
during most of the day. At four in the afternoon, they were ordered to 
advance, relieving Gen. Hovey’s division. Pushing ahead, the regiment 
captured twenty prisoners, and bivouacked on the field, having sustained 
no loss. Early next morning, they took the advance, and meeting with 
little opposition, were the first of our forces to enter the village of Port 
Gibson, where they were detailed as provost guard during the day. The 
movements of the enemy indicating an intention to flank our forces, their 
brigade marched on the 3d, a few miles southeast, and formed in line of 
battle. The enemy failing to appear, they retraced their march, and en- 
camped at Bayou Pierre Bridge. Here they rested until the morning of 
the 7th, when they again moved, and marching via Big Sandy, reached 
Cayuga on the 10th. 

On the 15th the line of march was resumed towards Raymond. Hav- 
ing proceeded about five miles, their advance was fired upon by the en- 
emy. The division was immediately formed in line of battle, anticipating 
a general engagement. But the rebels retreated, and our forces proceed- 
ed without further molestation to Raymond; the regiment encamping two 
miles west of the place. Early next morning, the Twenty-third took the 
advance of the division, companies A, D and H, being thrown forward as 
advanee:guard. The enemy’s pickets were soon encountered, and these 
companies were deployed as skirmishers. Driving in the rebel skirmish- 
ers, they were soon upon the main body of the rebels, when the skirmish- 
ers were recalled; the regiment was ordered to support the Seventeenth 
Ohio Battery, and the battle of Coampion Hrs had commenced. Af- 
ter a few shots, the enemy in their front retired, and companies B and B, 
were deployed as skirmishers, covering the further advance of our troops. 
Notwithstanding a sharp and determined resistance, they pressed steadily 
forward, forcing back their opponents a mile and a half; when the enemy 
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having changed position—a corresponding change in the line of attack 
was ordered. The Twenty-third still retaining the advance, the rebels 
were soon discovered in full force. Our battery, supported by eight com- 
panies of the regiment, was at once placed in position, and an artillery 
duel took place, which resulted in driving the enemy from his position. 

The skirmishers were relieved by companies F and G, and the division 
again advanced. The enemy was now advantageously placed in a strong 
position, defended by twelve pieces of artillery. Skirmishers were recalled 
and the whole division was ordered to advance, with the design of cutting 
off the rebels in front from their main body. Our regiment charged at 
the ‘double quick’ across an open field, and succeeded in gaining a road 
which ran parallel to the rebel position, only sheltered from their fire by 
a slight rise of ground. Meanwhile, owing to the nature of the ground, 
our artillery was unable to get into position. By great exertion, two 
pieces of our Ohio battery were at length enabled to reply, which they did 
with great effect, killing Gen. Tilghman at their third or fourth fire. The 
enemy, failing to drive our troops from their position, and finding himself 
cut off from his main body, made a precipitate retreat; leaving in our 
hands several pieces of artillery, a large number of prisoners and small 
arms, together with a quantity of ammunition. For gallantry in this bat- 
tle, the regiment was complimented by their commanding general. By 
the unwavering courage and steadiness of this division, thirteen regiments 
ef the enemy, more than double our force opposing them, were cut off 
Írom their main body and forced from the field. 

They lay on their arms, on the field, and early on the morning of the 
17th pushed forward to BLACK River Brinar. Line of battle was im- 
mediately formed, and the brigade, advancing steadily, captured the Six- 
tieth Tennessee, with its colors. The enemy's works were carried by 
> assault, and he was ignominiously defeated, with the loss of several thou- 
sand prisoners, and seventeen pieces of artillery. By order ef the com- 
manding General, our regiment destroyed a great number of small arms, 
left by the enemy on the field. Next day they marched to within three 
miles of the fortifications, in the rear of VraksBuna, and bivouacked for 
the night. Resuming the advance on the 18th, they formed line of battle 
and moved forward to within a few hundred yards of the enemy's works. 
During the night they Igy on their arms, having strong pickets thrown out, 

Next day the entire regiment was sent forward as skirmishers, engaging 
the enemy from early in the morning until late at night, and covéring the 
works of their division, which secured an established position in the 
trenches. On the 22d, they participated in the general assault on the 
enemy's works, pushing forward, under a terrible fire, to the base of one 
of the forts. It was found impossible to scale the works, and they with- 
drew, in the evening, to position in the trenches. During the time inter- 
vening between this disastrous assault and the surrender of the city, they 
were eonstantly on duty in the rifle pits, engaged with the spade, or on 

icket duty in the front. The losses suffered in battle, and occasioned 
by fatigue and exposure, had so reduced the regiment that, at the close 
of the siege they numbered but about one hundred and fifty men for duty. 

The flag of truce sentout by Pemberton, on the 3d of July, was re- 
eeiyed by Capt. Greene, brigade officer of the day, and conducted to Head. 
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quarters, Vicksburg, with its garrison of 30,000 men, was surrendered 
on the 4th of July, and, next day, they accompanied the movement of 
their division to attack Johnston. Marching by way of Clear Creek, 
Black River and Clinton, they took position, on the 10th, in front of the 
rebel works, to the north, west and south of Jackson. From this time 
until the evacuation of the place by the rebels, the regiment was constant. 
ly on duty and exposed to the enemy's fire. They marched on their re- 
turn to Vicksburg, on the 21st, arriving at that place on the 23d. Next 
day the regimental camp was removed from the rear of Vicksburg to the 
bank of the Mississippi, one and a half miles south of the city. Embark- 
ing on transports, they proceeded down the river, on the 24th of August, 
and arrived, on the 26th, at Carrollton, Louisiana, where they still remain 
encamped.

The several companies composing the ''Milwaukee Regiment," were 
ordered to rendezvous at Camp Sigel, Milwaukee, early in August, 1862. 
Regimental organization was soon eompleted under the dircetion of Col. 
Charles H. Larrabee, and they were mustered into the United States ser- 
vice at various dates, from the 15th to the 21st. On the 5th of Septem- 
ber the Twenty Fourth left the State for active service, under orders to 
report at Louisville. Ky., and arrived at “ Camp Jo. Holt,” on the 7th, 
at Jeffersonville, Ind., directly opposite Louisville, on the north bank of 
the Ohio. Remaining here three days, they were ordered, on the 10th, 
to Cincinnati, O. On arriving at the latter place next day, they crossed 
the Ohio river, and encamped near Covington, Ky. 

In the concentration of our forces to resist the advance of the rebel 

, forces under Bragg, they embarked on the 18th, and proceeding down the 
‘river, landed on the 20th at Louisville, Ky., where they encamped 
about three miles from the city on the Salt River pike. Here they were 
assigned to position in the Thirty-Seventh Brigade of the Eleventh Di- 
vision, under command of Col. Greusel, of Illinois. They accompanied 
the seven days’ march of the army to meet the enemy, participating, on 
the 8th of October, in the battle of CHAPLIN HILLS, where they lost 
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one man killed. "Their brigade, early in the afternoon, was ordered to 
the front, where the regiment was held in reserve, as support to a battery. 
Of their conduct when ordered later in the afternoon, to advance, the of- 
ficial report of their brigade commander, says :—“The Twenty- Fourth 
Wisconsin went forward with cheers, and soon engaged the enemy's right, - 
pouring in and keeping up a cross fire on their brigade, which made sad 

havoc among them. ‘This wing was the first to break, the regiment fol- 

lowing them to the left on the road until out of range, when, after thus 

gallantly distinguishing themselves, they retired to the top of the hill for 

the night. Both officers and men behaved with coolness and deliberation 

marching to the front with the steadiness of veterans, and firing very 

regularly, though under a severe firé of musketry." 

They left Perryville in pursuit of the retreating enemy on the 11th, 
and marching by way of Bardstown and Harrodsburg, a distance of fifty 
miles, encamped near Crab Orchard on the 15th. Their march was re- 
sumed on the 20th. Proceeding via Danville, Lebanon and Cave City, a 
distance of one hundred and thirty miles, they encamped at Bowling 
Green, on the Ist of November. Thence, on the 4th, they took up the 
line of march for Edgefield, near Nashville, Tenn.,at which place they ar- 
rived on the Sth, and went into camp. While stationed at this place, the 
reorganization of the army was perfecied by Maj. Gen. Rosecrans, the 
Eleventh Division being placed in the right wing, under command of 
Gen. MeCook. Crossing the Cumberland river on the 22d, they passed 
through Nashville, and eneamped at Mill Creek. 

Participating in the general movement of the army, they left Mill Creek, 
on the 26th of December, and arrived before Murfreesboro on the 30th. 
Near this'place, they took part next day in the great battle of STONE. 
River, in which the loss of the regiment was twenty-one killed, fifty- 
eight wounded and ninety-six missing, most of whom were taken prison- 
ers. The enemy had massed nearly his whole army for an attack upon 
our right wing. Our forces stood their ground nobly, but the overwhelm- 
ing numbers of the enemy, compelled a change of position. During the 
attempt to effect this movement, a portion of the command, from the na- 
ture of the ground, fell into temporary disorder. It was at this time, 
while fighting to avert a total rout, that our forces suffered the severest 
losses. 

The regiment encamped at Murfreesporo on the 4th of January, 1863, 
and remained stationed at that place, engaged in the performance of guard 
and garrison duty, with occasional scouting and foraging expeditions, 
through the adjacent country, until the 24th of June, when they were 
again ordered to march. Moving by way of Tullahoma, they arrived at 
Cowan, Tenn., and went into camp on the 3d of July. Thence they 
moved on the 26th to Anderson Station, which place they left on the 7th 
a] August, and marched a distance of twenty-one miles, to Bridgeport, 

enn. i 

Taking part in the genéral advance of the a of the Cumberland,” 
they left Bridgeport on the 2d of September, moving towards Chattanoo- 
ga, Ga. Having accomplished a march of one hundred and twenty miles, 
they were engaged on the 19th in the battle of CHICKAMAUGA. The re- 
giment—under command of Lieut. Col. West—took position, in the first 
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line of battle, a short distance beyond Gordon's Mill, on the right of the 
Chattanooga road fronting Chickamauga Creek, ten men under command 
of Lieut. Kasson being deployed in front as skirmishers. This position 
they occupied during the day, retiring in the evening about two hundred 
paces, to the shelter of some timber, where they bivouacked for the night, 
At three in the morning of the next day they were again under arms. 
Marching on the Chattanooga road, they were formed in line of battle 
near Gen. Rosecrans’ former headquarters. Moving farther down the 
road at two o'elock, they were ordered into position on the right of the 
road facing Chickamauga Creek. Here they engaged the enemy for nearly 
half an hour, driving him entirely from their front; but soon after being 
attacked in flank by au overwhelming force, and having lost their brigade 
-commander, they were compelled to give way in some disorder. They 
quickiy reformed on a hill about four hundred yards to the rear, and 
afterwards marched to Rossville and bivouacked for the night, having sus- 
tained a loss of four killed ; sixty-four wounded and thirty-seven missing. 

On the 20th they marched back to Chattanooga, a distance of twenty 
miles, and encamped within the fortifications, where they are yet ptationed.

The various organizations composing this regiment—recruited prinor- 
pally in the river counties — were ordered to rendezvous at La Crosse, on 
the 4th of September, 1862. Regimental organization was soon effected, 
under the direction of Col. Milton Montgomery, and the regiment was 
mustered into the service of the United States on the 14th. Five days 
after, on the 19th, they left Camp Salomon, at La Crosse, under orders to 
report to Gen. Pope, at St. Paul, Minn., for the purpose of suppressing 
the Indian difficulties in that State. On arriving next day at St. Paul, 
the regiment was divided, by order of the commanding general; five com- 
panies, under command of Lt. Col. Nasmith, being sent to Sauk Centre, 
Painsville and Acton; the remainder, under command of the Colonel, go- 
ång to Leavenworth, Fairmount, Winnebago City and New Ulm, the regi- 
mental head quarters being established at the last mentioned place. 

In the latter part of November. orders had reached all these companies 
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to march at once for Winona, Minn., which place was designated as the- 
rendezvous for the regiment. The long march of two hundred and fifty 

or three hundred miles, through a new country, with bad roads, and in 

the depth of our north western winter, was at once undertaken. The last 

company arrived, and the regiment was reunited at Winona, on the 13th 

of December. They arrived at La Crosse, in this State, forty miles from 

Winona, on the 15th; whence they moved by rail to Camp Randall on 

the 18th. Of the actions of the regiment during the Indian expedition 

in our sister State, little can be said which comes within the scope of such 

a sketch as this. Scattered as they were, over a vast extent of country, 

they could be indebted to no esprit du corps for stimulus to duty. It is 

not out of place to say here, that they performed their whole duty — some- 

times under circumstances of peculiar hardship—to the satisfaction of 
their commanding officers. 

The Twenty-fifth again left the State, for active service in the field, on 
the 17th of February, 1863, under orders to report at Cairo, 111. They arrived 
at that place on the 19th, and, the following day, moved to Columbus, 
Ky., where they went into camp near the fortifications. With the excep- 
tion of an expedition in the latter part of April, for the relief of Cape 
Girardeau, when attacked by the rebels under Marmaduke, they were em- 
ployed in the performance of post and picket duty at this place, until the 
31st of May, when they proceeded down the Mississippi. Touching at 
Memphis, Tenn., on the 2d of June, orders awaited them to proceed at 
once to Young’s Point, La., at which placé they arrived on the morning 
of the 4th. Proceedmg thence to Chickasaw Bayou, they were order- 
ed up the Yazoo River to Satartia, Miss., where they disembarked and 
went into camp in the evening of the same day. 

On the 5th of June, the regiment was brigaded with the Twenty-seventh 
Wisconsin, and two other regiments, and the Colonel placed in command 
of * Montgomery's Brigade, Kimball's Provisional Division.” Leaving 
Satartia on the 6th, they marched down the valley of the Yazoo, in in- 
tensely hot weather, a distance of thirty miles, and encamped, next day, 
at Haines’ Bluff. Their camp was removed four miles, on the 11th, to 
Snyder’s Bluff, close on the bank of the Yazoo, forming the left of the 
rear investing line of Vicksburg. Here they remained, perform- 
ing picket duty and work on the fortifications and entrenchments, until 
the 25th, when the regiment, with a force of artillery and cavalry—the 
whole under command of Lieut. Col. Nasmith— was ordered to proceed 
up the Mississippi, for the purpose of capturing guerillas. The expedi- 
tion arrived, on the 27th, at a point below Greenville, Miss, where the 
cavalry disembarked at noon, and proceeded across the country to that. 
place. Failing to discover the enemy, the cavalry again embarked next 
day, and the expedition proceeded to Spanish Moss Bend, a few miles 
above, on the Arkansas side, at which place a boat had been fired into the 
previous night. 

Landing at this place, they marched into the country in quest of the 
enemy. His pickets were soon encountered and driven in. ‘The pursuit 
was continued for six miles, until darkness set in, when our force returned 
to the boats, proceeding down the river on the 29th of June. While on 
the way, news was received that the enemy was attacking Lake Provi- 
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dence, La. Their speed was at once increased, and the force arrived just 
in time to save the place, the enemy decamping as the expedition came in 
sight and landed. They remained here during the night, at the request 
of Gen. Reed, who anticipated a renewal of the attack, and returned to, 
Snyder's Bluff, next day, resuming their duty in the entrenchments. 

While stationed in this sickly spot, the health of the regiment suffered 
terribly. On the 20th of July, five hundred men lay sick, and not more 
than one hundred were fit for duty. They left Snyder's Bluff on the 25th 
of July, and proceeding up the river, the regiment—with the exception 
of four companies left at Lake Providence—disembarked at Helena, Ark., 
on the thirty-first. The regiment was reunited by the arrival of these 
companies on the 12th of August. On arriving at Helena, they were de- 
tached from the brigade, and Col. Montgomery was placed in command 
of the District of Eastern Arkansas, the regiment being detailed aa Pro- 
vost Guard of the Post, which position they still retain.

The various companies composing the Twenty-sixth regiment, recruited ` 
almost exclusively from the German population of the State, were ordered 
to rendezvous on the 5th of September, 1862, at Camp Sigel, Milwaukee, 
where the regimental organization was completed under the direction of 
Col. William H. Jacobs, of Milwaukee. The regiment was mustered into 
United States’ service on the 17th of September, and left the State.on 
the 6th of October. On their arrival at Washington, they were assigned to 
the Eleventh Corps of the * Army of the Potomao," and went into camp 
near Fairfax Court House, Va. Thence, after a short stay at Centreville, 
camp was removed to Stafford Court House, where the regiment passed 
the winter. Taking part in the various movements of the “ Army of the 
Potomac, they participated in the battles of CHANCELLORVILLE and GET- 
TYSBURG. After the expulsion of Lee's forces from Maryland, the reg- 
iment encamped near Warrenton Junction, from which place, in Septem- 
ber, they were transferred to the “ Army of the Cumberland," aud are 
now stationed at Bridgeport, Ala. 

No report has been received from this regiment.

Seven companies of the Twent;-seventh regiment were ordered to ren- 
dezvous at Camp Sigel, Milwaukee, on the 17th of September, 1862. 
Special'permission was obtained from the War Department to recruit the 
remaining companies. This having been done, the regiment was fully-organ- 
ized under the supervision of Colonel Conrad Krez, and their muster ihto 
the United States service completed on the 7th of March, 1863. They 
left the' State, for active service, on the 16th of March; under orders to 
proceed to Columbus, Kentucky, at which place they were stationed until 
the latter part of May: Moving thence down the Mississippi, they occu- 
pied position at Snyder's Bluff, Miss, during the siege of Vicksburg, 
and after the ‘capitulation of that place, were moved to Helena, Arkansas, 
where they éncamped, remaining until the 13th of August. Atthis date, 
having been trarisferred to the “ Army of Arkansas,” they left Helena with 
Gen. Btéele’s fórces, and, proceeding up the White river, encamped, ón 
the 24th; at Duval's Bluff.: Marching from this place in the béginning of 
Septéinber, they “reached Little Rock shortly afterward, and went-into 
camp at that city, where the regiment yet remains. ' Box

The companies composing the Twenty-eighth regiment, recruited prin- 
cipallp from Waukesha and Walworth counties, were ordered to rendez- 
vous at Camp Washburn, Milwaukee, on the 13th of September, 1862, 
where the regimental organization was perfected under the direction of 
Col. James M. Lewis, of Oconomowoc. They remained in camp, acquir- 
ing drill and discipline, until the 20th of December, when they left the 
State for active service, and proceeding by way of Cairo, Ill, arrived at 
Columbus, Ky., on the 22d. Immediately after landing, the Twenty- 
eighth, with'another regiment of infantry, was sent forward by rail to 
Union City,.Tenn., at the Junction of the Nashville and North-Western, 
and Mobile and Ohio railroads; but finding no enemy, returned to Col. 
umbus on the following day. At this time Columbus was threatened by: 
the rebel forces under Forrest, and the troops were kept almost continu- 
ally in line of battle, and constructing a new line of fortifications for the 
protection of the town. On the 1st of January, 1863, the regiment was . 
ordered to proceed to Hickman, Ky., to destroy three pieces of artillery ; 
after accomplishing which, they returned to Columbus, and remained un- 
til the 5th, when they embarked, and proceeding down the Mississippi, 
landed, on the 7th, at Helena, Ark. 

On the 11th of January they took position in the Second Brigade, Thir- 
teenth Division, Thirteenth Army Corps, and embarked in transports to 
take part in an expedition up the White river. The expedition arrived on the 
14th at St. Charles, Ark., one hundred miles from the mouth of White riv- 
er, and the Twenty-eighth, with a small additional force of cavalry and ar- 
tillerv, under command of Col. Lewis, was left in charge of the post, while 
the balance of the expedition moved forward to Duval’s Bluff. They 
were stationed at St. Charles, until the main body of the expedition re- 
turned on the 20th, when the whole force was re-embarked, and proceed- 
ing down the river, arrived, on the 23d, at Helena, where they remained 
in camp until the 24th of February. Having been transferred to the 
First Brigade, commanded by Gen. Salomon, they embarked, at this 
date, under orders to take part in the “ Yazoo Pass Expedition.” The 
fleet was occupied five days in getting through the Yazoo Pass, and on 
the 11th of March, tied up at Curtis’ Plantation, nearly four miles south 
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| of the junction of the Yallabusha, with the Tallahatchie. For several 
| days the troops lay in camp, while Fort Pemberton, a rebel fortification, 
on the peninsula between the Tallahatchie and Yazoo rivers, was engaged 
| by our gunboats. The attempt to silence the enemy's batteries having 
proved ineffectual, the expedition started to return on the 21st of March ; 
| but meeting Gen. Quimby’s division on the following day, the whole force 
again returned to position before Fort Pemberton. Land batteries were 
| erected, the construction and protection of which subjected the troops to 
| much severe labor under the guns of the eremy. On the 27th, the 
| Ywenty-eighth Wisconsin, with four companies of cavalry and a section 
| of artillery—the whole under command of Col. Lewis—was ordered to 
| McNutt, Miss., to destroy a quantity of Confederate stores at that place. 
Having met only a small body of the enemy's cavalry, which they dis- 
| persed, capturing eleven prisoners; the stores were destroyed after a rap- 
| id march of twenty miles, and the expedition returned, without loss, to 
camp. E 
The “! Yazoo Pass Expedition,” set out on the return on the 5th of 
| April, arriving at Helena on.the 8th. In these expeditions the health of 
| the soldiers suffered greatly from fatigue and exposure. On the White 
| river, they had been exposed, on the decks of transports to severe snow 
| storms, and the Yazoo Pass expedition was made in the rainy season, dur- 
| ing which they were confined on the transports at one period for ten days. 
| The left Helena on the 5th of May, accompanying an expedition towards 
Cotton Plant, Ark., at which place they arrived on the 9th, but finding no 
enemy, returned to Helena, where they went into camp on the 17th, hav- 
ing performed a march of one hundred and twenty miles. The regiment 
was engaged in the performance of post and garrison duty at this place, 
furnishing heavy details to assist in the construction of fortificationg, until 
the 4th of July; when—under command of Lieut. Col. Gray—they took 
partin the battle of HELENA. Their position in the rifle-pite, supporting 
Battery. “ B,? on the left, enabled them to pour a severe fire upon the attack- 
ing columns, and to contribute largely to our success in repulsing the 
attack, On the 12th of July, their brigade made a reconnoissance to Big 
Creek, returning on the same day. The regiment was transferred on the 
Gth of August to the * Army of Arkansas," and left Helena on the 11th, 
accompanying Gen. Steele's command, in his advance to Little Rock, Ark. 
Marching by way of Clarendon, at which place they arrived on the 13th, 
they encamped on the 23d at Duval’s Bluff, Ark., on the White river, one 
hundred and sixty-six miles from its mouth. .Having rested here some 
days, the march was resumed on the 31st, and the regiment, on the 10th 
of September entered Little Rock, the capital of Arkansas, where they 
have since been stationed.

The preliminary organizations, composing the Twenty-ninth, recruited 
principally in the counties o£ Jefferson, Dodge, Dane and Columbia, were 
ordered to regimental rendezvous at Camp Randall, on the '20th of-Sop- 
ter, 1862. Under the supervision of Col. Charles R. Gill, regimental or. 
ganization was soon completed, and the regiment mustered into United 
States service, on the 27th, one week after arriving in camp. On the 2d 
of November, they left Camp Randall, for active service in the field, under ` 
orders to join the army in the Southwest. After à short detentión at 
Cairo, Ill., they proceeded down the Mississippi, disembarking, on the 7th, 
on the east side of the river, opposite Helena, Ark. a 7 

A detachment of four hundred:men from the régiment, commanded by 
Col. Gill, left Helena on the 15th of November, having been ordered to 
join an expedition into the interior of Arkansas, by way of ihe Whité 
River, Thé low stage of the water in the river compelled their’ return 
after proceeding a short distance, and the'detachment returned fo ¿amp 
on the twenty-second. They remained at this place, doing heavy ‘picket 
duty and taking part in occasional expeditions through the surrounding 
country, until the 23d of December, when they crossed the river, aud went: 
into camp on the bluffs above Helens. On the’same day, the regiment 
embarked, proceeding down the river: to Friars Point, at whichyplace 
they established their camp; having previously—after a ‘smart skitmish— 
driven out a band of guerillas. On the 28th,’a detachment of four hun- 
dred ‘men of the regiment, marched some miles intó the interior, ‘encoun- 
tering and putting to flight a guerilla force. d 

They evacuated Friar's Point and returned to Helena, on the 9th of 
January, 1863. On the 11th, they again embarked, taking part in an'éx- 
pedition intended for the capture of Arkansas Post, and to penetrate the 
interior of the State by way of the White River. On arriving at the 
mouth of the White River, on the 13th, information was received of the 
surrender of Arkansas Post, and the expedition moved up the White riv- 
er to Duval's Bluff, capturing a number of prisoners, several pieces of 
artillery, with small arms and stores, at various points along the river. 
They returned to Helena, on the 23d of January, and went into camp 
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five miles back of that place, where they were engaged in outpost duty. 

Embarking on the 21st of February, they proceeded down the Mississip- 
pi and through the Yazoo Pass to the Coldwater river, where they were 
| stationed as guard during the remainder of the month. 

| On the 1st of March, they returned to Helena, encamping near the river. 

| In the organization of the army for the great campaign of the summer, the 
| Twenty-ninth was assigned to position in the Thirteenth Army Corps. 

Participating in the general movement, they left Helena on the 10th of 
April, and arrived at Milliken's Bend, La., on the 13th. Disembarking 
at this place, the march around Vicksburg was commenced on the six- 
| teenth, The roads were very difficult, and in many places had to be built 
for long distances through almost impassable swamps, and aeross numer- 

ous bayous. Proceeding by way of Richmond, they arrived at Perkins’ 

E Plantation, below Vicksburg, on the 25th, and on the 27th, embarked on 
| transports and barges for an attack on Grand Gulf. The gunboats failing 
E to silence the rebel batteries, they again landed on the 29th, and marched 
| across the peninsula to a point opposite Bruin's Landing, at which place 
they crossed the river next day, continuing the march during the night, 
over rough and difficult roads, towards Port Gibson, Miss., in the vicinity 
of which they arrived early in the morning of the lst of May. 

| The enemy was discovered, strongly posted on all the roads leading to 
| Poet GIBSON, and a general action immediately commenced. The rebels 
fought desperately, and prolonged the battle until late in the afternoon ; 
| when, beaten at all points, they were forced to a hasty flight. Of the ac- 
tion of the Twenty-ninth, in this—their first engagement—their brigade 
| commander, Gen. McGinnis, speaks'as follows, in his official report: “I 
cannot refrain however, from special mention of the Twenty-ninth Wis- 
consin ; k. * * %* itis a new regiment, and this is the first 
time they had been under fire. They fought like veterans, and suffered 
severely, as their fist of casualties will show." The regiment suffered a 
loss of seventy-five killed and wounded. They entered Port Gibson, next 
morning: March was resumed on the third. They crossed Bayou Pierre, 
and moving towards Jackson by way of Rocky Springs, Big Saüdy and 
Five Mile Creek, encountered the enemy, on the 12th, near the main cross- 
ing of Fourteen Mile Creek, four miles from Edward's Station. 

A part of the regiment was deployed as skirmishers, and in connection 
with others of, the brigade, succeeded in driving the enemy across the 
creek and some distance from it. « Early next morning (May 13th,) the 
division crossed the stream, and. formed line of battle a mile in advance. 
Sharp skirmishing continued till late in the afternoon; when—the object. 
of these demonstrations having been aecomplished—the Division moved. 
to the right towards Raymond. They passed through this place on the 
14th, marching towards Clinton, where they arrived early next day, and— 
turning to the north-west, took the advance towards Vicksburg. Falling 
in with the enemy near Bolton, the division was formed in line awaiting 
his attack. Early on the morning of the 16th, they moved towards the 
enemy, whom they found six miles in advance, strongly posted on CHAM- 
PION HILLS, near Baker's Creek. The battle immediately commenced, 
the regiment being under fire from the beginning, and one of the first 
olosely engaged with the enemy. Line of battle having been formed, the 
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regiment advanced about four hundred yards across an open field, taking 
position at the foot of a heavily timbered hill, which was occupied by the 
enemy. The flank companies were deployed as skirmishers, and about 
noon, the brigade was ordered to charge up the hill and dislodge the en- 
emy. Our regiment moved rapidly forward, under a severe fire of grape 
and canister, from a battery directly in front. They kept steadily on, 
until within easy range, when they opened a terrific fire, sustained by that 
ofthe whole brigade. Ina few minutes, the enemy, having suffered, se- 
verely, hegan to waver. A bayonet charge was immediately ordered, and 
the Twenty-ninth with a loud cheer, pressed forward on the ‘ double 
quick.’ The advance was so rapid and unexpected by the enemy, that, 
unable to resist, many had no time for escape, and together with the bat- 
tery fell into our hands. It was soon apparent that the enemy was yet 
in force in the woods beyond, and the regiment still pressed forward, keep- 
ing up a steady fire, until they had driven him half a mile from where hie 
battery was stationed. Here the rebels received reinforcements, and Gen. 
McGinnis’ brigade, having sustained a severe fire for two hours without 
gupport, fell back to a more secure position, where they were soon relieved 
by fresh troops. The Twenty-ninth had captured over three hundred 
prisoners, a stand of colors, and a battery of brass pieces, and sustained a 
loss of nineteen killed, and ninety-five wounded, being nearly one-fourth 
of the number engaged. During the next two days, the brigade remained 
upon the field, engaged in burying the dead and collecting arme, and 
moved on the 19th of May to Black River. 

They marched on the 21st, to the advanced lines of our entrenchments 
, in réar of VIOKSBURG, participating next day in the general assault on the 
enemy's works. During the remainder of this celebrated siege, they were 
constantly employed in the rifle pits and advanced works, their list of cas- 
ualties showing six men killed and wounded. They left Vicksburg on 
the 5th of July, accompanying the movement of their division towards 
JACKSON, before which place they took position on the ninth. During 
the short siege which followed, they participated in several engagements 
and skirmishes, with a loss of five men killed and wounded. “The rebels 
having evacuated Jackson on the night of the 16th, they were ordered to 
return to Vicksburg, where they encamped on the twenty-second. 

On the 6th of August, they were placed on transports, and proceeding 
down the river, landed at Natchez on the seventh. Here they remained, 
with the exception of a short expedition to Kingston, until the 16th, when 
they again moved down the river, encamping at Carrollton, La., on the 
eighteenth. Thenre, on the 14th of September, they marched to Algiers, 
opposite New Orleans, and, next day by railroad to Brashear City, where 
they remain stationed at this date.

The various companies and squads recruited for the Thirtieth regiment, 
were ordered to rendezvous at Camp Randall, in the middle of October, 
1862, Here the regimental organization was completed, under the direo- 
tion of Col. Daniel J. Dill, of Prescott, and the Thirtieth regiment mus- 
tered into the United States service on the 21st of October Since that 
time regimental headquarters have remained at Camp Randall, while por- 
tions of the regiment have been almost constantly detached in the per- 
formance of various kinds of duty. On the 2d of May, companies D, 
F, Land K, under command of Lieut. Col. Bartlett, were ordered to the 
Upper Missouri river, as guards for transports in the ‘Indian Expedition’ 
under Gem. Sully. These four companies were engaged in the perform- 
ance of this duty, and guarding stores at different points on the river 
from Sioux City, Iowa, to Fort Pierre, Dacotah Territory, until the 10th 
of August, when companies J and K were ordered to report at Camp 
Washburn, Milwaukee. Leaving companies D and F at Fort Pierre, 
where they are yet stationed, companies I and K arrived on the 12th of 
September, at Milwaukee, where they have since remained. 

On the 26th of May, companies G and: E left Camp Randall; the for- 
mer for Superior, Wis., and the latter for Bayfield, Wis. They remained 
at these stations, respectively, until the middle of August, when they 
were recalled, and arrived at Camp Washburn on the 21st, since which 
timo that Camp has been under the command of Major John Clowney, of 
thie regiment. The remaining companies have, at various times, furnish- 
ed detachments, which were sent to various parts of the State and assisted 
in maintaining order during the enrollment, under the Conscription Act, 
and stationed at Camp Randall, have had charge of the post, furnishing 
guards for conscripts, recruits and deserters.

The Thirty-First regiment was ordered to rendezvous at Prairie du 
Chien, when less than a minimum regiment had been recruited. By special 
authority of the War Department, volunteering was permitted to fill the 
regiment, after the time designated by that department had expired. On 
the 14th of November, 1862, while yet incomplete, the regiment left Prai. 
rie du Chien, under orders to take charge of drafted men at Camp Utley. 
Racine. At this camp, the regiment was fully organized, under the 
direction of Col. Isaac E. Messmore of Prairie du Chien, and left the 
State for service in the field on the 1st of March, 1863, under orders to 
report at Columbus, Ky. Proceeding by way of Cairo, Ill, they arrived 
at Columbus on the 3d, and went into camp at Fort Halleck. The regi- 
ment was stationed at this place in the performance of garrison duty, until 
the 24th of September, at which date they left Columbus, under orders to 
report at Louisville, Ky. On their arrival at this place, orders. awaited 
them to proceed to the front, in accordance with which they moved to 
Nashville, where they are yet encamped.

The geveral companies and squads composing the Thirty-second regi- 
ment, recruited principally in the northern part of the State, were order- 
ed to rendezyous at Camp Bragg, Oshkosh, on the 13th of September, 
1862. .Their organization was soon effected under the superintendence of 
Col, James H.. Howe, of Green Bay, and the regiment was mustered into 
the United States service on the 25th. On the 30th of October, the 
Thirty-second left the State for aetive service, and proceeding by way of 
Cairo, Ill., landed, on the 3d of November, at Memphis, Tenn., where 
they joined Gen. Sherman’s command. Accompanying Gen. Sherman in 
his movement towards Jackson, Miss., they left Memphis on the 26th of 
November, and crossing the Coldwater on the following day, encamped, on 
the 28th, at Chewalla, Miss., seven miles south of Holly Springs. Mov- 
ing thence, on the 30th, to Chulahoma, they encamped two days, and re- 
guming the march on the 2d of December, they advanced, in rainy weather 
and over muddy roads, to within a short distance of Wyatt. The rebels 
having burned the bridge across the Tallabatchie, their movement was 
delayed some days to allow of its being rebuilt, which having been accom- 
plished, they again marched on the 6th, encamping at Hurricane Creek on 
the following day. 

The surrender of Holly Springs having caused the abandonment of the 
movement southward, the Thirty-second was the first to enter the town af- 
ter its capture. Marching northward, by way of Jackson, Tenn., where 
they remained a short time, they arrived, in the latter part of January, 
1863, at Memphis, Tenn., where they have since been stationed. 

No report has been received from this regiment.

The several companies, composing this regiment, contributed princi. 
pally by the counties of Grant, Kenosha, Rock, and LaFayette, were or- 
dered to rendezvous, on the 29th of September, 1862, at Camp Utley, 
Racine, where the regimental organization was perfeeted, under the direc- 
iion of Col. Jonathan B. Moore. "They were mustered into the service 
of the United States on the 18th of October, and remained in camp, 

* acquiring familiarity with their duties as soldiers, until the 12th of No- 
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‘vember, when the regiment left the State for active service, under orders 
to report at Cairo, Il. They were placed on transports at this place, and, 
moving down the Mississippi, touched at Columbus, Ky., where they re- 
-oeived orders to report at Memphis, Tenn. Continuing their course down 
stream, they disembarked at the latter place on the sixteenth. 

Here they were assigned to position in Gen. Lauman's Division, in the 
right wing of the * Army of the Tennesee.” Col. Moore was placed in 
command of the Third Brigade, comprising the Thirty-third, with two 
other regiments, and a battery of artillery ; the regiment being command. 
ed by Lieut. Col. Lovell. Taking part in the expedition, intended for the 
reduction of Jackson and Vicksburg, they left Memphis on the 26th of No. 
vember, carrying ten days’ rations, and one hundred rounds of ammunition, 
Thoy arrived on the 3d of December, at Wyatt, Miss., a small town on 
the Tallahatchie, after a fatiguing march of seven days, during which 
they had been almost constantly employed, in building bridges, and re- 
moving obstructions which the enemy, as he slowly retreated before our 
forces, had placed in the roads to impede our advance. The rebels re 
tired beyond the Tallahatchie, which, at this point is not fordable, and, 
having burned the bridges, occupied a strong position, which they pro 
«eeded to strengthen with earthworks. The advance of the main army, 
under Gen. Grant, from Holly Springs, rendered their position untena- 
ble. After a brief artillery duel, they broke and fled in all directions, 
leaving our forces to build a bridge and cross without farther molestation. 
This was soon effected, and on the 7th of December, they marched about 
tan miles, and went into camp at Hurricane Creek, where they remained 
five days. 

While at this place, Gen. Sherman, with his forces, was ordered to re- 
tarn to Memphis, and proceed thence to Vicksburg by water. Gen. Lau: 
man was placed in command of the “Fighting Fourth” division. In 
eompliance with his special request, Gen. Grant transterred the Thirty. 
Third, to Gen. Lauman's command, and they were assigned to the First 
brigade of that justly celebrated division. Col. Moore having restimed 
command of the regiment, they marched on the Sth to join their new di- 
vision. Proceeding by way of Oxford. they arrived on the 10th, at Yo- 
eona Creek, Miss., where the division was encamped. Participating in 


‘the retrograde movement, which the destruction of our supplies at Holly 


Springs rendered necessary, they left Yocona on the 22d, and fell back to 
the Tallahatchie, where they encamped on the 24th. Here they remained 
until the 5th of January, 1863, when they marched a distance of eigh- 
teen miles, to Holly Springs. On the 10th of January, they broke camp 
at this place, and moving northward, went into winter quarters at Mos- 
cow, Tenn., a small town on the Memphis and Charleston railroad, thirty- 
eight miles east of Memphis. Here, from the effects of measles, and 
other diseases, aggravated by their exposed condition in the so-called 
Ahelter tents, they lost twenty-five men. 

About the middle of January, their division was transferred to the Six- 
teenth Army Corps, commanded by Maj. Gen. Hurlburt. They remained 
stationed at Moscow, engaged in guarding the railroad and constructing 
defenses, until the 9th of March, when they were ordered to Memphis. 
They encamped at this place on the 11th, having marched two days in al- 
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most incessant rain. Here the health and spirits of the regiment were 
regained, and they were soon in fine condition for active service, On the 
18th of April, the regiment, with the Twelfth Wisconsin, and other forces 
of infantry, cavalry and artillery—the whole under command of Colonel 
Bryant, of the 12th—marched to attack a rebel force under Gen. Chal- 
mers, then encamped on the Coldwater river, forty miles south of Mem- 
phis. They reached Hernando, Miss., at four in the afternoon, after a 
rapid march of twenty-five miles, during the most of which distance, con- 
stant skirmishing with the enemy was kept up. At Hernando, a sharp 
fight ensued between the rebels and our advance guard, resulting in a loss 
to the enemy of fifteen killed and seventy-five prisoners. Our forces bi- 
vouacked without shelter, in the Court House yard, during a severe storm 
of rain. 

Next morning —A pril 19th—they were ordered to pursue the enem 
who had fallen back to the Coldwater river, ten miles distant. The Thir- 
ty-Third took the advance, companeis A, F and D, being thrown forward 
as advance guard, and deployed alternately as skirmishers. When within 
iwo miles of the river, they were ordered to push forward on the 'double 
quiek' to the support of their eavalry, whieh had heen sent forward to 
engage the enemy and severely handled. This movement was brill- 
iantly executed. Appearing unexpectedly, at a critical moment, they 
poured in a well directed and destructive fire, which threw the rebels into 
confusion, and drove them across the river, out of reach of our guns,— 
The regiment sustained a loss of two killed and two wounded. The co. 
operating force whioh was expected at this point, having failed to appear, 
the return was ordered late in the afternoon, the Thirty-Third acting as 
rear guard, and covering the movement. Proceeding about ten miles to 
the rear, they encamped for the night near Hernando. Resuming the 
march on the 20th, they moved towards Memphis, near which place they 
were met, the following day, by reinforcements, conveying orders to re- 
turn to the Coldwater. Countermarching by way of Hernando, they én- 
camped on the night of the 22d within three miles of the Former battle 

round. On the following day, they again commenced the march to 
emphis, at which place they arrived on the 24th, after an absence of six 
ays. 

Their brigade embarked ou the l7th of May, to join the army near 
Vicksburg. On the same day, the steamer which preceded theirs was 
fired into by a three gun battery stationed in the woods about ten miles 
from Greenville, Miss. The Thirty-third, with two other regiments, im- 
mediately landed and pressed the rebels about five miles; but, failing to 
overtake them, our forces moved to Greenville, and again embarked, ar- 
riving on thé 19th at Young’s Point, La., near Vicksburg. Moving on 
the same day to Snyder’s Bluff, on the Yazoo river, they took possession 
on the 20th, of the fortifications at that point, together with all the guns, 
ammunition, and stores, which the rebels had abandoned on their approaeh, 
They retained possession of this place until the 25th of May, when they 
moved forward and took position on the left of our entrenchments before 
VICKSBURG, and close to the enemy's works. /Thenceforward until the 
surrender of the place on the Fourth of July, they took an active part in 
thé great siege, their camp being so near the enemy's, works that they 
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were at all times exposed to the enemy's fire, one of their number having 
been killed, while asleep in his tent, by a bullet from a rebel sharpshooter. 

On the night of the 4th of June they were ordered to advance the line 
. on the Hall's Ferry road, and capture the enemy's rifle-pits. This was 

gallantly accomplished by companies C and K of the regiment, command- 
ed by Capt. Gurley and Lieut, Shea, respectively, supported by an Iowa 
company; the whole under command of Lieut. Col. Lovell The charge 
was made with such impetuosity on the part of our companies, that the enemy 
broke and fled into his main works, without injury to our little force 
leaving one prisoner and two muskets in our hands. Again, on the night 
of the 30th of June, they were ordered to advance the line on the right 
of the brigade front, and take possession of the enemy’s rifle. pits, imme- 
diately under a strong fort. This was accomplished by company D, num- 
bering forty men, commanded by Capt. Warner; supported by company 
F, under Lieut. Stark, and two Illinois companies as flankers, In this 
action the enemy kept up a furious fire, but our force occupying much 
lower ground, it was thrown too high and did little damage. Shortly 
after, Capt. Warner, with his company, charged and took the top of the 
hill, with the pits, driving the rebels in confusion from the position. The 

ioneers failing to come forward and entrench, they were compelled at 
daylight, to fall back, and abandon the ground thus taken, as it was ex- 
posed to an enfilading fire at short range from three of the enemy's forts. 
The rebels immediately reoccupied the position. 

Col. Moore then asked and obtained permission to retake the ground on 
` the succeeding evening, (June 14,) at an early hour, in order to secure 
time for constructing proper entrenchments. Accordingly at dark, Capts. 
Warner and Carter, with a force of eighty men from the regiment, were 
sent forward on this service, an Illinois regiment covering the flanks and 
picketing the ground as they advanced. The knowledge of the position, 
obtained on the previous night, was of material advantage. Before their 
gallant charge, the enemy broke and fled, without injuring a man, yield- 
ing to our force the top of the hill with the rifle pits; a very important posi- 
tion, from which they successfully resisted the subsequent efforts of the 
enemy to dislodge them. On the night of the 21st, the regiment was or- 
dered to advance the line in the centre of the brigade front, and establish 
a rifle-pit within eighty-five yards of a large fort. In the performance of 
this duty companies G, H, E, B, K and G, drove in the enemy’s pickets, 
seized the position and handsomely repulsed the efforts of the rebels to 
to regain it, The ground taken was so close to the enemy’s works that 
his guns could not be depressed to bear upon it, and after four hours se- 
vere labor, our forces had dug rifle-pits and thoroughly established them- 
selves in position. 

This ground was lost next night, by another regiment, who suffered 
themselves to be surprised, and were forced by a vigorous charge of the 
' enemy to abandon the post, with a loss of seventeen killed and wounded. 
The rebels filled up our pits, and dug new ones, secured by a covered way, 
connecting with their fort. From this ‘position it was considered neces- 
sary to dislodge them. This was again effected, on the night of the 24th 
of June, by five companies of the Thirty-third ; companies C and H, un- 
der the immediate command of Major Virgin, supported by companies A, 
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D and F, each company under the charge of its captain: the whole en- 
terprise being under the command of Lieut. Col. Lovell The charge, 
led by company C, was made with such celerity, that the rebels were sur- 
prised, and fled precipitately into their fort, with a loss of four killed and 
soventeen wounded, and leaving seventeen of their muskets in our hands. 
The attacking party lost one man mortally wounded. After these affairs, 
the regiment was divided by the commanding general into two reliefs ; 
one of which constantly occupied these rifle pits, until the close of the 
siege. 

On the morning of the 5th of July, they moved out of the entrench- 
ments, taking part in the expedition against Jackson. They crossed 
Black River, next day, and commenced skirmishing with the enemy un- 
der Johnston, who retired slowly.and stubbornly, until driven to his 
works at JACKSON, on the eleventh. Their division, occupying the right 
of our army, was ordered to drive in the rebel left. The First Brigade, 
on the right of the division, commenced the advance about uoon. They 
drove the rebels in their front, two miles, capturing and destroying a train 
of cars loaded with ammunition and stores. They lay on their arms, in 
order of battle, until the next morning (July 12th,) when they again took 
the advance, under a heavy fire of artillery. When within about thirteen 
hundred yards of the enemy’s main works, their division commander, 
Gen. Lauman, was ordered to send a detachment on a dangerous recon- 
noissance, towards Pearl River, on our right. The Thirty-third was se- 
lected and despatched on this duty, their place in the brigade being sup- 
plied by another regiment. In communicating his orders to Col. Moore, the 
commanding general informed him of the danger and importance of the ex- 
pedition, the object of which was to ascertain the position and force of the 
enemy on our flank. 

Advancing about a mile, the enemy was encountered in large force on 
their front and right. This proved to be Breckenridge’s Division, consist- 
ing of twelve regiments. At the same time a terrific conflict was raging 
on their left, rendering the capture or destruction of the regiment certain, 
if the enemy discovered his advantage. In order to gain time, the lines 
were immediately extended, skirmishers thrown out, and such disposition 
made of the force as to make it appear much larger. At this juncture, 
their object having been accomplished, the regiment was ordered to rejoin 
the division, which had been driven back from its former position. By 
the steadiness aud coolness of the officers and men, the regiment was ex- 
tricated, and resumed position in their brigade, which had lost about four 
hundred men during the day. The enemy having evacuated Jackson on 
the 16th, they were occupied in the destruction of railroads and stores, 
until the 20th, when they commenced the march to Vicksburg, at which 
place they encamped on the 28d of July. On the 18th of August, they 
embarked at Vieksburg, and proceeding down the Mississippi, encamped 
the following day at Natchez, Miss., at which place they have since been 
stationed, in the performance of guard and police duty.

The Thirty-fourth regiment, composed of men drafted by the State 
authorities under General Order No. 94 from the War Department, was or- 
ganized at Camp Washburn, Milwaukee, under the direction of Col. Fritz 
‘Anneke. This regiment; the only organization from Wisconsin, whose term 
of service was less than “ three years or during the war," was mustered 
into United States service, for nine months, by companies, their muster 
being completed, on the 31st of December, 1862. The regiment left the 
State on the 31st of January, 1863, arriving at Columbus, Ky., on the 2d 
of February. They remained stationed at this place, until the latter part 
of August, »hen—their term of service having expired—they returned 
to Camp Washburn, Milwaukee, at which place the regiment was mustered 
out of service on the 8th of September.

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COMPANY “G,’ BERDAN'S SHARP SHOOTERS. 


f Captain—FRank E. MARBLE.

This company was recruited and organized at Camp Randall during tlie. 
early part of September, 1861, under the supervision of Capt. W. P. 
Alexander, of Beloit, who had received special authority for that pur- 
pose from the United States Government. They left Madison on the 19th 
of September, and proceeded to the regimental rendezvous at Weehawken, 
N. J., at which place they encamped on the 21st. Here the regiment 
was fully organized, the Wisconsin contribution being assigned to position 
as Company “G” On the 23d they crossed the river to New York city, 
where they were mustered into the United States service on the same day. 
Capt. Alexander being obliged to return to Wisconsin, on acconnt of fail- 
ing health, his place in the company was supplied by Edwaxd Drew, of 
Buffalo, N. Y., who was chosen eaptain by vote of the company. They 
left New York next day, (Sept. 24,) numbering eighty-iwo men, and pro- 
ceeded to Washington, D. C., where they were placed in “Camp of In- 
struction,” and submitted to rigid discipline. Here they were joined, 
on the 5th of November, by twenty-five recruits, swelling their number 
to an aggregate of one hundred and seven. 

Thoreughly drilled and disciplined, they left camp on the 21st of 
March, 1862, arriving on the 24th at Fortress Monroe, at which place the 
regiment was assigned to Gen. FitzJohn Porter's Division, and took its 
place in the “Army of the Potomac,” then concentrating near that 
place for the attack on Richmond. They were not attached to any 
brigade during the celebrated “ Peninsular Campaign," which followed. 
Having taken part in the reconnoissance to Great Bethel, Va., on the 
27th of March, when they were under fire for the first time, they ac- 
companied the movement of the army. from Hampton towards York- 
town; participating in the skirmish at Cockletown, on the 14th of 
April, and accomplishing a distance of twenty-four miles in the first 
day's advance. They arrived before YoRkTOWN, the following day, 
when the siege of that place was immediately commenced. During the 
next month, they were constantly in the rifle-pits, the regiment being 
separated and portions sent on special duty to various brigades and di- 
visions. In the night of the 1st of May, a detail from our company 
was sent to the front to select an advanced position for rifle-pits. While 
in the performance of this duty, they lost one man killed. Yorktown 
was occupide by our forces on the 4th of May, the enemy having evac 
uated the place during the previous night. 

Before proeeeding up the York river, the regiment was armed with, 
‘t Sharpe's Improved" rifles. They accompanied the movement of the 
army up the peninsula, encamping-at West Point on the 9th. They were 
frequently employed as skirmishers, but took part in no important ae- 
tion until the 27th of May, when after. a march of eighteen miles, through 
a drizzliug rain, they arrived at the scene of action near HANOVER 
Cover House, a little after noon. In this battle one of their number

was wounded, On the following day, the division marched to camp, at 
Gaines’ Hill, where the headquarters of the regiment remained during 
the month of June, our company being frequently sent out on reconnois- 
sances, and to various places along our line, where skirmishers were need- 
ed. On the 10th of June, companies G and C, under command of Capt. 
Drew, were sent on detached service to Gen. Slocum's Division, then sta- 
tioned at Mechanicsville. Shortly after, they moved with this division to 
Fair Oaks, a distance of fifteen miles. After an absence of two days 
they were ordered back to Mechanicsville, on the extreme right of the 
army, then held by the “Pennsylvania Reserves,” under Gen. McCall. 
Their principal duty, while stationed here, was to furnish daily details of 
men for picket duty, to be employed in scouting along the line of advanced 
sentinels, during the performance of which duty, several sharp skirmishes 
with the enemy occurred 

On the 26th of June, was fought the battle of MECIIANIOSVILLE, the 
first in the celebrated “ Seven Days’” conflicts. The sharpshooters, de- 
ployed as skirmishers on the extreme right of our army, close to the Chie- 
kahominy swamp, were closely engaged all day, and sustained but trifling 
loss. Before daybreak on the following day, the movement of this portion 
of our army, to connect with the centre. was commenced. The sharp- 
shooters remained in the rifle pits, guarding the road across the ‘swamp, 
to the latest moment, when, together with the “ Bucktails " of Pennsyl- 
vania, they were ordered to fall back. Shortly after, they lost two men, 
taken prisoners by the rebels in a charge on our rear. They participated 
in the battle of Garnes’ HILL, on the afternoon and evening of the same 
day, in which the right wing of the “ Army of the Potomac " so valiant- 
ly defeated the rebel attempt to cut off its communication with the main 
body. 

Company G was among the last to cross the Chickahominy, late at 
night, and on the 28th of June, was exposed to artillery fire, during the 
battle of the CHICKAHOMINY, while protecting the pioneers in obstruct- 
ing the road. Our whole force having been at this time extricated from 
the swamp, they commenced falling back towards the James river next 
day, the sharpshooters being placed in position that night, to guard a road 
on the left of the line of march, near White Oak swamp.’ In the after- 
noon of the 30th, they were ordered forward, and took part in the. battle 
of CHARLES Ciry Cross Roaps. They were here exposed to a flank fire, 
and suffered severely, but they held the position until, having been run 
over by a retreating regiment, and losing five killed, and seven wounded 
and prisoners, they were ordered to fall back to the cover of the woods 
near at hand, where they were again deployed and did good service, cap- 
turing a number of prisoners. 

Early on the morning of the lst of July, they arrived at Turkey 
Bend, near which place, in the afternoon, the great struggle of the “Sev- 
en’ Days" terminated in the battle of MALVERN HILL. Late at night our 
forees fell back, arriving at Harrison’s Landing on the following morning, 
at which place they went into camp, and remained until the 14th of Au- 
gust, when the return march was commenced, Proceeding by way of 
Yorktown and Hampton, they arrived at Newport News on the 18th, and 
embarking the following day, landed at Acquia Creek on the 20th, and

immediately moved forward to Fredericksburg, where they arrived the fol- 
lowing day. They left Fredericksburg on the 24th, and marching by way 
of Warrenton Junction and Catlett’s Station, participated in the battle at 
Manassas on the 29th,. Marching from this place on the following day, 
they took part, as skirmishers, in the battle of BuLL Run, during which 
nine of their number were wounded. During the night, they fell back to 
Centerville, arriving in the vicinity of Washington on the Ist of Septem- 
ber, when they went into camp near Fort Corcoran. 

They left Fort Corcoran with the Fifth Army Corps, on the 12th of 
September. The main body of the army having advanced some days be- 
fore, they proceeded by forced marches. Passing through Boonsborough 
on the 16th, they joined their comrades in arms, in time to be present af 
the battle of AwvrETAM. The Fifth Corps, to which they were attached, 
being held in reserve, the Sharp Shooters took no active part in the con- 
flict, "This Corps took the advance oa the 19th, and marched through 
` Sharpsburg to Blackburn’s Ford, on the Potomac, where the Sharp Shoot- 
ers participated in a skirmish with the enemy's rear guard. Early on the 
folfowing day—September 20th—a body of our troops commenced cross- 
ing the river. Their passage was hotly contested and the battle of BLACK- 
BURN'S Ford began. This company was posted in the canal—then dry— 
which at this place lies close to, and parallel with the river. Our forces 
having been compelled to recross the river, the Sharp Shooters were of 
great service in covering the movement, and were greatly praised for their 
gallantry on this occasion. 

They remained at Sharpsburg, Md., until the 30th of October, when 
the march was resumed towards Harper's Ferry. Crossing the Potomas 
at that place off the 31st, they moved towards Warrenton, arriving in the 
evening of the 2d of November, at Snicker's Gap, where the night was 
spent jn picket duty on the mountain. They remained a week in camp at 
Warrenton, during which time Gen. Burnside took command of the 
“ Army of the Potomac.” They left this place about the 12th of No- 
vember, when the march towards Fredericksburg’ was again resumed.— 
Arriving at Falmouth on the 23d, they went into camp about two miles 
from the town remaining until the 11th of December, when they were 
furnished with sixty rounds of ammunition and received marching orders, 
During the battle of FREDERICKSBURG on the 13th, they were held in 
reserve, occupying a position on the north side of the Rappahannock.— 
Crossing the river on the 14th, they were next day placed on picket duty 
in front, where constant firing was kept up. During the night, our 
army recrossed the Rappahaunock. Company G had the honor of 
being selected to remain in position until the last moment, and cover 
the retreat of the other forces which were stationed on picket duty at that 
part of our line. On arriving at the river on the morning of the 16th, 
the bridge had been partly taken up, and planks were laid down, to enable 
them to cross. 

Returning to their camp near Falmouth, they remained at that place, 
until the 31st of December, when they took part in the reconnoissance to 
Ellis’ Ford. Our company being in advance, they crossed the river at 
this place on the lst of January, 1863; participating in the skirmish 
which followed, with the enemy’s cavalry. and returning to camp without 
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loss, on the 2d. With the exception of their part in the gonerál move- 
ment of tho army, which commeneed on the 20th of January, ahd was 
abruptly terminated by bad weather and mud, they remained quietly in 
winter quarters at this place, until the army again commenced a forward 
movement on the 28th of April The Third Army Corps, to which at 
this time they were attached, marched down the river to the left of our 
army, below Fredericksburg, in the evening, and joined the Sixth Corps, 
which.was engaged in constructing bridges, preparatory to crossing the 
river. Their corps was suddenly ordered, on the 30th, to the right of the 
army. Making a detour to the rear, in order to avoid observatión from 
the opposite bank, they proceeded by forced march, arriving at the posi- 
tion designated, about four in the morning of the 1st of May. 
. After a short rest of two hours, they were again in motion to thé scene 
of action. They crossed the Rappahannock River at United States’ Ford, 
and taking position near qur front lines, our company was placed on 
picket. About sunset, the division in their front having been withdrawn, 
their division took its place, and the troops bivouacked on the figld. 
About ten, on the following morning, the third corps commenced its ac- 
tion in the battle of CHANCELLORVILLE, by moving forward for an attack 
upon the enemy’s loft; the sharpshooters, deployed as skirmishers, taking 
the advance. The enemy’s pickets were soon encountered and forced back. 
Pushing forward through dense thickets, about two miles, they came upon 
the enemy in forec, when company G, with other detachments of their 
regiment captured the 23d pile Regiment, numbering three hundred 
and sixty-five men. At night, their eorps found itself cut off from the 
main army by the rebol movement under Gen, Jackson; who had during 
the day outflanked them ón the right, and attained a position in their rear. 
Two successive niglit charges were ordered by Gen. Sickles, but they 
Were unsuccessful in breaking the rebel lines, and the men lay upon their 
arms in order of baitle. "u^ | 
At daybreak on the 3d of May, the battlé again commenced, the febéls, 
occupying an advantageous position, and fighting to prevent their junc- 
tion with the main body. A terrible struggle ensued, lasting unti] noon, 
Our company, posted in a belt of thick woods, was engaged as skirmishers 
during the whole time, with a loss of seven men wounded. Tú the Ston. 
ing they took position in the reserve, where they remained until thé fol- 
lowing morning, when—having again been sent to the front—they were 
placed in position as skirmishers, which they retained, covering the move- 
ments of our troops, until that.portion of the army had recrossed the Rap- 
pahannock, repulsing several attempts of the enemy to force them back. 
Having maintained one position for seventeen hours, without being re- 
ieved, even to obtain water, they crossed the river, on the 6th of May, 
and returned to their old camp.near Falmouth. On the 11th of June, 
the Third Division was consolidated with the First and Second, the sharp- 
shooters being assigned to the second brigade of the first division. . 
Participating in the, general movement of the army, they left Falmouth 
on the same day. They crossed the Potomac at Edward's Ferry, and 
proceeding by way of Point of Rocks, Frederick City and Emmetsburg, 
arrived at GETTYSBURG, Penn., on the evening of the 1st of July. At 
eight o'clock in the morning of the following day, Companies G and B, 
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of the Sharp Shooters, únder command of Capt. Marble, were posted to 
the right of our centre, on picket, Skirmishing soon commenced, and 
was kept up without intermission until after noon, when the action became 
general. The enemy from the woods, in front, advanced in solid column 
upon this part of our lines, The Sharp Shooters, aided by detachments 
of infantry, held him in check, until, their ammunition being exhausted, 
they were compelled to fall back with a loss, to Company G, of three 
killed, six wounded and one prisoner. On the 3d, the scattered regiment 
was reformed in the reserve, remaining in the rear, until after noon, when 
they were again ordered to the front, and assisted in repulsing the ene- 
my’s attempt to break our centre. The next day was spent in the picket 
lines, on our front. 

On the morning of the 5th, it was ascertained that the enemy had fall- 
en back during the night. The Sharp Shooters were immediately sent 
forward to effect a reconnoissance, and ascertain their movements. This 
was effected after a march of three miles, when they rejoined their regi- 
ment. Moving with the Third Corps, they left Gettysburg on the 7th, to 
intercept the retreat of the enemy. Marching about twenty miles a day, 
they passed through Emmetsburg, Frederick, and over the Antietam bat- 
tle ground, on their way to Williamsport, where the enemy succeeded in 
crossing the river, Taking the direction of Harper's Ferry, they crossed 
the Potomac at that place, on the 17th of July, and -marching along the 
base of the mountains, by Snigker's Gap and Upperville, proceeded to 
Manassas Gap; where, as skirmishers, they took part in the battle of 
WAPPING Hranms, on the 23d, with a loss of two men wounded. March- 
ing thence next day, they encamped three miles from Warrenton, on the 
26th, On the 31st, they again moved, and encamped in the vicinity of 
Sulphur Springs, where our troops, exhausted by a fatiguing campaign, 
rapidly recoveredihealth and vigor. The lines of our army having been 
advanced to the Rapidan, they left Sulphur Springs on the 15th, of Sep- 
tember, and went into camp near Culpepper C. H., on the 17th, since 
which'time they Have been stationed at that place,

Early in the summer of 1861, Col. Edward Daniels was authorized by 
the General Government to recruit a regiment of cavalry in this State. 
Rendezvous was established at Camp Fremont, Ripon, where in the be- 
ginning of October about six hundred men were encamped. It was sub- 
sequently found necessary to change the location of the rendezvous, and 
on the 23d of November, the regiment, yet incomplete, arrived at Keno- 
sha, where Camp Harvey was established. At this place the organira- 
tion of the regiment was perfected, the last company being mustered into 
United States service on the 8th of March, 1862. They left the State 
on the l7th of March, for St. Louis, where they arrived on the 19th, and 
were quartered in, Benton Barracks until the 28th of April, when five 
companies embarked for Cape Girardeau, Mo., followed next day by the 
remainder of the regiment. From Cape Girardeau, the different com- 
panies of the regiment were detached to various points in the interior of 
Missouri and Arkansas, where they passed the summer, tlie regiment be- 
ing finally reunited on the Ist of October at Cape Girardeau. Shortly 
afterwards they moved to Greenville, and subsequently to Patterson, Mo., 
where they remained during November and December. In the begin- 
ning of 1863, they were stationed successively at West Plains, Pilot Knob, 
St. Genevieve and Cape Girardeau. 

Leaving the latter place on the 31st of May, they arrived at Nashville, 
Tenn., on the 14th of June, where they were assigned position in the 
cavalry corps of the “Army of the Cumberland,” with which they have 
since been indentified. During the summer they were stationed at various 
places in Tennessee, and, taking part in the general movement of the 
army upon Chattanooga, were engaged with the cavalry on cur extreme 
right, during the battle of CHICKAMAUGA. They subsequently marched 
to Larkinsville, Ala., where they are now encamped. 

No report has been received from this regiment.

The Second Cavalry, recruited and organized under the superintendence 
- of Col. C, C. Washburn, was mustered into the United States service at 
Camp Washburn,’ Milwaukee, at various dates from the 3d of December, 
1861, to the 12th of March, 1862, when the regiment was fully organized. 
They left the State for field service, on the 24th of March, under orders 
to pa to St. Louis, where they arrived on the 26th and were quartered 
in Benton Barracks. Here the regiment was mounted and thoroughly equip- 
ped- On the 15th of May the first battalion left St. Louis for Jefferson City, 
followed, on the 19th, by the second and third battalions. Marching from 
Jefferson City on the 28th, they arrived on the 10th of June, at Spring- 
field. At this place the regiment was divided, the second and third bat» 
talions leaving Springfield on the 14th of June, under orders to join Gen, 
Curtis’ forces, Marching by way of Jacksonport, they joined the main 
body of Gen. Curtis’ army, on the 5th of July, at Augusta, Ark., and, in 
company with a portion of his command, arrived at Helena, Ark., on the, 
12th. These two battalions were stationed at Helena, until the latter 
part of January, 1863, when they moved up the Mississippi to Memphis, 
Tenn., in the vicinity of which place, they remained, until about the mid- 
dle of June. , 
From Memphis they moved down the river to take part in the opera- 
tions against VICKSBURG, occupying a position at Snyder's Bluff, Miss., 
during the latter part of the siege. On the 4th of July, they joined 
Gen. Sherman's command, taking part in his expedition to JACKSON, and 
on their return, encamped on the 29th within a short distance of the Big 
Black river. Shortly afterward they moved to Redbone Church, ten miles 
from Vicksburg, where the second and third battalions are now encamped. 
The first battalion, during the summer of 1862, was stationed alternate- 
ly at Springfield and Cassville, Mo., marching in October to Osage 
Springs, Ark., where they remained until the middle of December. Mar- 
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ching thence, they were stationed at Forsyth, Mo., until the latter part 
of March, 1863, when they removed to Lake Springs, Mo., and went into 
camp. In June, camp was rémoved to Rolla, Mo, where the first?battal- 
ion is yet stationed. 

No report has been received from this regiment.

' The Third Cavalry recruited and organized under the direction of Gol. 
William A. Barstow, was mustered into the United States’ servicé at 
Camp Barstow, Janesville, at various dates, from the 30th of November, 
1861 to the 31gt of January, 1862, and left the state on the 26th of 
March, under orders to report at St. Louis. While on the way, twelve 
men were killed and twenty-eight injured'by a railroad accident near Ohi- 
cago. The regiment left St. Louis on the 22d of May, and proceeding up 
the Missouri river, landed on the 27th at Fort Leavenworth, Ks., where 
they were furnished with horses. In the beginning of June, Col. Barstow 
was appointed Provost Marshal General of Kansas, and the regiment was 
distributed by companies in various parts of” the state, extending from the 
Nebraska line on the north, to Fort Scott on the south, The nature of 
the service upon which the regiment has been employed, renders it im- 
possible, in the absence of official data, to arrive at even a general idea of 
the various movements and duties of the companies composing it. A 
portion of the regiment was attached to Gen. Blunt’s command, and took 
part in the movements of the “ Army of the Frontiér," in the months of 
December, 1862 and January, 1863. . 

Regimental Headquarters are now at Fort Scott, Ks. 
No report has been received from this regiment.

The companies composing the l'ourth Regiment of Infantry, were or- 
dered to rendezvous about the 6th of June, 1861, at Camp Utley, Racine. 
The regimental organization was soon completed under the direction of 
Col. Halbert E. Paine, of Milwaukee, and on the 15th of July they left 
the State under orders to report at Baltimore, Md. After a delay of three 
days at Harrisburg, Penn., they arrived at Baltimore on the 23d. On the 
28th, the.regiment was divided, and sent out to guard the railroads, over 
which troops were passing into the city. They were reunited on the 5th 
of August, and went into camp at Relay House, Md., thirty miles north 
of Washington. Here they remained acquiring discipline and drill until 
the 4th of November, where they embarked to take part in an expedi- 
tion to the eastern shore of Virginia, under Gen. Lockwood. No en- 
emy was discovered, and the expédition resulted principally in allowing 
the troops a preliminary taste of the hardships of the field, on the march 
from Princess Ann, in Somerset County, to Eastville. Northampton 
County, and: back again. 

A return was soon ordered, and the regiment was placed in barracks, 
in the city of Baltimore, where they remained until the 19th of Febru- 
ary, 1862. They:were then ordered on board transports, for Newport 
News, Va., where they again embarked on the 6th of March, to join the 
“Army of the Gulf," arriving on the 12th at Ship Island, La., and dis- 
embarking on the following day. The hardships of the voyage in a 
erowded transport, had engendered .disease, and many of the regiment 
found a soldier's grave in the sandy bosom of this ocean solitude. 

The-little army on the 15th, again sailed gway towards the ‘South West 
Pass,’ in search of a foothold; and from the 17th to the 27th, while our 
fleets, under Porter and Farragut, were -bombarding the forts. in front, 

- they were cruising about from the. Pass to the rear ofthe enemy. Com. 
Farragut having succeeded im passing the forts, they surrendered on the 
:29th,^when the transports crossed the bar, and stood up the river, to win 
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from the hands of traitors the great metropolis of the South West, 
A detachment of the Fourth Wisconsin, under command of Major Board- 
man, had been landed in the rear of Fort St. Philip, to prevent the es- 
eape ofits garrison before the surrender. After a toilsome march of 
about thirteen miles, the troops being compelled to wade most of the dis- 
tance—the desired position was attained, and the movement was a com- 
plete success. On the 1st of May, the city was entered and reclaimed, 
the Fourth Wisconsin being the second to land. 

On the 8th of May, they embarked with their brigade, on captured 
transports, for an expedition up the river, which was extended to Vicks- 
burg. They arrived in sight of that rebel stronghold, on the 18th, and 
next day an action took place on shore, between a small portion of the 
regiment, and some rebel cavalry, in which two men were wounded, the 
first of its members shot by the enemy. Provisions becoming scarce, 
the expedition returned to, and occupied Baton Rouge, entering the city 
on the 29th. On the way down the river, the steamer was fired into by 
a rebel battery, at Grand Gulf, but although struck several times, no one 
was injured. 

The expedition again embarked for VICKSBURG, on the 16th of June, 
destroying, on their way, the town of Grand Gulf, from which the rebels, 
persisted in firing into our boats. Immediately on landing, ‘an active 
siege was begun, and prosecuted with vigor for about thirty days. But 
they had to contend with the diseases of a scuthern climate in midsum- 
mer, and their strength rapidly wasted away. The subjugation of the 
city was abandoned, and the expedition embarked. for its return on the 
24th of July, and reached Batoh Rouge on the 26th, having commenced 
the gigantic “Cut-off,” the completion of which was reserved for other 
armies. . 

The attempt of the rebels, under Breckinridge, on the 5th of August, 
to regain BATON ROUGE, was defeated after a sanguinary engagement. 
- The Fourth—being held in reserve—sustained no loss. Gen. Williams 
being killed in this action, Col. Paine, as senior Colonel of the brigade, . 
was ordered to the command of the post, and on the 21st, when his forces 
. were sadly exhausted by wounds and sickness, he successfully evacuated 

ihe place in the face of an enemy in greatly superior numbers. From 
this time forward, Col. Paine was lost to the Fourth as regimental com- 
mander, being retained in command of a brigade, with one exception of a 
few days, until he received his commission as Brigadier General, in the 
month of May following. The expedition, under his command, finally 
reached Carrollton, about eight miles from New Orleans, on the 22d of 
August, and remained in garrison, near the parapets, until December, 
meanwhile making two successful movements against a battalion of Texas 
eavalry, on the west side of the river. 

.. In December, a large portion of the army of Gen. Banks was sent up 
the river to again take position of Baton Rouge. Of these troops the 
Fourth Wisconsin formed a part, being assigned to a brigade under Col. 
Paine, in Gen. Emory's Division, Lieut. Col. Bean being absent on offi- 
cial business, the regiment was commanded by Major Boardman. They 
left the parapets on the 19th with nine companies, leaving Company G to 
man the heavy guns on the works at that place. It may here be stated 
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that this company remained at Carrollton, until the 22d of July, when it 
again rejoined its comrades. They disembarked at Baton Rouge on the 
21st of December, and the New Year found them encamped in the suburbs 
of the city, "The mortality among the members of the regiment, during 
the year past, had been heavy, but they still numbered, all told, between 
geven and eight hundred men. 


The brigade moved down the stream about thirty miles on the 6th of” 


February, and occupied Bayou Plaquemine, on the west side of the river. 
The enemy evaeuated the place, at their approach, and retreated to Rose- 
dale, on Bayou Grostete. An important and successful reconnoissance- 
of the enemy's position was accomplished, on the 15th, by Major Board- 
man, in which the strength and location of the rebel force were ascer- 
tained. While at Bayou Plaquemine, Lieut. Col. Bean returned and took 
command of the regiment. The brigade moved to Algiers, opposite New 
Orleans, on the 24th of February, and on the 6th of March: returned to 
the main body at Baton Rouge. They again embarked on the 3d of 
April, reaching Algiers next day, and Berwick's Bay, by railroad, on the 
Tth. The regiment crossed the bay on the 9th, and on the 11th, the army 
commenced its march to Bayou Teche; skirmishing constantly with the 
enemy. ‘The next day they came uptothe enemy strongly entrenched ona 


narrow strip of land between Bayou TxcuHE and a large swamp. Our 


army was disposed in threelines, Gen. Paine's.Brigade being in front. At 
night, the Fourth was thrown out in advance on picket, repulsing hand- 
somely a charge of cavalry on companies E aud B. The next day the 
battle was resumed in earnest. Under one of the most terrible storms of 
grape and shell that ever gwept a battle field, the division gradually ad- 
vanced to within two hundred yards of the enemy's works, when night 
put an end to the conflict, and the enemy, finding himself unable to re- 
gist the advance of our brave troops, evaeuated his fortifications, under 
cover of the darkness. in this action the regiment lost six killed and 
seven wounded. "They went into the fight with about three hundred and 
fifty men. No delay was made in following the enemy, and on the 20th, 
the army was at Opelousas, when the Fourth Wisconsin received orders 
to forage for horses and equipments, and mount themselves, This was 
accomplished in three days, and on the 22d they went—as mounted infan- 
try—in pursuit of a battalion of Texas cavalry. 

On the 4th of May, the army left Opelousas. The regiment had been 
tranferred from its old brigade to that of Gen. Dwight, which took the 
advance. They reached Alexandria, on the Red River, on the 7th, this 


regiment being the first to enter that town, which the enemy had lefta | 


few hours before. While the army remained at this place, the Fourth was 
constantly engaged in scouting expeditions through the surrounding coun- 
try, capturing the entire rear guard of “Dick”! Taylor's force on the 
10th. By the 17th the army was moving towards ths Mississippi. This 
regiment acted as rear guard, and was the last to leave Alexandria. Tay- 
lor's eavalry pressed the rear, and skirmishing with his forces was of dai- 
ly occurrence. 

As early as the 14th, Gen Banks was coiling his advance around Port 
Hudson, the grand object of his attack. On the 26th, our regiment 


arrived in the vicinity of the works, put aside their horses, and joiñed- 
Li 
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their old brigade, under Gen. Paine. They joined with eigbt companies, 
numbering three hundred and twenty effective men, company C having 
been detailed as body guard to Gen. Banks. On the following day, (27th) 
the first assault was made upon the enemy, who.was in position qutside 
his works at Porr Hupson. In the commencement of the action the 
regiment was assigned position in the third line of battle, but soon, after 
marching over dead and wounded men, they found themselves in front, 
face to face with the enemy, who disputed every inch of' ground over which 
he was slowly retreating. À storm of canister and shell was hurled up- 
on them from siege guns to the right. In twenty minutes they had driv- 
en the enemy inside his works and gained a commanding position within 
one hundred yards of the fortifications, which they held for six days be- 
fore being relieved. In that fearful chargo the regiment lost five officers 
and fifty-five men killed and wounded. 

Their exposed position occasioned constant skirmishing, and on the Ist 
of June they were relieved from position in front, and, next day,.being 
again mounted, were attached to Col. Grierson’s command, taking part in 
his action with 3,000 rebel cavalry at CLINTON. Here our little band of 
heroes lost one killed, and eleven wounded. Among the latter were Capt. 
Blake and Lieut. Maxon, both of whom subsequently died. Returning 
to the siege on the 3d, they again led a charge against the works on the 
11th, from which; out of two hundred and twenty men, but eighty return- 
ed, having lost twelve killed, seventy-five wounded, and fifty-three miss- 
ing. This terrible carnage was occasioned by lack of proper support. 
Most of the missing, with Licut. Jewett, were taken prisoners, inside the 


fort. 


On the 25th of July, the regiment returned to Baton Rouge, where 
they have been stationed most of the time since. Here they have been 
joined by companies C and G, and by the various members of the regi- 
ment who had been scattered about in hospitals, and detailed for various 
duties, swelling the aggregate number to five -hundred and soventy-four 
men all-told. : 

In pursuance of Special Order No. 375, from the War Department, 
approved by the Governor of Wisconsin in General Order No. 16, under 
date of Sept. 1st, 1863, from this office, the regiment has been complete- 
ly equipped as cavalry, and is now designated as the Fourth Wisconsin 
Cavalry. Vs 

Since their arrival at Baton Rouge, they have been constantly employed 
in various expeditions, principally against bands of guerillas,. who had 
hitherto infested that country, constantly annoying our outposts. In 
the latter part of September, the regiment inforce, under Col Boardman, 
effected a thorough reconnoissance of the country surrounding Baton 
Rouge, crossing the Amite river at a point not previously reached by our 
forces. Information was thus obtained, in consequence of -which Lieut. 
Earl, with a small force, captured seventeen of the euemy, including one 
colonel and two captains, with their horses and equipments. At present 
they are engaged in ferreting out other predatory bands; the head quar- 
ters of the regiment being established at Baton Rouge, La. : 
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“MILWAUKEE CAVALRY." 


This company, recruited under the superintendence of Capt. Gustav 
von Deutsch, of Milwaukee, during the months of July and August, 1861, 
left the State in September for St. Louis, where the company, as an “in- 
dependent acceptance,’ was mustered into United States service on the 
23d of September, 1861. After serving a short time as body guard to 
Gen. Fremont, the company was ineorporated with the Fifth Missouri 
Cavalry, with which it has since been identified. 

No report has been received from this company. 


FIRST BATTERY.

The “ La Crosse Artillery,” recruited and organized under the superin- 
intendence of Capt. Jacob T. Foster, of La Crosse, was ordered to ren- 
dezvous at Camp Utley, Racine, early in October, 4861. The battery 
was mustered into United States service on the 10th of, October, and re- 
mained at Camp Utley, without arms or equipments, except uniforms, un- 
til the 23d of January, 1862, when they left the State for field service, 
under orders to 1eport at Louisville, Ky. On their arrival they were 
placed in ‘Camp of Instruction,’ four miles from the city, where they 
were thoroughly equipped, and remained, acquiring drill and discipline, 
until the 3d of April, when they left Louisville, proceeding by rail to 
Lexington, Ky., on the Kentucky Central railroad. At this place the 
battery was attached to the Seventh Division, commanded by Gen. Mor- 
gan; and under his orders, left Lexington on the 10th of April, taking 
part in the movement of his force towards Cumberland Gap. Proceeding 
by way of Cumberland Ford and Rogers’ Gap, over a rough and difficult 
country,-which had been pronounced impracticable for light artillery; in 
many places hauling the heavy guns by hand over steep and dangerous 
passes in the mountains; they occupied Cumberland Gap on the 18th of 
June, without opposition, the enemy having evacuated the fortifiations on 
their approach. While on the mareh Capt. Foster was made Division 
Chief of Artillery. 

The battery participated in the battle of TAZEWELL, oy the 6th of 
August; shortly after which, on the 16th, the enemy, 45,000 strong, for- 
,mally invested the place. Having sustained a month's siege, the men 
during most of the time subsisting on half and quarter rations, Cumber- 
land Gap was evacuated by the whole force on the 17th of September, 
when the retreat towards the Ohio commenced. After a laborious march 
of nearly two hundred miles, during which the troops suffered great hard- 
ships, they arrived on the 3d of October at Greenupsburg, Ky., at which 
place they forded the Ohio river, and proceeding by way of Portland and 
Gallipolis, arrived, on the 21st of November, at Cincinnati, O. Embark- 
barking at this place on the 26th, they moved down the river to Memphis, 
Tenn., where they joined Gen. Sherman's forces. Participating in the 
movement against Vicksburg, they embarked on the 21st, and proceeding 
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down the Mississippi, arrived at the mouth of Yazoo river on the 27th. 
Sailing up the Yazoo about ten miles, they disembarked in the evening, 
and marching a few miles across the country, took position in line, about 
three miles from the enemy’s fortifications, on the north-east of VICKS- 
BURG. They participated in several actions during this shbrt siege, being 
stationed, during most of the time, near Chickasaw Bayou, from which 
place they embarked on the night of the Ist of January, 1863, proceed- 
ing up the Mississippi to the Arkansas river. Landing on the 10th, two 
miles below ARKANSAS Post, forty miles from the mouth of the Arkan- 
sas, preparations were immediately made to attack the enemy's works. On 
the following day, the right section, under Lieut. Webster, took position 
about a thousand yards below the fort; the remaining sections, under 
Capt. Foster, being placed on the other side of the river. During the 
cannonade which followed, lasting two hours, the right section reduced 
and destroyed the enemy's casemates in their front, silencing three heavy 
guns, and dismounting several smaller ones. They also blew up one of 
the'enemy's caissons, and disabled his large barbette gun. The left sec- 
tion, meanwhile, enfiladed the rebel rifle-pits, doing fearful execution. In 
the afternoon an assault was ordered, and the garrison surrendered uncon- 
ditionally. 005 

Leaving the “ Post” on the 14th, they returned to the mouth of the 
Yazoo, and disembarked on the 28d at Young's Point, La., where they 
went into camp. While stationed at this place, their good conduct called 
forth an order from the commanding general, of which the following is a

On the 8th of March the battery embarked and proceeding twenty miles 
up the river, encamped at Milliken's Bend, where they remained until the 
the 5th of April, at which date they marched, taking part in the general 
movement of Grants forces for the investment of Vicksburg. Havin 
remained a week at Richmond, La., twelve miles from Milliken's Bend, 
march was resumed on the 13th, and proceeding by way of Holmes' and 
Smith's Plantations ; crossing Roundabout Bayou. on the 19th, they en- 
camped on the 22d at Perkins Plantation, on the Mississippi, below 
Vieksburg. Embarking on the 29th, the transports ran down the river 
to within five miles of Grand Gulf and remained during the day, await- 
ing the result of an attack by our gunboats. Finding the boats were un- 
able to silence the batteries, the troops were landed in the evening and 
marched to a point on the river below Grand Gulf, where the transports 
arrived during the night. Reembarking on the following morning, they 
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crossed the Mississippi, landing at Bruinsburg, Miss., near the mouth of 
Bayou Pierre. From this place they accompanied the advance towards 
Port Gibson. Having marched all night, the battery was ordered into 
position on the Ist of May, on Thompson's Hill, under a heavy fire of 
musketry. This position was retained during the day, with slight 
changes to the right and left to suit the range. In the afternoon, they 
dismounted four of the enemy's guns, which were posted to prevent Gen, 
Osterhaus' advance on our left, and cut to pieces the celebrated “Virgin- 
ia Battery.” At sunset the victory of ANDERSON’s HILL was complete and 
our reserves in full pursuit of the retreating enemy. The “La Crosse 
Artillery" bivouacked on the field, the troops being worn out by fatigue, 
and on the following day, marehed to Port Gibson. On the 3d, they 
erossed Bayou Pierre, on the bridge which the rebels in their flight had 
succeeded in only partially destroying, and proceeding by Willow Springs 
and Rocky Springs, encamped on the 7th at Big Sandy. 

March was resumed on the 10th. Arriving at Raymond on the 14th, 
their direction was changed towards Jackson, but finding the enemy had re- 
treated from that place, they returned through Raymond on the following 
day, overtaking the enemy at CHAMPION HrLLS. Early on the 16th they 
were in position, but, owing to the nature of the ground, took no active part 
in the engagement. In the afternoon they joined in the pursuit as far as 
Edwards’ Station, on the Vicksburg and Jackson railroad, where they 
bivouacked at eleven in the evening. At daybreak next morning, they 
advanced to Black River Bridge, the approaches to which, the enemy had 
strongly fortified. The fortifications were carried at the point of the 
bayonet, and the battery encamped within five miles of VICKSBURG, up- 
on which place they opened fire on the 19th, and gradually advanced by 
regular approaches. They performed their whole duty during that cele 
brated siege, and on the 30th of June we find the right section in position, 
close to the Vicksburg and Jackson railroad, one hundred and fifty yards 
from the enemy's works; the left and centre sections, a mile south and a 
little farther from the enemy's lines. Immediately after the surrender, 
on the 5th of July, they marched, in Gen. Osterhaus' division, with the 
expedition against JACKSON, opening fire on the 10th, upon the fortifica- 
tions at that place. On the 12th, the right and center sections were or- 
dered to report to Gen. Hovey, as his guns were too light to reach the 
town. These two sections accordingly moved to the right, and were placed 
in position ; the right section on the Jackson and New Orleans rail road, 
the centre a quarter of a mile farther east. The left section remained 
with Gen. Osterhaus. In these positions, the battery remained, until the 
place was evacuated on the 16th, when they were reunited, and rejoining 
their division commenced the return to Vicksburg. Arriving on the 24th, 
they went into camp two miles south of the city, 

On the 16th of August, a part of the battery embarked at Vicksburg, 
under orders to proceed to Carrollton, La. The remainder followed on the 
26th, and the whole battery remained in camp at Carrollton until the 3d 
of September, when they crossed the Mississippi to Algiers, whence they 
proceeded by rail to Brashear City, arriving on the following day. They 
remained in camp at this place until the 24th, when they were ordered to 
cross Berwick Bay to Berwick City, at which place they are now stationed.

The “ Washington; Artillery Company,” recruited and organized under 
the direction of Capt. Ernst Herzberg, went into rendezvous at Camp 
Utley, Racine, in the latter part of September, 1861, and was mustered 
into United States service, on the 10th of October. They left the State, 
for active service, on the 21st of January, 1862, arriving at Baltimore on 
the 24th. Moving forward to Washington on the following day. they 
embarked on the 26th, and sailing down the Potomac, landed, on the 27th, 
at, Fortress Monroe, Va., where the battery was stationed, as a portion of 
the garrison, until September following. From Fortress Monroe, 
they moved to “Camp Hamilton,” Va., near Hampton, at which place, 
they remained in the performance of garrison duty, until the 10ty of 
January, 1863, , when they marched, arriving at Suffolk, Va., on the 12th. 
While stationed at this place, five pieces of the battery were engaged, on 
the 30th of January, in the battle near Borg Mary BRIDGE, ten miles 
from Suffolk. During the months of March and April, the battery was 
divided, three pieces being stationed between Forts Dix and Union, and 
two picces on the Nansemond river, the headquarters of the battery re- 
maining at Suffolk. : 

On the 6th of May, they were ordered to Portsmouth, at which place 
they embarked, on the 7th, and proceeding up the York river, landed, on 
the 8th, at West Point, Moving thence with Gen. Gordon's Division, of 
the Seventh Corps, they eneamped, on the 30th, at Williamsburg, where 
they were stationed until the 20th of July. At this date, they marched 
to Yorktown, encamping on the south side of the fortifications. This 
position was retained until the &th, when they moved inside the fort, 
where the battery is now stationed.

The “ Badger Battery,” recruited and organized under the superinten- 
dence of Capt. Lu. H. Drury, arrived at rendezvous, Camp Utley, Racine, 
in the latter part of September, 1861, and was mustered into United 
States service on the 10th of October. They left the State on the 23d of 
January, 1862, under orders to report at Louisvile. On their arrival, 
they were placed in “Camp of Instruction," near the city, and shortly 
afterwards, armed with rifled thirty-two pounders. On the 10th of March, 
they embarked at Louisville, and proceeding up the Cumberland river, 
landed, on the 14th, at Nashville, Tenn., at which place they went into 
camp, reminaing until the 29th, when they marched to reinforce Gen. 
Graut, then at Savannah, on the Tennessee river- They encamped, on 
the 3d of April, at Savannah, whence they were transferred, on the 19th, 
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to Pittsburg Landing. Thenceforward it is difficult to trace their move- 
ments, During the summer they marched from place to place in Missis- 
sippi, Alabama, Tennessee, and Kentucky, and on the 2d of October left 
Louisville, with Buell's army, to meet the rebels under Bragg. On the 
8th of October, they took part in the battle of Capo HILLS, and ac- 
companied our army in the subsequent advance southward. Stationed 
for some time at Mount Vernon, Ky., they went into camp, at Nashvilic, 
in the latter part of November, remaining, until called upon on the 26th 
of December to take part in the forward movement towards Murfreesbo- 
ro, near which place, after the battle of SroNE River, they went into 
camp early in January, 1863. Leaving Murfreesboro on the 5th of July, 
they marched to McMinnville, Tenn., from which place they marched, 
accompanying the general movement of the “Army of the Cumberland " 
towards Chattanooga, Ga., near which plaee they are now stationed. 
No report has been received from this battery. 


FOURTH BATTERY.

The Fourth Battery, having previously been recruited to the required 
number, was organized on the 14th of September, 1861, at Beloit, under 
the direction of Capt. John F. Vallee. Thence they moved, on the 19th, 
to the general rendezvous, at Camp Utley, Racine, where they were mus- 
tered into the United States service on the Ist of October. They remained 
in this camp, without horses or equipments, until the 21st of January, 
1862, when they left the State for active service, under orders to report 
at Baltimore, Md., from which place they immediately proceeded to Wash- 
ington. Leaving Washington on the Z6th, they moved down the Potomae, 
and arrived, on the 28th, at Fortress Monroe, Va., where they were incor- 
porated with the garrison of that important post. They remained here 
during the summer, having been put in charge of the “barbette ” guns 
of the fort, and also firing the gun “Union” during the celebrated en- 
gagement of the Monitor and Merrimac. 

On the 13th of September, having been mounted and equipped, they 
were ordered to Camp Hamilton, near Hampton. Va., where they remained, 
doing garrison and guard duty, until the 11th of January, 1863, at which 
date they left Hampton under orders to proceed to Suffolk.: During the 
month of April, while Suffolk was besieged by the rebels under Long- 
street, they were constantly on duty in the most unprotected part of our 
lines. The siege having been raised, they marched, during the night of 
the 5th of May, to Portsmouth, where they embarked, and proceeding up 
the York river, landed on the 7th, at West Point, where they were em- 
ployed in constructing fortifications, and in guard duty. It having been 
decided to abandon this place, they embarked on the 30th of May, and 
landed at Yorktown on the following day. : 

On the 9th of June, they marched with the advance column of troops, 
who were ordered to adyance up the peninsula, under command of Gen. 
Keyes. This expedition effected a junction with the main body under 
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General Dix, on the 29th of June, at the White House, near Richmond. 
They left this place on the 7th of July, and marching by way of Wil- 
liamsburg, went into camp at Yorktown on the 10th. They remained in 
garrison at this place until the 25th of August, when, their unhealthy 
location having occasioned considerable sickness, they were, for sanitary 
reasons, ordered to Gloucester Point, where they still remain in camp. 


FIFTH BATTERY.

The Fifth Battery, recruited and organized under the superintendence 
of Capt. Oscar F. Pinney, of Monroe, was mustered into United States 
service at Camp Utley, Racine, on the 1st of October, 1861. and left the 
State for field service on the 15th of March, 1862, under orders to report 
at St. Louis, Mo.; where they arrived on the following day. Embarking 
at that place on the 19th, they proceeded down the Mississippi to New 
Madrid, where they were employed in building and guarding forts until 
the surrender of Island No. 10. Onthe 19th of April, they again em- 
barked, and sailing up the Tennessee river, arrived on the 21st at Pitts- 
burg Landing, Tenn., and on the 7th of May, took position about seven 
miles south of Hamburg, in the army destined for the reduction of Cor- 
inth. From this time until the evacuation of Corinth, they were con- 
atantly engaged in the various duties of the siege, taking part, on the 9th 
of May, in the battle of FARMINGTON. Two sections of the battery, 
commanded by Lieut's Hill and Gardner, took position in the extreme 
front, defending a bridge, across which the enemy must advance, in order 
to attack. The battery retained this position for three days, until with- 
drawn by order of Gen. Pope, to whose division they were attached. Af- 
ter the surrender of Corinth, they marched on the 23d of June to Jacin- 
to, Miss., where they remained a short time, and moving by way of Rien- 
zi, encamped on the 29th at Ripley, Miss. They remained at this place, 
in the performance of guard duty, until the 14th of August, when they 
were ordered to Iuka. 

Having been transferred to the “ Army of the Tennessee," they left 
Iuka on the sist of August, and crossing the Tennessee at Eastport, ar- 
rived, on the 3d of September, at Nashville, Tenn., after a toilsome march 
of nearly two hundred miles. From Nashville they accompanied the for- 
ces of Gen. Buell, in their general movement northward, and left Louis- 
ville, Ky., on the 1st of October, to meet and turn back the rebel inva- 
sion under Bragg. Marching by way of Bardstown, they took part in a 
skirmish with the enemy on the 7th, and on the following day participated 
in the battle of CHAPLIN HrLLs. During the forenoon they. were held as 
reserve and at five in the afternoon were ordered to the support of Gen. 
MeCook's Corps. In the performance of this duty, they lost one killed 
and one wounded, and were highly complimented by the commanding 
General for gallantry and efficient service. They participated in the pur- 
suit of the retreating enemy, until it was abandoned on the 15th at Crab 
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Orchard, Ky., at which place they reated four days, and on the 20th com- 
menced their march by way of Lancaster to Nashville, Tenn., where they 
again encamped on the 7th of December, after an absence of nearly two 
months during which they had marched upwards of five hundred miles. 

Leaving Nashville on the 26th of December, they took part in the cel- 
ebrated battle of SroNE River, after which, early in January, 1862. they 
went into camp at Murfreesboro, remaining until called upon to take part 
in the gen ` l advance on Tullahoma and Chattanooga. Marching on the 
24th of June, they encamped on fhe 28th at Manchester, Tenn, The ade 
vanee was resumed on the 17th of August, when they left Manchester, 
and crossing the Cumberland mountains, arrived, on the 20th at Steven- 
son, Ala. On the 1st of September, they ascended Raccoon Mountain and 
encamping two days on its summit, descended on the 4th toValley Head, 
Ga., where.they remained until the 10th, at which date they ascended 
Lookout Mountain, returniug to Valley Head on the 13th. "They again 
ascended Lookout Mountain on the 18th, and pushing forward to Stevens’ 
Gap, descended on the following day to Crawfish Springs, where they 
joined Gen. Mitchell’s cavalry. Ascertaining that the enemy was maneu- 
vering to cut them off from the main body, the whole division fell back 
seven miles through Chattanooga Valley, taking a position which they 
retained until the 22d, when the movement towards Chattanooga was re- 
sumed. While marching, the enemy opened fire with his artillery, when 
the Fifth was put in position and soon silenced the enemy's guns. On the 
24th they eneamped within the fortifications at Chattanooga, where they 
are yet stationed. 

No report has been received from this battery.

The “ Buena Vista Artillery," recruited and organized under the direc- 
tion of Capt. Henry Dillon, was mustered into United States service at 
Camp Utley, Racine, on the 2d of October, 1861, and left the State on 
the 15th of March, 1862, under orders to report at St. Louis, Mo., where 
they arrived on the following day. On the 19th, they embarked for New 
Madrid. where they were placed in charge of a siege battery during the 
siege of Island No. 10. After its surrender, they remained in the per- 
` formance of garrison duty, until the 17th of May, when they left New 
Madrid, on transports, and proceeding up the Tennessee river, arrived on 
the 23d at Hamburg Landing, Tenn., whence they moved on the 26th, tak- 
ing position in the reserve of the besieging forces before Corinth. Short- 
ly after the evacuation of Corinth, they marched to Rienzi, Miss., and 
thence to Boonville, where they were stationed a short time, returning in 
June to Rienzi. At this place they remained in charge of a portion of 
the fortifications, until the 1st of October, when they were ordered to 
Corinth. On the 3d and 4th, they were engaged in the battle of CORINTH, 
sustaining a loss of four killed and twenty-one wounded. They started, 
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on the 5th, in pursuit of the retreating enemy, and having marched 
from place to place, without being again exposed to fire, returned to Cor- 
inth on the 11th, and encamped. Leaving Corinth on the 2d of Novem- 
ber, they encamped, on the 5th, four miles south of Grand Junction, re- 
maining until the 10th, when they marched, proceeding, af-er a short 
stay at Davis’ Mills, to Moscow, Tenn. On the 28th, they encamped at 
Lumpkins’ Mills, near Waterford. 

Participating in the general southward movement of our forces, they 
marched with Gen, Quimby’s Division in December, proceeding as far as 
Yocona river, and returning shortly afterward to Lumpkins' Mills, whence 
one section of the battery, under Lieut. Clark, was sent to Memphis, as 
escort toa supply train. Shortly after, the remainder of the battery 
marched to Holly Springs, and thence to LaFayette, Tenn., where they 
went into camp, remaining until the latter part of the month, when camp 
was removed to Buntyn Station, five miles from Memphis, on*the Mem- 
phis and Charleston Railroad. On the 3d of March, they embarked at 
Memphis, and proceeding down the Mississippi, encamped four miles below 
Helena, Ark., from which place they moved as a portion of the ‘Yazoo Pass 
Expedition,” returning to camp, near Helena, on the 9th of April. On 
the 18th, they again embarked, and proceeding down the river, landed, on 
the 15th, at Milliken’s Bend, La. Marching from this place, on the 25th 
of April, asa portion of the army destined for the reduction of Vicks- 
burg, they proceeded across the peninsula below, arriving, on the 30th, 
on the bank of the Mississippi, below Grand Gulf, where they crossed 
the river to Bruinsburg, Miss., on the 1st of May, and immediately took úp 
the line of march for Port Gibson. Moving with the rear of our forces, 
they were ordered to the front after the battle of Thompson’s Hill, and in 
pursuit of the retreating enemy, passed through Port Gibson to Bayou 
Pierre, where their further progress was checked by a burning bridge. 

Early on the morning of the 3d, the pursuit was reneffed, and the ene- 
my overtaken at Jones’ Cross Doan, where a sharp skirmish ensued, 
in which the battery participated. In the battle at Raymond on the 12th, 
they were held in reserve, and took no active part in the engagement. 
Pursuing the retreating enemy, they started on the following day for 
JACKSON, before which place they took part in the battle of the 14th, 


` with the loss of two men wounded. Next day commenced the advance 


to Vicksburg. Marching by way of Clinton, the enemy was overtaken at 
CHAMPION De when they opened fire, doing good service, sustaining 
a loss of two men wounded. From the 19th, when they took position in 
the trenches before VICKSBURG, until its surrender and occupation by our 
forces, they were constantly engaged in the duties of the siege. After 
the surrender, they remained in camp at Vicksburg, until the 12th of 
September, when two sections of the battery were ordered to Helena. 
Landing at the latter place on the 15th, they were joined on the 26th by 
the section left at Vicksburg, and the whole battery proceeded up the 
river, landing on the 27th at Memphis, Tenn., where they yet remain. 
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SEVENTH BATTERY.

The “ Badger State Flying Artillery,” recruited and organized in Mil- 
waukee, under the supervision of Capt. Richard R. Griffiths, was mus- 
tered into the United States service on the 4th of October, 1861; and 
on the 9th went into Camp Utley, at Racine, then the general rendezvous 
for our artillery. Without equipments, they left the State for active ser- 
vice, on the 15th of March, under orders for St. Louis, at which place, 
on their arrival next day, they were quartered in Benton Barracks, They 
embarked on the 19th, and proceeding down the Mississippi, landed on 
the 21st at New Madrid, where they joined Gen. Pope's command, and 
were ordered to take part in the siege of ISLAND No, 10, then in progress. 
Not having yet received their light artillery equipments, they were ordered 
to take charge of batteries of heavy siege guns, which had been planted 
along the Missouri bank of the river, in the performance of which duty 
they were constantly employed until the surrender of that rebel strong- 
hold, on the 8th of April. 

Soon after, the battery was fully equipped, and, on the 4th of May, 
they removed to Island No. 10, where they remained, engaged in the per- 
formance of garrison duty, until the 11th of June, when they were trans- 
ported by steamer to Hickman, Ky. Thence they marched on the same 
day to Union City, Tenn., joining the “ Kansas and Wisconsin Brigade,” 
commanded by Gen. R. B. Mitchell. Having remained two weeks at this 
place, they marched through the “ Obion Bottoms ” and West Tennessee, 
arriving at Trenton, Tenn., on the 24th of June. Here they were sta- 
tioned, guarding the Mobile and Ohio railroad, the avenue for supplies 
for the “Army of the Tennessee,” until the 20th of July, when they 
moved to Humboldt, Tenn., an important point at the junction of the 
Memphis and Ohio, and Mobile and Ohio railroads. This post they held 
some time, in connexion with our Twelfth Regiment. About the Ist of 
December the battery was divided, three guns being detached and sta- 
tioned at Trenton, eleven miles north, on the Mobile and Ohio railroad. 

In the middle of December the rebel general Forrest made his great 
“raid” through West Tennessee, for the purpose of destroying Gen. 
Grant’s communications, by cutting the Mobile and Ohio railroad. Mak- 
ing a feint on Jackson, seventeen miles south of Humboldt, he succeeded 
in inducing our commanding general to concentrate his forces at that 
place. On the 18th our forces were hastily withdrawn from the line of 
railroad between Jackson and Columbus, Ky., the Seventh being ordered 
to take only their horses, guns and gun detachments, and leaving every- 
thing else, to proceed at once to Jackson. Two days afterward, on the 
20th, the enemy entered Humboldt, capturing thirty of the men, a num- 
ber of their horses, and all their camp and garrison equipage, together 
with the company books and records. One of the men had his nose shot 
off in wanton barbarity, by these savages, after he had surrendered and

was in their hands a prisoner. On the appearance of the rebels, ten of 
the men, two of whom were badly wounded In the attempt, succeeded in 
effecting their escape, under a severe fire, and reached Jackson, with their 
horses. The caissons and camp equipage at Trenton, belonging to the 
battery, were also captured and destroyed, and one man was taken pris- 
oner. The others made a narrow escape, and after a laborious and diffi- 
ult progress through the woods and swamps, reached Columbus, Ky., 
in safety. The battery was again divided; one-half being sent from 
«Jackson in pursuit of Forrest; marching in the performance of this duty 
to Lexington, Ky., and back. The other half remained at Jackson. 

On the 24th of December the whole battery moved to Trenton, from 
which pe the pursuit of Forrest was again commenced. Two brigades, 
under Gen. Sullivan, moved forward on the same night, half the battery 
accompanying each brigade. After a week's tedious pursuit, the first 
brigade, on the 31st came upon the enemy at PARKER’s Cross ROADS, 
"Tenn , where a severe action ensued; the brigade engaging Forrest's whole 
force for seven hours. Ten guns, in well chosen position, concentrated 
their fire upon the three pieces in the right half of the Seventh. These 
guns were all disabled by the heavy fire of the enemy; when, having ex- 
pended their last charge of ammunition, this portion of the battery was 
charged upon by a rebel brigade and taken prisoners; but, shortly after, 
were—with the exception of ten men—released by a gallant charge of an 
Towa regiment. At this time, out of less than forty men engaged, they 
had lost five killed, sixteen wounded and ten prisoners. The severity of 
concentrio fire to whieh they were exposed, is indicated by the fact that 
all their horses, but one, were killed." d 

At this juncture, the other brigade of the expedition came up. The 
second half of the battery, immediately opened fire, and the rout of the 
enemy was soon completed. Pursuit was kept up until he crossed the 
Tennessee, when the Seventh battery returned to Jackson. Here they 
were again equipped and remained stationed until the 1st of June, 1863, 
when they moved to Corinth, Miss., and were assigned to duty as part of 
the garrison of that important place. Moving thence on tho 31st of June, 
they eneamped at Memphis, at which place they were attached to the 
Fourth Brigade, of the Fifth Division: Sixth Army Corps. They are 
yet encamped at Memphis. 


EIGHTH BATTERY.

The “ Lyon's Pinery Battery,” recruited and organized under the di- 
reotion of Capt. Stephen J. Carpenter, of Stevens Point, was mustered 
into the United States service at Camp Utley, Racine, on the 8th of January, 
1862, and left the State, for active service, on the 18th of March, under 
orders to report at St. Louis. Arriving on the 20th, they remained in 
Benton Barraeks until the 4th of April, when they embarked, proceeding 
up the Missouri river to Fort Leavenworth, Ks., where they joined the 
forces organizing at that place for the “ Great Southwestern Expedition." 
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On the 10th of May, commenced the march to Fort Riley, Ks., where 
they remained two days, and, the expedition having been abandoned, set 
out, on the 17th, on their return to Fort Leavenworth, at which place 
they embarked, on the 27th, for Columbus, Ky., arriving at the latter post 
on the 4th of June. Marching thence to Humboldt, Tenn., at the junc- 
tion of the Memphis and Ohio with the Mobile and Ohio railroad, they 
were stationed at this place, in the performance of guard duty, from the 
18th of June to the 1st of July, when they were ordered to march, and 
proceeding southward arrived, on the 9th, at Corinth, Miss. In the be- 
ginning of August they took part in a scouting expedition, in the direction 
of Jacinto and Bay Springs, where they came up with the enemy on the 
12th, and took part in a sharp skirmish which followed. The enemy 
having withdrawn during the night, the expedition pressed forward to 
Iuka, whieh they entered on the 14th. While at Iuka, orders were re- 
eeived transferring the battery to the “* Army of the Tennessee,” and 
directing themíto report at Nashville, Tenn., where two sections arrived, 
after a long and toilsome march, on the 4th of September, the centre sec- 
tion; commanded by Lieut. McLean, being left at Eastport, Miss. 

Participating in the retrograde movement, of our forces towards the 
Ohio, they arrived, on the 26th, at Louisville, Ky. Marching with Buell's 
army, they left Louisville on the 1st of October, and took part in the 
battle of CHAPLIN Hints on the Sth. After the battle, they participated 
in the pursuit of the enemy, overtaking him, on the afternoon of the 14th, 
near Lancaster. In the skirmishes of the following day, they were engag- 
ed, shelling the enemy from his position at Lancaster, and following to 
Crab Orchard, Ky., where the pursuit was abandoned, and changing their 
direction, the battery encamped, on the 22d, at Lebanon. Arriving at 
Bowling Green on the 1st of November, they marched thence to Nashville, 
encamping, on the 7th, at that place, where they were joined by the cen- 
tre section, which, meanwhile, had taken part in the battles of Iuka and 
Corinth. Leaving Nashville of the 26th of December, the battery was 
engaged in the battle of SyoNE RIVER, immediately after which, early in 
January, 1863, they went into camp at Murfreesboro, remaining until 
called upon to take part in the general movement of the “ Army of the 
Cumberland" upon Tullahoma. Leaving Murfreesboro on the 24th of 
June, they proceeded by way of Hoover's Gap, to Manchester, arriving 
on the 28th. After a short rest at this place, they marched on the 1st 
of July, encamping, on the 3d, at Winchester. ` 

After a series of marches southward, in the vicinity of Stevenson, Ala., 
they arrived, on the 4th of September, at Valley Head, Ga., where they 
remained five days, crossing Lookout Mountain on tho 10th, and after a 
rest of two days, recrossing the mountain from Beaver Valley to Phillips’ 
Springs, where they arrived on tho 14th. Moving again on the following 
day, they proceeded, by way of Stevens’ Gap, taking position on the field 
of CHICKAMAUGA, early on the morning of the 19th, when they took 
part in the battle of that day, retiring on the 22d to Chattanooga, where 
they are now stationed in defence of the position. 

No report has been received from this battery.

The “ Randall Battery " was organized at Burlington, Racine county, 
and mustered into United States service on the 27th of January, 1862, 
They moved to Camp Utley, Racine, on the 18th of March, whence they 
were ordered to report for active service at St. Louis, and arrived at the 
latterícity on the 20th. Here they were equipped with a battery of six 
guns, captured at Fort Donelson, and forty-five men, with Lieut. Hicks, 
from the Ninth Battery, were added to their number, by order of Gen. 
Halleck. They left Benton Barracks on the 3d of April, and proceeding 
up the Missouri river, disembarked on tho 14th at Fort Leavenworth, Ks., 
where they were furnished with horses, and otherwise throughly equipped 
for their long march across the plains. They struck tents at Fort Leaven- 
worth on the 26th, and the march was commenced. They reached Fort 
Kearney on the 10th of May, and remained four days.  Proceeding 
ihence on the 14th, by way of Julesburg, (May 23,) they arrived at Den- 
ver City, C. T., on the 2d of June, having accomplished a distance of 
upwards of five hundred miles within thirty-eight days. 

On the 5th of June, 1862, the right section of the battery, under com- 
mand of Lieut. James H. Dodge, left Denver City en route for Fort Un- 
ion, New Mexico, at which place they arrived on the 24th, having marched 
two hundred and ninety miles. Leaving Fort Union on the 5th of July, 
they marched a distance of two hundred and sixty miles, to Fort Lyon, in 
Colorado Territory, arriving on the 18th of the same month. 

The left section, under command of Lieut. Watson D. Crocker, left 
Denver City on the 14th of June, 1862, for Fort Lyon, C. T., when they 
subsequently marched on the 12th of July, for Fort Larned, Ks., a dis- 
tance of four hundred and eighty miles from Denver City, where they 
went into camp. 

The centre section, under command of Capt. Cyrus H. Johnson, left 
Denver City on the 22d of June, 1862, marching two hundred and forty 
miles to Fort Lyon. Having been ordered back, they commenced the re- 
turn march on the 3d of August, and reached Denver City on the 11th. 
The remained in eamp at this place until the llth of December, when 
they again marched for Fort Lyon, joining at that place the right section 
of the battery. "With the exception of temporary absence of detach- 
ments at various times, these two sections have’ since occupied that post, 
and are now stationed there: The left section still remains at Fort Larned, 
Ks.

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The Tenth Battery, recruited and organized under the superintendence 
of Capt. Yates V. Beebe, was mustered into United States service on the 
10th of February, 1862, and left the State for field service, on the J8th 
of March, under orders to report at St. Louis, where they arrived on the 
20th. Having remained some time at Benton Barracks, they were ordered 
to Corinth, Miss., in the vicinity of which place they remained during the 
summer, taking part in the battle of tho 3d and 4th of October, and sub 
sequently marched to Nashville, Tenn., near which place, on the 5th of 
November, they took part in a skirmish. While encamped at Nashville, 
on the 12th of December, the battery was assigned position in the Second 
Brigade, Seventh Division, Fourteenth Army Corps, with which they 
have since been identified. Onthe 2d of January, 1863, they were or- 
dered to escort a supply train to Murfreesboro, having performed which 
duty and participated in a skirmish near that place on the 5th, they re- 
turned, on the 8th, to Nashville, where they went into camp. Taking 
part in frequent scouting and foraging expeditions, they were stationed at 
Nashville until the 8th of April, when they moved to Camp Brentwood, 
ten miles from Nashville, at which place they were stationed, in the per- 
formance of guard duty, until ordered, on the 3d of June, to return to 
Nashville. : 

Leaving Nashville on the 16th of July, they were stationed at Mur- 
freesboro, until the 19th of August, when they were ordered to Columbia, 
Tenn. Marching again on the 26th of August, they proceeded, crossing 
the Flint River, to Stevenson, Ala., where they eneamped on the 4th of 
September, remaining until the 20th, at which date they marched to 
Bridgeport, Ala., where they are now stationed. 

No report has been received from this battery. 


ELEVENTH BATTERY.

Early in 1862, under the authority of a recruiting appointment, the 
‘Oconto Irish Guards," numbering eighty-four men, were enlisted by 
John MeAfee, of Oconto, for the Seventeenth regiment, then in process of 
organization. Capt. McAfee was subsequently commissioned Captain of 
the company, and on reaching Camp Randall with his command, it was 
found that under the direction of the Colonel of the Seventeenth, ten 
companies had already been assigned to position, and the regimental or- 
ganization completed. Under these circumstances, with the sanction of 
Governor Harvey, the company was transferred to the artillery service ; 
and leaving Camp Randall on the 6th of April, was attached to the 
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“Trish Brigade," then organizing under the direction of Col. James A. 
Mulligan, at Camp Douglas, Chieago, Ill. At this place the company 
was joined by a Second Lieutenant, with a number of recruits from INi- 
nois, and the Eleventh Battery was fully organized, under the command 
of Capt. John Rourke, of Milwaukee; Capt. McAfee receiving a commis- 
sion as First Lieutenant, and the other officers of the “ Oconto Irish 
Guards," retaining their respective positions. 

They left Camp Douglas for field service on the 14th of June, arriving 
at Harper's Ferry on the 19th, and crossing the Potomac on the 23d, went 
into camp at New Creek, West. Va., on the following day. On the Ist of 
July a scouting party of fifteen men, with one field piece, under command 
of Lieut. Bagley, was detached from the battery, and proceeding by way 
of Ridgeville, where they remained three days, occupied Petersburg, Va., 
until the 16th, returning to camp on the 18th. Accompanying a detach- 
ment of cavalry, a section of this battery left New Creek on the 28th of 
October, under orders to intercept Imboden at Greenland Gap. The reb- 
els were overtaken uear Petersburg, and after a sharp skirmish, the expe- 
dition returned without loss, having captured sixteen prisoners and one 
hnndred and seventy head of cattle. Again, on the 8th of November, 
two sections of the battery accompanied a force of infantry and cavalry, 
in search of Imboden's rebel forces. Having marched upwards of sixty 
miles, they engaged the enemy, eighteen miles beyond Morefield. After 
a conflict lasting three hours, the enemy séattered and fled to the moun- 
tains, leaving fifty prisoners, with a number of cattle and horses. Hav- 
ing burned their encampments, the expedition returned to camp. On the 
19th of March, 1863, a detachment of forty men, mounted as cavalry, 
under Capt. Rourke, proceeded to Greenland Gap, twenty two miles from 
camp. where they captured about 3000 pounds of tobacco which was be- 


“ing smuggled through our lines, at that point, returning on the same day. 


The battery left New Creek on the 25th of April, proceeding by way 
of Grafton and Webster, to the relief of a portion of our forces at Phil- 
ippi; where, on the following day, they engaged and drove back Imbodens' 
advance. Returning to Grafton on the 27th, one section, under Lieut. 
Bagley, was ordered next day. to proceed to Rowellsburg and hold it 
against the enemy ; and Lieut. McAfee, with one piece, was detached on 
the 29th, accompanying a small force, to Fairmount, before which place 
the enemy, 5000 strong, made his appearance in the afternoon. After a 
resistance of three and a half hours, Lieut. McAfee was forced to fall 
back on Grafton, with a loss of three men wounded. The whole battery 
subsequently moved back to New Creek, whence a section under com- 
mand of Lieut. Bagley was detached on the 10th of June, and stationed 
at Cumberland, Md. The forces stationed in this part of Western Vir- 
ginia, being ordered to cooperate with the movement of the “ Army of 
the Potomac,” the battery left New Creek on the 6th of July, marching 
by way of Cumberland, Md., where they were joined by the section un- 
der Lieut. Bagley, and proceeding through Hancock and Williamsport to 
to Cherry Run, where they crossed the Potomac on the 18th, and went into 
camp at Hedgesville, Va. 

Here an attempt was made on the 20th, by a portion of. Lee's army, to 
surround and capture the battery, which rendered necessary the abandon- 
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ment of the place. They returned on the 24th and occupied Hedgesville, 
until the 1st of August, when the march was resumed, the battery going 
into camp on the 6th, at Burlington, on Patterson's Creek. Marching 
thence on the 15th, they arrived two days afterward, at Petersburg, Va. 
where the battery has since been stationed. On the following day—Au- 
gust 18th—one section of the battery was detached to Moorfield, West 
Va., where—on the morning of the 4th of September—they were attacked 
by the enemy in vastly superior numbers The assault was twice repulsed, 
when, about four in the afternoon, this little force fell back to Petersburg, 
where they rejoined the battery. 


TWELFTH BATTERY.

The Twelfth Battery was recruited during the months of February and 
March, 1862, by Capt. William A. Pile, of Missouri, under special ans- 
thority granted him for that purpose by Governor Harvey. The men 
were mustered into United States service by squads, as enlisted, at various 
dates during the month of March, and sent forward to be organized and 
equipped at Jefferson Barracks, Mo., with the understanding that they 
were to be attached to the First Missouri Artillery, as the Twelfth Bat- 
tery Wisconsin Volunteers. 

In the latter part of March, a number of the recruits were temporarily 
attached to a Missouri battery and proceeded to New Madrid, where they 
were employed in the siege of Island No. 10, and returned in the middle 
of April to Jefferson Barracks, on the bank of the Mississippi, nine miles 
below St. Louis. Here they joined the remainder of the recruits, who had 
been sent forward from Wisconsin. On the attempt to complete the or- 
ganization of the battery, Capt. Pile refused to acknowledge the authority 
of the Governor of Wisconsin, and proceeded to distribute the men ac- 
cording to his pleasure or caprice, among other organizations. It may 
here be stated that, upon being informed of his action in this matter, the 
Governor of Wisconsin, with the approval of the War Department, re- 
voked the commission of Capt. Pile on the 18th of July. 

On the 6th of May two sections of the Twelfth Battory left Jefferson 
Barracks and proceeded by steamer up the Tennessee river, disembarking 
on the 10th, at Hamburg, Tenn. On the following day they moved fore 
ward to Farmington, Miss., where they joined Gen. Pope's command, tak- 
ing position in our forces, then engaged under Gen. Halleck, in the siege 
of Corinth. At this place, on the 14th, they joined the other section of 
the battery, which had been sent forward a few days previous, under com- 
mand of Lieut. L. D. Immel, of Missouri. Thenceforward, they were 
employed in the varied duties of the siege, and on the 29th, one section, 
commanded by Lieut. Zickerick, was ordered to the front, where they 
opened fire upon the enemy, destroying a fort which commanded the Mem- 
phis and Charleston Railroad. During the night, the enemy evacuated 
Corinth, and on the following day the battery moved forward in pursuit, " 
going into camp on the 31st, at Clear Creek, Miss., where they remain 
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until the 6th of June, at which date camp was moved to the vicinity of 
Boonville. They returned to Clear Creek on the 11th, remaining in cam 
at that place until the 27th, when they commenced the march for Holly 
Springs. On reaching a point three miles beyond Ripley, they were or- 
dered to return, and went into camp on the 2d of July between Rienzi 
and Jacinto, remaining until the 10th, when they returned to camp at 
Clear Creck, resuming the performance of post and garrison duty. 

While stationed at this place, Capt. Zickerick took command of the 
battery, which, on the llth of August, was furnished with four ten- 
pounder Parrott guns. They moved, on the 14th, to Jacinto, where they 
were employed in outpost duty, and were joined, on the 14th of Septem- 
ber, by Lieuts. Harlow and Miles, with seventy-one recruits. Participa- 
ting in the general movement of our forces, they left Jacinto on the 18th, 
and took part in the battle of IUKA on the following day, losing one man 
killed. In the evening, they were ordered forward in pursuit of the re- 
treating enemy, and after two days' severe marching, the battery encamped 
at Jacinto, remaining until the Ist of October, when they. moved towards 
Corinth, bivouacking within a short distance of the town. Shortly after- 
ward, they were ordered to CORINTH, where, on the 3d and 4th, they.took 
part in the battle at that place, in which our troops repulsed the attack of 
the enemy under Price and Van Dorn. On the morning of the 5th, they 
moved in pursuit of the retreating enemy, and marehing from place to 
place until the pursuit was abandoned, returned, on the 14th, to Corinth, 
where they went into camp, remaining in the discharge of garrison duty 
at that place, until the 8th of November. From this date, the battery 
was kept almost continually in motion from point to point in Northern 
Mississippi and Southern Tennessee, until the 4th of January, 1863, 
when they were stationed near Germantown, Tenn., in the performance of 
guard duty on the Memphis and Charleston Railroad. 

Leaving Germantown on the 8th of February, they marched to Mem- 
phis, where the battery remained in.camp until the 1st of March, at 
which date they embarked, and proceeding down the Mississippi, landed 
at Grand Lake, Ark. Having remained here two days, they moved up the 
river, enoamping in Arkansas, opposite the mouth of the Yazoo Pass. 
From this place, they moved on the 24th, taking part in the * Yazoo Pass 
Expedition,’ and returned to camp on the 11th of April, remaining four 
days, until the 16th, where they again embarked, and proceeding down 
the Mississippi, landed, on the 18th, at Milliken’s Bend, La. Marching 
on the 25th they proceeded across the country to a point on the river 
below Grand Gulf, where they crossed the Mississippi on the 1st of May, 
and marching in pursuit of the retreating enemy, passed through Port 
Gibson on the following day, encamping on Big Black River, until the 
9th, when they were again put in motion. Ata distance of three miles 
from RAYMOND, our advance came in contact with the enemy. The bat- 
tery was immediately hurried forward, going into position as the enemy 
began tegive way. They were ordered forward in pursuit, and bivouacked 
for the night near the town. 

Early on the following morning the march towards Jackson was re- 


' sumed. In the action before that place on the 14th, the battery, although 


under fire, was not actively engaged, and next day commenced the ad- 
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vance towards Vicksburg. They occupied position near the centre of 
our forces, and on the left of the artillery line, on the 16th, during 
the battle of CHAMPION HILLES, and after the battle moved forward te 
the Black River, where they were posted to guard the bridge. Bring- 
ing up the rear of our forces, they crossed the river on the 19th, and 
pressing forward, arrived, on ihe afternoon, of the following day, before 
the enemy's fortifications in the rear of VICKSBURG. From this date 
they were eonstantly employed in the duties of the siege until the sur- 
render, after which they encamped near the city, remaining until the 
12th of Septembex, at which date they were placed on transporte, pro- 
ceeding up the Mississippi to reinforce Gen. Steele's forces, at Helena, 
Ark. On they 26th they again embarked, and proceeding up the river, 
landed on the following day at Memphis, Tenn., where they have sinee 
been stationed. '

~ The record of “Battery A," First Battalion Wisconsin Heavy Artil- 
lery, is identical with that of the Second Infantry, from its organization 
down to the 25th of July,1861. Atthis date, three days after the cele- 
brated Battle. of Bull.Run, company K of the regiment—under command 
of Capt. A. J. Langworthy—was detached to form part of the garrison of 
Fort Corcoran, on the heights near Washington. They remained in this 
post, until the 28th of August, when they moved to Fort Marcy, near 
the cliain bridge, and occupied the fort as garrison. Thence one-half of 
the company was ordered, on the 12th of September, to the performance 
of garrison duty in Fort Ethan Allen, and also to instruct a regiment of 
infantry—then stationed there—in heavy artillery drill.’ 

On the 10th of October, company K, in obedience to orders, rejoined 
the regiment, with which it was connected until the 9th of December, 
when, by order of the War Department. the company was permanently 
detached from the regiment, and organized a an artillery company, under 
the name of the “ First Battery Wisconsin Heavy Artillery.” By the 
same order they were placed in garrison at Fort Cass. While here, the 
battery was filled to the maximum by recruits, sent forward from Wiscon- 
sin, and the additional officers received their commissions.

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During the retreat of the “ Army of the Potomac,” under Gen. Pope, 
a detachment of forty men from the battery was sent on the 28th of Au- 
gust, with three pieces of artillery, to garrison Fort Buffalo, an advanced 
post, where they were attacked by the enemy, who, finding his attempts 
to shell them out ineffectual. soon withdrew. Immediate danger to the 
Capital having passed, the detachment returned to Fort Cass on the 7th 
of September. They moved, on the 27th of November, to Fort Ells- 
worth. On the 12th of May, 1863, they were transferred to Fort Worth, 
which they now occupy. As to their efficiency in this branch of service, 
the following—which finds an appropriate place in their record—suffleient- 


ly speaks :

Capt. Meservy is an excellent artillery officer, and has now one of the best compa- 
aies of foot artillery I have ever seen.

On the 8th of June, 1863, Capt. Meservey was authorized by the Secre- 
tary of War, “ to recruit a battalion, four batteries, of heavy artillery, 
using the First Battery as a basis for that purpose.” The required bat- 
teries were soon enrolled and mustered into service, the first taking posi- 
tion as ‘‘ Battery A, First Battalion of Wisconsin Heavy Artillery.”

Immediately upon the receipt of the Order of June 8th, 1863, from 
the War Department, authorizing Capt. Meservey to recruit his command 
to a battalion, recruiting appointments were issued and volunteers were 
rapidly enrolled for this favorite branch of the service. On the 22d of 
August, a portion of this battery, under a First Lieutenant, was muster- 
ed into United States service, and, on the 9th of September, the, battery 
being meanwhile reoruited to the maximum, and fully organized, the mus- 
ter into United States service was completed. “ Battery B” is now at 
Camp Washburn, awaiting orders.

Such is a brief synopsis of the record which the gallantry of our Wis- 
consin soldiers in the field has already added to the history of our coun- 
try. Short and imperfect as it is, it will be read with a throbbing heart 
by thousands of their friends and relatives here at home, who will each 
claim a part in the glory which their unflinching valor has won for our 
young State. 

At the call of our country they left their homes, severing all the 
sacred ties which bind us to our fireside, and throwing aside the imple- 
ments of peaceful industry, have grasped the musket and the sword, go- 
ing forth, as our fathers went, to fight for the vindication of law and the 
preservation of our national integrity. Pointing to the record of these 
men, whom we proudly claim as our kindred, we may assert in the face 
of the nations, that we are not unworthy to enjoy the glorious heritage 
purchased by the blood of our fathers. 

Identified with the Union army from its first organization, they have 
carried our sympathies to every: battle field upon which traitors were to be 
met. From Bull Run to Prairie Grove; from New Orleans and Vicks- 
burg to Gettysburg and Chickamauga, ‘the track of our army, whether in 
victory or defeat, is marked by their blood; and wherever it has been nec- 
essary for brave men to lay down their bodies as a rampart to stay the 
tide of treason, there lie the brave sons of Wisconsin; over them wave green 
grass and the gaudy flowers of a southern clime ; and there, to the latest 
years shall the lovers of liberty make their pilgrimage and pour their tears 
tears of thankfulness and joy: thankfulness, honoring the brave dust be- 
neath: joy, that with such monuments upon earth, liberty will not again 
be assailed !’ 


NINE MONTHS (DRAFTED) MILITIA. 


Owing to the imperfect enrollment and lack of proper medical examin- 
ation, the draft to complete the quota of Wisconsin under the call of 
August 4th, 1862, for 300,000 nine months militia, was not finished at 
the date of my last report. Temporarily delayed in Manitowoc connty, 
it was subsequently made, thus completing the draft in all counties in 
which it was originally levied. 

As the men reported at camps of rendezvous, medical examinations 
were made, and substitutes accepted. It'was soon deemed best to consoli- 
date the camps, and conduct the business at one point. The camp at Ra- 
cine was broken up late-in December, 1862, and that at Madison January 
2d, 1863, and the men transferred to camp Washburn, where the organ- 
ization, of the Thirty-fourth was completed, as before mentioned. 


*Since reoruited to the maximum, and mustered into United States service. 
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The total number drafted in the State under the call of August 4th, 
1862, was 4,537: of which 2,875 reported at camps of rendezvous, Of 
these 988 were discharged, 19 deserted from camp, 129 were furloughed 
until further orders, by the Governor, to await the decision of the War 
Department in their casc, and which was, in a majority of cases, equiva- 
lent to a discharge, and the balance, 1,662, failed to report. A tabular 
statement will be found in schedule * D," giving a detailed result by 
counties. 


. DRAFT OF 1863. 


The proparations for a draft on the ninth proximo, under the act of 
Congress of the present year, aro being made under tho direct supervision 
and control of the General Government, through its officers appointed 
for that purpose. An enrollment has been made of all persons in the 
State subject to military duty, under the provisions of the Act from which 
a draft of one-fifth of tho first class enrolled is to be made, with fifty per 
cent. additional to cover cases of exemption. 

Mention has already been made of the exertions made by the State au- 
thorities to secure a distribution of the credit heretofore furnished, and 
the results obtained. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


A regimental roster is again appended to my report in schedule “ E," 
to which your Excollency is referred for information of the changes which 
have taken place in the field, staff and line officers, by death, discharge or 
promotion, with such notice as is furnished by the records of their service. 

Promotions in the regular line havo been adhered to, With the exception 
of instances in which peculiarly meritorious service, or other equally good 
reasons warranted the deviation. - 

The requirements of section 5, chapter 112, laws of 1862, that a copy 
of the monthly returns of each regiment shall be made to the Secretary 
of State; giving the changes that have occurred since the date of the last 
report, has developed the necessity of a thoroughly revised and corrected 
list from each regiment, 

While these reports are received with great regularity from most of the 
regiments in the service, it is not possible that they can furnish accurate 
information of «ll originally connected with the regiment. Some perhaps 
sick in hospital, are by the removal of the regiment to a far distant point, 
thus separated from it, afterward transferred to other hospitals, and per- 
haps allowed to return home upon a hospital furlough, where, detained by 
slow recovery, the soldior is sometimes lost sight of by the regiment, and 
reported absent without leave, by which his family are deprived of the 
state aid, rendered more necessary by his enfeebled condition. Where a 
clear record can be shown, I have under somesuch circumstances certified 
the facts to the Secretary of State, but do not consider such a course 
generally warranted under the existing law. On the other hand, some 
have died, or been discharged while away from their regiment, some 
deserted, from the regiment, or while upon detached service, and are still

carried upon the rolls of the regiment, and their families receiving state 
aid, that should: cease, In the reports of the last month, mention is made 
of the faet by the commanding officers of two regiments, that they are 
earrying the names of many upon the muster roll, that they in some in- 
stances know, and in others have good reason to believe have been dis- 
charged, though official evidence has not reached them, and they must 
therefore be retained. Measures are being taken to correct the matter 
so far as possible. It is believed that thoroughly corrected lists from the 
several regiments will be a saving to the state of thousands of dollars. 
This correction cannot be thoroughly secured except by special action, 
Legislation is therefore rospectfully asked, authorizing this office to take 
“such measures, and incur such expense with the approval of the Gover- 
nor, as shall be necessary to obtain corrected lists. 

This office has also become, as it should be, a medium of information 
for the people of the state, at which inquiries are constantly made, of 
those in the service, and in justice to the people of the state, all pro- 
per measures should be taken to secure correct information. 

I would suggest to your Excelleney the propriety of some provision by 
the State for the'families of that class of soldiers who have, or who may 
return from the service crippled or disabled for life. 

The pension of eight dollars per month, provided by the General Gov- 
ernment, will prove inadequate to meet the necessities of a very large 
number of those so disabled as to hinder the active prosecution of daily 
labor, and who are thus compelled to rely wholly upon the funds of Gov- 
ernment, or the charity of friends l 

Massachusetts, Connecticut, New Jorsey, and other States have provi- 
ded State bounties, in some instances of three hundred dollars in addition 
to the monthly pay to familios ; as premiums for volunteering. Wiscon- 
sin has offered no State bounty other than the five dollars per month to 
those having families dependent upon them for support. Cannot the 
State in this way very properly show, a recognition, in some measure, of 
the services rendered to our State and Country, in providing an addition- 
al support for this class of persons, guarding its payment in such a man- 
ner that the families shall be the recipients of the benefits intended? 
Such a course will, in my opinion, be produetive of more direct benefit in 
its bestowment, than would accrue in a much larger expenditure or a gen- 
eral premium paid for enlistment. 

The General Government is now transferring many of those disabled in 
our regiments to the “ Invalid Corps," which course is a blessing to the 
soldier while he continues of benefit to the service. The law of this State 
providing for the payment of State aid to those having families dependent 
upon them for support, needs amendment in order thatit may be opera- 
tive in the case of those volunteers heretofore entitled, and transferred to 
this organization, Promise is made by the War Department that the 
State authorities shall be regularly advised of the changes that may oc- 
eur in these organizations, so that the Secretary of State, may continue to 
be advised of the individual records as heretofore. 

It is further suggested that the benefits provided by the last Legisla- 
ture for the relief of soldiers discharged for disability, should be extend- 
ed for a longer period than six months. : 
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The long delay in settlement of claims for'back pay and bounty by the 
War Department, renders it desirable that the State shall provide relief 
for a longer term, or until it can be obtained from the General Govern- 
ment. 

A record of each individualin the United States service from this State 
has been commenced, from the date of his enlistment, with such other 
information as ean be obtained from the monthly reports, or other trust- 
worthy sources, to complete the subsequent record of the volunteer. The 
limited assistance in the duties of the office has not permitted its comple- 
tion in time for this report. 

Such a record, correctly compiled, will not only be of historical inter- 
est, but also valuable to those having claims requiring proof and date of 


‘service. The record will fill two books, of one thousand pages each, and, 


although authority is already given to the Adjutant General to include in 
his report such information relative to the volunteer service as his judg- 
ment may dictate, it is suggested that special authority be given for the 
publication of such a work. . 

Itis a matter of congratulation that the government has, at length, 
conceded the establishment of an United States Hospital in this State. 
This result, accomplished hy the personal influence and exertions of Mrs. 
Harvey, has determined the location of the hospital in this city, and to 
‘which the Secretary of War has given the name of the “Harvey General 
Hospital," in respect to the memory of Governor Louis P. Harvey. 

The diseases incident to a southern climate are more fatal, by far, to 
our northern troops than the casualties of battle, and a proper idea of 
economy in the service, alone, would indicate the transfer of those debili- 
tated by long continued disease, from soutbern hospitals to those of the 
North. Statistical evidence is already furnished proving that a much 
larger percentage of men are returned to health and duty from those who 
are sent to a northern climate, over those retained in southern hospitals, 
while the personal gratification it affords the soldier, in the knowledge 
that he is thus remembered and cared for, gives him patience in his trials 
and nerves his arm to braver deeds in the hour of battle. 

Mention is justly due, also, of the General Post Hospital, at Camp 
Randall, under the care of Dr. Otis Hoyt. In an examination of the 
hospital récords, it will be seen that the skill and care bestowed upon a 
large number of patients, has been attended with gratifying results in the 
number returned to duty. 

The labors of the State Agents during the past year, in ‘the severai 
military departments, have been of incalculable value to our soldiers. 

Those who have a just appreciation of the needs of men in hospitals, 
or of the work performed by the State Agents, can not doubt the ne- 
cessity for such labor, though no one can fully estimate the benefits who 
has not himself visited the hospitals of sick and wounded men, or been 
the recipient of attention, in various ways, from those appointed to this 
duty. Through this agency many of those who, by transfer from one 
hospital to another, have been lost sight of by the regiment, are found, 
and if able, returned to duty, or, if long disabled and evidently unfit for 
further service, are, through direct exertions, transferred to somè northern 
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hospital, discharged, or otherwise provided for, as cireumstance may re- 
uire. 

` By this means, also, information is obtained of those who have died in 

hospitals, and such effects as may have been left, are, when the Snrgeons 

will permit, gathered up and returned to friends. 

Those connected with this office may very properly bé accredited 
in active service, having "changed the base of operations," no less than 
SC times within the past two years, in the necessity for removal of the 
office, 

The mass of information which has now’ been gathered, relative to the 
troops in the service from this State, requires that some suitable and per- . 
manent provision be made for its safe keeping, without the danger of loss 
from frequent removal. Much care has been taken to secure complete 
muster rolls, and subsequent corrections, monthly reports and other offi- 
cial records ; and the developments made during the past year, through 
correspondence with the War Department show that the records of this 
office are, in relation to the troops furnished, at least equally reliable with 
those of the General Government. Tt is therefore a matter of importance 
both to the State and individuals, that proper measures be taken to guard 
against loss in any manner, which would be irreparable. 

There have been issuéd from the office during the past year eleven hun- 
dred and sixty commissions, and reeruiting appointments, twenty-four 
general and one hundred and five special orders. 

The labors of the office have been generally less arduous during the 
past, than the previous year, and the clerical force employed less and more 
uniform. 

Fully occupied and frequently overtasked with the duties each day im- 
posed, there has been no opportunity to arrange and systematize records con- , 
stantly accumulating, which course would greatly facilitate and economize 
the labors of the office. Itis deemed that a true economy will consist in the 
speedy completion of the records by the employment of such assistance as 
is necessary for that purpose, and thereby render a less force sufficient to 
perform the duties in the future. 

It is both, as a matter of justice and pleasure, that mention is made of 
the services of my assistant, Major S. Nye Gibbs, and Messrs. J. M. 
Lynch and M. C. Clarke. The personal interest they have each evinced 
in the proper conduct of the business of the office, has plàced me under 
obligations to them, and has contributed to whatever of success has at- 
tended the operations of this department. 

I am also under obligations to Mr. E. B. Quiner, for valuable items of 
correspondence, from our volunteer regiments. The desire to present as 
complete a record as possible of the volunteer force in the United States 
service, has delayed the issue of the report beyond:the time provided by 
law, and it is hoped that the record thereby presented will be deemed a 
proper reason for this delay. Iam thereby enabled to bring the general 
official report to November first. 

By the provisions of section 2, of the militia law, the Adjutant Gener- 
alis also constituted Inspector General of the State. There having been 
no publie parade of the organized militia the past season, no duties have 
been imposed upon that officer, making a further report necessary. 
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The following recapitulation of the statements to which reference is 
made in the foregoing report, is respectfully submitted : i

VI.—The commissioned officers of the companies constituting the fore-

VIII. —The following named Sections of Artillery are hereby assigned 
to form the First State Battery, to wit: 
Section One, Janesville. Lieut. R. B. Treat, commanding.

IX.—The following Sections will form the Second Battery ;

The sections, now each under the command of a Lieutenant, 
will meet under a future order for the election of a Captain and one ad- 
ditional Lieutenant, and the appointment of such non-commissioned offi- 
cers as are allowed a maximum battery. 


XI.—The commanding officer of each organized company or section of 
artillery will muster his company on the last Monday of September—28th 
inst.—and make the triplicate muster rolls required in section twenty-four 
(24,) of the Militia Law. In the absence of regimental officers, the rolls 
designed for this office may be forwarded direct by the company officers. 
The lists of arms and accoutrements required by section 24 for the Quar- 
termaster General, will—for the same reason—be sent direct to that offi- 
cer.

Frequent complaint is made of the conduct of recruiting officers, in 
their endeavor to secure recruits by the enlistment of minors under eight- 
een yéars of age, without the consent of the parents of such minors. 
Such enlistments are strictly forbidden by law, General Order, No. 170, 
current series from the War Department, provides that “ No person un- 
der the age of eighteen years is to be enlisted or re-enlisted without the 
written consent of his parent, guardian or master. Recruiting officers 
must be very particular in ascortaining the true age of the recruit.” 

Every precaution should be taken to prevent the enlistment of minors, 
except as provided by the regulations. While, in a majority of cases, the 
age given by the recruit may safely be taken as correct, the anxiety to en- 
list may, in some instances, lead to a mis-statement of age. The judg- 
ment of the officer should, in doubtful cases, be exercised with proper 
caution. 

Proof of the violation of this order by any recruiting officer, will be 
deemed a sufficient cause for the revocation of the appointment, and con- 
sequent loss of commission.

«3. Boards may be convened at such posts as may be decided upon by 
the War Department to examine applicants for commissions to command 
colored troops, who, on application to the Adjutant General, may receive 
authority to present themselves to the board for examination. 

“4, No person shall be allowed to recruit for colored troops except

“5, The reports of boards will specify the grade of commission for 
which each candidate is fit, and authority to recruit will be given in ac- 
cordance.

Under the call of the President of the United States, dated October 17th, 
A. D. 1863, for 300,000 volunteers, to serve for three years or during the 
war, the quota of Wisconsin is 10,281, there being 74,976 persons of the 
first class enrolled, according to official reports. 

This number may be raised by voluntary enlistment in any of the old 
regiments or batteries, or in the Thirty-fifth regiment infantry, or 13th 
light artillery, now organizing in the State. If the quota above given is 
not filled by voluntary enlistments, a draft is ordered by the General Gov- 
ernment on the 5th of January, 1864, to supply the deficiency then ex- 
isting. 

The quotas of the several towns und wards in the State under this call, 
are given in the table annexed, and are assigned in accordance with the 
number of men of the first class in each town or ward, enrolled by the 
United States District Provost Marshals. The quotas of Districts as giv- 
en, have been assigned by the War Department. Credits will be allowed 
for all volunteers who may hereafter enlist in either of the above named 
organizations, or who may have heretofore enlisted from the several local- 
ities in any of the old regiments in the field, since the date of the call, 
(October 17th.) 

Authority to recruit wil be given by the Assistant Provost: Marshal 
General, or either of the District Provost Marshals of the State, who are 
also authorized to accept and muster recruits, and provide transportation 
to camps of rendezvous. 

Tne following bounties and premiums will be paid by the Government 
to volunteers in old regiments, to-wit. : 

To Veterans, viz., persons who have been in the military service of the 
United States not less than nine months, $402 00, as follows: One 
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month's pay $13 in advance, with bounty and premium when mustered 
into the service, $62, making $75 in advance; $50 more in two months; 
$50 in six months; $50 in twelve months; $50 in eighteen months; $50 
in twenty-four months; $50 in thirty months, and the balance of $40 at 
expiration of the three years’ service. 

To new recruits, and those who have been in the service less 
than nine months, who shall enlist in old regiments, $302, as follows : 
One month’s pay in advance, $13, with bounty and premium when mus- 
‘tered into the service, $62, making $75 in advance; $40 more in two 
months ; $40 in six months ; 40 in twelve months ; $40 in eighteen months ; 
$40 in twenty-four. months, and the balance of $40 at the expiratian of 
the three years’ service. . 

Volunteers in new organizations get $100 bounty: One month's pay, 
$13, and $27 advance bounty and premium on being mustered, and the 
expiration of the three years' service. 

The following premiums will be paid by the District Provost Marshals- 
to any person other than a commissioned officer, who shall bring in accept- 
ed recruits, to wit.: For veterans, $25; for recruits, not veterans: $15. 

The Governor refers the people again to his Proclamation of the 24th 
of October. Other States are making active exertions to raise their quo- 
tas by volunteering, and it is hoped that the patriotic citizens in the sev- 
ral towns and cities will, by earnest co-operation, through public meetings, 
and such other means as they may deem proper, also secure the full quota 
of Wisconsin-by voluntary enlistments, and thereby obviate the necessity 
of a further draft in this State.

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SURGEON GENERAL?S REPORT. 


MADISON, . Dec. 31, 1863. 
To His Excellency, EDWARD SALOMON, 
* Governor of Wisconsin : 


Srr—Since my last report for the year 1862—no material change in the 
general management of this Department, has taken plaee. Apppoint- 
ments, promotions, visits to the battle fields—in short, all the duties be- 
longing thereto, or connected therewith, have been conducted on the same 
plan, and I am pleased to be able to say, that another years' experience, 
still farther commends it to my confidence. n : 

The Order of June 20th, 1863, in reference to vacancies occurring in 
regiments, below the minimum in numbers, allowing but one Ass't Sur- 
geon in all such cases, has of course, somewhat limited appointments— 
that being the condition of nearly all our regiments—nevertheless, many 
changes, from resignations, promotions, appointments, &c., &c., have taken 
place during the year. : e 

All vacancies occurring in the Surgeoncy of regiments, have been filled 
by promotions from among those Assistant Surgeons, whose long and 
thoroughly tried services, proved both their professional qualifications 
and patriotism, as well. But few vacancies among the Surgeons, have 
occurred ` promotions, therefore, to this position, have been limited. 

This will doubtless continue to the end of the war, in consequence of 
which, many Assistant Surgeons, who by their qualifications and general 
good conduct, clearly merit promotion, will be compelled to remain in a 
subordinate position, but which under such circumstances, is none the less 
honorable. The small difference in pay, is of but little consequence, for 
the pay of a Surgeon, is not of itself, sufficient to induce any one compe- 
tent to fill the place, to desire it. Other motives, must in nearly all cases, 
be more potential than that, o? I fear few qualified men would be found 
to except even a Surgeonoy. 

I do not think the Medical Staff of the army occupy the relative posi- 
tion among other officers they are entitled to. A newly appointed Assis- 
tant Surgeon should assimilate in rank and pay with a Captain; and ac- 
eording to the length of time spent in service, to qualifications, attention 
to and skill in the discharge ot duties, and further, to offer inducement 
for extraordinary professional talents and attainments, I can see no geod 


reason why promotion should not be opeh to them, through the different ` 


grades of rank, at least to a Lieutenant Colonelcy, whilst engaged in the 
duties of Regimental Surgeon, and when advanced to the position of Med- 
ical Director and other corresponding places, to a Coloneley, and so on 
to the Surgeon General, United States Army, who instead of a Brigadier, 
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should be a Major General, leaving the rank of Brigadier to those who 
now assimilate to the rank of Colonel. In short, Y think the Medical 
Staff should be advanced one grade in rank and pay throughout. 

The Surgeon General, United States Army, assimilates in rank to a 
Brigadier, on a salary of $2,740 per annum. There is scarcely a surgeon 
in the service, ranking as Major, who cannot, in his private business, earn 
more money, and in the meantime enjoy the comforts, privileges and ad- 
vantages of his home. The duties and responsibilitiies resting on the Sur- 
geon General. are inferior to no other department of the service. It 
should, also, be remembered that the education qualifying him for this 
exalted position, eost the country nothing, whereas, most of the officers, 
high in rank in other departments of the service. were educated at the 
expense of the government. : 

In the early part of the war, much was said throughout the country 
about the incompetence of the surgeons, and the abuses thé soldiers were 
subject to in consequence Then the whole volunteer army, from private 
to general, was inexperieneed and very incompetent to judge of the efforts 
of the surgeons. No one seemed to appreciate the great change from the 
home life of a volunteer to the life of a soldier in active service in the 
field, consequently no one anticipated any especial amount of sickness, 
and probably all expected about the same attention and care when sick 
they had been accustomed to at home. In all this they were destined to 
sore disappointment, and it is not remarkable that all the reports in cir- 
culation at that time should have originated under such circumstances; 
but time, the infallible test and corrective of all such things, has been 
busy at work, and by various means has removed nearly all cause of com- 
plaint, consequently but little is now a-days said on the subject. The 
incompetent. whether from physical disability, lack of professional qualif- 
cations, irregular habits, or general want of adaptation to the service, on 
the part of the surgeon, and the weeding out of the ranks, of both men 
and officers, unsuitable material, together with the acclimation of the bal- 
ance, and the experience acquired in self protection, not only against their 
open enemies, but what is of still greater consequence, those insidious and. 
much more fatal ones, disease, in its hundred forms, always watching an 
opportunity to seize a picket or outpost, and by flank movement, if the 
force is not sufficient to overwhelm by direct attack, gain possession of the 
interior works, from which a dislodgement can only be effected, if at all, by 
desperate means. In this way the army, as well as the surgeons, has been 
winnowed. In both cases most of the chaff has been blown away, hence 
there is now very little sickness among our veterans. In my last visit to 
the front at Chattanooga, the hospitals were filled, it is true, but with 
wounded, not otherwise sick men. Searcely a man was to be found on 
sick report. - 

At the present time [ am satisfied that no army was over better cared 
for in the medical department than ours. Nevertheless I am free to admit, 
that a chance for a more honorable position and better pay would com- 
mand a higher order of talents and more thorough qualifications; at the 
same time the surprise is, that talents and qualifications, so respectable, 
have been secured. 

Although this may not be the proper place to discuss this subject—to 
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which I only allude incidentally—nevertheless it may be among the means 
of directing the attention of those most interested, to-wit: the whole army, 
and through that and other channels reach our national legislators, and 
induce them to examine the subject, and by proper legislation place the 
Medical Staff of the army in a position commensurate with the importance 
of its services. l 

En the month of August last, a communication was received from the 
Surgeon General U. S., requesting the organization of a “ Surgical Aid 
Corps ” in this State—said corps to consist of thirty members, selected 
with due eare—who were to hold themselves in readiness whenever ealled 
upon to render such aid, immediately after severe battles, as cireumstan- 
ces might require. They were to continue in service atleast fifteen days, 
obeying the orders of their superiors in the Medical Department, aud 
receive pay or not, at their option—the amount being the same as for 
eontraet surgeons. 

I proceeded without delay, in accordance with instructions from the 
Surgeon General, to organize said corps, and sueceeded in completing it, 
prior to the battle of Chickamauga, which was the first after my instruc- 
tions were received of sufficient severity to require any outside assistance. 
The following list of names, composing said corps, was immediately for- 
warded to the Surgeon General's office, Washington, D. O.:

The necessity for this measure grew, I have no doubt, out of the fact, 
that latge numbers of Medical gentlemen from different States visited 
battle-fields without adequate organization, and consequently without 
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systematic and concerted action—and, as might be expected, without ac- 
complishing the amount of good they would have done, had they been 
properly organized and placed under the rules of the Medical Depart- 
ment. Doubtless, there were algo, in many instances, a greater number 
than the occasion required, so that, in various ways, the good that was 
intended failed to be accomplished. . 

Under the present system, the whole matter of surgical assistance from 
the States is at the disposal of the Surgeon General U. S. ' He, no 
doubt, as soon as any one, receives information during and after battles,of 
all those facts essential to the formation of a correct opinion as to whether 
any, or how many, may be needed from theseveral * Aid Corps" of such 
States as are most immediately interested in the wounded requiring as- 
sistance. Whatever number he deems necessary, he then calls for by 
telegraphing the Surgeon General; or if, as is the case'in some of the 
States, there be no such officer, then the Governor or Adjutant General, 
for such number as he thinks necessary, and they areimmediately ordered 
to the battle-field for such duties as may be assigned them. 

Practically, this plan has been in operation in Wisconsin from the com- 
mencement of the war, the only difference being that the Surgeon General 
of the United States determines the question whether any, or how many are 
needed, instead of the Governor, and those liable to be called for are ap- 
prised of the fact by belonging to the “Surgical Aid Corps,” from the 
members of which the number called for are to be drawn. 

On the general subject of sanitary and surgieal assistance, furnished 
by States, I would say that, to be efficient, they must operate through 
organizations sufficiently comprehensive to embrace the whole army, with- 
out partiality or prejudice. No matter what state or country, class or 
color, is represented by the soldier needing assistance, it is sufficient to 
know that he is a Union soldier, engaged in the glorious work of putting 
down this inexcusable rebellion, and of maintaining the integrity and unity 
of the country. All narrow, selfish considerations must be ignored. A 
truly patriotic mother, in contributing to the general fund for the relief 
of our brave boys, will not be governed in what she gives by the reflec- 
tion that her own son is to receive her donation, but will be content to 
know that some member of the great family composing our army will be 
the recipient of her favor. 

As an example of such an organization, pre-eminently entitled to con- 
fidence, I would name the United States Sanitary Commission. Enjoy- 
ing the confidence and co-operation of the Government—brought by the 
experience and ability of the management into a practical, working condi- 
tion, inferior tono department of the service, extending its beneficent ope- 
ration throuh every ramification of the service, and even beyond : for the 
discharged soldier, whether from expired time, from disability by wounds, 
sickness, or from what cause soever, is still surrounded by its influence, 
that, like a guardian angel, conducts him to some onê of its numerous 
homes, now so widely scattered, yet located at the great centres of travel, 
that they are of easy access Here he is comfortably fed and lodged, as- 
sisted in the correction, if need be, of his discharge papers, in the collec- 
tion of his dues, in procuring transportation—in short, in furnishing ev- 
ery needful assistance. So, also, through its thoroughly disciplined agente 
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and employees, every article contributed, from any and every source, of 
whatever name or nature, moves systematically and regularly on to its 
ultimate destination—our gallant, stricken boys, inmates of hospitals from 
sickness and wounds. 

The same general principles are applicable to State efforts, for rendering 
surgical aid, All expeditions fitted out by State authority, at State ex- 
pense, feel under obligations to make the soldiers of their respective 
States the recipients of their favors, whether of services or sanitary sup- 
plies. ‘This is specious in theory, and would be correct if practicable ; 
but it is easy to say, that, all the time allotted for useful assistance, 
would be consumed in seeking after the particular soldiers for whose 
benefit the expedition was sent out, 

The organization of “Aid Corps" in the several States, will obviate 
this difficulty by placing all called out under the orders of the Medical 
Department, thereby at once, systematizing and rendering efficient, what 
has heretofore not unfrequently been chaotic and nearly useless. 

Mistakes may, nevertheless, arise under the present ** Aid Corps ” sys- 
tem, in not calling for assistance when needed. Such I think was the 
case after the battle of Chickamauga. I am not aware that any assistance ^ 
was called for from any of the States, through the * Aid Corps ” organi- 
zation, and yet, if my experience and observation may be trusted, no bat- 
tle during the war, at least, none at the South-west, more imperatively 
called for aid, than that. 

Many minor matters, too inconsiderable in themselves to mention here, 
but which, in the aggregate, become of consequence from monopolising 
so much of my time—such as applications by letter and personal calls 
from friends and relations of sick and wounded soldiers, asking for assist- 
ance in procuring for them discharges, furloughs, &c., subjects over which 
I have no control, fnrther than by writing the Surgeonin charge, drawing 
his attention thereby, especially to the case, and asking for it due con- 
sideration. So also, such sick and wounded officers and soldiers, as 
chance to be in my neighborhood, and seek my services, T have as far as 
possible attended, and in a great varicty of ways, aside from the more 
obvious duties of the department, I find a large proportion of my time 
occupied. 

For information connected with the several expeditions to the battle- 
fields of Vieksburg, Chancellorville and Chickamauga —I refer respeot- 
fully to reports now on file in the Executive office, of the following dates : 
Vicksburg, April 8th, 1863; Chancellorville, June 25, 1863; Chickamau- 
ga, Nov. bth, 1863.
